Whereas,  the  election  of  Abraham  LiDColn,  a  Black  Republican,  to 

the  PTesidency  of  the  United  States,  by  a  purely  sectional  vote,  and  by 

a  party  whose  leading  and  publicly  avowed  object  is  the  destruction  of 

the  instittitioii  of  Slavery,  as  it  exists  in  the  slaveholdihg  States :  And 

whereas,  the  success  of  said  part}',  and  the  power  which  it  now  has, 

and  soon   will  acquire,  greatly  endanger  the  peace,  interests,  security 

and  honor  of  the  slaveholding   States,  and   make  it  necessary  that 

prompt  and  efficient  measures  should  be  adopted  to  avoid  the  evils 

which  must  result  from  a  Republican  administration  of  the  Federal 

GoTemment;  ^nd,  as  the  interests  and  destiny  of  the  slaveholding 

States  are  the  same,  they  mnst  naturally  sympathize  with  each  other; 

they,  therefore,  so  far  as  it  may  be  practicable,  should  consult  and 

advise  together  as  to  what  is  best  to  be  done  to  protect  then*  mutual 

interests  and  honor :

Ehall  be  held  for  Senators  and  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
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of  tbe  new  Congress,  and  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  new 
Confederacy. 

Reiolvedj  That  three  Commisrioners  be  appointed  to  carry  an  authen- 
ticated copy  of  the  Ordinance  of  Secession  to  Washington,  to  be  laid

said  Forts,  Magazines,  and  .other  places,  are  allowed  to  remain  in  the 
condition  in  which  they  may  be  at  the  adoption  of  this  Ordinance;  and 
they  shall  be  further  empowered  to  treat  upon  the  subject  of  the  public 
debt,  and  for  a  proper  division  of  all  other  property  than  the  above,  now 
held  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  as  agent  of  the  States 
now  embraced  in  said  Confederacy,  until  such  time  as  a  new  Con- 
federacy of  States  shall  be  formed,  of  which  South  Carolina^hali  be 
one. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  HayOe,  the  first  resolution  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Relations  with  the  Slaveholding  States  of  North 
America,  and  was  ordered  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Inglis  moved  that  the  second  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Inglis  withdrew' his  motion. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hayne,  the  second  resolul^ion  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Relations,  and  was  ordered  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Memminger  offered  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Eesolvedf  That  a  Commission,  to  consist  of  three  persons,  be 
elected  by  ballot  of  this  Convention,  to  proceed  to  Washington,  to  nego- 
tiate with  the  United  States,  acting  through  their  General  Government, 
as  to  the  proper  measures  and  arrangements  to  be  made  or  adopted  in 
the  existing  relations  of  the  parties,  and  for  the  continuanoe  of  peace  j 
and  amity  between  them. 

2.  Resolvtdy  That  five  persons  be  elected  by  this  Convention,  by 
ballot,  who  shall  be  authorized  to  meet  such  Deputies  as  may  be  ap- 
pointed by  any  other  slaveholding  State,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing 
or  forming  a  Southern  Confederacy,  with  power  to  discuss  and  settle  a 
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CoiedtQUon  OT  plan  of  union,  to  be  reported  to  the  said  States  for  their 
zitificatioD,  amendment  or  rejection.  That  the  said  Deputies  shi^U 
ioTite  a  meeting  at  Columbia,  or  at  such  other  place  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  ambng  the  Deputies  of  the  several  States,  and  shall  report  to  this  . 
ConTection  such  Constitution  or  Articles  as  may  be  agreed  on  by  said 
Deputies. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Memminger,  the  first  of  these  resolutions  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Eolations;  and  the  second 
resQiution  to  the  Committee  on  Relations  with  the  Slaveholding  States 
of  North  Amerioa. 

The  resolutions  were  ordered  to  be  pnnted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hutson,  it  was  ordered  that  when  the  Convention 
adjouTDB,  it  shall  be  adjourned  to  meet  to-morrow,  at  twelve  o'clock,  M. 

Mr.  Mazyek  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  made  the 
special  order  of  the  day  for  to-morrow,  at  one  o'clock,  P.  M.,  and  was 
ordered  to  be  printed : 

Ruolved,  That  a  Committee,  to  consist  of  — ^ members,  be  ap- 
pointed, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inquire  and  report  to  this  Convention 
how  much*'of  the  legislation  of  Congress  would  be  ipw  facto  abrogated 
»  &r  as  this  State  is  concerned,  by  the  secession. of  the  State  from  the 
Pederal  Union,  and  how  much  of  it  might  remain  of  force,  notwith- 
standing  the  act  of  secession. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Orr,  the  ConyeatioQ  was  adjourned  at  forty-five 
fltionles  past  fonr  o'clock,  P;  M.

CONVENTION  OF  DECEMBER  17/1860. 


1.  The  Piresident  and  eighty-four  members  shall  be  a  quoram  to 
traDsaet  business. 

2.  K  any  member,  shall  absent  himself  without  leave,  he  may  be 
sait  finr  at  hia  own  expense,  and  be  subject  to  the  censure  of  the  Con- 
Tendon.  , 

3.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  sai^e  point  with^ 
out  leave  of  the  Convention. 

4.  Each  member,  when  speaking,  shall  address  himself  to  the  Chair, 
standing  and  uncovered,  at  his  place.   ' 

5.  If  two  members  rise  to  speak  nearly  at  the  same  time,  the  Presi- 
dent shall  decide  which  was  first  up. 

6.  Eveiy  nrember,  when  speaking,  shall  adhere  to  the  point  before 
the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  interrupted  unless  he  departs  from  it, 
when  he  may  be  called  to  order. 

7.  When  a  question  of  order  arises,  it  shall  be  decided  by  the  Presi- 
dent, in  the  first  instance ;  butKny  member  may  appeal  from  his  deter- 
mination to  the  Convention. 

8.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seoonded,  it  shall,  if  required  by  a 
member,  be  reduced  to  ^ting,  and  iielivered  in  at  the  table. 

9.  When  a  question  is  put  by  the  President,  and  the  Convention

That  they  have  had  the  matter  referred  under  consideration,  and 
believing  that  they  would  best  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  great  occasion, 
and  the  just  expectations  of  the  Conveotion,  by  expressing,  in  the 
fewest  and  simplest  words  possible  to  be  used,  consistently  with  perspi- 
cuity, all  that  is  necessary  to  effect  the  end  proposed  and  no  more,  and 
80  excluding  everything,  which,  however  proper  in  itself,  for  the  atten- 
tion and  action  of  the  Convention,  is  not  a  necessary  part  of  the  solema 
aQt  of  secession,  but  may,  at  least,  be  as  well  effected  by  a  distinct  Ordi- 
dinance  or  resolution,  they  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  Conven- 
tion the  accompanying  brief  draft :  ^

And  it  is  further  ordained  and  declared  that,  until 
otherwise  provided  for  by  the  General  Assembly,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Governor  to  aj)point  Post  Masters,  and  to  make  such  temporary 
arrangements  as  may  be  requisite  for  the  transportation  of  the  mails, 
having  due  regard  to  mail  contracts  with  the  Government  of  the  United*. 
States,  now  subsisting. 

Mr.  J.  I.  Middleton  proposed  the  following  amendment,  as  an  addi- 
tional clause  to  the  Ordinance  : 

And  the  Collectors  of  the  Ouston^s  are  hereby  instructed  to  levy  and 
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collect  duties  on  all  goods,  wares- and  merchaiidize,  at  half  the  rates 
heretofore  exacted  by  operation  of  the  last  Tariff 'Act  of  the  United 

States  Government,  until  otherwise  directed  by  law.  • 

» 

Mr.  Hutson  offered  the  following  amendment : 

We,  the  People  of  the  Commonwealth  of  South  Carolina^  in  Conven- 
tion assemhiedf  do  declare  and  ordain,  and  it  is  hereby  declared  and^ 
ordainedf  * 

That  until  the  General  As^mbly  shall  otherwise  proyide,  all  citizens- 
of  this  State  now  holding  of&ce  under  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  within  the  limits  of  South  Carolina,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
appointed  to  hold,  under  the  Government  of  this  State,  the  same  offices 
they  now  fill,  with  the  pay  and  the  emoluments  they  now  receive. 

And  be  it  further  ordained y  that  until  the  General  Assembly  shall 
otherwise  provide,  the  revenue  and  postal  laws  of  the  United  States 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  adopted  and  made  the  laws  of  this  State ; 
saving  and  excepting  that  no  duties  shall  be  collected  upon  goods, 
wares,  merchandizes  and  productions  imported  from  any  of  the  slave- 
holding  Commonwealths  of  North  America. 

And  he  it  further  ordained,  that  all  moneys  collected  by  any  of  the 
officers  aforesaid  shall,  after  deducting  the  sums  necessary  for  the  com- 
pensation of  officers  and  other  expenses,  be  paid  into  the  Bank  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  G<^neral  Assembly. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  that  the  officers  aforesaid  shall  retain  in 
their  hands  all  property  of  the  United  States  in  their  possession,  cus- 
tody and  control,  subject  to  the  disposal  of  the  General  Assembly,  who 
will  account  for  the  same  upon  a  final  settlement  with  the  Government 
of  the  United  States. 

Mr.  A.  H.  Brown  offered  the  following  amendment : 

That  the  Governor  of  the  State  be  empowered  forthwith .  to  collect 
,  duties  on  imports  at  the  rates  now  existing  in  the  United  States,  and 
appoint  Collectors  or  other  recipients  for  the  same,  and  hold  them  sub  • 
ject  to  the  further  direction  of  this  body,  and  also  continue  the  present 
Postal  Arrangements,  in  part  contracted  on  our  behalf,  till  further 
anaDgements  can  be  effected. 

On  motion,  the   Ordinance,  and  the  amendments  proposed,  were 
ordered  to  be  printed. 
Pending  the  debate, 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Mazyck,  business  was  sospended  at  forty-five 
minutes  past  three  o'clock,  P.  M .,  till  half-past  six  o'clock,  P.  M.

ORDINANCE:

I^e,  the  People  of  the    State  ^of  ^th    Carolina,   im    Convention 
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asaenMedf  do  declare  and  ordain^  and  it  is  hereby  declared  and  or- 
daimdy 

That  the  Fourth  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State .  of  South 
Carolina,  heretofore  amended,  be  now  altered  so  as  to  read  as  follows, 
to  wit : 

All  persons  who  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  of  profit 
or  trust,  beforo  entering  on  the  execution  thereof,  shall  take  (besides 
special  oaths,  not  repugnant  to  this  Constitution,  prescribed  by  the 
General  Assembly)  the  following  oath:  "I  do  solemnly  swear  (or 
affirm)  that  I  will  be  faithful,  and  true  allegiance  bear,  to  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  so  hue  as  I  may  continue  a  citizen  thereof;  and  that  * 
I  am  duly  qualified,  according  to  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  to 
exercise  the  office  to  which  I  haxe  been  appointed ;  And  that  I  will,  to 
the  best  of  my  ability,  discharge  the  dut^s  thereof,  and  preserve,  pro- 
tect and  defend  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  so  help  me  (}od." 

•On  motion  of  Mr.  D.  L.  Wardlaw,  the  Ordinance  was  considered 
immediately,  was  adopted,  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed,  and  to  be  signed 
by  the  President  and  the  Clerk. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Presslcy,  leave  of  absepce  was  granted  *to  3ir.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Spain,  leave  of  absence,  until  Monday,  the  3l8t 
instant,  was  granted  to  Mr.  Green,  on  account  of  indisposition.

SECRET  SESSION. 

Mr.  Harllee  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  considered 
immediately,  and  was  agreed  to :  *  , 

Rexived,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  his 
EzbelleDcj  the  Govemor,  for  the  nnrpose  of  ascertaining  if  there  be 
any  information  in  his  possession  which  requires  this  Convention  to 
advise  with  him  in  secret  session,  or  suggest  any  course  for  him  to 
pnrsQe,  other  than  the  exercise  of  his  own  discretion  in  the  present 
state  of  affidrs. 

Whereupon  the  President  appointed  Messrs.  Harllee,  Orr  and  Ches- 
nut,  of  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Miles,  from  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations,  presented  the 
following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations,  to  whom  were  referred  certain 
resolutioDs  touching  the  appointment  of  Commissioners,  to  treat  with 
the  United  States,  concerning  the  property  of  the  latter  in  South  Caro- 
lina, and  other  matters,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report : 

That  they  have  duly  considered  the  subjects  submitted  to  them,  and 
recommend  the  immediate  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Bewlvedy  That  three  Commissioners,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  of  this 
Convention,  be  directed  forthwith  to  proceed  to  Washington,  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  treat  with  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  for  the  delivery  of  the  forts,  magazines,  light-hobses,  and  other 
real  estate,  with  their  appurtenances,  within  the  limits  of  South  Caro* 
Una,  and  also  for  an  apportionment  of  the  public  debt  and  for  a  division 
of  all  other  property  held  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  as 
agent  of  Che  Confederated  States,  of  which  South  Carolina  was  recently 
a  member;  and  generally  to  negotiate  as  to  all  other  measures  and 
arrangements  proper  to  be  made  and  adopted  in  the  existing  relations 
of  the  parties,  and  for  the  continuance  of  peace  and  amity  between 
this  Commonwealth  and  the  Government  at  Washington. 
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Mr.  Barnwell  offered  the  following  amendment,  which,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Reed,  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table : 

Besolvedy  That  James  Chesnnt,  Jr.,  W.  P.  Miles,  L.  M.  Eeitt  and 
William  H.  Trescot,  be  appointed  Commissioners  of  this  Conyentiony 
with  instructions  to  proceed  forthwith  to  Washington,  to  lay  the  Ordi- 
nance of  Secession  before  the  Federal  Qoyernment,  and  to  treat  with 
that  Government  concerning  the  property  claimed  by  it  within  this 
State,  and  any  other  right  affected  by  the  act  of  secession. 

Mr.  Mazoy  Gregg  offered  the  following  amendment : 

Resolved,  That  three  Commissioifers,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  of  this 
Conyention,  be  directed  forthwith  to  proceed  to  Washington,  authorized 
and  empowered  to  present  to  the  President  of  the  Confederacy,  from 
which  the  State  of  South  Carolina  has  now  withdrawn,  a  copy  of  the 
Ordinance  adopted  by  this  Convention  on  the  twentieth  day  of  the  pres- 
ent month,  and  to  demand  of  him  the  immediate  withdrawal  firom  the 
territory  of  South  Carolina,  of  the  military  and  naval  forces  now  there 
under  his.  command,  and  the  immediate  delivery  of  the  forts,  with 
their  armaments,  and  of  the  other  buildings  and  lands  heretofore  held 
by  the  Government  of  ^he  United  States  within  the  territory  of  South 
Carolina ;  and  also  to  offer  to  treat,  on  the  part  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  concerning  an  equitable  division  of  the  public  property  of  the 
late  Confederacy  and  apportionment  of  the  public  debt  and  arrangement 
of  postal  affairs,  and  concerning  any  other  measures  which  may  be 
proper  to  be  adopted  for  the  preservation  of  peace  and  amity  between 
this  Commonwealth  and  the  Government  at  Washington. 

Mr.  Gregg  withdrew  his  amendment. 

The  report  of  the  Comftnittee  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Harllee,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  wait  upon  his  Excel- 
lency the  Governor,  reported  that  they  had  discharged  that  duty,  and 
that  his  Excellency  was  not  in  possession  of  information,  making  it 
necessary  for  him  to  communicate  with  the  Convention  in  Secret 
Session.  ^  . 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gist,  the  doors  of  the  Hall  were  thrown  open. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Buchanan,  it  was  ordered,  that  when  the  Conven- 
tion adjourns,  it  shall  be  adjourned  to  meet  to-morrow,  at  twelve 
o'Slook,  M. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  I.  Middleton,  leave  of  abeeDce,  till  •Vonday 
next,  ms  granted  to  Mr.  AppIeSy.

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^ereas,  the  Federal  (Jorornmentrof  the  TlDited  States  of  Amerioa^ 
luLif  from  time  to  time,  with  the  conseDt  of  this  State,  created  certain 
offices  of  profit  ;ind  trust,  as  well  within  as  without  the  limits  of  this 
State: 

And  whereas,  divers  persons,  as  well  citizens  of  this  State  as  others, 
hare,  with  the  consent  of  this  ^State,.  and  hy  the  appointment  of  the 
said  Federal  GoVernment  of  the  United  States  of  America,-  undertaken 
the  ezecntion  of  the  functions  of  the  said  offices,  and  become  bound  by 
official  oaths  and  heavy  penalties,  to  the  Federal  Government  aforesaid, 
for  tie  performance  of  the  same ; 

And  whereas,  the  sudden  arrest  of  the  functions  of  the  said  offices 
would  work  great  inconvenience  to  the  citizens  of  this  State,  and  griev- 
ous hardship  to  the  persons  bouod  as  aforesaid ; 

Wberefore,  for  the  convenience  of  this  State  and  for  the  relief  of 
said  persons. 

Be  It  ordainedj  and  hv  the  People  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  in 
Convention  assembled^  it  is  ordained, 

That  all  persons  who  were  in  occupation  of  any  office  of  profit  or 
trust  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America,  immedi- 
ately previous  tB  the  adoption  of  the  Ordinance  of  Secession ^  shall  con- 
tinue to  exercise  the  functions  of  the  same,  in  like  manner  and  form 
precisely  as  before  the  adoption  of  said  Ordinance,  until  otherwise  or- 
dered. And  that  all  Laws  of  the  Federal  Government  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  which  shall  have  been  abrogated  by  virtue*  of  said 
Ordinance,  are  hereby  declared  in  full  force  and  effect  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  and  no  other. 

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the  operation  of  this  Ordinance- 
may  be,  at  any  time,  suspended  by  the  Governor  of  this  Stat^,  at  his 
diacretloD.  And  that  jthe  General  Assembly  of  this  State  is  authorised 
and  empowered  to  repeal  the  same  whensoever  it  shall  he  by  them 
deemed  expedient.

OD  the  third  ballot  for  Commissioners  to  the  Federal  Government  at 
Washington,  reported  that  Messrs.  James  H.  Adams  and  James  L.  Orr 
had  received  a  majority  of  the  ballots  cast.  Whereupon,  the  President 
aDDonnoed  that  Messrs.  R.  W.  Barnwell,  James  H.  Adams,  and  James 
L  Orr,  are  duly  elected  Commissioners  to  the  Federal  Government  at 
Washington.

Co  motion  of  Mr.  Magrath,  the  Convention  went  into 

SECRET  SESSION. 

Mr.  Magrath,  from  the  Committee  to  whom  had  been  referred  so 
much  of  the  message  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  as  relates 
to  the  property  of  the  United  States  within  the  limits  of  South  Carolina, 
made  the  following 

REPORT : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  message  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States  as  relates  to  the  property  of  the  United 
States,  within  the  limits  of  South  Carolina,  ask  leave  to  report,  that  the 
leveral  matters  embraced  in  the  resolution,  will  require,  necessarily,  some 
delay  in  obtaining  the  information  proper  for  the  Convention.     From 
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Mr.  Coloook,  who  filled  the  office  of  Collector  at  the  port  of  Charleston, 
they  have  receired  all  the  informatioD  which  they  desired  ia  relation  to 
that  portion  of  the  property  of  the  United  States,  within  the  limits  of 
Hhis  State,  which  was  under  his  control.  This  information^is  embraoed 
in  a  paper  annexed  to  this  import.  In  addition  to  it,  Mr.  Colcock  has 
kindly  famished  iDfotmation  of  the  Light  Houses  within  this  Collection 
District,  which  will  also  be  found  in  a  paper  annexed  to  this  report.- 

From  the  information  which  this  Committee  has  received,  it  can 
further  report,  that  in  the  waters  of  South  Carolina,  are  two  forts : 
one  known  as  Fort  Sumter,  the  other  known  as  Castle  Pinckney. 
Within  the  limits  of  the  State,  situate  on  Moultrieville,  is  another  fort, 
known  as  Fort  jVIoultrie ;  and  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Charleston,  is  the  Arsenal,  owned  by  the  United  States,  and  used  as  a 
depot  for  arms,  ammunition  and  equipment. 

The  purposes  for  which  these  places,  last  referred  to,  were  Acquired, 
this  Committee  can  only  undertake  to  report,  when,  from  the  grants, 
deeds  or  other  modes  in  which  they  have  been  obtained,  a  recital  of 
the  same  will  serve  the  purpose  of  affording  exact  information. 

A  further  direction  to  the  Committee  was  to  enquire  and  report, 
^whether  the  continued  possession  of  these  places,  now  referred  to,  after 
the  secession  of  the  State,  is,  or  not,  consistent  with  its  safety  and 
honor. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  such  possession,  by  the  Uhited 
States,  is  bot  consistent  either  with  th% honor  or  safety  of  the  State. 

While  the  State  of .  South  Carolina  was  one  of  the  Confederation 
known  as  the  United  States,  the  purpose  of  the.  three  forts  was,  under 
the  orders  of  the  General  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  in  the 
discharge  of  its  obligation  to  provide  for  the  common  defence,  to  repel  * 
invasion.  An  attack  upon  South  Carolina  was  an  attack  upon  the 
United  States.       '   ■ 

'  But  no  purpose  of  cpmmon  defence  can  now  be  urged  for  the  reten- 
tion of  that  possession  of  these  places,  which  the  General  Governnacnt 
has  heretofore  enjoyed.  The  obligation  of  a  common  defence  no 
longer  binds  the  State  of  South  Carolina  to  the  surrender  of  her  soil, 
the  control  of  her  waters,  or  the  possession  of  places  within  her  terri- 
torial limits,  and  in  which  neither  the  process  pf  her  Courts^  nor  the 
laws  she  enacts,  will  be  permitted  to  operate. 

l&egardingj  therefore,  the  possession  of  these  forts  by  the  General 
Government  of  the  United  States,  as  no  longer  required  by  a  regard  for 
the  common  defence  of  the  United  States;  and  that;  in  the  separate 
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and  independent  oondition  jof  -South  Carolina,  such  possenion  would 
indioate  ihe  aaserdoii  of  aright  to  control,  within  the  limits  of  the 
State,  by  a  power  now,  i^  all  its  relations,  foreign;  and  that  such  pos- 
session by  the  GoTemment  of  the  United  States,  under  such  oiroum- 
stances,  would  be  inconsistent  with  the  safety  and  honor  of  the  State, 
the  Comnuttee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Retoh^  That  Fort  Moultrie,  Fort  Sumter,  Castle  Fin9kney,  and 
the  land  and  buildings  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Charleston, 
known  as  thd  Arsenal,  should  be  subject  to  the  authority  and  control  of 
the  Statcof  South  Carolina,  and  that  the  possession  of  the  said  forts 
and  arsenal  should  be  restored  to  the  State  of  South  Carolina. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Magrath,  the  report  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the 
table;  and  the  resolution  was  taken  up  for  consideration. 
Mr.  A.  H.  Brown  offered  the  following  amendment,  as  an  additional 

claofie: 

"And  that  the  Commissioners  be  further  instructed  to  declare  that 
donth  Carolina  will  not  rogard  with  indifference  any  attempt  on  the 
part  of  the  Federal  Grovemment  further  to  fortify  or  garrison  the  forts 
located  within  its  limits.'^ 

Mr.  Hutson  offered  the  following  amendment : 

"  All  the  land  within  the  limits  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  now 
in  the  actual  or  constructive  possession  of  the  United  States." 

Mr. offerod  the  following  amendment :     V     . 

Eeaoltitdy  That  our  Commissiqners  to  Washington  should  demand  the 
speedy  deliveiy  to  the  State  of  South  Carolina  of  the  ungarrisoned  for- 
tifications— Chstle  Pinckney  and  Fprt  Sumter — as  essential  to  the 
secnrity  of  Charleston ;  consistent  with  the  dignity  of  the  State,  and  as 
the  most  effectual  means  of  preserving  peace  and  amity  between  this 
Commonwealth  and  the  Government  at  Washington. 

Re$oMty  That  they  should,  demand  the  withdrawal  of  the  United 
States  troops,  now  in  Fort  Moultrie,  at  the  earliest  practicable  period, 
and  the  deliveiy  of  that  fort,  immediately  thereafter  to  the  authorities 
of  South  Carolina. 

Eeaolved,  That  the  Commissioners  should  not  await  an  answer  to 

.these  demands  longer  than  the day  of  January,  1861 — but  upon 

9  ' 
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tha  expiration  of  the  above  period,  or  m  esae  of  refusi^  of  die  above 
demands,  or  refusal  to  receive  or  treat  with  the  Commissioners,  that  the 
said  Commissioners  return  immediately  home  and  report  the  'result  of 
their  mission  to  this  Convention.  / 

Resolved,  That  upon  the  acquiesoenoe  of  phe  Government  at 
Washington,  in  the  above  mentioned  demands,  and  the  receipt  of  in- 
telligence ^m  the  Governor  of  South  Carolina  that  Fort  Sumter  and 
Castle  Pineknej  are  in  the  possession  of  the  authorities  of  the  State, 
that  the  Commissioners  do  then,  and  not  before,  proceed  to  treat  and 
negotiate  touching  all  other  matters  and  things  committed  to  them  by 
the  resolutiqn  of  the  Convention  creating  the  Commission* 

Mr.  D.  L.  Wardlaw  offered  the  following  resolution  as  an  additional 
clause  to  the  resolution  reported  by  the  Committee : 

Resolvedy  That  our  Commissioners,  being  fully  possessed  of  this  reso- 
lution, and  of  the  opinions  of  this  Convention  in  reference  to  troops  in 
the  harbor  of  Charleston,  be  left  to  the.  exercise  of  their  sound  discre- 
tion in  negotiating  with  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Cheves  offered  the  following  amendment : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  it  is  not  con- 
sistent with'  the  dignity  of  this  State  that  her.  Commissioners  should 
remain  at  Washington  later  than  the  fifteentH  day  of  January  next^ 
Unless  before  that  time  Fort  Sumter  and  Castle  Piookney  shall  have 
been  restored  to  thp  authorities  of  this  State. 

Mr.  F.  B.  Richardson  offered  the  following  amendment : 

1.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  thi§  Conventioft  that  the  gar- 
risoning of  Fort  Sunfter  and  Castle  Pinckney,  or  the  further  mounting 
of  guns  on  either  fortification,  must  be  regarded,  at  this  time,  as  an 
overt  act  of  hostility.

Mr.  Dunldn,  from  the  Committee  ^n  Commeiy^ial  Relations  and 

/Postal  Arrangements,  made  a -report,  and  reported  an  Ordinanoe  to 

make  provisional  Postal  Arrangements  in  South  Carolina;  which  was 

considered  immediately,  was  agreed  to,  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed, 

and  to  be  signed  by  the  President  and  the  Clerk.  ' 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pnnkin,  the  injunction  of  secrecy  Was  removed  in 
relation  to  the  action  of  the  CboVention.  on  the  Ordinance  to  make  pro- 
visional Postal  Arrangements  in  South  Carolina. 

Mr.  Dnnkin  presented  the  following 

REPORT:  '      • 

The  Committee  on  Commercial  Relations  and  Postal  Arrangements 
b^  leave  to  repdH,  that  they  have  considered  the  vanous  matters  re-

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations,  to  whom  wias  referred  eertain 
resolutions  totiching  the  appointment  of  Commissioners,  to  treat  with 
the  United  States  conoeming  the  property  of  the  latter  in  South  Caro- 
lina, and  x)ther  matters,  beg  leave  respectfully  to 

REPORT: 

That  they  have  duly  considered  the  subjects  submitted  to  them,  and 
recommend  the  immediate  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  three  Commissioners,  to  be-  elected  by  ballot  of  this 
Convention,  be  directed  forthwith  to  proceed  to  Washington,  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  treat  with  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  for  the  delivery  of  the  Forts,  Magazines,  Light-Houses,  and 
other  real  estate,  with  their  appurtenances,  within  the  limits  of  South 
Carolina,  and  also  for  an  apportionment  of  the  public  debt,  and  for  a 
division  of  all  other  property,  held  by  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  as  agent  of  the  Confederated  States,  of  which  South  Carolina 
was  recently  a  member;  and,  generally,  to  negotiate  as  to  all  other 
measures  and  arrangements  proper  to  be  made  and  adopted,  in  the 
existing  relation  of  the  parties,  and  for  the  continuance  of  peace  and 
amity  between  this  Commonwealth  and  the  Government  at  Washing-  .

of  the  Indepeiident  State  of  South  Carolina : 

Gentlemen  :  I  haye  this  moment,  been  informed  that  you  did  me 
the  honor,  by  resolution,  to  invite  me  to  a  seat  on  the' floor  of  the  Con« 
vention.  I  am  wanting  in  language,  gentlemen,  adequately  to  express 
the  feelings  this  very  unexpected  courtesy  at  your  hands  has  given  rise 
to.  Id  the  whole  course  of  life,  now  nearing  half  a  century — a  life  not 
entirely  devoid  of  incidents  calculated  *to  inspire  a  laudable  manly 
pride — I  have  never  felt  so  honored  as  in  being  privileged  to  a  seat 
among  those  who,  smarting  under  wropgs  inflicted  by  the  hands  of  a

Your  Ordinance  is  in  good  taste,  to  the  point,  and  covers 
the  whole  ground. 

Permit  me  to  assure  you,  gentlemen,  that  gallant  little  Florida  will 
he  the  next  to  follow  your  wise  and  patriotic  lead.  Upon  the  meeting 
of  the  Convention,  Florida  will,  as  certainly  as  anything,  in  the  future 
can  be  certain,  wheel  immediately  into  line  with  the  gallant  old  Palmetto. 
T^e  are  identified  with  you  in  interest,  in  feeling,  in  determination  not 
to  snbmit  to  Black  liepublican  rule,  and  a  common  destiny  mu^t  be 
oars.

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And  be  li  further  ordained^  Tliai  in  tbe  opioion  of  ibis  GonyeotioDy 
tie  CoDstitation  of  the  United  States  should  constitute 'the  basis  of  the 
Confederation  of  such  States  as  shall  withdraw  their  connection  with 
the  GoTeroment  of  the  United  States. 

And  be  it /urther  ordained,  Thai  this  CoilTention  shall  appoint  by 
Mot  eight  delegates  to  represent  tbe  State  of  South  Carolina  in  tbe

Gentlcmen  :  I  am  to-night  informed,  that  a  resplution  was  this  day 
adopted,  inviting  me  to  a  scat  on  the  floor  of  year  Convention.     For 
the  compliment  thus  paid  my  State,  in  my  person,  please  accept  my 
gntefal  acknowledgments.    I  regret  that  engagements  elsewhere  im- 
peratively forbid  the  enjoyment  of  your  proffered  courtesy. 
Intelligence  received  to-night  makes  '' assurance  doubly  iSnre,''  that 
16 
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Alabama  stands  by  the  side  of  South  Carolina;  prepared  to  sbare  with 
hdr  a  common  destiny. 

Information,  obtained  on  diligent  inquiry  in  the  last  few  days,  justi- 
fies me  in  saying,  that  the  gallant  sons  of  North  Carolina  and  Yirgiaia 
are  no^  ready  to  rally  around .  the  standard  of  Southern  Rights  and 
Honor,  which  you  haye  so  gloriously  reared ;  and  that  those  two  States 
will  also  be  members,  in  all  probability,  of  the  Great  Southern  Con- 
federacy by  the  4th  of  next  March.  The  other  Slave  States  must, 
sooner  or  later,  take  the  same  course,  or  be  involved  in  inevitable  ruin. 
To  the  bold,  deliberate  and  decisive  action  of  your  body,  are  the 
people  of  the  South  indebtdR  for  the  great  movement  which  must  end 
in  the  vindication  of  their  rights ;  abd  the  future  historian  must  award 
to  South  Carolina  the  honor  of  leadership  in  carrying  out  the  measures 
destined  to  release  them  from  the  wrongs  and  oppressions  under  which 
they  have  so  long  and  19o  patiently  suffered.

Resolved,  That  the  transfer  of  the  garrison  from  Fort  MoUUrie  to 
Fort  Snmter,  pending  the  negotiations  at  Washington,  between  the 
Commissioners  of  this  State  and  the  President  of  the  United  Statei^, 
accompanied  as  it  was  by  the  destruction  of  public  property,  is  to  be 
regarded  as  an  act  of  hostility. 

Resolved,  That  this  Conyention  approyes*the  conduct  of  the  Goyer- 
nor  in  taking  immediate  possession  of 'Castle  Pinekney  and  Fort  Moul- 
trie, and  of  holding  these  places  henceforth  in  the  name  of  this  State;

Sir  :  As  the  Convention  sent  for  me  yesterday,  to  be  informed  upon 
im]{ortant  business,  I  take  the  occasion  to  say,  that,  under  my  order. 
Castle  PiDckney  was  taken  last  evening;  and  the  United  States  flag 
hauled  down,  and  the  Palmetto  banner  run  up  in  its  place.  And  I 
also  ordered  a  detachment  from  an  artillery  regiment  to  occupy  SuUi* 
Tan's  l8laod5  and  i^  it  could  he  done  without  any  immediate  danger 
from  mines,  or  too  great  loss  of  life,  to  take  Fort  Moultrie,  and  to  run 
up  the  Palmetto  flag,  and  put  the  guns  in  immediate  preparation  for 
defence.  I  have  now  full  possession  of  those  two  forts.  I  considered 
the  evacuation  of  Fort  Moultrie,  under  all  the  circumstances,  a  direct 
violation  of  the  distinct  understanding  between  the  authorities  of  the 
GoTernmcnt  at  Washington  and  those  who  were  authorized  to  act  on 
the  part  of  the  State,  and  bringing  on  a  state  of  war. 
I  therefore  thought  it  due  to  the  safety  of  the  State  that  I  should

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,  take  the  steps  I  have.    I  hope  there  is  no  immediate  danger  of  farther 
i^ression  for  the  present.

And  with  the  disiinct  nnderstanding  and  stipulation  that  such  Pro- 
vidoDal  Government  shall  not  be  authorized  to  impose  any  duty  on 
imports  exceediog  one-tenth  of  the  value  of  the  article  imported,  and 
that  the  power  to  regulate  commerce  shall  be  declared  not  to  include 
the  power  to  prohibit  any  bimiich  of  commerce. 
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3ir.  Pope  offered  the  following  ameDdmeDt  to  the  third  resolutioD, 
which  was  agreed  to : 

And  that  the  juime  CoDYeDtio^  of  seceding  States  shall  proceed 
fotthwith  to  consider  and  propose  a  Constitution  und  plan  for  a  Perma- 
nent Government  for  such  States^  which  proposed  pliCn  shall  be  referred 
back  to  the  several  State  Conventions  for  their  adoption  or  rejection. 

Mr.  Pope  offered  the  following  amendment : 

That  eight  Deputies  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  this  Convention, 
who  shall  be  authgrized  to  meet  in  Convention  such  Deputies  as  may  be 
appointed  by  the  other*  Slaveholding  States  who  may  secede  from  the 
Federal  Union,  for  the  purposeof  cdriying  into  effect  the  foregoing  reso* 
lutions,  and  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  said  States,  that  each  State 
be  entitled  to  one  vote  in  the  said  Convention,  upon  all  questions  which 
may  be  voted  upon  therein ;  and  that  each  State  send  as  many  Depu- 
ties as  are  equal  in  number  to  the  number  of  Senators  and  Bepresent: 
atives  to  which  it  was  entitled  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States.  ^ 

Mr.  — moved  that  the  amendment  be  ordered  to  lie  on  the 

table ;  and  the  question  being  put,  will  the  Convention  agre|  thereto  ? 
it  passed  in  the  negative.

I  received  the  resolution  in  relation  to  raising  and  enlisting*  two 
regiments  of  infantry ;  and  after  full  consultation  with  the  Executive 
CouBcil,  I  herewith  enclose  the  resolutions  we  agreed  to. 

And  I  most  respectfully  urge  the  adoption  of  the  principles  and 
plan  suggested  in  the  same  as  a  measure  well  calculated  to  advance  the

The  resolutions  referred  to  in  the  message  of  his  Excellency  the 
Goviemor  are  as  follows : 

EesoTved,  That  the  Qovemor  be  authorized  and  requested  forthwith 
to  cause  to  be  enlisted  into  the  service  of  the  State,  for  the  term  of 
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twelve  mondis,  at  SBcb  rates  of  compensation  and  emolument  as  are  now 
allowed  by  the  Federal  Goyemment^  one  regiment  of  640  privates, 
to  be  divided  into  eight  companies,  and  that  he  appoint  suitable  persons 
to  command  the  said  regiment  and  companies,  and  from  time  to  time 
to  supply  vacancies,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Senate ;  the  said 
officeis  to  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay  and  emoluments  as  is  allowed  by 
{Le  Federal  Government  to  officers  of  similar  grade  in  that  service. 
Aod  that  the  Governor  be  also  authorized,  wheaeyer  the  public  interest 
maj,  in  his  opinion,  require  it,  to  enlist  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
twelve  months,  another  regiment,  with  a  like  number  of  officers  and 
privates,  and  like  pay  and  emoluments,  the  officers  to  be  appointed  in 
die  same  manner  as  the  former. 

2.  That  the  Governor  be  also  authorized  to  appoint  three  or  more 
engineers,' and  to  organize  a  corps  as  soon  as  the  same  can  he  done;  the 
lank  of  the  chief  tto  be  that  of  a  captain  of  engineen,  and  the  pay  and 
emoluments  to  be  the  same  as'are  allowed  by  the  Federal  Government 
tto  officers  of  the  like  employment  and  rank. 

3.  B^olvedy  further,  That  as  soon  fa  a  sufficient  number  of  com- 
panies shall  be  enlisted,  officered  and  properly  drilled,  they  be  employed 
to  relieve  the  volunteers  now  in  the  possession  of  the  forts  in-this  State. 

SPECIAL  ORDER.

That  afi  soon  as  either  of  the  said  regiments  shall  be  organised, 
they  shall  be  subject  to  such  of  the  rales  and  articles  of  war  ^t  present 
known  and  nsed  in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  as  may  be  approTed 
by  the  Goyernor  of  this  State. 

Mr.  McCrady  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  first  resolutioti  ^ 
which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  E.  M.  Seabrook,  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the 
table: 

Strike  out  ''for  the  term  of  twelve  months,'^  and  insert  in  lieu  there- 
of: ''during  the  pleasure  of  the  State,  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more 
'  than  five  years/' 

The  resolutions,  as  amended,  wisre  agreed  to ;  and  a  copy  thereof 
transmitted  do  his  Excellency  the  Governor. 

Mr.  Williams  Middleton  offered  the  following  OrAinance,  which,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Ghesnut,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Relations :  •  • 

Be  it  ordained,  &y  the  Ptople  of  South  Carolinay  now  met  and 
sitting  in  Convention,  That  the  Governor  be  and  he  is  hereby  empower- 
*  ed  and  instructed,  in  case  of  any  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Federal 
Governmeut  of  the  United  States  to  coerce  the  Commonwealth  of  South 
Carolina,  to  issue  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal  to  all  applicants  for  the 
same,  against  all  vessels  belonging  to  any  of  the  States  or  citizens  of  the 
States  lying  north  of  Mason  and  Dixon's  line;  and  that  daring  a  state 
of  war  he  have  power  to  issue  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal. 

Mr.  D.  li.  Wardlaw  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  con- 
sidered immediately,  and  was  agreed  to: 

Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Commercial  Rela- 
tions and  Postal  Arrangements  to '  inquire  whether  any  reduction  can 
be  properly  made  in  the  expenses  of  the  Custom  House  and  its  inci- 
dents ;  and  if  so,  to  what  extent  and  how ;  with  leave  to  report  by 
Ordinance  or  otherwise. 

Mr.  Hutson  offered' the  following  resolution,  which  was  referred  to 
the  G<mimittee  on  the  Gonstitntion  of  the  State : 

Revived,  That  if  they  deem  it  necessary,  the  Governor  and  Council 
are  authorized  and  empowered  to  declare  martial  law  in  and  over  the 
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Gitj  of  Cliarleston  aod  her  dependences^  and  to  remove  therefrom  all 
peisons  whose  presence,  in  their  opinion,  shall  be  detrimental  to  the 
poblic  peace  :  Provided,  that  such  power  and  authority  shall  be  at  all 
times  subject  to  be  limited,  controlled  or  revoked  by  this  Convention, 
or  ib»  General  Assembly. 

Mr.  Magrath  presented  a  communication  from  B.  Q.  Heriot,  late 
l^ension  Agent  of  the  United  States,  and  from  Benj.  D.  Heriot,  late 
Navy  Agent  of  the  United  States  ;^ which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Magrath, 
were  respectively  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Commercial  Relations 
and  Postal  Arrangements. 

Bir.  Simons  presented  the  report  of  the  .Committee  on  Engrossed 
Ordinances,  which  was  considered  immediately,  and  was  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  >)ohn  Izard  Middleton,  leave  of  absence  was  grapt* 
ed  to  Mr.  Sessions,  on  account  of  illness  in  his  family. 

The  Convention  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Relations  with  the  Slaveholding  States  of  North  America ; 
and  after  various  amendments,  the  report  and  resolutions  were  agreed 
to,  and  were  committed  to  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Ordinances.

Mr.  Dnnkin,  from  the  Committee  on  Commercial  Relations  and 
Postal  Arrangements,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  ordered  for 
consideration  to-morrow :  ^ 

The  Committee  on  Commercial  Relations  and  Postal  Arrangements, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  commanicatioi\.€f  his  Excellency  the  Oover- 
aor,  in  relation  to  the^matter  of  Mr.-  Pressley,  Assistant  Treasurer  of 
the  United  States,  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  they  have  ascertained,  on  inquiry,  that  since  the  passage  of  the 
Ordinance  in  reference  to  the  Customs,  Ho  funds  have  been  paid  by  the 
OoUeetor  to  the  Assistimt  Treasurer,  but  the  duties  have  been  deposited 
in  the  Treasury  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina.  Mr.  Pressley  htm 
received  about  four  hundred  dollars  from  the  Post  Office,  which,  with 
other  fmde  ffom«the.Po0t  Ofiee  before  received,  is  pud  out  by  him  to 
the  railnwdn  and  otiiier  oontraotcNrs  for  oariying  the  u^0^  Mnob  of 
21 
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this  18  already  checked  for,  and  his  application  to  the  Qavemor  was  not 
in  reference  to  this  fnnd. 

Bat  the  Assistant  Treasurer  has  other  fands  in  his  hands  belonging 
exclusively  to  the  United  States.  Thpy  arise  from  duties  collected  in 
Augusta  (Georgia),  Chattanooga  and  Knozville  (Tennessee) ;  from  the 
land  office  in  Alabama;  from  the  mint  at  Dahlonega,  and  about. $9,000 
in  silver  received  from  the  mint  in  Philsdelphia.  Some  of  these  funds 
stood  to  the  credit  of  particular  person's  (as  the  Committee  understood). 
Among  them,  the  sum  of  $3,400  wss  subject  to  the  draft  of  Major 
Hutto,  Paymaster  of  the  United  States ;  and  the  inquiry  which  he  had 
proposed  was  in  relation  to  drafts  on  this  fund,  and  was  made  in  con- 
sequence of  a  previous  intimation  from  the  Governor. 

When  the  Committee  have  informed  the  Convention  from  what 
source  the  funds  in  the  charge  of  the  Assistant  Treasurer  have  been 
derived,  and  to  whom  they  belong,  the  principal  duty  assigned  to  the 
Committee  has  been  discharged,  and  the  Convention  have  the  informa- 
tion which  may  determine  their  aq^ion.  When  war  has  been  declared, 
the  public  property  of  an  enemy  may  b^*  confiscated.  Cases  sometimes 
arise,  and  have  arisen,  which  may  justify  such  procedure  without  a  pre- 
vio\)S  declaration  of  hostilities.  These  are  extreme  cases,  and  must 
necessarily  depend  upon  the  exigency  of  the  occasion  to  wi^rrant  an 
extraordinary  procedure.  The  communication  of  the  Governor  relates 
to  drafts  for  payment  of  persons  in  the  service  of  the  United  States. 
Whether  it  is  expedient  for  the  Ooavention  to  interfere  and  stop  the 
payment  of  these  drafts,  is  a  question  for  their  own  proper  consideration.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Ceding  the  possession  of  the  Forts,  Arsenals  and  Marine  Hospitals  to 
the  Confederate  States.  i 

Whereas,  the  Congress  of  the  Confederate  States  has  recommended 
to  the  respective  States  to  cede  the  Forts,  Arsenab,  Navy  Yards,  Dock 
Yards,  and  other  public  establishments  within  their  respective  limits, 
to  the  Confederate  States  : 

Wcy  the  People  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  in  Convention  assem- 
bled ,  do  declare  and  ordain,  and  it  is  hereby  declared  and  ordained, 

That  the  absolute  and  exclusive  possession  and  cotatrol  of  all  the 
Forts,  Arsenals,  or  Marine  Hospitals,  in  this  State,  lately  occupied  by 
the  Gbvernment  of  the  United  States,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
eeded  to  the  Confederate  States  of  America,  under  this  following  con- 
dition, however :  That  should,  at  any  time  hereafter,  two-thirds  of  both 
branches  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  or  the  People  of  this  State 
assembled  in  Convention,  require  of  the  President  of  the  Confederate 
States  that  the  said  Forts,*  Arsenals,  or  Marine  Hospital?,  shall  be  sur- 
Tendered  up  and  restored  to  the  possession  of  this  State,  the  said  request 
shall  be  promptly  complied  with. 

A  commnnication  was  received  from  his  Excellency  the  Governor, 
and  was  read  by  bis  j^ivate  S^retary,  Mr.  Shaokloford.  ' 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Harllee,  the  communication  was  made  the  special 
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order  of  the  day  for  tj^-morrow,  at  one  o'clock,  P.  M.,  and  vma  ordered 
to  be  printed ;  and  the  accompanying  documents  were  ordered  to  lie  on 
the  table.

5.  Resolved f  That  a  slaveholding  community  that  allows  itself  to  be 
governed  or  controlled,  in  any  particular,  by  a  npn-slaye holding  com- 
munity, must  be  alike  blind  to  what  is  essential  to  its  honor,  its  inter- 
ests, its  safety,  and  the  happiness  of  its  people. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  permanent  Constitution  of  the  Confederate 
States  of  America,  agreed  upon  at*  Montgomery,  Alabama,  and  recoift- 
laended  to  our  acceptance,  not  permitting  to  us  the  establishment  of 
the  policy  of  free  trade,  taking  out  of  our  hands  (employed,  as  we  are, 
in  the  cultivation  of  semi-tropical  products,)  the  control  of  our  supply 
of  labor,  by  a  positive  prohibition,  giving  us  no  efficient  guaranty  of  ' 
the  right  and  power  of  sel^-goVernment  at  'home,  \pingling',  as  it  does, 
the  National  and  Federative  systems,  and  permitting  the  eventual 
accession  of  Anti-Slavery  communities  to  our  Confederacy  by  the  ab« 
eence  of  a  constitutional  prohibition,  cannot  be  accepted  by  South 
Carolina,  unless  it  be  amended  in  all  of  the  particulars  above  specified.

On  my  arrival  at  Montgomery  I  was  received  with  great  cordiality 
uid  kindn^,  as  the  representative  of  South  Carolina,  by  both  the

friends  and  opponents  of  secession  ;  while  the  former  were  unboanded 
in  fheir  admiration  of  the  gallant  action  of  oar  State,  the  latter, 
althouglk  deprecating  her  action,  were  ever  ccurteons  and  kind  in  their 
allosions  to  her.  There  was,  unfortunately,  much  diversity  of  sentiment 
when  the  Alabama  Convention  first  assemble^  The  State  of  Alabama 
is  divided  into  what  is  called  South  and  North  Alabama.  There  is  but 
little  trade  or  intercourse  between  the  sections.  Before  the  completion 
of  railroads  leading  to  the  Atlantic  from  North  Alabama,  the  oonrse  of 
trade  followed  the  current  of  its  navigable  streams  to  New  Orleans. 
On  the  other  hand,  Soutli  Alabama  concentrated,  to  a  large  extent,  her 
trade  at  Mobile.  To  the  north  of  the  head  waters  of  navigation^  in 
South  Alabama,  there  intervenes  a  broken  and  rugged  country,  to  the 
valley  of  the  Tennessee.  Geographically,  no  State  is  more  divided,  and 
unfortunately,  the  division  entered  into  the  political  complexion  of  the 
State.  North  Alabama  was  almost  a  unit  against  secession,  and  Soutli 
Alabama  nearly  entirely  so  in  its  favor.  This  state  of  affairs  embar- 
rassed the  action  of  her  Convention  when  it  first  assembled.  For,  as 
'  citizens  of  the  same  State,  it  was  important,  although  there  was  a  deci- 
ded majority  for  scceEsion,  to  assuage  the  sectional  bitterness  that  pre- 
tcipitate  action  might  induce.  Hence,  several  days  elapsed  before  the 
passage  of  the  Ordinance  of  Secession.  Many  opposed  up  to  that  p<Sint, 
withdrew  opposition,  and  a  general  disposition  to  sustain  the  State  was 
taanifested. 

My  credentials  were  presented  on  the  first  day  of  the  session  of  the 
Gopvention,  and  on  the  second,  by  invitation,  I  addressed  the  Conven- 
tion, and  brought  before  it  the  poiots  that  I  had  been  inslsructed  to  pre- 
sent. 1  have  the  honor  to  enclose  an  official  copy  of  the  action  of  the 
Convention^  giving  an  affirmative  response  tp  every  request  I  had  made 
as  your  Commissioner.

Mr.  Quattkbaum  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Printing, 
in  relation  to  printing  the  jonrnals  of  the  Convention,  &e. :  which  was 
ordered  to  lie  on  the  table,  to  be  taken  np  in  connection  with  the 
report  of  the  Engrossing  Committee  on  the  same  subject. 

Mr.  Rhett  asked  leave  to  give  the  vote  he  would,  have  givtfn,  if 
present,  on  certain  resoliitions  adopted  yesterday,  suggesting  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America ;  and 
tf  r.  Rhett  being  called,  answered  '<  aye/' 

On  motion  o^  Mr.  Ayer,  leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Mr.  Stqkes, 
on  account  of  indisposition. 

Mr.  Thomas*  Thomson  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which  were 
considered  immediately,  and  Were  agreed  to : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  this  Convention  is  authorized  and 
directed  to  issue  his  warrants  upon  the  Treasury,  in  the  usual  form,,  for 
the  payment  of  all  sums  of  money  allowed  by  the  Convention.

The  ConventioQ  resumed  th^  considenitioa  of  the  report  of  the  Com-- 
mittee  on  the  Military  and  the  accompanjing  resolutions,  together  with 
the  amendment  thereto,  o£fered  hy  Mr.  Orr. 

Mr.  Orr  withdrew  hb  amendment. 

,Mr.  Pernn  offered  the  follo^ng  smiendment,  which  was  agreed  to  : 

Rasolvedy  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  the- sudden

The  Committee  on  Engrossed  Ordinances,  to  whom  it  was  referred  : 
Fir$t,  to  inqilire  and  report  '*  what  resolutions  and  orders  of  the  Con- 
vention, passed  in  secret  session,  and  how  much  and  what  portion  of 
the  secret  jousnal,  may  now, be  made  public  without  impropriety;''  and 
Secondli/y  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  following  resolution,  to 
wit:  ^^  Revived  J  That  the  injunction  of  secrecy  bo  removed  from  the 
proceedings  and  debates  of  this  Convention  on  the  Constitution  of  the 
Confederate  States  of  America;  and  that  the  journals  of  this  Conven- 
tion and  of  its  proceedings  thereon,  shall  be  published  under  the  super- 
visioB  of  the  President  of  this  Convention,  so  soon  as  the  injunction  of 
secrecy  shall  be  removed  from  the  proceedings  and  debates  of  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Congress  assembled  at  Montgomery,  which  formed  said 
Constitution^"  having  considered  these  matters,  beg  leave  to 

KEPORT : 

That  they  were  attended  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Convention,  and  with 
him  carefully  and  minutely  perused  the  journa]^  of  the  secret  sessions 
of  this  body,  from  the  22d  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1860,  when  the 
Convention  first  sat  with  closed  doors;  until  the  present  time.  They 
find  that  the  injunction  of  secrecy  has  already  been  removed  faom  the  • 
Ordinances  and  the  more  important  resolutions  which  have  been  adopted. 
Your  Committee  cannot  say  that  the  removal  of  the  injunction  of 
secrecy  from  the  remaindej  of  the  transactions  of  the  Convention,  and 
their  consequent  publication,  is .  either  improper  or  incompatible  with 
the  public  interests. 

There  are  a  class  of  resolutions,  the  publication  of  which,  it  was  ob- 
jected in. the  Committee,  might  give  rise  to  a  misooncepdon  of  the  real 
views,  and  a  misconstruction  of  the  true  action  of  this  body.'  To  these 
the  attention  of  the  Convention  is  invited. 

On  the  27th  day  of  December  of  the  last  y^ar,  the  morning  after 
Major  Anderson  had,  under  cover  of  the  night,  dismantled  and  aban-  ' 
doned  Fort  Moultrie,  and  taken  mililary  and  hostile  occupation  of  Fort 
Sumter,  a  delegate  offered  the  following  resolution  :  • 

*'  Besolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  the  occupa- 
tion of  Fort  Sumter  ought  at  once  to  be  regarded  as  an  authorized  oo- 
■  cnpation,  and  vigorq|i8  military  defences  provided  immediately ;"  which 
was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table.     Many  other  resolutions  to  the  saine 
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effect  were,  from  time  to  time,  presented,  and  were  also  eiUier  ordered 
to  lie  00  the  table  or  rejected,  To  remove  the  iojanotion  of  secrecy, 
and  publish  to  the  word  these  and  kindred  resolutions,  it  was  suggested 
might  lead  to  the  idea  that  the  Convention  had,  by  their  action  on  them,' 
declined  to  entertain,  or  assert,  and  perhaps  had  denied,  the  principles 
therein  declared,  and  had  thus  placed  themselves  somewhat  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  views  expressed  in  their  behalf  by  our  Commf^sioners  to  the 
Government  at  Washington.  , 

In  this  view  your  Committee  do  not  concur.  It  is  well  known  te 
the  members  of  this  body,  that  in  truth  and  in  fact,  the  Convention 
intended  thereby  to  express  no  opinion  as  to  the  authority  and  charac- 
ter of  Major  Anderson's  occupation,  the  same  not  having  been  then, 
as  yet,  affirmed,  denied  or  adopted  by  t^e  then  Administration,  and  our 
Commissioners  having,  at  that  time,  this,  with  other  complicated  and 
delicate  questions,  for  explanation  and,  if  possible,  for  adjustment. 
The  reasons  thus  indicated,  which  induced  the  action  of  the  Conven- 
tion, do  not,  it  is  true,  appear  on  the  face  of  the  journal  ot  accompany 
the  record ;  but  this  may  be  said  of  the  proceedings  in  all  legislative 
bodies,  ^nd  which,  therefore,  at  last,  mu^t,  in  a  great  measure,  depend 
upon  contemporaneous*  history  for  their  explanation  and  vindication. 

In  reference  to  the  publication  of  the  debates  on  the  subjept  of  the 
adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America,  your 
'  Committee  do  not  perceive  how  the  same  could  be  done  under  the 
authority  of  this  body,.as  no  official  record  of  them  was  kept  under  ifs 
directions.  They  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resoln^ons: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  injunction 'of  secrecy  be  removed  from  all  the 
transactions  of  this  Convention  in  secret  session,  except  in  relation  to 
the  debate?  on  the  Constitution  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America, 
and  the  matter  this  day  directed  by  the  Convention  to  be  kept  secret.

The  journal  of  Saturday's  proceedings  was  read. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Convention  the  following  communica- 
tion, which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Quattl6baum,  was  ordered  to  be  entered 
on  the  jouriial : 

To  the  Honorable  the  President  and  Convention 

of  the  State  of  South  Carolina^  in  Charleston  assenAled : 
*  Having  been  honored  by  jour  body  with  an  appointment  of  Commis- 
sioner to  the  State  of  Texas,  with  instructions  to  lay  before  her  Conven- 
tion an  Ordinance  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  by  which  she  dis- 
solved all  connection  with  the  Federal  Government  of  the  United 
States,  &o.,  I  beg  leave  to  report  that,  ae  early  as  practicable  after  I 
received  the  intelligence,  I  repaired  to  Austin,  having  but  meagre  in- 
formation of  the  political  condition  of  the  State,  or  whether  I  should 
find  a  Obnvention,  authbrized  to  control  her  destinies,  and  able  to  over- 
come the  opposition  of  her  Executive,  who  was  known  *to  entertain  in- 
veterate hostility  to  secession,  and  everything  looking  to  resistance  to 
Black  Republican  dominion  in  the  country,  and  who  had  interposed 
every  obstacle  in  his  pbwer  to  check  the  spirit,  and  arrest  the  progress 
of  the  people,  in  their  determinatiou  to  vindicate  the  safety  and  honor 
of  the  State. 

But  I  wa^  greatly  gratified,  when  I  reached  the  seat  of  government,  to 
find  in  session,  both  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  and  a  large  and  intel- 
ligent Convention  of  Delegates,  acting  in  concert,  with  a  spirit,  wisdom 
and  patriotism,  which  I  hazard  nothing  in  saying,  would  do  honor  to 
any  State  on  the  continent. 
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Their  ConventioQ  was  the  result  of  a  spoDtaDeous  vprisiDg  of  the 
people,  who  had  the  ioteUigeDce  to  undoivtaQd  their  rights,  and  the 
spirit  to  maintaio  them  against  every  oLstacte.  They  hac^  in  Tain  ex- 
hausted all  the  means  in  their  power,  to  induce  the  Executive  to  con- 
vene the  Legislature,  to  call  a  Convention  by  the  usual  forms  of  law. 
.  He  not  only  refused,  but  after  they  had  elected  delegates  to  their  Con- 
vention, he  issued  his  proclamation  calling  the  Legislature  together,  as 
is  generally  believed^  to  defeat  the  objects  of  the  People's  Couvcntion, 
which,  in  his  message  to  the  Legislature,  he  denounced,  and  utterly 
repudiated  its  authority  to  act. 

The  Legislature  assembled  before  the  Convention,  and  with  great 
^  unanimily,  by  one  of  its  first  Acts,  legalized,  as  far  as  they  could  do, 
the  election  of  Delegates  and  the  authority  of  the  Convention  to  exer- 
cise the  sovereignty  and  will  of  the  People.  • 

As  the  Commissioner  from  the  Stato  of  South  Carolina,  I  was  re- 
ceived by -that  high-spirited  and  patriotic  Convention,  in  a  manner  most 
complimentary  to  our  State,  and  gratifying  to  me,  and  was  allowed  an 
early  opportunity  to  discharge  the  duties  of  my  mission. 

In  obedielice  to  the  instructions  of  your  honorable  body,  I  presented 
the  Ordinance  of  Secession  of  our  State,  and  other  accompanying  docu- 
ments, and  also  invited  them,  fn  the  event  of  their  secession,  to  unite  ' 
with  us,  and  other  seceding  Southern  States,  in  the  formation  of  a  Con- 
federacy, and  with  that  view,  to  send  delegates  to  a  Convention  to  be  ' 
held  at  Montgomery. 

The  response  of  the  noble  State  of  Texas,  through  her  patriotic  and 
intelligent  representatives,  and  indeed,  through  the  ballot  box,  by  the 
people  themselves,  with  very  great  unanimity,  is  too  well  known  to  your 
honorable  body,  and  to  the  country,  to  require  detailed  information 
from  me.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  know,  that  with  her  vast  and  rich 
domain ;  with  resources,  when  developed,  sufficient  for  empires  with 
millions  of  inhabitants ;  though  opposed  at  every  step  by  the  legally 
constituted  head  of  the  then  Government  of  the  State,  in  the  person 
of  her  eccentric  Executive,  and  exposed  upon  her  entire  westerp  and 
northern  border  by  three  distinct  classes  of*  most  unprincipled  ene- 
mies, to  wit :  Indians,  Mexicans  and  Abolitionists,  she  has  had  the 
wisdom  and  the  spirit  to  cast  from  her,  forever,  the  shackles  of  an 
arrogant,  desolating  tyranny,  and  unite  her  destinies  with  those  of  the 
Confederate  States  of  the  South,  whore  I  trust  she  shall  be  estimated ' 
aoeording  to  her  worth  ',  protected  as  she  evidently  deserves  to  be ;  and 
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never  again  be  .united)  in  any  union  whatever,  with  a  non-slaveholding 
or  fanatical  people. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

An  Ordinance  to  repeal  in  part  and  altei  in  part  the  Ordinance,  en- 
titled <^  An  Ordinance  to  amend  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  in  respect  to  the  Executive  Department/'  was  agreed  to,  and 
was  ordered  to  be  signed  by  the  'President  and  the  Clerk. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Townsend,  the  Convention  went  into  secret  session, 
and  after  some  time  passed  therein,  the  doors  were  opened. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  A.  H.  Brown,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  the 
eoDsideration  of  the  following  resolution  : 
* 

.  Besolvedy  That  the  People  of  South  Carolina,  in  Convention  assem- 
bled, cordially  approve  of  the  election  of  Jefferson  Davis  to  the  Presi- 
dency, and  Alexander  H.  Stephens  te  the  Vice  Presidency  of  the  Pro- 
visional Government  of  the  Confederate  IStates  of  America,  and  have 
entire  oonfidenoe  in  their  experience,  patriotism  and  ability  to  guide 
the  destinies  of  the  new  Bepublio. 

The  resolution  was  agreed  to.  ^ 

Mr.  Pope  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  considered  im- 
mediately, and  was  agreed  to :

The  Constitution  ^f  the  State  of  South  Carolina  having  been  en- 
grossed, was  read  by  the  Clerk,  was  ratified,  and  was  signed  by  the 
President  and  the  Clerk.  ' 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Towosend,  tfie  Ooavention  went  into 

SECRET  SESSION. 

Mr.  TowDsend  offered  the  folIowii]g  resolution : 

Retoloed,  As  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  that  our  militarj  posts 
at  Morris'  and  Sullivan's  Islands  ought  to  be  immediately  strengthened 
by  large  reinforcements,  and  for  this  purpose  thac  the  Qtyvernor  be  re- 
quested to  call  into  tho  service  of  the  State,  with  as  little  delay  as  pos- 
sible, three  thousand  volunteers,  or  more^  if  deemed  necessary,  for  the 
immediate  protection  of  this  harbor. 

Mr.  Hayne  offered  the  following  amendment : 

That  it  be  referred  to  the  Qovernor,  upon  oonsultation  with  General 
Beauregard,  to  determine  whether  there  should  not  be  an  immediate 
call  for  three  thousand  volunteers,  or  more,  if  deemed  necessary,  for  the 
immediate  protection  of  this  harbor. 

Mr.  Simons  offered  the  following  amendment : 

Resolved,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  reqi\ested  to  place 
the  military, operations  in  and  around  the  harbor  of  Charleston,  under 
the  chaise  and  control  of  Brigadier  General  Beauregard,  or  whoever 
may  be  in  command  under  the  authority  of  the  Confederate  States ;  and 
be  authorized  to  place  at  hiS  disposal  such  portiotfs  of  the  Division  of 
Volunteers  as  Gen.  Beauregard,  or  the  Confederate  oommander,  may, 
from  time  to  time,  deem  necessary. 

^T,  Chesnut  offered  the  following  amendment : 

Rewlvedy  That  this  Convention,  having  full  confidence  in  the  ability 
and  fidelity  of  the  constituted  authorities  of  this  State,  and  of  the  Gen-  . 
eral  in  command  of  the  harbor  of  Charleston,  declines  to  director  advise 
them  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty. 

Mr.  Mazyck  moved  that  the  resolutions  be  committed  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Military.  ^ 

On  motion  of  Mr.  KersKaw,  the  motion  to  commit  was  ordered  to  lie 
on  the  table.  .  '  - 
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On  motioii  of  Mr.  Reed,  the  resoIatioDs  and  the  amendments  were 
ordered  to  lie  on  the  table,  and 
Mr.  Reed  offered  the  foHowing : 

Ruolvedf  That  thi6  Convention  approves  of  the  action  of  the  Qover- 
nor,  in  placing  the  forces  for  the  military  defence  of  Charleston  nnder 
the  oommand  of  Gen.  Beauregard,  and  that  he  be  authorized  to  call 
into  the  field  immediately  such  number  of  the  Volunteer  Regiments, 
raised  under  the  Act  of  Assembly,  as  Gren.  Beauregard  may  require  for 
the  operations  under  his  control ;  the  whole  force  to  be  placed  under 
the  command  of  Gen.  Beauregard,  or  such  other  general  officer  as  may 
be  ordered  to  the  same  command  by  the  authorities  of  the  Confederate 
States  of  America. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Withers,  the  consideration  of  the  resolution  was 
passed  over  for  the  present. 

SPECIAL  ORDER, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Withers,  the* Convention  proceeded  to  the  con- 
sideration of  an  Ordinance  ceding  the  possession  of  the  forts,  arsenals, 
&e.,  to  the  Confederate  States  of  America;  which  had  been  made  the 
special  order  of  the  day  for  this  day,  at  eleven  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Mr^  J.  J.  P.  Smith  offered  the  following  amendment : 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  transfer  to  the  Governmisnt  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America 
the  use  and  occupai¥3y  of  the  forts,  arsenals,  navy  yards,  custom 
houses  and  other  public  sites  within  the  limits  of  this  State. 

Wtj  the  People  of  South  Carolina^  in  Convention  anemhled^  do 
ordain  and  decl(^re,  and  it  is  hereby  ordained  and  declared^  by  the 
authority  of  the  mme,  That  the  Government  of  the  Confederate  States 
of  America  is  hereby  authorized  to  occupy,  use  and  hold  possession  of 
all  forts,  navy  yards,  arsenals,  custom  houses  and  other  public  sites 
within  the  limits  of  this  State,  and  their  appurtenances,  lately  in  the 
possession  of  the  United  States  of  America,  together  with  Fort  Sumter, 
and  to  repair,  rebuild  and  control  the  same  at  its  discretion,  untU  this 
Ordinance  be  repealed  by  a  Convention  of  the  People  of  this  State. 
86  .   ' 
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The  Ordinance  was  agreed  to,  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed,  and  to 
be  signed  by  the  President  and  the  Clerk. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Withers,  the  injunction  of  secrecy  was  removed 
from  the  Oi  dinanoe,  and  it  was 

Resolvedy  That  a  certified  copy  of  the  Ordinance  to  transfer  to  the 
OovemmeDt  of  the  Confederate  States  of  Aiberica  the  use  and  occu- 
pancy of  the  forts,  arsenals,  navy  yards,  custom  houses  and  other  pub- 
lic sites  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  be  sent  to  the  President  of  the 
Confederate  States  of  America. 

Mr.  J.  J.  p.  Smith  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Printing,  recommeDdiDg  the  printing  of  the 
reports,  resolutions  and  secret  journal  of  the  Convention,  &c.,  was 
agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Orr,  the  motion  to  reconsider  was  ordered  to  lie 
on  the  table. 

Mr.  Orr  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  highly  appreciates  the  patriotic  con- 
duct of  Benjamin  Mordecai,  in  generously  making  a  donation  of  the 
sum  of  $10,000  to  the  constituted  authorities  of  South  Carolina,  to  aid 
the  State  in  maintaining  its  independence. 

Mr.  Furman  offered  the  following  amendment,  which  was  accepted 
by  the  mover  of  the  resolution,  and  was  agreed  to : 

Resolved y  That  this  Convention  highly  appreciates  the  generosity  and 
public  spirit  of  those  citizens  and  friends  of  the  State  who  have  con- 
tributed money  and  labor  for  the  benefit  of  the  State ;  sand  t«ke  pleas- 
ure in  noticing  particularly  the  liberality  and  f)atriotism  of  Benjamin 
Mordecai,  Esquire,  in  making  the  first  and  very  generous  donation. 

Mr.  Harllee,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Military,  made  a  report, 
and  reported  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  considered  immedi- 
ately, and  were  agreed  to  : 

Resolved,  that  the  Governor  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  com- 
mission the  officers  of  any  Volunteer  Company  which  may  be  formed 
in  any  of  the  Districts  adjacent  to  the  sea-coast,  for  local  service :  Pro- 
vided, that  no  such  commission  shall  be  issued  without  the  written  con. 
sent  and  approbation  of  the  commanding  officers  of  the  Regiment, 
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Battalion  and  Oompany  respeotivelj,  witliin  tbe  limits  of  wbioh  snoh 
Yoluoteer  Company  shall  have  beea  formed:  And  provided,  also,  that 
snch  oommissionB  shall  not  continue  longer  than  ten  days  after  the  close 
of  the  next  regular  session  of  the  Legislature  :  Provided,  alsoy  that  the 
eaid  companies  shall  consist  of  not  loss  than  thirty,  rank  and  file,  be- 
besides  comniissioned  and  non-oommissiooed  officers. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Harllee,  tbe  resolution  was  ordered  to  be  en- 
grossed, a^d  tbe  injttncjbion  of  secrecy  removed. 

Mr.  Inglis  offered  tbe  following  resolutions,  which  were  unanimoudy 
agreed  to :     ' 

ReMolvedy  That  the  alacrity  with  which  tbe  Regiment  of  Hifles,  and 
the  several  Volunteer  Companies  of  the  city,  the  First  Begiment  of 
South  Carolina  Volunteers,  and  the  Regiment  and  battalion  of  enlisted 
men,  and  their  various  officers,  and  the  several  individuals  in  the  capa- 
city of  Aids  to  the  Oovernor,  Eagineers  and  otherwise,  responded  to 
the  call  of  the  State  in  her  hour  of  peril  and  doubtful  fortunes ;  the 
patient  cheerfulness  with  which  they  have  submitted  to  the  extraordi- 
nary privations  incident  to  the  suddenness  of  the  emergency;  their 
diligence  in  labors  new  and  unusual;  the  degree  of  skill,  discipline 
and  efficiency  attained  in  the  short  interval  which  has  succeeded,  and 
the  amount  of  useful  service  already  rendered,  entitle  them  all,  both 
officers  and  privates,  to  the  hearty  commendations  and  gratitude  of  the 
people,  and  justify  the  State  in  regarding  them  with  honest  pride. 

Rewlved,  That  this  Convention,  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  this 
State,  repose  entire  confidence  in  the  eminent  professional  skill,  cour- 
age and  sound  judgment  of  Brigadier  General  P.  Q.  T.  Bea^regard, 
and  in  tbe  intelligent  and  efficient  cooperation  of  the  various  members 
of  his  Staff,  and  other  assistants,  military  and  '  naval,  and  respectfully 
tender  to  them,  and  to  the  various  forces  in  the  service,  and  individuals 
designated,  the  thanks  of  the  State  for  their  successful  efforts  thus  far, 
to  protect  the  honor  and  interests  of  the  State. 

Resolved,  That  if  Fort  Sumter  shall  fall  into  the  hands  of  our  pres- 
ent Government,  and  the  harbor  of  Charleston  should  be  relievjed  from 
all  hostile  occupation  or  obstruction,  although  without  any  actual  con- 
flict of  arms,  such  result  will  be  nol  the  less  achieved  by  our  foroea 
aforesaid,  and  their  wise  and  effective  operations. 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  resolutions  be  communicated  to  Gene- 
ral Beauregard,  with  a  request  that  he  extend  them  to  the  various 
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JStegiments,  Battalions  and  separate  Companies,  a^d  to  his  ^taff  and 
assistants,  in  snoh  form  and  manner  as  he  shall  judge  expedient., 

« 

On  motion  -  of  Mr.  Inglis,  the  injunction  of  secrecy  was  removed 
from  the  resolutions..  , 

Mr.  Porcher  presented  the  accounts  of  S.  Brady,  Wehh  &  Sage  and 
Lambert  &  Howell ;  which  were  respectively  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Accounts. 

The  Conyention  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  resolution  (offered 
by  Mr.  Reed)  in  relation  to  the  forces  for  the  defence  of  Charleston 
harbor. 

The  resolution  was  agreed  to ;  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Reed,  a  copy 
thereof  was  ordered  to  be  sent  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  to 
General  Beauregard ;  and  the  injunction  of  secrecy  removed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  iReed,  it  wafl 

Ordered^  That  when  the  Convention  adjourns,  it  shall  be  adjourned 
to  meet  to-morrow,  at  eleven  o'clock,  A.  M. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fair,  leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Mr. 
Williams,  on  account  of  important  business. 

On  motion  of  Mr,  Orr,  leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Mr.  Whitner, 
on  ikccount  of  official  duties. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hayne,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  the  considera- 
^  tion  of  the  following  resolution  :  * 

Resohedy  That  the  ^President,  or  in  case  of  his  death  or  absence 
from  the  State,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act,  any  one  of  a  Com- 
mittee of  three,  now  to  be  appointed  by  him,  be  authorized  to  call 
together  this  Convention  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  deemed  ex- 
pedient, whenever  the  exigency  of  public  affairs  or  the  welfare  of  the 
State  may  require  :  Frovidedy  that  if  this  Convention  is  not  called 
together  before  the  first  day  of  January,  1862,  it  shall  on  that  day  be 
dissolved. 

Mr.  Evans  offered  the  following  amendment,  which,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Fair,  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table :

The  President  announced  the  following  Committee,  appointed  under 
a  resolation,  to  call  the  Convention  together  in  the  event  of  the  death, 
or  disqualification  of  the  President :

W.  W.  Harllee. 

Mr.  Ayer  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  not  seconded, 
and  was  therefore  ordered  to  lie  on  the' table  : 

Renlvedy  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution 
to  inquire,  and  if  deemed  expedient,  to  teport  an  Ordinance  to  alter 
and  amend  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  in  such  manner  that  the 
'  Dumber  of  representatives  shall  never  exceed  twenty  that  any  incor- 
porated Town  or  City,  whatever  its  population  or  wealth  may  be,  may 
elect  to  the  more  numerous  branch  of  the  Legislature. 

Mr.  Ayer  offered  the  following-  resolution,  which  was  not  seconded, 
and  was  therefore  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table  : 

Resolvedy  That  more  effectually  to  protect  and  render  secure  the 
political  rights  of  minorities  under  our  republican  system  of  govern- 
ment, the  Constitution  of  this  State  should  be  so  altered  and  amended 
as  to  confer  on  every  voter  in  elections  for  the  Legislature  the  privilege 
of  easting  as  many  ballots  as  his  electidn  district  may  be  entitled  to 
members,  and  the  privilege  of  giving,  if  he  so  chooses,  the  whole  num- 
ber of  his  votes  for  any  single  candidate,  or  dividing  them  in  such  pro- 
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portioDS  as  he  may  see  fit  to  do  among  any  less  namber  than  the  whole 
number  to  be  elected. 

Mr.  Thomas  Thomson  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Accounte  on  the  accounts  of  S.  Brady,  Webb  &  Sage  and  Lambert  & 
Howell ;  which  was  considered  immediately,  and  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Simons  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Engrossed 
Ordinances,  which  was  considered  immediately,  and  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Bobo  stated  that  he  had  received  intelligence  that  Mr.  William 
Curtis  had  been  prevented  from  attending  this  session  of  the  Conven- 
tion on  account  of  serious  personal  injuries  received ;  and,  on  motion 
of  Mr.  Bobo,  Mr.  Curtis  was  excused,  for  the  reason  assigned. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  John  Isard  Middleton,  the  Convention  resolved 
itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  Mr.  D.  L.  Wardlaw  in  the  chair. 

Mr.  John  Izard  Middleton  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  agreed  to : 

Eesolved,  unanimously^  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  due 
and  are  hereby  tendered  to  Hon.  D.  F.  Jamison,  for  the  courtesy,  dig- 
nity, impartiality  and  ability  with  which  he  has  discharged  his  duti^ 
as  its  presiding  officer. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Quattlebaura,  the  Committee  rose,  and  the  Chair- 
man reported  to  the  Convention  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Com- 
mittee. 

The  President  said : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention — 

When  first  called  upon,  by  your  kindness,  to  preside  over  the  gravest, 
the  ablest,  and  the  most  courteous  body  of  gentlemen  with  whom  I 
have  ever  been  associated  in  a  political  life,  extending,  now,  to  more 
than  twenty-five  years,  I  was  greatly  overcome  by  your  confidence,  for 
a  compliment  as  unexpected  as,  I  felt,  it  was  unmerited,  and  now  X  am 
willing  to  construe  this  renewed  expression  of  your  kindness  into  a 
tribute  of  good  intentions,  rather  than  to  good  deeds. 

By  your  acts,  during  the  twenty  days  of  your  first  session,  yoa  have 
added  more  than  one  page  to  history  which  will  survive  -,  for  men  will 
love  to  look  on  the  opening  incidents  of  a  revolution,  conducted  with  a 
dignity,  calmness,  propriety,  and  an  itlflexible  pursuit  of  right,  whioh  has 
few  examples  in  past  times. 
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Within  the  brief  interval  of  less  than  three  months  between  jonr 
first  session  and  this,  many  striking  incidents  have  been  crowded, 
which  mighty  also,  become  history;  but  the  dodbts,  fears,  struggles, 
anxieties,  and  hopes  deferred,  and  then  the  gradual  increase  of  confi- 
dence from  increased  strength  and  resources,  are  only  fully  known  to 
the  few,  who  acted  the  chief  part  in  the  trying  scenes  of  this  winter ; 
and  they,  if  they  could,  probably  will  not  'write  its  history. 

This  revolution,  so  far,  has  been  bloodless.  What  a  glorious  con- 
summation it  would  have  been  I  What  a  triumph  of  civilization  and 
Christianity,  if  the  great  principles  involved  in  this  movement  could 
have  been  successfully  achieved,  without  shedding  a  single  drop  of  hu- 
man blood!  But  now  it  seems  to  be  otherwise.  While  I  am  yet 
speaking,  a  hostile,  fleet  is  said  to  be  approaching  our  shores,  and  before 
the  coming  night  closes  over  us,  the  sands  of*  Morris  Island  may  be 
stained  with  the  best  blood  of  our  people.     May  God  show  the  right! 

I  congratulate  you,  gentlemen,  at  the  dose  of  your  labors,  on  the 
adoption  of  a  Constitution  which,  I  trust,  will  be  found  little  less  than 
perfect  There  are,  I  admit,  clauses  and  omissions  which  render  it 
much  less  acceptable  to  me,  but  1  am  far  from  attaching  as  great  im- 
portance to  any  written  Constitutions  as  many  appear*  to  do.  Written 
Constitutions  are  but  as  landmarks  to  point  out  the  rotite  to  be  fol- 
lowed ;  and  all  experience  of  the  past  m')st  clearly  demonstrates  that  a 
GoTernroent  will  be  just  suited  to  the  capacities,  genius  and  character 
of  a  people,  and  it  will  be  either  free  or  despotic,  as  the  people  them- 
selves will  be  found  to  deserve  the  one  form  or  the  other.  Why,  it 
may  be  asked,  is  it,  that  the  civilization  of  the  Eastern  nations  of  the 
Semitic  race  has  been  so  unproductiye  of  results  beneficial  to  contem- 
poraneous or  subsequent  times  ? — that  we  hold  of  them  no  literature, 
DO  law^  no  principle  of  government  .or  social  amelioration  ?  It  is  be- 
catise  their  government  was  a  stern  despotism,  which  interposed  an  im- 
measurable distance  between  the  throne  and  the  people ;  and,  it  may 
be  added,  because  their  religion  was  a  gloomy  and  degrading  supersti- 
tion, which  bowed  down  tq  the  creature  instead  of  to  the  Creator.  Where 
is  the  British  Constitution  written  ?  Not  on  paper,  but  in  the  tradi- 
tions and  memories  of  the  dominant  portion  of  a  race  who,  through 
a  thousand  years  of  trial  and  suffering,  vindicated  their  rights 
to  a  liberal  Government.  Where  is  the  Constitution  of  the  French 
to  be  found?  Not  in  Jacobin  Clubs,  nor  in  the  romanesque 
reveries  of  Vergniaud,  Madame  Roland  and  Brissot  de  Warville ;  not 
in  the  "  Three  Days  of  July/'  nor  in  the  fanciful  theories  of  Lamar* 
«7 
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tine,  and  in  his  impracticable  dootrineg  of  ''  Liberty,  Eqtxality,  and 
Fraternity,"  but  in  the  will  of  an  absoltte  monarch,  who  preserves  or- 
der and  restrains  inswrrection  by  half  a  million  of  arm^  men.  Where 
did*  Black  Republicanism  get  its  teachings  ?  Not  from  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States,  but  from  the  doctrines  of  a  ^'  Higher  Law" 
and  an  Irrepressible  CoQflict. 

If;  therefore,  we  are  wise,  if  we  are  virtuous,  if  we  are  true  to  our- 
selves, the  Constitution,  which  we  have  adopted,  will  last  for  genera- 
tions to  come.  If  we  are  not,  no  written  Constitution,  however 
guarded,  will  avail  us  long.       * 

Permit  me,  now,  gentlemen,  at  this  parting  moment — and  we  part 
,  at  a  moment  of  unconjecturable  events — to  offer,  to  each  of  you,  my 
best  wishes  for  your  present  &nd  future  welfare ;  and  to  repeat  my 
profound  thanks  for  all  your  confidence  and  kindness. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pope,  the  Convention  went  into

Mr..Miles  offered  the  following  amendment,  which  was  agreed  to : 

Resolvedy  That  in  case  a  vacancy  shall  arise  from  any  cause,  in  the 
delegation  from  this  State  to  the  Provisional  Congress  of  the  Confed- 
erate States  of  America,  and  in  case  the  Convention  should  not  then  be 
in  session,  the  President  of  this  Convention,  or  in  case  of  his  death  or 
disqualification,  the  Committee  of  five  who  have  been  empowered  in  a 
certain  eontingency  to  reassemble  the  Convention,  be  authorized  to  fill 
such  vacancy  by  appointment. 

Mr.  Bobo  offered  the  following  amendment,  which  was  agreed  to : 

Provided^  The  appointment  be  made  of  some  person  residing  in  a 
Congressional  District  not  already  represented  in  the  Congress. 
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The  reselutioni  as  amended,  was  agreed  to.

11.  Resolutions  to  provide  for  tendering  a  volunteer  force  to  the 
Confederate  States. 
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12.  A  BeaolutioQ  autboriziog  the  Qovernor  to  oommissioii  officers  of 
YoluDteer  Companies  in  certaia  cases.

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  resolution  be  communicated 
to  General  Twiggs  by  the  President  of  this  Convention.

FRIDAY,  DECEMBER. 27,  1861. 

At  (he  honr  to  which  the  Convention  was  adjourned,  the  President 
took  the  chair,  and  addressed  the  Convention  as  follows : 

Before  your  adjournment,  on  the  10th  o^  April  last,  you  devolved  on 
me  the  very  responsible  duty  of  calling  you  together,  whenever,  in  my 
judgment,  the  public  exigencies  should  require  it.  I  have  seldom  been 
placed  in  a  situation,  where  the  responsibilities  attending  it  have 
weighed  more  heavily  upon  me  than  in  the  discharge  of  this  duty. 

While,  on  the  one  hand,  I  felt  that  it  migbt  be  expected  of  me,  in 
reassembling  a  bodj  which  brought  again  into  active  exercise  the  sov- 
ereign authority  of  the  State,  that  I  should  be  able  to  indicate  certain 
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speeiAo,  remedial  measureB  for  the  difficulties  and  perils  that  surronod 
us ;  yet,  on  the  other  hand,  I  was  conscions  that  there  were  great  ques- 
tions likely  to  arise  out  of  the  critical  position  of  our  affairs,  which 
could  only  be  met  aud  solved  by  a  body  of  representative  men  from  all 
parts  of  the  State,  seleeted  for  their  supposed  qualifications  for  a  time 
of  revolution,  who,  while  they  could  exercise  supreme  power,  possessed 
the  entire  confidence  of  the  people  of  South  Carolina. 

Within  the  last  two  months  our  soil  has  been  invaded  by  a  hostile 
force,  and  our  enemies  are,  at  this  moment,  in  possession  of  a  portion 
of  the  wealthiest  and  best  part  of  our  seaboard.  Apart  fronr  the  serious 
loss,  resulting  from  this  invasion,  to  a  large  number  of  our  citizens,  a 
qnestion  of  jgreat  moment  may  arise,  what  shall  be  done  with  the  slave 
population  which  have  come  in  contact  with  abolitionism. 

At  one  time  it  was  a  question  of  great  imminence — but  I  trust  that 
danger  is  now  wholly  past — what  should  be  done  with  our  metropolis,  if 
it  were  likely  to  f^\  int^  the  hands  of  the  enemy. 

Besides,  if  the  present  condition  of  things  last,  it  might  happen — ^the 
gr^t  body  of  our  people  being  in  the  field — thaft  the  pext  fall  elections 
might  be  suffered  to  go  by  default,  and  the  State  would  then  be  left 
without  an  organized  government.  * 

Weighty  as  these  and  other  reasons  were,  which  operated  on  my 
mind,  thfey  were  not  sufficient  to  decide  my  *action  in  reassembling 
you.  When  you  adjourned  in  April  last,  the  condition  of  the  eountiy 
was  involved  in  uncertaintv  and  danger,  and  you  prolonged  your  exist- 
ence for  eight  mon^.  The  perils  which  now  threaten  the  State,  are 
of  a  far  graver  character  than  they  seemed  to  any  of  us  at  the  period 
of  your  last  adjournment;  and,  therefore,  I  felt  fully  assured  that  if 
yon  had  been  in  session  at  the  time  when  you  were  summoned  to  meet 
here,  that  you  would  not  have  limited  your  existence  to  the  term  you 
before  prescribed. 

Infiuenced  by  such  convictions,  I  was  unwilling  to  assnine  the  res- 
ponsibility of  permitting  yon  to  be  dissolved.  I  Have  therefore  called 
yon  together  ''for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  consideration  the  dangers 
'  incident  to  the  positfon  of  the  State,  and  to  take  care  that  the  Com- 
monwealth of  South  Carblina  shall  suffer  no  detriment,"  or,  to  fix  such 
further  time  for  the  dissolution  of  this  body,  as  in  your  judgment  may 
be  deemed  best.

yention,  and  to  be  constituted  on  the  following  principles :  The  aaid 
Council  shall  consist  of  the  Lieutenant  Oovemor  and  six  other  peieons, 
to  be  elected  by  this  Convention  by  ballot,  one  from  each  of  the  Con- 
gressional Districts  of  tiie  State ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  such  election 
the  delegatlbn  of  each  Congressional  District  in  this  body  shall  nomi- 
nate two  persons  resident  within  the  limits  of  their  District,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  chosen  as  aforesaid  by  the  Convention. 

The  Governor  of  the  State,  for  the  time  being,  shall  submit  to  the 
con8ideratk)n  of  the  said  Council  all  nominations  or  appointments  to 
office,  civil  or  military,  and  all  other  acts  and  measures  of  either  kind 
which,  by  the  Constitution  and  iaws  of  thi^  State  and  the  Ordinances 
of  this  CoDvej3tion,  he  is  or  shall  be  authorized  and  empowered  to 
make,  do,  or  adopt,  and  no  appointment  to  office,  or  act  or  measure,, 
shall  be  valid  or  binding  unless  sanctioned  by  the  advice  and  consent  of 
a  clear  majority  of  the  said  Co/tmcil. 

The  said'  Council  shall  be  convened  from  time  to  time  by  the  sum- 
mons of  the  Governor,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings, 
and  for  this  purpose  the  Special  Private  Secretary  of  the  Governor 
ahall  be  Seeretaiiy  of  the  Council,  without  additional  pay. 

The  members  of  the  aaid  Council  aball  receive  a  compensation  of  ten 
dollars  per  diem  for  eveiy  day  duVing  which  they  shall  be  in  attendance 
upon  the  sessions  of  the  Council,  and  in  addition,  ten  cents  per  mile 
for  every  mile  actually  traveled  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the 
place  of  the  said  session.

and  unoffending  planters  of  the  Southern  States  :  Therefore 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  it  ought  to  be  the 

desire  of  the  Confedenite  G\)vernment,  by  all  appropriate  measures,  to 

aid  iQ  the  recovery  and  restoration  of  the  aforesaid  negroes  to  their 

owners ;  or  failing  in  thisy  to  compel  the  Government  of  the  Unitod 
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States  to  make  ample  indemnity  for  the  losses  which  their  owners  have 
incurred,  or  may  hereafter  incur. 

Eesolvedf  That  in  the  opinion  of  thi^  Convention,  no  peace  ought 
to  be  concluded  with  the  United  States  which  does  not  procure  for  all 
persons  who  have  been,  or  shall  hereafter  be,  deprived  of  their  slaves' 
by  the  action  of  that  Government,  full  indemnity  for  every  negro 
which  may  be  lost,  stolen  or  killed,  during  the  continuance  of  the  war; 
and  that  the  State  of  South  Carolina  is  willing  that  the  war  should,  be 
prolonged  indefinitely,,  if  .necessary^  for.  the  procurement  of  such 
indemnity.  •

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  strengthen  the  Ezeoative  Department,  during  the  ezigenciefl  of 

the  present  war. 

l^e,  the  People  of  4h€  State  of  South   Carolina f  in  Convention  om- 
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KrahUdy'  do  declare  and  ordain,  and  it  is  hereby  declared  and  or* 
dained  as  foUows  : 

1.  That  until  the  present  war  shall  have  terminated,  and  the  forces 
raised  in  this  State  for  the  prosecution  thereof  shall  be  disbanded ;  or 
until  it  shall  be  otherwise  ordained  by  the  People  in  Convention,  the 
Governor  of  the  State  shall  be  assisted'  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
and  the  exercise  of  the  powers  now  imposed  upon  or  enjoyed  by  him^ 
under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  by  the  Lieutenant  Gk)v- 
enior  of  this  State,  and  three  citizens  of  this  State,  who  shall  be  called 
the  Executive  Council,  and  shall  be  elected  by  this  Convention.  And 
that  the  exercise  of  the  extraordinary  powers  hereinafter  given,  shall 
be  committed  to  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor  'and  the  said 
Council  jointly.  And  of  these  a  majority  must  concur  in  the  opinioa 
of  an  existing  necessity  lor  the  exercise  of  any  such  power  before  such 
exercise  of  it  shall  be  authorized  by  this  Ordinance.  • 

2.  That  tP  one  of  the  said  Council  shall  be  committed  the  manage* 
ment,  direction  and  control  of  everything  in  this  State  which  relates  to 
the  finances  of  this  State.  To  another  of  the  said  Council  shall  b« 
committed  the  management,  direction  and  control  of  all  that  relates  to 
the  militia,  and  the  forces  of  this  State  in  the  service  of  the  Confederate 
States ;  their  organization,  discipline  and  equipment.  And  to  the  third 
member  of  the  Council  shall  be  committed  the  management,  direction 
and  control  of  all  matters  that  relate  to  the  internal  police  of  the  State, 
questions  of  patrol,  the  government  of  negroes,  as  conuected  with  the 
maintenance  of  internal  peace  and  the  welfare  of  the  State. 

3.  That  each  member  of  the  Council  thus  constituted  the  head  of 
these  several  Departments,  shall  organize  it  for  the  efficient  transaction 
of  its  business ;  and  shall  keep  the  Governor  constantly  advised  of  the  . 
condition  of  the  business  of  such  Department.  All  orders  made  by 
the  head  of  each  Department  ahall  be  signed  by  him,  after  it  has  been 
approved  by  the  Governor.  •    •  •     ' 

4.  Each  member  of  the  Council,  as  the  head  of  a  Department,  shall 
keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  business  done  in  his  Department  in 
suitable  books  of  permanent  form.  And  at  any  meeting  uf  this  Con- 
vention or  of  the  General  iLssembly,  a  report  of  its  transactions  shall 
be  made  through  the  Governor. 

5.  Each  member  of  the  Council  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 

9 ,  payable  quarterly ;  and  shall  be  allowed  to  employ  fk 

clerk,  at  an  annual  salary  not  exceeding  t ,  payable  quar- 
terly;  And  such  salaries,  and  the  necessary  expenses  for  providing  books 
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and  farnitare  for  each  Department,  sball  be  paid  by  the  Treasnrj  of 
the  State,  npoii  the  draft  or  order  of  the  member  of  the  Coaocil  in 
charge  of  the  finances  of  tfa%  State,  oounter^gned  bj  the  Governor. 

6.  The  Connotl  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  its  eonsaltations 
and  proceedings.  And  any  member  thereof  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
filing,  and  thereby  preserving  as  a  part  of  its  record,  his  dissent  from 
its  proposed  action  in  any  case. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  daty  of  the  Lieutenant  .Governor  to  take  the  place 
of  the  Governor  whenever  he  may  be  unable  to  attend  the  consulta- 
tions of  the  Council,  and  under  the  same  circumstances  to  dischai^ 
all  the  duties,  and  exercise  all  the  powers,  which  belong  to  the  Grovernor. 
And  he  shall  1>e  entitled,  during  the  continuance  of  the  Council,  to  the 
same  compensation  as  is  allowed  to  a  member  of  the  Council. 

-  8.  Vacancies  in  the  Council  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor,  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  Council.  And  the  citizen  of  this  State,  so  ap- 
pointed, shall  discharge  the  duties  and  exercise  the  powers  of  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  until  his  nomination  shall  have  been  reported  to, 
and  confirmed  or  rejected  by,  this  Convention  or-  the  Senate  of  the 
State.  And  such  appointment  shall  1i>e  reported  to  either  of  these 
bodies  which  may  be  in  session  at  the  time  of,  or  first  after  such  ap- 
pointment. 

9.  During  th^  invasion  of  this  State,  and  if  neither  the  General  As- 
sembly of  this  State  or  this  Convention  shall  be  in  session,  and  the 
emergencies  of  the  case  shall  require  it,  the  Governor  and  the  Execu- 
tive CouBcil  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  authorized  to  exercise  any  power, 
which  rightfully  belongs  to,  and  could  be  exercised  by,  this  Convention. 
But  the  exercise  of  such  power  shall  not  be  coQtinned  longer  than  the 
emergency  which  calls  for  its  interposition.

Bso.  1.  That  until  &e  present  war  skftll  have  terminated,  and  the 
fareea  raiaed  in  this  State  for  the  proseoBtioii  thereof  shall  be  disbandect, 
or  ootU  it  flhall  be  otherwise  ordained  by  the  People  in  OoayeDtioa,  the 
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Oovemor  of  the  State  shafl  be  assisted  in  tbe  discharge  of  the  duties  and 
the  exercise  of  the  powers  now  imposed  upon  or  enjoyed  by  him  under 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of 
this  Slate  and  three  citizens  bt  this  State,  who  shall  be  called  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council,  and  shall  be  elected  by  this  Convention.

Sec.  3.  That*  each  member  of  the  Council,  thus  constituted  the 
head  of  these  several  departments,  shall  organize  it  for  the  efilcient 
transaction  of  its  business,  and' shall  keep  the  Governor  constantly  ad- 
vised of  the  condition  of  the  business  of  such  department.  All  orders 
made  by  the  head  of  each  department  shall  be  signed  by  him,  after  it 
has  been  approved  by  the  Governor.

Dear  Sir  :  We  are  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  cotton  and 
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woollen  gooda,  and  clothing  for  the  State,  on  quite  a  large  scale,  and 
find  our  operations  likely  to>  be  stopped  by  the  call  on  our  employees  for 
the  service  of.  the  State.  Believing  that  our  'stoppage  would  be  a 
source  of  serious  inconvenience  and  ifajury,  not  only  to  the  ti^p^  need- 
ing uniformSi  but  also  to  the  people  of  the  State  at  large,  we  are  in-  ^ 
duced  to  apply  to  the  Convention  through  you,  to  have  our  present 
operatives  excused  from  military  duty.  We  have  now  nearly  one 
thousand  persons  employed,  and  among  them  not  more  than  forty  men, 
only  about  one  half  of  wTiofn  are  liable  to  duty^-these  we  wish  to  get 
excused.  Our  ordinary  complement  of  men  is  from  eighty  to  one 
Jiupdred.

Mr.  Harllee,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Military,  made  reports, 
On  the  communication  from  J.  G.  Oibbes  &  Co. ;-  and

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On  a  reBoIution,  providing  for  contfbuiDg  the  commissions  of  offioers 
in  companies  on  the  seacoast ;  which  were  seyerallj  ordered  for  con- 
sideration to-morrow. 

Mr.  Wardlaw,  from  the  Special  Committee  No.  5,  to  whom  had 
been  recommitted  the  subject  of  strengthening  the  Ezecntiye  Depart- 

•  ment,  made  a  report,  and  reported  an  Ordinance  for  strengthening  the 
Executive  Department  during  the  exigencies  of  the  present  war. 

The  Ordinance  was  read. 

Mr.  Spratt  moved  to  strike  out  all  after  the  ordaining  words,  and 
insert  the  following : 

Sso.  1.  That  until  the  present  war  shall  have  terminated,  and  the 
forces  raised  in  this  State  for  the  prosecution  thereof  shall  be  disbanded, 
or  until  it  shall  be  otherwise  ordained  by  the  People  in  Convention,  the 
Governor  of  the  State  shall  be  assisted  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  and 
'  the  exercise  df  the  powers  now  imposed  upon  or  eojojed  by  him  under 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Sti^te,  by  the  Lieutenant  Qoveroor  of 
this  State  and  three  citizens  of  this  State,  who  6hall  be  called  i]^e  Ex- 
ecutive Council,  and  shall  be  elected  by  this  Convention. 

Seo.  2.  That  to  .one  of  the  said  Council  shall  be  committed  the 
management,  direction  and  control  of  every  thing  in  this  State  which 
relates  to  the  finances  of  this  State.  To  another  of  the  said  Council 
shall  be  committed  the  management,  direction  and  control  of  all  that 
relates  to  the  militia,  and  the  forces  of  this  S^te  in  the  service  of  the 
Confederate  States,  their  organization,  discipline  and  equipment.     And 

•  to  the  third  lAember  of  the  Council  shall  be  committed  the  manage- 
ment, direction  and  control  of  all  matters  that  relate  to  the  internal 
police  of  the  State  j  questions  of  patrol ;  the  government  of  negroes, 
as  connected  with  the  maintenance  of  internal  peace  and  the  welfare 
of  the  State. 

Sec..  3.  That,  each .  member  of  the  Council,' thus  constituted  the 
head  of  the;ie  several  departments,  shall  organize  it  for  the  efficient 
transaction  of  its  business,  and  shall  keep  the  Governor  constantly  ad- 
vised of  the  condition  of  the  business  of  such  departoaent.  All  orders 
made  by  the  head  of  each  department  shall  be  signed  by  him,  after  it 
has  been  approved  by  the  Governor. 

Sec.  4.  Each  member  of  the  CounciF,  as  the  head  of  a  department, 
shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  busineA  done  in  his  departuient, 
in  sdi table  books  of  permanent  form.  And.  at  any  meeting  of  this 
Convention  or  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  report  of  its  transactions 
shall  be  made,  through  the  Governor. 
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Sxo.  5.  Eaoh  member  of  the  Council  shall  receive  an  annual  aalaiy 

of  9 ^  pajabie  quarterly ;  and  shall  be  allowed  to  employ  a 

olerk,  at  an  annual  salary  not  exceeding  $-^ ,  payable  quarterly. 

And  such  salaries,  and  the  necessary  expenses  for  providing  books  and 
fomiture  for  eaoh  department,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasury  of  the 
State,  upon  the  draf^  or  order  of  the  member  of  the  Council  in  charge 
of  the  finances  of  the  State,  countersigned  by  ttie  Gk)vernor. 

Sco.  6.  The  Council  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  its  consul- 
tations and  proceedings.  And  any  member  thereof  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  filing,  and  thereby  preserving,  as  a  part  of  its  record,  his 
dissent  from  its  proposed  action  in  any  case. 

8£0.  7.  lu  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  to  take  the 
place  of  the  Governor  whenever  he  may  be  unable  to  attend  the  con- 
snltation  of  the  Council ;  lind,  under  the  same  oircumstances,  to  dis- 
charge all  the  duties,  and  exercise  all  the  powers,  whicli  belong  to  the 
Governor.  And  be  shall  be  entitled,  during  the  oontinuance  of  the 
Council,  to  the  same  compensation  as  is  allowed  to  a  member  of  the 
Council. 

Seo.  '  8.  Yaoanoies  in  the  Council  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Council.  And  the  citizen  of  this  State 
so  appointed*,/ shall  discharge  the  duties  and  exercise  the  powers  of  a 
member  of  the.Council,  until  his  nomination  shall  have  been  reported 
to,  and  oonfirnred  or  rejected  by,  this  Convention  or  the  Senate  of  the 
State.  And  such  appointment  shall  be  reported  to  either  of  these 
bodies  which  may  be  in  session  at  the  time  of,  or  first  after  such 
appointment.

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The  resolution  was  not  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Hajne;  from  the  Special  Committee  No.  2,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read,  was  ordered  to  be  printed,  and  was  made  the 
special  order  of  the  day  for  to-morrow,  at  eleven  o'clock,  A.  M. : 

The  Special  Committee  No.  2,  <<  charged  with  considering  and  re- 
*  porting  upon  the  proper  action  of  the  State,  in  case,  at  any  time, 
further  Taluable  portions  of  our  territory  should  be  pronounced  untena- 
ble by  the  military  authorities,"  respectfully  report : 

That  they  immediately,  on  their  appointment,  proceeded  to  con- 
sider the  grave  matter  committed  to  their  charge,  and,  after  several 
consultations,  concluded  to  withhold  their  report  until  the  Convention 
should  act  on  the  reports  of  Special  Committees  Nos.  1  and  5.  This 
Committee  unanimously  concur  in  the  general  line  of  policy  indicated 
in  the  Ordinance,  reported  by  Special  Committee  No.  1,  and  adopted 
by  the  Conventiop,  and  ask  leave  to  report  an  Ordinance  supplemental 
to  the  Ordinance  entitled  ''  An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  removal 
of  negroes  and  other  property  from  portions  of  the  State  which  may  be 
invaded  by  the  enemy.''  The  Ordinance  now  reported  is  intended  to 
extend  the  provisions  of  the  original  Ordinance  to  white  inhabitants  of 
Charleston,  incapable  of  conducting  their  own  removal,  and  to  modify 
its  provisions  in  reference  to  the  removal  of  negroes  from  that  city. 

In  regard  to  the  city  of  Charlestpn,  your  Committee  cannot  believe 
th^t  it  will  ever  be  pronounced  untenable  by  the  military  authonties 
until  the  trial  of  strength  and  endurance  has  been  tested  to  the  utter- 
most.  They  recommend  that  it  should  be  expressed,  as  the  sAise  of 
the  people  of  South  Carolina  assembled  in  Convention,  that  Charleston 
should  be  defended  at  any  cost  of  life  or  property ;  and  that,  in  their- 
deliberate  judgment,  they  would  prefer  a  repulse  of  the  enemy,  with 
the  entire  city  in  ruins,  to  an  evacuation  or  surrender,  on  any  terms 
whatever.  The  Committee  oppose  altogether  the  idea  of  abandonment 
until  both  the  defending  army  and  the  city  are  so  far  destroyed  that  no 
^p|}vision  need  be  made  for  further  action*  If,  however,  the  city 
should  be  abandoned  to  the  enemy,  contrary  to  the  expressed  wish  of 
the  people  of  the  State,  your  Committee  cannot  bring  themselves  to 
recommend,  as  has  been  suggested  by  some,  that  the  city  should  be 
destroyed  by  the  hands  of  her  own  citizens,  irrespective  of  the  command 
of  the  military  authorities.  The  Committee  have  deliberated  with 
painful  anxiety  upon  this  matter,  but  while  they  highly  approve  a 
defence  like  that  of  Zaragossa,  they  eannot  peroeive,  in  the  circnm- 
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fltanoes  of  OharlestoOy  enough  to  commeDd  to  her  citizeDS  the  example 
of  Moscow.  The  GommUtee  think  the  injury  which  might  he  inflieted 
in  this  way  on  the  enemy,  quite  too  inoonstderahle  to  warrant  a  pro- 
eeeding  so  very  much  more  dbastrous  to  ourselves.  Indeed,  the  Com- 
mittee are  inclined  to  helieye  that  the  destruction  of  the  city  is 
precisely  that  which  the  enemy  desire  and  design.  The  Committee 
belieye  that  an  indiscriminate  burning  of  the  city  could  not  be  eflfected . 
without  destroying  the  lives  of  a  very  large  portion  of  the  non-com- 
batant inhabitants^  whose  reinoyal  could  not  be  accomplished.  Let  the 
responsibility  of  so  terrible  a  calamity  rest  upon  the  enemy.  The 
Committee,  accordingly,  recommend  that  the  Convention  should 
express  its  disapproval  of  the  suggestion  of  a  voluntary  burning  of  the 
city  by  the  citizens.  To  the  military  authorities  they  have  nothing  to 
suggest  on  this  point. 

In  view  of  the  nature  of  the  defence  anticipated,  the  Committee  - 
think  provision  should  be  n4de  for  the  removal  from  the  city,  of 
wpmen  and  chil'dren,  and  others  incapable  of  taking  part  in  its  defence. 
Upon  this  subject  the  Committee  ask  to  report  by  Ordinance.  The 
Comgiittee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutiou  and 
the  accompanying  Ordinance : 

Retolvedj  Thatthe  President  of  this  ConventioQ  communicate,  con- 
fidentially, to  the  Governor  and  Council,  to  the  Ocneral  commanding 
the  Confederate  forces  in  this  State,  afad  to  the  Qeneral  in  command  in 
the  Charleston  military  district,  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention  in 
deference  to  the  sulbject  matter  of  this  report,  and  that  he  accompany 
.  said  communication  with  copies  of  this  report  and  Ordinance.

TFe,  the  People  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina^  in  Oonvention  auem* 
hledy  do  declare  and  ordain^  and  it  is  hereby  declared  and  ordainedy  €u 
JbllotDs:' 

Sxo.  1.  That  the  city  of  Charleston  shall  constitute  a  separate  and 
additional  district,  diatinct  fn>m  the  District  of  Ohurleston  outside,  of 
the  city  limits,  under  the  piovlsioiis  of  an  Ordinance  entitled  <<  An . 
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Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  removal  of  negroes  and  other  property 
from  portions  of  the  State  which  may  he  invailed  by  the  enemy,"  and 
that  a  Commission  of  five  persons  be  eleoted  by  this  Convention,  who 
shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  invested  with  all  the  powers,  in  referanoe  to 
the  removal  of  negroes  from  the  said  eity,  which  in  the  said  Ordinance 
are  vested  in  the  Commissions  thereby  created,  the  removal  to  be  made 
snbject  to  the  same  conditions  and  incidents  therein  provided ;  and  the 
said  Commission  for  the  city  of  Charleston  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  in- 
vested further  with  the  like  powers  in  reference  to*  white  inhabitants 
of  the  said  city,  who  by  reason  of  sex,  age  or  infirmity  are  incapable  of 
contribating  to  the  defence  of  the  same,  and  also  with  power  to  remove 
the  public  records  whenever  their  safety  may  require  it. 

Seo.  2.  That  said  Commission  are  hereby  authorized,  with  the  assent 
of  the  Governor  and  Council,  to  determine  upon  the  necessity  or  ex- 
pediency of  the  removals  herein  provided  for,  and  the  time  when  and 
the  extent  to  whic]i  the  same  shall  be  ejected. 

Sec.  8.  That  said  Commission  for  the  city  of  Charleston  shall  imme- 
'diately  confer  confidentially  with  the  Executive  Authority  of  the  State, 
and  with  the  General  commanding  the  Confederate  forces  in  this  State, 
and  the  General  in  command  of  the  military  district  of  Charleston,  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  information  requisite  to  enable  them  to 
perform  their  duties  under  this  Ordinance,  and  of  establishing  a  coop- 
eration between  the  State  Authorities,  Militfiry  and  Civil,  and  the  Con- 
federate Military  Authorities. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  Commission  for  the  city  of  Charleston,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  are  hereby  authorized  to  draw  upon  the  Treasury  for 

the  sum  of ; —  dollars,  if  so  much  be  necessary,  for  the ' 

purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  incident  to  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  assigned. 

Seo.  5.  That  such  movable  property  as  shall  remain  in  untenable 
territory  outside  of  the  limits  of  Charleston,  after  action  has  been  taken 
under  the  Ordinance  to  which  this  is  supplemental,  by  the  Commis- 
sion j  therein  named,  may,  by  the  assent  of  the  Commission  in  the 
District  in  which  said  property  is  situated,  be  seized  by  the  Confederate 
Military  Authorities,  and  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  army,  withoat 
aooouotability  on  the  part  of  such  Military  Authorities,  or  their  agents^ 
to  the  persons  owning  the  same. 

Seo.  6.  That  all  movable  property  in  untenable  territory  outside  of 
ihe  limits  of  Ohtrleston,  which  may  be  made  availajble  to  the  enemy, 
and  which  remains  as  aforesaid,  and  whioh  the  Confederate  Military 
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Authorities  canoot  apply  to  the  use  of  the  anny^  the  said  authorities 
are  hereby  authorized  to  Itirn  or  otherwise  destroy,  without  accounta- 
bility to  the  owner,  and  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  snch  a 
policy  should  be  pursued.

State  of  South  Carolina, 
^  Head  Quartebs,  January  8,  1862. 

To  the  Honorable  the  President 

aiid  Membert  of  the  Convention : 

From  your  official  notice  just  received,  and  the  Ordinance  enclosed 
me,  I  perceive  that  the  Executive  power  has  been,  to  a  great  extent, 
remodeled.  I  shall  endeavor  faithfully  to  do  my  humble  part  in 
attempting  to  execute  this  Ordinance,  as  far  as  I  can ;  but  it  is  due  to 
the  Legislature^  who  have  entrusted  tcf  my  care  the  Executive  power, 
n  established  under  the  Constitution,  to  say  that  I  seriously  think  the 
Ordinance  that  you  have  now  passed  will,  in  its  practical  operation, 
greatly  weaken  the  Executive  as  created  by  the  Constitution. 

I  understand,  from  the  Ordinance,  that  no  appointment,  even  of  the 
humblest  kind,  is  to  be  made,  except,  by  a  deliberate  vote  of  the  new 
Council  to  be  created.  The  eighth  section  requires  that  the  record  of 
all  the  proceedings  of  the  Gt)vernor  and  Council  shall  be  laid  before 
the  Convention.  1  do  not  know  if  I  am  to  understand  that  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Governor  are  to  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  I 
do  QOt  know  if  all  orders  to  be  issued,  relating  to  the  military,  are  first 
to  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  Council.  IF  so,  there  will  be  great 
imbedility  in  acting  as  Commander-in-Chief.  As  it  is  an  Ordinance 
passed  delilyrately  by  the  }iighest  and  most  unlimited  power,  I  shall 
feel  i#  my  duty  cheerfully  to  try  and  execute  it  to  the  letter.  We  are 
an  educated  and  informed  people,  and  the  real  strength  of  an  ]@xecu« 
tive  consists  in  doing  what  is  right  and  just,  faithfully  for  the  public 
interest.  Any  unusual  or  arbitrary  power  will  create  suspicion  and 
jealousy,  unless  it  be  obviously  necessary  under  circumstances  where 
the  usual  authorities  cannot  act.  We  are  under  an  almost  absolute 
military  Government,  and,  by  the  acts  of  your  Convention,  the  State 
has  been  transferred  under  the  jurisdiotibn  of  the  Cof  federate  Govern- 
ment.  and  Confederate  Generals  have  practically  all  power  over  the 
resources  and  defences  of  the  State. 

I  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  make  this  communicatioB,  as  due  to 
49 
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my  offic^  and  to  those  who  appointed  tee  to  the  ^exercise  of  the  powers 
oonfided  to  me  under  th^  Constitution  of  the  State. 

The  threatening  aspeet  of  puhlic  afiairs,  with  a  large  foree  invading 
oar  State,  demands  the  utmost  possible  forbearance,  and  pfeoludes  me 
frpm  the  course  that  would  be  more  agreeable  to  myself,  and  more  jnst 
to  the  power ^  from  which  I  received  mj  appointment  This  course 
would  be  more  imperative,  from  the  consideration  that  the  same 
Ordinance  provides  for  the  perpetuation  of  this  power,  by  enabling  any 
twenty  men,  from  any  motive  whatever,  to  call  the  Convention  together. 

I  do  not  desire  to  be  the  means  of  creating  the  least  division  in  the 
public  mind  under  existing  circumstances.  I  therefore  make  this 
communication  to  your  body  in  secvet  session.  I  have  never,  for  one 
inoment,  had  any  motive  in  any  public  act  while  .in  office,  except  to 
sustain  the  honor,  rights  and  independence  of  my  State.  When  all 
the  bircumstances  are  known,  as  they  will  be  in  history,  neither  time 
nor  scrutiny  can  change  the  verdict  of  poaterity.    »

1.  Be  It  ordained  by  the  People  of  South  CaroHnOy  in  Convention 
auembledj  That  the  Ordinance  entitled  an  Ordinance  for  strengthen- 
ing the  Executive  Department  during  the  exigencies  of  the  present 

war,  ordained  hj  this  Conyention  on  the day  of  labt  Januaiy, 

be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  that  all  offices  created  and 
established  by  the  same  or  in  pursuance  thereof,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  vacated  and  abolished. 

2.  That  the  Governor  bo  and  he  is  hereby  authorised  and  empowered 
to  appoint  a  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  to  keep,  iesaiuine  and  audit  all 
the  accounts  of  the  Executive  Department.  That  the  said  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  when  so  appointed,  shall  hold  his  office  from  the  time 
of  his  appointment  until  ten  days  after  the  next  General  Assembly  of 
this  State- shall  have  convened,  unless  his  effice  shall  be  sooner  abolished 
bj  the  Legislature.  That  the  said  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall 
make  a  report  of  all  his  official  acts  to  the  Goverdor,  to  be  transmitted 
to  and  examined  by  the  Legislature,  and  that  he  receive  for  his  services 
such  compensation  as  the  Legislature  may  deem  proper. 

3.  That  the  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint 
and  commission  one  Assistant  Adjutant  General,  with  the  rank  of  and 
the  same  pay  as  is  sdlowed  to  a  Captain  of  Infiintry  in  the  Confederate 
army,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  assist  the  Adjutant  General  of  this 
State  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  and  Chat  he  shall  hold  his  • 
office  until  ten  days  after  the  next  General  Assembly  of  this  State  shall 
have  convened,  unless  his  said  office  shall  be  sooner  abolished  by  the 
Legislature. 

4.  That  all  Ordimmoes,  Resolutions  or  Orders  of  the  Executive 
Council,  professing  or  purporting  to  alter  or  amend  any  Act  or  Resolu- 
tion of  the  Ctoneral  Assembly  of  this  State,  be  and  the  same  ara  hereby 
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repealed,  except  sanih  as  tlie  Governor  may  deem  necesearj  to  the  safety 
of  the  State,  in  which  event  they  shall  continue  in  operation,  and  of 
force,  until  otherwise  altered  or  amended  by  the  Legislature.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  amend  the  Fourth  Section  of  the  First  Article  of  the  Constitution. 

The  People  of  South  Carolina^  in  Convention  assembled,  do  hereby  ■ 
ordain,  That  the  Fourth  Section  of  the  First  Article  of  the  Constitu- 
tion be  amended  by  adding  therejto  the  following  proviso,  to  wit : 

Provided^  That  no  person,  who  is  neither  at  the  present  time  a 
citizen  of  one  of  the  States  actually  constituting  the  Confederate  States 
of  America,  nor  ia  future,  a  native  of  one  of  said  ^States,  shall  be 
permitted  to  vote  in  any  general  or  municipal  election  in  this  State. 

So  that  ^he  section  may  be  read  aa  fellowa :  fivery  free  white  man  of 
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the  age  of  tweotj-ooe  years,  paapers,  and  DOD-oominissioDed  offioera 
and  private  soldiers  of  the  arm j  of  the  Ooafederate  States  excepted^ ' 
being  a  citizen  of  this  State,  and  having  resided  therein  two  years  pre- 
vious to  the  day  of  election,  and  who  hath  a  freehold  of  fifty  acres  of 
land  or  a  town  lot  of  which  he  hath  been  legally  seised  and  possessed  at 
least  six  months  before  such  election,  or  not  having*  such  freehold  or 
town  lot,  hath  been  a  resident  in  the  election  district  in  which  he  offers 
to  give  his  vote,  six  months  before  the  said  election,  shall  have  a  right 
to  vote  for  a  member  or  members  to  serve  in  either  branch  of  the 
Legislature  for  the  election  district  in  which  he  holds  such  property  or 
is  so  resident :  Provided,  that  no  person,  whS  is  neither  at  the  present 
time  a  citizen  of  one  of  the  States  actually  oonstituting  the  Confed- 
erate States  of  America,  nor  in  future,  a  native  of -one  of  said  States, 
shall  be  permitted  to  vote  in  any  general  or  municipal  election  in  this 
State.

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Mr.  Maniganit  offered  fhe  fbilowiog  rcsolations,  which  were  ordered 
for  coosideratioQ  to-monow,  and  to  be  printed : 

1.  .Resolved,  ThaJb  the  maintenance  of  a  militia  is  an  essential  part 
of  the  Constitution  of  this  State  and  of  the  Confederate  States. 

2.  Resolved^  That  the  clause  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Confede^te 
States,  which  provides  that  Congress  shall  have  power  to  provide  for 
the  commoQ  defence,  does  not  preclude  an  individual  State  from  pro- 
viding for  its  particular  defence. 

8.  Re9olped,  That  the  ComstitvMion  of  the  Confederate  States  con- 
tiuns  no  clause  prohibiting  to  the  individual  SCktes  the  exercise,  in 
time  of  war,  of  their  original  sovereign  right  to  keep  troops  and  ships 
of  wat. 

4.  Resolved,  That  in  providing  for  the  common  defence,  the 
knguage  of  the  Constitution  discriminates  between  the  powers  to  ''tiiise 
and  support  araBies'^  and  '<to  keep  troops"  on  the.  one  hand,  and  the 
^organizing,  arming. and  disciplining  of  the  militia^"  and  ^'evplojing 
them  in  the  service  of  the  Confed0rate  States,"  on  the  other. 

5.  Retohed,  That  the  Constitution  of  the  Confederate  States  pre- 
scribes the  mode  in  which  the  whole  military 'force  of  the  Confederacy 
may  be  made  available  for  its  defence ;  its  provisions  as  to  the  militia, 
and  the  legislation  necessary  to  carry  them  into  effect,  being  the  only 
kind  of  compulsive  levy  or  conscription  (^uthorized  by  the  Constitution, 
or  contemplated  by  the  framcrs  t>f  it. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  clause  in  the  Constitution,  which  reserves  to 
the  States  respectivel]|[  the  appointment  of  ofBcors,  and  the  authority  of 
training  the  militia,  is  provided  as  a  safeguard  to  the  sovereignty  of  the 
States  against  the  dangers  arising  from  the  existence  of  a  large  army, 
by  reserving  to  each  State  the  allegiance  of,  aud  a  control  over,  its 
qitizena  when  called  into  the  Confederate  service. 

7.  Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  to  take 
effectual  measures  to  prevent  the  agents  of  the- Confederate  Oovern- 
ment  from,  raising  troops  iq  South  Carolina,  except  by  voluntary 
enlistments,  or  by  applying  to  the  Executive  of  the  State  to  call  out 
the  militia  as  by  law  organized,  or  some  part  of  it,  to  be  mustered  into 
the  Confederate  service*

advertising,  which  was  refesrcd  to  the  Committee  on  Accounts.

Rewlved,  That  the  States  composing  the  Usited  States  should  have 
no  commeroia)  privileges  grantsd  to  them  by  the  Confederate  States, 
which  are  not  granted  to  other  nations  (ezcepting  the  free  oavigsitioa 
of  the  3Jissis8ippi  river,'  to  which  they  are  entitled)  ;  and  any  law  or 
treaty  which  may  grant  any  such  privileges  to  any  of  th^  said  linked 
States,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  wiH  be  hostile  to  the  welfars, 
and  dsDgerous  to  the  peace  and  independence  of  the  ConMerate 
States.  • 

Eesohed,  That  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Confederate  States,  Con- 
gress has  no  power  to  establish  or  carry  on  any  system  of  Internal  Im- 
provements in  the  Confederate  States,  whether  embracing  Railroads, 
Canals  or  Rivers,  and  that,  t|}ierefore,  the  late  appropriations  of  money 
by  Congress  for  the  building  of  Railroads  in  several  of  ti^e  Confederate 
States,  are  usurpations  of  power,  oontrary  to  the  purport  and  spirit  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  Gonfedezate  States.

The  repeated  manifestations  of  kindness  which  I  have  received  at 
the  hands  of  a  body  of  men  so  distinguished  fot  their  gravity,  unity  of 
purpose  and  entire  freedom  from  the  influences  of  popular  clamor  or 
selfish  interest,  have  filled  me  with  emotions  of  gratitude,  to  which  I 
can  give  no  adequate  ^pression. 

To  that  unity  of  purpose — the  peculiar  charactoristic  of  this  Conven- 
tion— much,  if  not  all,  of  the  .success  of  the  measures  which  have 
emanated  from  this  body  may  justly  be  ascribed.

South  Carolina  would  have  faltered,  no  other  State  would  have  taken 
the  initiative;  the  revolution  now  progressing  so  gloriously  to  our 
.arms,  wouM  never  have  commenced;  at  this  moment  our  necks  would 
have  been  under  the  heel  of  a  detested  abolition  tyrant;  our  liberties, 
our  property  and  our  lives  would  have  been  subject  to  the  will  of  a 
base  abolition  mob,  and  we  could  have  bequeathed  no  other  inheritance 
to  our  children  than  a  legacy  of  poverty,  sorrow  and  shame. 
*  Connected  as  you  have  been  with  some  of  t]ie  most  memorable  inci- 
dente  in  the  history  of  South  Carolina,  it  will  always  be  a  subject  of 
patriotic  pride  to  me  to  have  been  a  member  of  the  Convention  of  i960. 
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For  tbis^  and  all  other  manifestatioos  of  your  kindnefls,  permit  me, 
gentlemeQ,  to  offer  yoa  my  most  profoand  acknowledgemeDta,  ttud,  ia 
all  probability,  as  a  body^  we  will  never  meet  again^  to  tender  to  each 
of  yon  a  gratefol  adien.

1.  Be  It  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hquse  of  RepreseDtatives,  now 
met  and  sitting  in  General  Aasembly,  and  by  the  aQthority  of  the  s^poe, 
That  a  Convention  of  the  People  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina  is 
hereby  ordered  to  bo  assembled  in  the  City  of  Colnmbia,  on .  Monday, 
the  seventeenth  day  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  sixty,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  considenu 
tion  the  dangers  incident  to  the  position  of  the  State  in  the  Federal 
Union  established  by  the  Constitution  ^f  the  United  States,  and  the 
measures  which  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  providing  against  the 
same,  and  thereupon  to  take  care  that  the  Commonwealth  of  South 
Carolina  shall  suffer  no  detriment. 

2.  That  on  the  sixth  day  of  December,. in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  anch  sixty,  the  Managers  of  Elections  for  the 
several  Districts  in  the  State  shall,  tffter  giving  public  notice  as  in 
cases  of  elections  for  members  of  the  Legislature,  open  the  polls  and 
hold  elections  in  their  respective  Districts  for  Delegates  to  the  said 
Convention,  in  all  respecta  in  the  same  manner  and  form,  and  at  the 
same  places,  as  elections  are  now  conducted  for  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature. And  all  persons  who  are  qualified  and  entitled  by  the  Consti- 
tution and  Laws  of  this  State  to  vote  for  members  of  the  Legislature, 
shall  be  qualified  and  entitled  to  vote  for  said  Delegates  to  said  Con- 
vention ;  and  in  case  of  any  vacancy  occurring  by  death,  resignation 
or  removal  fi^m  Ifae  State,  or  refusal  to  serve,  of  any  person  elected  a 
Delegate  to  the  s^id  Convention,*  the  Presiding  Officer  of  the  said  Con- 
venUon  shall  issue  his  Writ,  authorizing  and  requiring  the  Managers  of 
Electi^s  in  the  Election  District  in  which  such  vacancy  may  have  oc- 
curred, after  giving  due  notice  thereof,  to  open  a  poll  and  hol(^an  elec- 
tion io  fill  such  vacancy,  as  in  cases  for  the  election  of  Members  of  the 
Legislature.  That  the  Managers  in  the  several  Election  Districts  and 
Parishes  shall  meet  on  Friday,  the  seventh  day  of  December,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty,  count  the 
votes  and  declare  the  election.  • 

3.  That  each  Election  District  throughout  the  State  shall  be  entitled  , 
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to  elect  and  send  to  the  said  Conveation  a  number  of  Delegates  equal 
to  the  whole  number  of  Senators  and  Representatives  which  such  Dis- 
trict is  now  entitled  to  send  to  the  Legislature,  and  the  Delegates  to 
^he  said  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  freedom  of  arrest  in 
going  to,  returning  from,  and  whilst  in  attendance  on  said  Convention, 
as  is  extended  to  the  members  of  the  Legislature. 

4.  That  all  free  white  male  citizens  of  this  State  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  and  upwards,  and  who  are  entitled  to  vote  for  mem* 
bers  of  the  State  Legislature,  shall  be  eligible  to  a  seat  in  the  said 
Convention.

DECLARATION  OF  THE  IMMEDIATE  CAUSES  WHICH  IN- 
DUCE  AND  JUSTIFY  THE*  SECESSION  OF  SOUTH  CARO- 
LINA  FROM  THE  FEDERAL  UNION. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  in  Convention  assembled; 
on  the  26th  day  of  April,  A.  D.,  1852,  declared  that  the  frequent  vio- 
lations of  the  •  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  by  the  Federal 
Government,  and  its  encroachments  upon  the  reserved  rights  of  the 
States,  fully  justified  this  State  in  then  withdrawing  from  the  Federal 
Union;  but  in  deference  to  the  opinions  and  wishes  of  the  other  slave- 
holding  States,  she  forbore  at  that  time  |d  exercise  this  right.  Sinoe 
that  time,  these  encroachments  have  continued  to  increase,  and  further 
forbearance  ceases  to  be  a  virtue. 

And  now  the  State  of  South  Carolina  having  resumed  her  separate 
and  equal  place  among  nations,  deems  it  due  to  herself,  to  the  remain- 
ing United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  nations  of  the  world,  that 
she  should  declare  the  immediate  causes  which  have  led  to  this  a^ct. 

In  the  year  1765,  that  portion  of  the  British  Empire  eitlbraoing 
Great  Britain,  undertook  to  make  laws  for  the  government  of  that  por- 
tion composed  of  the  thirteen  American  Colonies.  A  struggle  for  the 
right  of  self-government  ensued,  which  resulted,  on  the  4th  of  July, 
1776,  in  a  Declaration,  by  the  Colonies,  "  that  they  are,  and  of  right 
ought  to  be,  FREE  AND  INDEPENDENT  STATES;  and  that,  as 
free  and  independent  States,  they  have  full  power  to  levy  war,  con- 
elude  peace,  contract  alliances,  establish  commerce,  and  to  do  all  other 
acts  and  things  ifhich  independent  States  may  of  right  do/' 

They  further  solemnly  decla/ed  that  whenever  any  "  form  of  govern- 
ment becomes  destructive  of  the  ends  for  which  it  was  established,  it 
is  the  right  of  the  people  to  alter  or  abolish  it,  and  to  institute  a  new 
government.'^*  Deeming  the  Government  of  Great  Britain  to  have 
become  destructive  of  these  ends,  they  declared  that  the  Colonies 
''are  absolved  from  all  allegiance  to  the  British  'Crown,  and  that 
all  political  connection  between  them  and  the  State  of  Great  Britain  is, 
and  ought  to  be,  totally  dissolved.'' 

In  pursuance  of  this  Declaration  of  Independence,  each  of  the  thir- 
teen States  proceeded  to  exercise  its  separate  sovereignty;  adopted  for

itself  a  ConstitntioD,  and  appointed  officers  for  the  administration  of 
goyemment  in  all  its  departments — ^Legislative,  Executive  And  Judicial. 
For  purposes  of  defence,  they  united  their  arms  and  their  counsels ; 
and,  in  1778,  they  entered  into  a  League  known  as  the  Articles  of 
Confederation,  whereby  they  agreed  to  entrust  the  administration  of 
their  external  relations  to  a  common  agent,  known  as  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States,  expressly  declaring,  in  the  first  Article  "  that  each 
State  retains  its  sovereignty,  freedom  and  independepce,  and  every 
power,  jurisdiction  and  right  ^which  is  not,  by  this  Confederation,  ex- 
pressly delegated  to  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled/'       , 

Under  this  Confederation  the  war  of  the  Revolution  was  carried  oo, 
and  on  the  8d  September,  1783,  the  contest  ended,  and  a  definite  Treaty 
was  signed  by  Great  Britain,  in  which  she  acknowledged  the  indepen- 
dence of  the  Colonies  in  the  following^erms : 

'^Abticle  l.T-His  Britannic  Majesty  acknowledges  the  said' United 
States,  viz :  New  Hampshire,  IVlassachusetts  Bay,  Rhode  Island  and 
Providence  Plantations,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsyl- 
vania, Delaware,  Afaryland,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina 
and  Georgia,  to  be  FREE,  SOVEREIGN  AND  INDEPENDENT 
STATES ;  that  he  treats  with  them  as  such  j  and  for  himself,  his  heirs 
and  successors,  relinquisbes  all  claims  to  the  goveromeot,  propriety 
and  t^rj^toriafrights  of  the  same  and  every  part  thereof." 

Thus  were  established  the  two  great,  principles  asserted  by  the  Colo- 
nies, namely :  the  right  of  a  State  to  govern  itself ;  and  the  right  of  a 
people  to  abolish  a  Government  when  it  becomes  destructive  of  tho 
ends  for  which  it  was  instituted.  And  concurrent  with  the  establish^ 
ment  of  these  principles,  was  the  fact,  that  each  Colony  became  and 
was  recognized  by  the  mother  Country  as  a  FREE,  SOVEREIGN 
AND  INDEPENDENT  STATE. 

In  1787,  Deputies  were  appointed  by  the  States  to  revise  the  Articles 
of  Confederation,  and  on  17th  September,  1787,  these  Deputies  recom- 
mended, for  the  adoption  of  the  States,,  the  Aiticles  of  Union,  known 
as  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  , 

The  parties  to  whom  this  Constitution  was  submitted,  were  the  several 
sovereign  States;  they  were  to  agree  or  disagree,  and  when  nine  of  them 
agreed  the  compact  was  to  take  effect  among  those  concurring ;  and  the 
General  Government,  as  the  common  agent,  was  then  to  be  invested 
with  their  authority. 

If  only  nine  of  the  thirteen  States  had^  concuri*ed,  the  other  foar 
wotDd  have  remained  as  they  'then  wore-^-sepanite,  sovereign  Statea, 
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independent  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution.  In  fact, 
two  of  the  States  did  not  accede  to  the  Constitution  nntil  long  after  it 
had  gone  into  operation  among  the  other  eleven }  and  during  that  inter- 
val, they  each  exercised  the  functions  of  an  independent  nation. 

By  this  Constitution,  certain  duties  were  imposed  upon  the  several 
States,  and  the  exercise  Gi  certain  of  their  powers  was  restrained, 
wRich  necessarily  implied  their  continued  existence  as  sovereign 
States.  But  to  remove  all  doubt,  an  amendment  was  added,  which 
declared  that  the  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the 
Constitution,  nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  States,  are  reserved  to  the 
'  States,  respectively,  or  to  the  people.  On  28d  May,  1788,  South 
Carolina,  by  a  Convention  of  her  People,  passed  an  Ordinance  assent- 
.  ing  to  this  Constitution,  and  afterwatds  altered  her  own  Constitution, 
to  conform  herself  to  the  obligations  she  had  undertaken. 

Thus  was  established,  by  compact  between  the  States,  a  Government, 
with  defined  objects  and  powers,  limited  to  the  express  words  of  the 
grant.  This  limitation  left  the  whole  remaining  mass  of  power  sub- 
ject to  the  clause  reserving  it  to  the  States  or  to  the  people,  and  ren- 
dered unnecessary  amy  specification  of  reserved  rightft. 

We  hold  that  the  Government  thus  established  is  subject  to  the  two 
great  principles  asserted  in  the  Declaration  of  Independence ;  and  we 
hold  further,  that  the  mode  of  its  formation  subjects  it  -to  a  third  fun- 
damental principle,  namely :  the  law  of  compact.  We  maintain  that  in 
every  compact  between  two  of  more  parties,  the  obligation  is  mutual ; 
that  the  fieiilure  of  one  of  the  contracting  parties  to  perform  a  material 
part  of  the  agreement,  entirely  releases  the  obligation  of  the  other ; 
and  that  where  no  arbiter  is  provided,  each  party  is  remitted  to  his  own 
judgment  to  determine  the  fact  of  failure,  with  all  its  consequences. 

In  the  present  case,  that  fact  is  established  with  certainty.  We 
^ueert  that  fourteen  of  the  States  have  deliberately  refused,  for  years 
past,  to  fulfil  their  constitutional  obligations,  and  we  refer  to  their  own 
Statutes  for  the  proof. 

The  GoDStitudon  of  the  United  States,  in  its  fourth  Article,  provides 
as  follows : 

'<No  person  held  to  service  or  labor  in  one  State,  under  the  laws 
thereof,  escaping  into  another,  shall,  in  consequence  of  any  law  or 
regulation  therein,  be  discharged  from  such  service  or  labor,  but  shall 
be  delivered  up,  on  claim  of  the  party  to  whom  such  service  or  labor 
may  be  due.'' 

This  stipulation  was  so  material  to  the  compact,  that  without  it  that 
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compact  would  not  have  been  made.  The  greater  number  of  the  coa- 
tracting  parties'  held  slaveS;  and  they  had  previously  evinced  their  esti- 
mate of  the  value  of  such  a  stipulation  by  making  it  a  condition  in  the 
Ordinance  for  the  government  of  the  territory  ceded  by  "Virginia, 
which  now  composes  the  States  north  of  the  Ohio  River. 

The  same  article  pf  the  Constitution  stipulates  also  for  rendition  h^ 
the  several  States  of  fugitives  from  justice  from  the  other  States. 

The  Qeneral  Government,  as  the  common'' agent,  passed  laws  to  cany 
into  effect  these  stipulations  of  the  States.  For  many  years  theselaws 
were  executed.  But  an  increasing  hostility  on  the  part  of  the  non- 
alaveholding  States  to  the  institution  of  slavery,  has  led  to  a  disregard 
of  their  obligations,  and  the .  laws  of  the  General  Government  have 
ceased  to  effect  the  objects  of  the^onstitution.  The  States  of  Maine, 
New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island, 
New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Michigan,  Wisconsin  and 
Iowa,  have  enacted  laws  whicl  either  nullify  the  Acts  of  Congress  or  ren- 
der useless  any  attempt  to  execute  them.  In  many  of  these  States  the 
fugitive  is  discharged  from  the  service  or  labor  claimed,  and  in  none  of  * 
them  has  the  State  Government  complied  with  the  stipulation  made  in 
the  Constitution.  The  State  of  New  Jersey,  at  an  early  day,  passed  a 
law  in  conformity  with  hex  constitutional  obligation;  but  the  current 
of  anti-slavery  feeling  has  led  her  more  recently  to  enact  laws  which 
render  inoperative  the  remedies  provided  by  her  own  law  and  by  the 
laws  of  Congress.  In  the  State  of  New  York  even  the  right  of  transit 
for  a  slave  has  been  denied  by  her  tribunals ;  and  the  States  of  Ohio 
and  Iowa  have  refused  to  surrender  to  justice  fugitives  charged  with 
murder,  and  with  inciting  servile  insurrection  in  the  State  of  Virginia. 
Thus  the  constituted  compact  has  been  deliberately  broken  and  disre- 
garded by  the  non-slaveholding  States,  and  the  consequence  follows 
,that  South  Carolina  is  released  from  her  obligation. 

The  ends  for  which  this  Constitution  was  framed  are  declared  by 
itself  to  be  <<  to  form  a  more  perfect  union,  establish  justice,  insure 
domestic  tranquillity,  provide  for  the  common  defence,  promote  the 
general  welfare,  and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  our 
posterity." 

These  ends  it  endeavored  to  accomplish  by  a  Federal  Government, 
in  which  each  State  was  recognized  as  an  equal,  and  had  separate  con- 
trol over  its  own  institufions.  The  right  of  property  in  slaves  was 
recognized  by  giving  to  free  persons  distinct  political  rights,  by  giving 
them  the  right  to  represent,  and  burthening  them  with  direct  taxes  for 
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three-fifths  of  their  slaves ;  bj  anthorinng  the  importation  of  slaves  for 
twenty  years ;  and  by  stipulating  for  the  rendition  of  fugitives  from 
labor.  ^' 

We  ajfirm  that  these  ends  for  which  this  Government  was  instituted 
have  been  defeated,  and  the  Qovernment  itself  has  been  made  destruo-^ 
tive  of  them  by  the  action  of  the  non-slaveholding  States.  Those 
States  have  assumed  tha  right  of  deciding  upon  the  propriety  of  our 
domestic  institutions ;  and  have  denied  the  rights  of  property  estab- 
lished in  fifteen  of  the  States  and  recognized  by  the  Constitution ;  they 
have  denounced  as  sinful  the  institution  of  slavery }  they  have  per- 
mitted the  open  establishment  among  Jthem  of  societies,  whose  avowed 
object  is  to  dbturb  the  peace  and  to  eloign  the  property  of  the  citizens 
of  other  States.  They  have  encouraged  and  assisted  thousands  of  our 
slaves  to  leave  their  homes ;  and  those  who  remain,  have  been  incited 
by  emissaries,  books  and  pictures  to  servile  insurrection^ 

For  twenty-five  years  this  agitation  has  been  steadily  increasing, 
until  it  has  now  secured  to  its  aid  the  power  of  the  common  Govern- 
ment. Observing  the  forms  of  the  Con^itntion,  a  sectional  party  has 
found  within  that  Article  establishing  the  Executive  Department,  the 
means  of  subverting  the  Constitution  itself.  A  geographical  line  has 
been  drawn  across  the  Union,  and  all  the  States  north  of  that  line  havo 
united  in  the  election  of  a  man  to  ^he  high  office  of  President  of  the 
United  States,  whose  opinions  and  purjjoses  are  hostile  to  slavery.  He 
is  to  be  entrusted  with  the  administration  of  the  common  Government, 
because  he  has  declared  that  that  "  Government  cannot  endure  per* 
manently  half  slave,  half  free,"  and  that  the  public  mind  must  rest  in 
the  belief  that  slavery  is  in  the  course  of  ultimate  extinction^ 

J^his  sectional  combination  for  the  submersion  of  the  Coujstitution^ 
has  been  aided  in  some  of  the  States  by  elevating  to  citizenship,  per- 
sons, who,  by  the  supreme  law  of  the  land,  are  incapable  of  becoming 
citizens ;  and  their  votes  have  been  used  to  inaugurate  a  new  policy, 
hostile  to  the^South,  and  destructive  of  its  peao6  and  safety. 

On  the  4th  of  March  next,  this  party  wiil  take  possession  of  the 
Oovernment.  It  has  announced  that  the  South  shall  be  excluded 
from  the  oommon  territory,  that  the  judicial  tribunals  shall  be  made 
sectional,  and  that  a  war  must  be  waged  against  slavery  until  it  shall 
cease  throughout  the  United  States. 

The  guaranties  of  the  Constitution  will  then  no  longer  exist;  the 
equal  rights  of  the  States  will  be  lost.  The  slaveholding  States  will 
69 
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no  longer  have  the  power  of  self-goyernment,  or  self-proteotion,  and 
the  Federal  Goyernment  unll  have  become  their  enemy. 

Sectional  interest  and  animosity  will  deepen  the^  irntation,  and  all 
hope  of  remedy  is  rendered  vaip,  by  the  fact  that  public  opinion  at  the* 
North  has  invested  a  great  political  error  widi  the  sanctions  of  a  mdte 
erroneous  religious  belief. 

We^  therefore^  the  People  of  South  Carolina,  by  our  deleimtes  in 
Convention  assembled,  appealing  to  the  Supreme  Judge  of  the  world 
for,  the  rectitude  of  pur  intentions,  have  solemnly  declared  that  the 
Union' heretofore  existing  between  this  State  and  the  other  States  of 
North  America,  is  dissoived,  and  that  the  .State  of  South  Carolina  has 
resumed  her  position  among  the  nations  of  the  world,  as  a  separate  and 
independent  State ;  with  full  power  to  levy  war,  conclude  peace,  con* 
tract  alliances,  establish  commerce,  and  to  do  all  other  acts  and  thingi 
which  independent  States  may  of  right  do* 
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THE  ADDRESS  OF  THE  PEOPLE  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA,      « 
ASSEMBLED  IN  CONVENTION,  TO  THE  PEOPLE  OP  THE 
SLAVEHOLDING  STATES  OP  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

It  is  seyenty-three  yean  since  the  Union  between  the  United  States 
was  made  by  the  Constitation  of  the  United  States.  During  this  time, 
their  advance  in  wealth,  prosperity  and  power  has  been  with  scarcely 
a  parallel  in 'the  the  history  of  the  world.  The  great  object  of  their 
Union  was  defence  against  external  aggression ;  which  object  is  now 
attained,  from  their  mere  progress  in  power.  Thirty*one  millions  of  , 
people,  with  a  commerce  and  navigation  which  explore  every  sea,  and 
with  agricnltural  productions  which  are.  nectesary  to  every  civilised 
people,  command  the  friendship  of  the  world.  Bat  unfonnnately,  onr 
internal  peace  has  not  grown  with  onr  external  prosperity.  Discontent 
and  contention  have  moved  in  the  bosom  of  the  Confederacy  for  the 
last  thirty-five  years.  During  this  time,  Sonth  Carolina  has  twice 
called  her  people  together  in  solemn  Convention,  to  take  into  consider- 
ation the  aggressions  and  unconstitutional  wrongs  perpetrated  by  the 
people  of  the  North  on  the  people  of  the  South.  These  wrongs 
were  submitted  to  by  the  people  of  the^South,  under  the  hope  and  ex- 
pectation that  they  would  be  final.  But  such  hope  and  expectation 
h^ve  proved  to  be  vain.  Instead  of  producing  forbearance,  our  acqui- 
eaoenoe  has  only  instigated  to  new  forms  of  aggression  and  outrage ; 
and  South  Carolina,  having  again'  assembled^  her  people  in  Convention, 
has  this  day  dissolved  her  connection  with  the  States  constituting  the. 
United  States. 

The  one  great  evil,  from  which  all  other  evils  have  flowed,  is  the 
overthrow  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Unite*d  States.  The  Government 
of  the  United  States  is  no  longer  the  Government  of  Confederated  Re«- 
publios,  but  of  a  consolidated  Democracy.  It  is  no  longer  a  free  Gov- 
ernment, but  a  despotism.  It  is,  in  fact,  such  a  Government  as  Great 
Britain  attempted  to  set  over  our  fSiithers ;  and  which  was  resisted  and 
defeated  by  a  seven  years'  struggle  for  independence. 

The  Revolution  of  1776  turned  upon  one  great  principle,  self-govern- 
ment— and  self-taxation,  the  criterion  of  self-government.  Where  the 
interests  of  two  people  united  together  under  one  Government,  are  dif- 
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ferent,  each  must  have  the  power  to  protect  its  interests  by  the  organi- 
zation of  the  Oovernment,  or  thej  cannot  be  free.  The  interests  of 
Great.  Britain  and  of  the  Colonies  were  different  and  antagonistic. 
Great  Britain  was  desirous  of  carrying  out  the  policy  of  all  nations  to- 
wards their  Colonies,  of  making  them  tributary  to  her  wealth  and 
power.  She  had  vast  and  complicated  relations  with  the  whole  world. 
Her  policy  towards  her  North  American  Colonies  was  to  identify  them 
with  her  in  all  these  complicated  relations;  and  to  make  them  bear^in 
common  with  the  rest  of  the  Empire,  the  full  burden  of  her  obliga- 
tions and  necessities.  She  had  a  vast  public  debt ;  she  had  an  Euro- 
pean policy  and  an  Asiatic  policy,  which  had  occasioned  the  accumn- 
lation  of  her  public  debt;  and  which  kept  her  in  continual  wars.  The 
North  American  Colonies  saw  their  interests,  political  and  commercial, 
sacrificed  by  such  a  policy.  Their  interests  required  that  they  should 
not  be  identified  with  the  burdens  and  wars  of  the  mother  country. 
They  had  been  settled  under  charters,  which  gave  them  self-govern* 
ment ;  at  least  so  far  as  their  property  was  concerned.  They  had  taxed 
themselves,  and  had  ne.ver  been  taxed  by  the  Government  of  Great 
Britain.  To  make  them  a  part  of  a  consolidated  Empire,  the  Parlia- 
ment of  Great  Britian  determined  to  assume  the  power  of  legislating 
for  the  Colonies  in  all  bases  whatsoever.  Our  ancestors  resisted  the  pro- 
tension.  Tbey  refused  to  be  a  part  of  the  consolidated  Government  of 
Great  Britain. 

The.  Southern  States  now  stapd  exactly  in  the  same  position  towards 
the  Northern  States  that  the  Colonies  did  towards  Great  Britain. 
The  Northern  States,  having  the  majority  in  Congress^  claim  the 
same  power  of  omnfpotenoe  in  legislation  as  the  British  Parliament. 
<<  The  General  Welfare,"  is  the  only  limit  to  the  legislation  of  either; 
.and  the  majority  in  Congre^,  as  in  the  British  Parliament,  are  the 
$ole  judges  of  the  expediency  of  the  legislation  this  **  General  Wel- 
fare" requires.  Thus^  the  Government  of  the  United  States  has 
become  a  consolidated.  Government ;  and  the  people  of  the  Southern 
States  are  compelled  to  meet  the  very  despotism  their  fathers  threw  off 
in  the  Revolution  of  1776. 

The  consolidation  of  the  (Government  of  Great  Britain  over  the  Colo- 
nies,  was  attempted  to  be  carried  ottt  by  the  taxes.  The  British  Par- 
liament undertook  to  tax  the  Colonies,  to  promote  British  interests. 
Our  fathers  resisted  this  pretension.  '  [They  claimed  the  right  of  self- 
taxation  through  their  Colonial  Legislatures,  They  were  not  represented 
in  the  British  Parliament,  and,  therefore;  could  not  rightly  be  taxed 
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by  its  legislation.  The  British  Oovevnineiit  however,  offered  them  a 
representation  in  Parliament;  but  it  was  not  snffioient  to  enable  them 
to  protect  themselves  from  th&  majority,  and  they  refused  the  offer. 
Between  taxation  without  any  representation,  and  taxation  without  s 
representation  adequate  to  protection,  there  was  no  difference.  In 
neit)ier  ease  would  the  Colonies  tax  themselves^  Hence,  they  refused 
to  pay  the  taxes  laid  by  the  British  Parliament. 

And  so  with  the  Southern  States,  towards  the  Northern  States,  in 
the  Tital  matter  of  taxation.  They  are  in  a  minority  in  Congress. 
Their  representation  in  Congress  is  useless  to  protect  them  against  unjust 
taxation;  and  they  are  taxed  by  the  people  of  the  North /or  their  ben- 
efit^ exactly  as  the  people  of  Great  Britain  taxed  our  ancestors  in  the 
British  Parliament  for  their  benefit.  For  the  last  forty  years,  the  taxes 
laid  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  have  been  laid  with  a  view 
of  subserving  the  interests  of  the  North.  The  people  of  the  South 
have  been  taxed  by  duties  en  imports,  not  for  revenue,  but  for  an 
^bjeet  inconsistent  with  revenue — to  promote,  by  prohibitions,  North- 
ern  interests  in  the  productions  of  their  mines  and  manufactures. 

There  is  another  evil,  in  the  condition  of  the  Southern  towards  the 
Northern  States,  which  our  ancestors  refused  to  bear  towards  Great 
Britain.  Our  ancestors  not  only  taxed  themselves,  but  all  the  taxes 
collected  from  them,  were  expended  amongst  them'.*  Had  they  sub- 
mitted to  the  pretensions  of  the  British  Government,  the  taxes  collected 
from,  them  would  have  been  expended  in  oth^  parts  of  the  British*^ 
Empire.  They  were  fully  aware  of  the  effect  of  such  a  policy  in  im- 
poverishing the  people  from  whom  taxes  are  collected,  and  in  enriching 
those  who  receive  the  benefit  of  tbeir  expenditure. '  To  prevent  the 
evils  of  such  a  policy,  was  one  of  the  motives  which  drove  them  on  to 
revolution.  Yet  this  British  policy  has  been  fully  realized  towards 
the  Southern  States  by  the  Northern  States.  The  people  of  the 
Southern  States  are  not  only  taxed  for  the  benefit  of  the  Northern 
States,  but  after  the  taxes  are  collected,  three-fourths  of  them  are  ex- 
pended at  the  North.  This  cause,  with  others,  connected  with  the 
operation  of  the  General  Government,  has  made  t)^e  cities  of  the  South 
provincial.  Their  growth  is  paralyzed;  they  are  mere  suburbs  of 
Northern  cities.  The  agricultural  productions  of  the  South  are  the 
basis  of  the  foreign  commerce  of  the  United  States;  yet  Southern  cities 
do  not  carry  it  on.  Our  foreign  trade  is  almost  annihilated.  In  1740, 
there  were  five  ship-yards  in  South  Carolina,  to  build  ships  to  carry  on 
our  direct  trade  witA  Europe.    Between  1740  and  1779,  there  were 
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bnilt  in  these  jards,  twenty-fiye  flqnare  rigged  vessels,  besides  a  greti 
number  of  sloops  and  schooners,  to  carry  on  our  coast  and  West  India 
trade.  In  the  half  joeniurj  immediately  preceding  the  ReTolutioB, 
from  1725  to  1775,  the  population  of  South  Carolina  increased  seveiv- 
fold. 

No  man  can,  for  a  moment,  believe  that  our  ancestors  intended  to 
establish  over  their  posterity,  exactly  the  same  sort  of  Government  they 
had  overthrown.  The  great  object  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  in  its  internal  operation,  was,  doubtless,  to  secure  the  great  end 
of  the  Revolution — a  limited  free  Goyemment — a  Government  limited 
t9  those  matters  only,  which  were*  general  and  common  to  all  portions 
of  the  United  States.  All  sectional  or  local  interests  were  to  be  left 
to  the  Stages.  »By  no  other  arrangement  would  they  obtain  free 
Government,  by  a  Constitution  common  to  so  vast  a  Confederacy.  Yet, 
by  gradual  and  steady  encroachments  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  the 
North,  and  acquiescence  on  the  part  of  the  South,  the  limitations  in 
the  Constitution  have  been  swept  away ;  and  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  has  become  consolidated;  with  a  claim  of  limitless  powers 
in  its  operations. 

It  is  not  at  all  surprising,  such  being  the  character  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  that  it  should  assume  to  possess  power  over 
all  the  institotidbs  of  the  country.  The  agitations  on  the  subject  of 
slavery  are  6he  natural  results  of  the  consolidation  of -the  Government 
Responsibility  follows  power ;  and  if  the  people  of  the  North  have  the 
power  by  Congress  <<  to  promote  the  general  welfare  of  the  United 
States,"  by  any  means  they  deem  expedient — ^why  should  they  not 
assail  and  overthrow  the  institution  of  slavety.in  the  South?  They  are 
responsible  for  its  continuance  or  existence,  in  proportion  to  their 
power.  A  majority  in  Congress,  according  to  their  interested  and  per- 
verted views,  is  omnipotent.  The  inducements  to  act  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  slavery,  under  such  circumstances,  were  so  imperious,  as  to 
amount  almost  to  a  moral  necessity.  To  make,  however,  their  numeri- 
cal power  available  to  rule  the  Uniop,  the  North  must  consolidate  their 
power.  It  would  no4  be  united,  on  any  matter  common  to  the  whole 
Union — ^in  other  words,  on  any  constitutional  subject — for  on  such  ob- 
jects divisions  are  as  likely  to  exist  in  the  North  as  in  the  South. 
Slavery  was  strictly  a  sectional  interest.  If  this  could  be  made  the 
criterion  of  parties  at  the  North,  the  North  could  be  united  in  its 
power ;  and  thus  carry  out  its  measures  of  sectional  ambition,  encroach- 
ment  and  aggrandiioment.     To  build  up  their  sectional  predominance 
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in  the  TTnioiii  tjie  Oonstitution  nmst^be  first  abolished  bj  constraotions ; 
bat  that  being  done,  the  oonsolidation  of  the  North,  to  rale  the  Sooth| 
by  the  tariff  and  slavery  issues,  was  in  the  obvions  course  of  things. 

The  GoDStitotion  of  the  United  States  was  an  experiment.  The  ez« 
periment  consisted  in  uniting  under  one  Government,  peoples  living 
in  different  climates,  and  having  different  pursuits  and  institutions. 
It  matters  not  how  carefully  the  limitations  of  such  a  Government  be 
laid  down  in  the  Constitution — its  success  must,  at  least,  depend  upon 
the  good  faith  of  the  parties  to  the  constitutional  compact,  in  enforcing 
them.  It  is  not  in  the  power  of  human  language  to  exclude  false  in- 
ferences,  constructions  and  perversions,  in  any  Constitution ;  and  when 
vast  sectional  interests  are  to  be  subserved,  involving  the  appropriation 
of  countless  millions  of  money,  it  has  not  been  the  usual  experience  oi 
mankind,  that  words  on  parchments  can  arrest  power.  The  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States,  irrespecdve  of  the  interposition  of  the 
States,  rested  on  the  assumption  that  power  would  yield  to  faith — 
that  integrity  would  be  stronger  than  interest;  and  that  thus,  the  limita- 
tions of  the  Constitution  would  be  observed.  The  experiment  has  been 
fairly  made.  The  Southern  States,  from  the  commencement  of  the 
Crovernment,  have  striven  to  keep  it  within  the  orbit  prescribed  by  the 
Constitution.  The  experiment  has  failed.  The  whole  Constitution, 
by  the  constructions  of  the  Northern  people,  has  been  absorbed  by  its 
preamble.  In  their  reckless  lust  for  power,  they  seem  unable  to  com- 
prehend that  seeming  paradox — that  the  more  power  is  given  to  the 
General  Government,  the  weaker  it  becomes.  Its  strength  consists  in 
the  limitation  of  its  agency  to  objects  of  common  interests  to  all  seo- 
tions.  To  extend  the  scope  of  its  power  over  sectional  or  local  interi96ts> 
is  to  raise  up  against  it  opposition  and  resistance.  In  all  such  mat- 
ters, the  General  Government  must  necessarily  be  a  despotism,  because 
all  sectij^nal  or  local  interests  must  ever  be  represented  by  #  minority 
in  the  oouncila  of  the  General  Government — having  no  power  to  pro- 
tect itaelf  against  the  rule  of  the  majority.  The  majority,  constituted 
from  those  who  do  not  represent  these  sectional  or  local  interests,  will 
control  and  govern  them.  A  free  people  cannot  submit  to  such  a  Gov- 
ernment. And  the  more  it  enlarges  the  sphere  of  its  power,  the 
greater  must  be  the  dissatisfaction  it  must  produce,  and  the  weaker  it 
must  become.  On  the  contrary,  the  more  it  abstains  from  usurped 
powers,  and  the  more  faithfully  it  adheres  to  the  limitations  of  the 
Constitution^  the  stronger  it  is  made.    The  Northern  people  have  had 
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neither  the  wisdom  oor  the  faith  to  perceive^  that  to  observe  the  limi^ 
tations  of  the^GonstitntioQ  was  the  only  waj^to  its  perpetuil^. 

Under  such  a  Government,  there  must,  of  oonrse,  be  many  and  end- 
less *^  irrepressible  oonflicts/'  between  the  two  great  sections  of  the 
Union.  The  same  faithlessness  which  has  abolished  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  will  not  fail  to  carry  oat  the  sectional  purposes 
for  which  it  has  been  abolished.  There  must  be  conflict ;  and  the 
weaker  section  of  thcUnion  can  only  find  peace  and  liberty  in  an  in- 
dependence of  the  North.  The  repeated  efforts  made  by  South  Caro- 
lina, in  a  wise  conservatism,  to  arrest  the  progress  of  the  General  Gov- 
ernment in  its  fatal  progress  to  consolidation',  have  been  unsupported, 
and  she  has  been  denounced  as  faithless  to  the  obligations  of  the  Con- 
stitution, by  the  very  men  and  States,  who  were  destroying  it  by  their 
usurpations.  It  is  now  too  late  to  reform  or  restore  the  Government  of 
the  United  States.  All  confidence  in  the  North  is  lost  by  the  South. 
The  faithlessness  of  the  North  for  half  a  century,  has  opened  a  gulf  of 
separation  between  the  North  and  the  South  which  no  promises  nor  ' 
engagements  can  fill.  ^ 

It  cannot  be  believed,  that  our  ancestors  would  have-assented  to  any 
union  whatever  with  the  people  of  the  North,  if  the  feelings  apd 
opinions  now  existing  amongst  them,  had  existed  when  the  Constitution 
was  framed.  There  was  then  no  tariff — no  fanaticism  concerning  ne- 
groes. It  was  the  delegates  from  New  England  who  proposed  in  the 
Convention  which  framed  the  Constitution,  to  the  delegates  from  South 
Carolina  and  Georgia,  that  if  they  would  agree  to  give  Congress  the 
power  of  regulating  commerce  by  a  majority^  that  they  would  support 
the  extension  of  the  African  Slave  Trade  for  twenty  years.  African 
slavery  existed  in  all  the  States  but  one.  The  idea  that  the  Southern 
States  would  be  made  to  pay  that  tribute  to  their  northern  confederates 
whicft  thty  had  refused  to  pay  to  Great  Britain ;  or  that  the  institution 
of  African  slavery  would  be  made  the  grand  basis  of  a  sectional  organi- 
zation of  the  North  to  rule  the  South,  never  crossed  the  imaginations 
of  our  ancestors.  The  Union  of  the  Constitution  was  a  Union  of  sla^e- 
holding  States.  It  rests  on  slavery,  by  prescribing  a  representation  in 
Congress  for  three-fifths  of  our  slaves.  TherQ  is  nothing  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Convention  which  framed  the  Constitution,  to  show 
that  the  Southern  States  would  have  formed  any  other  Union ;  and 
still  less,  that  they  would  have  formed  a  Union  with  more  powerfiil 
non-slaveholding  States,  having  majority  in  both  branches  of  the  Leg- 
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ialature  of  the  Ooyeniinent.  They  were  gailty  of  no  such  folly.  Time 
and  the  progress  of  things  have  totally  altered  the  relations  between  the 
Northern  and  Southern  States,  since  the  Union  was  established.  That 
identity  of  feelings,  interests  and  institutions  which  once  existed,  is 
gone.  They  are  now  divided,  between  agricultural  and  manufactur- 
ing, and  commercial  States ;  between  slaveholding  and  nonslavehold- 
ing  States.  Their  institaiions  and  industrial  pursuits  have  made  them 
totally  different  peoples.  That  equality  in  the '  Government  between 
the  two  sections  of  the* Union  which  once  existed,  no  longer  exists. 
We  but  imitate  the  policy  of  our  fathers  in  dissolving  a  union  with 
non-slaveholding  confederates^  and  seeking  a  confederation  with  slave- 
holding  States. 

Experience  has  proved  that  slaveholding  States  cannot  be  safe  in 
subjection  to  non-slaveholding  States.  Indeed,  no  people  can  ever  ex- 
pect to  preserve  its  rights  and  liberties,  unless  these  be  in  its  own 
custody.  To  plunder  and  oppress,  where  plunder  and  oppression  can 
bo  practiced  with  impunity,  seems  to  be  the  natural  order  of  things. 
The  fairest  portions  of  the  world  elsewhere,  have  been  turned  into 
wildernesses,  and  the  most  civilized  and  prosperous  communities  have 
been  impoverished  and  ruined  by  anti-slavery,  fanaticism.  The  people 
of  the  HoTth  have  not  left  us  in  doubt  as  to  their  designs  and  policy. 
United  as  a  section  in  the  late  Presidential  election,  they  have  elected 
as  the  exponent  of  their  policy,  one  who  has  openly  declared  that  all 
the  States  of  the  United  States  must  be  made/ree  States  or  slave  States. 
It  is  true,  that  amongst  those  who  aided  in  his  election,  there  are 
various  shades  of  anti-slavery  hostility.  But  if  African  slavery  in  the 
Southern  States  be  the  evil  their  political  combination  affirms  it  to  be, 
the  requisitions  of  an  inexorable  logic  must  lead  them  to  emancipation.  - 
If  it  is  right  to  preclude  or  abolish  slaveiy  in  a  Territory,  why  should  ' 
it  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  States  f  The  one  is  not  at  all  more  un- 
constitutional than  the  other,  aocording  to  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States.  And  when  it  is  considered  that  the 
Northern  States  will  soon  have  the  power  to  make  that  Court  what  they 
please,  and  that  the  Constitution  never  has  been  any  barrier  whatever 
to  their  exercise  of  power,  what  check  can  there  be,  in  the  unrestrained 
counsels  of  the  North,  to  emancipation  ?  There  is  sympathy  in  asso- 
ciation, which  carries  men  along  without  principle ;  but  when  there  is 
principle,  and  that  principle  is  fortified  by  long  existing  prejudices 
and  feelings,  association  is  omnipotent  in  party  influences.  In  spite  of 
all  disclaimers  and  professions,  there  can  be  but  one  end  by  the  sul^ 
60  •      . 
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mission  of  the  South  to  the  rule  of  a  sectional  anti-slavery  goTennneDt 
at  Washington;  and  that  end,  directly  or  indirectly,  must  be — the 
emancipation  of  the  slaves  of  the  South.  The  hypocrisy  of  thirty 
years — the  faithlessness  of  their  whole  course  from  the  commencement 
of  our  union  with  them,  show  that  the  people  of  the  non-slaveholding 
North  are  not  and  canoot  be  safe  associates  of  the  slaveholding  South, 
under  a  common  Oovernment.  Not  only  their  fanaticism,  but  their 
erroneous  views  of  the  principles  of  free  Governments,  render  it  doubt- 
ful whether,  if  separated  from  the  South,  they  can  maintain  a  free 
Government  amongst  themselves.  Numbers,  with  them,  is  the  great 
element  of  free  Government.  A  majority  is  infallible  and  omnipotent. 
^'The  right  divine  to  rule  in  kings,''  is  only  transferred  to  their 
majority.  The  very  object  of  all  Constitutions,  in  free  popular  Govern- 
ment, is  to  restrain  the  majority.  Constitutions,  therefore,  according 
to  their  theory,  must  be  most  unrighteous  inventions,  restricting  liberty. 
None  ought  to  exist;  but  the  body  politic  ought  simply  to  have  a 
political  organization,  to  bring  Out  and  enforce  the  will  of  the  majority. 
This  theory  may  be  harmless  in  a  small  community,  having  identity  of 
interests  and  pursuits ;  but  over  a  vast  State — ^still  more,  over  a  vast 
Confederacy,  having  various  and  conflicting  interests  and  pursuits,  it  is 
a  remorseless  despotism.  In  resisting  it,  as  applicable  to  ourselves,  we 
are  vindicating  the  great  cause  of  free  Government,  more  important, 
perhaps,  to  the  world,  than  the  existence  of  all  the  United  States.  Nor 
in  resisting  it,  do  we  intend  to  depart  from  the  safe  instrumentality, 
the  system  of  Government  we  have  established  with  them,  requires. 
In  separating  from  them,  we  invade  no  rights — no  interest  of  theirs. 
We  violate  no  obligation  or  duty  to  them.  As  separate,  independent 
States  in  Convention,  we  made  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
with  them ;  and  as  separate  independent  States,  each  State  acting  for 
itself,  we  adopted  it.  South  Carolina,  acting  in  her  sovereign  capacity, 
now  thinks  proper  to  secede  from  the  Union.  She  did  not  part  with 
her  Sovereignty  in  adopting  the  Constitution.  The  last  thing  a  State 
can  be  presumed  to  have  surrendered,  is  her  Sovereignty.  Her  Sov- 
ereignty is  her  life.  Nothing  but  a  clear  express  grant  can  alienate  it. 
Inference  is  in&dmissible.  Yet  it  is  not  at  all  surprising  that  those 
who  have  construed  away  all  the  limitations  of  the  Constitution,  should 
also  by  construction,  claim  the  annihilation  of  the  Sovereignty  of  the 
.States.  Having  abolished  all  barriers  to  their  omnipotence,  by  their 
faithless  constructions  in  the  t)perations  of  the  General  Government^ it 
is  most  natural  that  they  should  endeavor  to  do  the  same  towards  us  in 
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the  States.  The  truth  is,  they  having  violated  the  express  provisions 
of  the  ConstitatioD,  it  is  at  an  'end,  as  a  compact.  It  is  morally  obliga- 
tory only  on  those  who  chopse  to  accept  its  perverted  terms.  South 
CaroliDa,  deeming  the  compact  not  only  violated  in  particalaf  features, 
but  virtually  abolished  by  her  Northern  confederates,  withdraws  her- 
self as  a  party  from  its  obligations.  The  right  to  do  so  is  denied  by 
her  Northern  confederates.  They  desire  to  establish  a  sectional  despot- 
ism, not  only  omnipotent  in  Congress,  but  omnipotent  over  the  States; 
and  as  if  to  manifest  the  imperious  necessity  of  our  secession^  they 
threaten  us  with  the  sword,  to  coerce  submission  to  their  rule. 

Oitisens  of  the  slaveholding  States  of  the  United  States  I  Gircum- 
stances  beyond  our  control  have  placed  us  in  the  van  of  the  great  con- 
troversy between  ^he  Northern  and  Southern  States.  We  would  have 
preferred  that  other  States  should  have  assumed  the  position  we  now 
occupy. .  Indepeadent  ourselves,  we  disclaim  any  design  or  desire  to 
lead  the  counsels  of  the  other  Southern  States.  Providence  has  cast 
our  lot  together,  by  extending  over  us  an  identity  of  pursuits,  interests 
and  iostitutions.  South  Carolina  desires  no  destiny  separated  from 
yours.  To  be  one  of  a  great  Slaveholding  Confederacy,  stretching  its 
arms  over  a  territory  larger  than  any  power  in  Europe  possesses — with 
a  population  four  times  greater  than  that  of  the  whole  United  States 
when  they  achieved  their  independence  of  the  British  Empire — with 
productions  which  make  our  existence  more  important  to  the  world 
than  that  of  any  other  people  inhabiting  it — with  common  'institutions 
to  defend,  and  common  dangers  to  encounter — we  ask  your  sympathy 
and  confederation.  Whilst  constituting  a  portion  of  the  United  States, 
it  has  been  your  statesmanship  which  has  guided  it,  in  its  mighty 
strides  to  power  and  expansion.  In  the  field,  as  in  the  cabinet,  you 
have  led  the  way  to  its  renown  and  grandeur.  You  have  loved  the 
Union,  in  whose  service  your  great  statesmen  have  labored,  and  your 
great  soldiers  have  fought  and  conquered — not  for  the  material  benefits 
it  conferred,  but  with  the  faith  of  a  generous  and  devoted  chivalry. 
You  have  long  lingered  in  hope  over  the  shattered  remains  of  a  bsakcn 
Constitution.  Compromise  after  compromise,  formed  by  your  conces- 
sions, has  been  trampled  under  foot  by  your  Northern  confederates. 
All  fraternity  of  feeling  between  the  North  and  the  South  is  lost,  or  has 
been  converted  into  hute;  and  we,  of  the  South,  are  at  last  dHven 
together  by  the  stern  destiny  which  controls  the  existence  of  nations. 
Your  bitter  experience  of  the  faithlessness  and  rapacity  of  your  North- 
ern confederates  may  have  been  necessary  to  evolve  those  great  princi- 
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plee  of  free  Qovernment,  upon  wbich  the  liberties  of  the  world  depend, 
and  to  prepare  yon  for-the  grand  mission  of  vindicating  and  reSstab- 
^lishing  them.  We  rejoice  that  other  nations  should  be  satisfied  with 
their  instHutions.  Contentment  is  a  great  element  of  happiness,  with 
nations  as  with  individuals.  We  are  satisfied  with  ours.  If  thej  pre- 
fer a  system  of  industry,  in  which  capital  and  labor  are  in  perpetual 
conflict — and  chronic  starvation  keeps  down  the  natural  increase  of 
population — and  a  man  is  worked  out  ip  eight  ..years — ^^nd  the  law 
ordains  that  children  shall  be  worked  only  ten  hours  a  day — and  the 
sabre  and  the  bayonet  are  the  instruments  of  order — be  it  so.  It  is  their 
affair,  dot  ours.  We  prefer,  however,  our  system  of  industry,  by  which 
labor  and  capital  are  identified  in  interest,  and  capital,  therefore,  pro- 
tects labor — by  which  our  population  doubles  every  twenty  years — by 
which  starvation  is  unknown,  and  abundance  crowns  the  land — by 
which  order  is  preserved  by  an  unpaid  police,  and  many  fertile  regions 
of  the  world,  where  the  white  man  cannot  labor,  are  brought  into 
usefulness  by  the  labor  of  the  African,  and  the  whole  world  is  blessed 
by  our  productions.  All  we  demand  of  other  peoples  is  to  be  left  alone, 
to  work  out  our  own  high  destinies.  United  together,  and  we  must  be 
the  most  independent,  as  we  are  among  the  most  important,  of  the 
nations  of  the  world.  United  together,  and  we  require  no  other  in- 
strument to  conquer  peace,  than  our  beneficent  productions.  United 
together,  and  we  must  be  a  great,  free  and  prosperous  people,  .whose 
fenown  must  spreaa  throughoift  the  civilized  world,  and  pass  down,  we 
trust,  to  the  remotest  ages.  We  ask  you  to  join  us  in  forming  a  Con- 
federacy of  Slaveholding  States.

ON  THE  ADDRESS  OF  A  PORTION  OF   THE   BIEMBERS   OF  THE    GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY  OF  GEORGIA. 

The  Committee  on  the  Addren  to  the  Southern  States,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  Address  of  a  portion  of  the  memhers  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  Georgia  to  the  People  of  South  Carolina,  Alabama,  Missis^ 
sippi  and  Florida,  in  Convention  assembled,  urging  that  no  final  separ- 
ate State  aotion  shall  be  taken  upon  the  question  of  secession  from  the 
Union,  until  a  general.  Convention  0/  the  Southern  States  can  be  had, 
respectfully  report :  That  the  Address  was  not  received  until  just  before 
the  Ordinance  of  Secession  was  put  upon  its  passage,  and  the  with- 
drawal of  South  Carolina  from  the  Union  has  now  been  ordained. 
Nevertheless,  the  high  respect  entertained  by  this  Convention  for  the 
members  of  the  Legislature  of  our  sister  State  of  Georgia,  from  whom 
this  Address  emanated,  impels  the  Convention  briefly  to  state  the  causes 
which  induced  the  passage  of  the  Ordinance. 

South  Carolina  did  not  desire  to  take  the  lead  in  secession,  but  her 
Legislature  being  in  session  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  Presidential 
Electors;  first  felt  the  blow  inflicted  by  the  election  of  an  enemy  to 
Southern  institutions,  elected  by  Abolition  States  upon  Abolition  issues. 

She  felt  that  her  safety  was  imperiled ;  that  duty  to  herself  demanded 
prompt  aotion  as  the  only  means  of  meeting  the  impending  danger, 
and  she  called  this  Convention  to  take  the  proper  steps  to  save  the 
Commonwealth. 

The  long  continued  violations,  by  the  Federal  authority,  of  the  Con- 
stitutional compact  between  the  States,  produced,  years  ago,  earnest  and 
repeadbd  remonstrances  and  warnings,  not  only  from  South  Carolina, . 
but  most  of  the  Southern  States,  These  remonstranoes  were  unheeded, 
until  at  length  this  State  was  driven  to  take  vigorous  measures  for 
redress.  When  it  was  found  she  would  no  longer  submit,  a  oompro- 
*mise  was  offered  and  accepted.  How  long  its  terms  were  observed,  let 
the  records  of  the  country  attest.     The  threatened  storm  being  averted^ 
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the  bad  faith  of  our  Northern  associates  sp^dily  displayed  itself  in 
renewed  efforts  to  plander  the  South.         ' 

When  a  successful  war  brought  us  accessions  of  territory;  these  were 
grasped  by  our  unscrupulous  allies,  and  monopolized,  to  the  entire 
exclusion  of  Southern  men  with  their  property. 

They  have  taken  possession  of  nearly  all  the  Territories,  and  inso- 
lently proclaimed  that  there  should  be  no  more  slave  States. 

They  have  waged,  for  a  long  series  of  years,  an  unceasing  warfare 
against  the  institution  of  domestic  slavery  established  in  the  Southern 
States,  with  an  avowed  intention  to  undermine,  circupascribe  and  utterly 
overthrow  it.  And  this,  notwithstanding  that  the  existence,  as  well 
as  lawfulness  of  slavery,  were  recognized  by  them  in  the  Articles  of 
Union. 

They  have  taught  their  people  to  believe  that  slavery  is  a  sin  and  a 
curse,  and  that  they  are  responsible,  if  it  is  suffered  longer  to  exist. 

They  have  generated  in  the  whole  Northern  mind  a  hatred  against 
Southern  institutions  and  Southern  men.  They  proclaimed  that  an 
irrepressible  conflict  existed  between  the  systems  of  Northern  and 
Southern  labor,  and  that  one  or  the  other  must  go  down ;  and  at  length 
defiantly  and  exultingly  declared  thift  the  battle  was  won. 

The  fruits  of  this  nefai-ious  warfare  were  at  length  displayed  in  the 
armed  invasion  of  one  of  the  States  by  some  of  their  infatuated  dupes, 
and  by  conflagrations  and  poisonings^  in  other  States.  The  orderly  and 
contented  slave  population  of  the  South  at  length  became  agitated  and 
restless.  A  feverish  feeling  pervaded  the  Southern  mind,  and  for  the 
first  time  a  sense  of  insecurity  began  to  be^  felt,  the  necessary  result  of 
thiese  diabolical  machinations. 

And  these  injuries  were  inflicted,  not  by  a  public  enemy,  but  by 
citizens  of  States  bound  to  us  by  a  solemn  compact,  the  avowed  object 
of  which  was  to  insure  domestic  tranquillity. 

As  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  under  cover  of  their  Constito* 
tional  privilege,  they  had  access  to  our  homes,  and  there  endeavored 
to  diffuse  their  deadly  poison.  This  they  had  been  taught  to  regard  as 
a  duty. 

The  peace,  safety,  and  honor  of  South  Carolina  required  imperaltiTely 
that  she  should  no  longer  continue  in  alliance  with  a  people  thus  faith- 
less to  their  Constitutional  obligations. 

From  men  whom  no  treaty  could  bind,  she  held  it  idle  to  ask  for 
additional  guaranties,  and  resolved,  with  unparalleled  unanimityy-to 
separate  herself  from  them. 
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•     « 

Some  of  tbe  members  of  the  Georgia  Legislature  have  urged  that 
final  State  action  be  deferred  until  a  meeting  of  the  Southern  States 
can  be  had,  to  confer  together  for  our  common  safety ;  but  simultane- 
ously we  have  received  from  Alabama,  Mississippi  and  from  Georgia, 
commanications  urging  immediate  and  final  action  as  indispensable  to 
the  safety  of  the  entire  South.  These  communications  are  from  sources 
entitled  to  our  utmost  respect. 

If  a  conference  of  the  Southern  States  is  had,  it  can  have  but  two  ob- 
jects :  one  to  patch  up  a  hollow  truce  with  anti-slavery,  which  denputtcgs 
our  institution  as  a  crime,  and  which  will  hold  all  the  power  of  the 
Government  in  all  its  departments  in  all  time  to  come ;  the  other  to 
concert  measures  for  final  separation,  and  for  the  formation  of  a  South- 
ern Confederaoy. 

South  Carolina  has  ordained  her  separation  from  the  Federal  Union. 
This  she  has  done  under  a  high  sense  of  the  responsibilities  which 
attach  to  her,  and  her  relations  to  her  Southern  sister  States.  Having 
weighed  the  consequences,  she  has  resolved  to  go  out  of  the  Union 
alone,  sooner  than  submit  to  the  open  as  well  as  secret  warfare  carried 
on  against  her  peace  and  safety.  Tbe  other  object  of  a  Southern  Con- 
ference— the  formation  of  a  Southern  Confederacy,  she  anxiously 
desires,  and  most  cordially  invites.* 

The  Committee  submit  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  report  be  transmitted  by  t'he  President 
to  the  Honorable  John  Billups,  President  of  a  meeting  of  a  portion  of 
the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Georgia.

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REPORT  AND  RESOLUTIONS 

Hvm  the  Committee  on  Relations  with  the  Slaveholding  States,  pro- 
viding for  Commissioners  to  such  States. 

The  Committee  on  ''  Relations  with  the  Slaveholding  States  of  North 
America,"  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  carefully  considered  the 
three  several  propositions  contained  in  the  resolutions  referred  to  them, 
which  were  submitted  in  Convention  by  three  several  members  from  St. 
Philip's  and  St.  Michael's.  All  the  resolutions  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee look  to  the  purpose  of  Confederate  relations  with  our  sister 
States  of  the  South,  having  common  interests  with  us,  and  every  cause, 
as  we  trust,  to  indulge  towards  us  common  sympathies  and  to  contract 
cordial  relations.  In  such  a  purpose  the  Committee  entirely  and  unani- 
mously concur,  and  they  recommend  that  every  proper  measure  be 
adopted  to  accomplish  such  an  end.  Upon  this  subject  so  much  una- 
nimity prevails  and  has  long  prevailed  in  this  State,  that  an  argument 
thereupon  would  be  wholly  superfluous.  All  seem  to  agree  that  the  first 
step  proper  tP  be  taken  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  and  securing  the 
Confederation  we  seek,  is  the  appointment  of  Commissioners,  by  the 
authority  of  this  Convention,  to  such  States  of  tlie  South  as  may  call 
Conventions  to  consider  and  determine  their  future  political  relations. 

The  Committee  advise  that  such  steps  be  taken  by  this  Convention, 
hoping  and  believing  that  our  sister  States  of  the  South  wUl  correctly 
interpret  our  action  in  taking  the  initiative  as  arising,  by  no  meanft, 
from  any  presumptuous  arrogance,  but  from  the  advance  position  which 
circumstances  have  given  to  this  State  in  the  line  of  'procedure  for  the 
great  design  of  maintaining  the  rights,  the  security  and  the  very  exist- 
ence of  the  slaveholding  South. 

It  has  been  a  subject  of  anxious  consideration  with  the  Committee 
whether  the  Commissioners,  whose  appointment  they  recommend, 
should  be  instructed  to  tender  any  basis  of  a  temporary  or  Provisional 
Government  to  the  States  to  which  they  may  be  accredited. 

The  instrument  called  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  has  been  suggested  as  a  suitable  and  proper  basis  to  be  offered 
for  a-PrCvisional  Gjpvernment. 
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This  pnggestion  has  heeu  oommeDded  to  the  Committee  by  varions 
coDsideratioDB,  whioh  cannot  now  be  set  forth  in  full  or  at  large. 
Among  these  are : 

That  the  said  instrnment  was  the  work  of  minds  of  the  first  order' in 
strength  and  accomplishment. 

That  it  was  most  carefully  constracted  by  comprehensive  views  and 
careful  examination  of  details. 

That  experience  has  proved  it  to  be  a  good  form  of  government  for 
those  sufficiently  virtuous,  intelligent  and  patriotic  to  cause  it  to  be 
furly  and  honestly  construed  and  impartially  administered. 

That  the  settled  opinion  of  this  State  has  never  been  adverse  to  that 
plan  of  Government  of  Confederated  States  on  account  of  anything  in 
its  structure ;  but  tLe  dissatisfaction  is  attributable  to  the  false  glosses, 
and  dangerous  misinterpretation,  and  perversion  of  sundry  of  its  pro- 
visions, even  to  the  extent,  in  one  particular,  of  so  covering  up  the 
real  purposes  of  certain  legislation  (meant  to  protect  domestic  manu- 
factures in  one  section),  as  to  estop  th^  Supreme  Court,  in  its  opinion, 
from  judicially  perceiving  the  real  design. 

That  it  presents  a  complete  scheme  of  confederation,  capable  of  being 
speedily  put  into  operation ;  familiar,  by  long  acquaintance,  with  its 
provisions,  and  their  true  import  to  the  people  of  the  South,  many  of 
whom  are  believed  to  cherish  a  degree  of  veneration  for  it,  and  would 
feel  safe  under  it,  when  in  their  own  hands,  for  interpretation  and  ad- 
ministration, especially  as  the  portions  that  have  been,  by  perversion, 
made  potent  for  mischief  and  oppression  in  the  hands  of  adverse  and 
inimical  interests,  have  received  a  settled  construction  by  the  South. 

That  a  speedy  confederation  by  the  South  is  desirable  in  the  highest 
degree,  which  it  is  supposed  must  be  temporary  at  first  (if  accom- 
plished as  soon  as  it  should  be),  and  no  better  basis  than  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States  is  likely  to  be  suggested  or  adopted  for 
temporary  purposes. 

That  the  opinions  of  those  to  whom  it  is  designed  to  offer  it,  would 
be  conciliated  by  the  testimony  the  very  act  itself  would  carry,  that 
South  Carolina  meant  to  seek  no  selfish  advantage,  nor  to  indulge  the 
least  spiri^  of  dictation. 

That  such  form  of  government  is  more  or  less  known  to  Europe,  and, 
if  adopted,  would  indicate  abroad  that  the  seceding  Southern  States  had 
the  foresight  and  energy  to  put  into  operation  forthwith  a  scheme  of 
government  and  administration  competent  to  produce  a  prompt  organi- 
sation for  internal  necessities,  and  a  sufficient  protection'' of  foreign 
61 
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oomtnerce  directed  hither,  as  well  as  to  gaanintee  foreign  powers  in 
the  codfidenoe  that  a  new  Confederacy  had  immcdiatelj  arisen,  qatte 
adequate  to  supersede  all  the  evils,  internal  and  external,  of  a  partial 
or  total  interregnnm. 

That  its  speedy  adoption  would  work  happily  as  a  revivifying  agency 
in  matters  fioancial  and  commercial,  between  the  States  adopting  it, 
and  between  them  as  a  united  power  and  foreign  commercial  nations,  and 
ut  the  same  time  would  combine  without  delay  a  power  touching  purse 
and  sword,  that  might  bring  to  a  prudent  issue  the  reflections  of  those 
who  may  perchance  be  contemplating  an  invasion,  or  to  an  issue  disas- 
trous to  them,  the  attempted  execution  of  such  unholy  design. 

Such  are  some  of  the  considerations,  very  rapidly  stated,  which 
adSress  themselves  to  this  subject.  It  n  contended  that  some  limita- 
tion of  the  power  to  levy  duties,  and  that  to  regulate  commerce  (and 
perhaps  other  provisions  of  the  said  Constitution),  may  be  desirable, 
and  are  in  fact  so,  to  some  of  the  Committee,  yet  these  modifications 
may  be  safely  left  to  a  period  when  the  articles  of  a  permanent  govern- 
ment may  be  settled,  and  that,  meantime,  th^  Constitution  referred  to 
will  serve  the  purpose  of  a  temporary  Confederation,  which  the  Com- 
niittee  unite  in  believing  ought  to  be  sought,  through  all  proper  mea- 
sures, most  earnestly. 

It  is  also  submitted,  that  if  the  tender  of  the  said  Constitution,  even 
as  a  Provisional  Oovernment,  sliould,  in  the  opinion  •of  the  Conven- 
tion, be  accompanied  by  a  condition  that  it  be  subject  to  specific 
limitations,  expositions  of  ambiguities,  or  modifications,  the  Committee 
would  respectfully  refer  to  the  Convention  itself  such  matters;  and 
this  is  done,  not  because  the  Committee  would  not  willingly  consider 
and  report  upon  such  subject,  but  because  they  deem  it  due  to  the 
Convention  and  the  public  interest,  that  they  should  now  lay  before 
the  Convention  the  substantial  propositions  contained  in  the  following 
resolutions,  which  the  majority  of  the  Committee  recommend  to  the 
Convention  as  fit  to  be  adopted,  viz  : 

Resolved,  First,  That  this  Convention  do  appoint  a  Commissioner  to 
proceed  to  each  of  the  Slaveholding  States  that  may  aasgmble  in  Con- 
vention, for  the  purpose  of  laying  our  Ordinance  of  Secession  before 
the  same,  and  respectfully  inviting  their  cooperation  in  the  formation 
with  us  of  a  Southern  Confederacy. 

Second,  That  our  Commissioners  aforesaid,  bo  further  anthorixed  to 
submit;  on  our  part,  the  Federal  Constitution  as  the  basis  of  a  Fro- 
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yisional  Oovernmeot  for  snob  States  as  shall  have  withdrawn  from  their 
coDDcction  with  the  GoTernment  of  the  United  States  of  America : 
Providedy  That  the  said  Provisional  Government^  and  the  tenures  of 
all  officers  and  appointments  arising  under  it,  snail  cease  and  determine 
in  two  years  from  the  first  day  of  July  next,  or  when  a  Permanent  Gov- 
ernment shall  have  been  organized. 

Third,  That  the  said  Commissioners  be  authorized  to  invite *the  se« 
ceding  States  to  meet  in  Convention,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may 
be  agreed  upon,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  and  putting  in  motion  such 
Provisional  Government,  and  so  that  the  said  Provisional  Government 
shall  be  organized  and  go  into  effect  at  the  earliest  period  previous  tb 
the  4th  day  of  March,  1861,  and  that  the  same  Convention  of  the  se- 
ceding States  shall  proceed  forthwith  to  consider  and  propose  a  Consti- 
tution and  plan  for  a  Permanent  Government  for  such  States,  which 
proposed  plan  shj^l  be  referred  back  to  the  several  State  Conventions 
for  their  adoption  or  rejection.  # 

Fourth,  That  eight  Deputies  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  this  Con- 
vention, who  shall  be  authorized  to  meet  in  Convention  such  Deputies 
as  may  be  appointed  by  the  other  slaveholding  States  who  may  secede 
from  the  Federal  Union,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the 
foregoing  resolutions ;  and  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  said  States, 
that  each  State  be  entitled  to  one  vote  in  the  said  Convention,  upon 
all  questions  which  may  be  voted  upon  therein ;  and  that  each  State 
send  88  many  Deputies  as  are  equal  in  number  to  the  number  of  Sena- 
tors and  Representatives  to  which  it  was  entitled  in  the  Congress  of^ 
the  United  States.

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CORRESPONDENCE  BETWEEN  THE  COMMISSIONERS  OP 
THE  STATE  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA  AND  THE  PRESI- 
DENT OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 


[letter  of  the  commissioners  to  the  president.] 

Washington,  28th  December,  1860. 

Sir :  We  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  joa  a  copy  of  the  full  pow- 
ers from  the  Conveotion  of  the,  People  of  South  Carolina,  under  which 
wo  are  '^  authorized  and%mpowered  to  treat  with  the  Government  of 
the  United  States  for  the  delivery  of  the  forts,  magazines,  light^houses, 
and  other  real  estate,  with  their  appurtenances,^  within  the  limits  of 
South  Carolina,  and  also  for  an  apportionment  of  the  public  debt,  and 
for  a  division  of  all  other  property  held  by  the  Government  of  th^  United 
States  as  agent  of  the  confederated  States,  of  which  South  Carolina  was 
recently  a  member ;  and  generally  to  negotiate  as  to  all  other  measures 
and  arrangements  proper  to  be  made  and  adopted  in  the  existing  rela- 
tion of  the  parties,  and  for  the  continuance  of  peace  and  amity  between 
,  this  Commonwealth  and  the  Government  at  Washington/' 

In  the  execution  of  this  trust,  it  is  our  duty  to  furnish  you,  as  we 
now  do,  with  an  official  copy  of  the  Ordinance^of  Secession,  by  which 
the  Stiate  of  South  Carolina  has  resumed  the  powers  she  delegated  to 
the  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  has  declared  her  perfect 
sovereignty  and  independence. 

It  would  also  have  been  our  duty  to  have  informed  you  that  we  were 
ready  to  negotiate  with  you  upon  all  such  questions  as  are  necessarily 
raised  by  the  adoption  of  this  Ordinance,  and  that  we  were  prepared 
to  enter  upon  this  negotiation  with  the  earnest  desire  to  avoid  all  un- 
necessary and  hostile  collision,  and  so  to  inaugurate  our  new  relations 
as  to  secure  mutual  respect,  general  advantage,  and  a  future  of  good 
will  and  harmony  beneficial  to  all  the  parties  concerned. 

But  the  events  of  the  last  twenty-four  hours  render  such  an  assur- 
ance impossible.  We  came  here  the  representatives  of  an  authority 
which  could,  at  any  time  within  the  past  sixty  days,  have  taken  pos- 
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session  of  the  forts  in  Charleston  harhor,  but  which,  upon  pledges  given 
in  a  manner  that  we  cannot  doubt,  determined  to  trust  to  your  honor 
rather  than  to  its  own  power.  Since  our  arrival  here  an  officer  of  the 
United  States,  atsting,  as  we  are  assured,  not  only  without  but  against 
jour  orders,  has  dismantled  one  fort  and  occupied  another,  thus  alter- 
ing, to  a  most  important  extent,  the  condition  of  affairs  under  which 
we  came. 

»  Until  these  circumstances  are  explained  in  a  manner  which  relieves 
us  of  all  doubt  as  to  the  spirit  in  which  these  negotiations  shall  be  con- 
ducted, we  are  forced  to  suspend  all  discussion  as  to  any  arrangiements 
by  whic1l"0ur  mutual  interests  might  be  amicably  adjusted. 

And,  in  conclusion,  we  would  urge  upon  you  the  immediate  with- 
drawal of  the  troops  from  the  harbor  of  Charleston.  Under  present 
circumstances,  they  are  a  standing  menace  which  renders*  negotiation 
impossible,  and,  as  our  recent  exp^rieuce  shows,  threatens  speedily  to 
bring  to  a  bloody  issue  questions  which  ought  to  be  settled  with  tem- 
perance and  judgment.       *

[reply  ov  the  president  to  the  commissioners.] 

Washington  Citt,  30th  December,  1860.  < 
Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  receive  your  communication  of 
28th  instant,  together  with  a  copy  of  your  <<full  powers  from  the  Con- 
tention of  the  People  of  South  Carolina,"  authoriziug  you  to  treat  with 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  on  various  important  subjects 
therein  mentioned,  and  also  a  copy  of  the  Ordinance  bearing  date  on 
the  20th  instant,  declariug  that  <Hhe  Union  now  subsisting  between 
South  Carolina  and  other  States  under  the  name  of  'the  United 
States  of  America,'  is  hereby  dissolved." 
In  answer  to  this  communication^  I  have  to  say,  that  my  position  as 
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President  of  tbe  United  States  was  clearly  defined  in  tbe  message  to 
CoDgr9ss  of  the  3d  instant.  In  tnat  I  stated  that,  ''apart  from  the 
execution  of  the  laws,  so  far  as  this  may  be  pnipticable,  the  Executive 
has  no  authority  to  decide  what  shall  be  the  relations  between  the 
Federal  Government  and  South  Carolina.  He  has  been  invested  with 
no  such  discretion.  He  possesses  no  power  to  change  the  relations 
heretofore  existing  between  them,  much  less  to  acknowledge  the  inde- 
pendence of  that  State.  This  would  be  to  invest  a  mere  ezecutiiw 
officer  with  the  power  of  recognizing  the  dissolution  of  the  confederacy 
among  our  thirty-three  sovereign  States.  It  bears  no  resomUance  to 
the  recognition  of  a  foreign  de  facto  Goveiliment — involving  no'  such 
responsibility.  Any  attempt  to  do  this  would,  on  his  part,  be  a  naked 
act  of  usurpation.  It  is,  therefore,  my  duty  to  submit  to  Congress  the 
whole  question,  in  all  its  bearings/^^ 

Such  is  my  opinion  still.  I  could,  therefore,  meet  you  only  as  pri- 
vate gentlemen  of  the  highest  character,  and  was  entirely  wilHog  to 
communicate  to  Congress  any  proposition  you  tnight  have  to  make  to 
that  body  upon  the  subject.  Of  this  you  were  well  aware.  It  was  my 
earnest  desire,  that  such  a  disposition  might  be  made  of  the  whole  sub- 
ject by  Congress,  who  alone  possess  the  power,  as  to  prevent  the  in- 
auguration of  a  civil  war  between  the  parties  in  regard  to  the  posses- 
sion of  the  Federal  Forts  in  the  harbor  of  Charleston;  and  I  therefore 
deeply  regret,  that,  in  your  opinion,  "the  events  of  the  last  twenty- four 
hours  render  this  impossible.'^  In  conclusion,  you  urge  upon  me  ''the 
immediate  withdrawal  of  the  troops  from  the  harbor  of  Charleston/' 
stating  that,  ''  under  present  circumstances,  they  are  a  standing  men- 
ace which  renders  negotiation  impossible,  and,  as  our  recent  ezperieDoe 
shows,  threatens  speedily  to  bring  to  a  bloody  issue,  questions  which 
ought  to  be  settled  with  temperance  and  judgment/' 

The  reason  for  this  change  in  your  position  is,  that  since  your  anival 
in  Washington,  ''  an  office  of  the  United  States,  acting  as  we  (you) 
are  assured,  not  only  without,  but  against  your  (my)  orders,  has  dis- 
mantled one  fort  and  occupied^  another^  thus  altering,  to  a  most  idq- 
portant  extent,  the  condition  of  affairs  under  which  we  (you)  came." 
You  also  allege  that  you  came  here  "  the  representatives  of  an  authori^ 
which  could,  at  any  time,  within  the  past  sixty  days,  have  taken  pos- 
session of  the  forts  in  Charleston « harbor,  but  which,  upon  pledges 
given  in  a  manner  that  we  (you)  cannot  doubt,  determined  to  trust  to 
your  (my)  hon6r  rather  than  to  its  own  power.'' 

This  brings  me  to  a  consideration  of  the  nature  of  those  aUeged 
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pledges,  find  in  what  manner  they  have  been  observed.  In  my  message 
of  the  third  of  December  last,  I  stated,  in  'regard  to  the  property  of 
the  United  States  in  South  Carolina,  that  it  '^  has  been  purchased  for 
a  fair  equivalent  *  by  the  consent  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State,'  '  for 
the  erection  of  forts,  magazines,  arsenals,'  &o.,  and  over  these  the  au- 
thority *  to  exercise  exclusive  legislation'  has  been  expressly  granted 
by  the  Constitution  to  Congress.  It  is  not.  believed  that  any  attempt 
will  be  made  to  expel  the  United  States  from  this  property  by  force  ; 
but  If  in  this  I  should  prove  to  be  mistaken,  the  officer  in  command  of 
the  forts  has  received  orders  to  act  strictly  on  the  defensive.  In  such 
a  contingency,  the  responsibility  for  consequences  would  rightfully  rest 
upon  the  heads  of  the  assailants."  This  being  the  condition  of  the 
parties,  on  Saturday,  8th  December,  four  of  the  -  representatives  from 
Houth  Carolina  called  on  me  and  requested  an  interview.  We  had.  an 
earnest  conversation  on  the  subject  of  these  forts,  and  the  best  means 
of  preventing  a  collision  between  the  parties  for  the  purpose  of  sparing 
the  effusion  of  blood.  I  suggested,  for  prudential  reasons,  that  it 
would  be  best  to  put  in  writing  what,  they  said  to  me  verbally.  They 
did  so  accordingly,  and  on  Monday  morning,  the  10th  instant,  three  of 
them  presented  to  me  a  paper  signed  by  all  the  representatives  from 
South  Carolina^  with  a  single  exception^  of  which  the  following  is  a 
copy: 

To  hh  Excellenofj  3\yLl&.^  BuGHANAN, 

President  of  the  United  States  : 
In  compliance  with  our  statement  to  you  yesterday,  we  now  express 
'  to  yoi(  our  strong  convictions  that  neither  the  constituted  authorities, 
nor  any  body  of  the  people  of  the  State  qf  South  Carolina,  will  either 
attack  or  molest  the  United  States  Forts,  in  the  harbor  of  Charleston, 
previously  to  the  action  of  the  Convention,  and  we  hope  and  believe, 
not  until  an  offer  has  been  made,  through  an  accredited  representative, 
to  negotiate  for  an  amicable  anangement  of  all  matters  between  the 
State  and  the  Federal  G-overnment,  provided  that  no  reinforcements 
ehall  be  sent  into  those  forts,  and  their  relative  military  status  shall  re- 
main as  at  present.

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And  here  I  most,  in  justice  to  myself,  remark,  that  at  the  time  the 
paper  was  presented  to  me,  I  objected  to  the  word  ''  provided,"  as  it 
might  be  coDStnied  into  an  agreement,  on  my  part,  which  I  never 
would  make.  They  said  that  nothing  was  farther  from  their  intention — 
they  did  not  so  understand  it,  and  I  should  not  fio  consider  it  It  is 
evident  they  could  enter«into  no  reciprocal  agreement  with  me  on  the 
subject.  They  did  not  jfl-ofess  to  have  authority  to  do  this,  and  ivere 
acting  in  their  individual  character. •  I  considered  it  as  nothing  more, 
in  effect,  than  tlie  promise  of  highly  honorable  gentlemen  to  exert  their 
influence  for  the  purpose  expressed.  The  event  has  proven  that  they 
have  faithfully  kept  this  promise,  although  I  have  never  since  received 
a  line  from  any  one  of  them,  or  from  any  member  of  the  Convention, 
on  the  subject.  It  is  well  known  that  it  was  my  determination,  and 
this  I  freely  expressed,  not  to  reinforce  the  forts  in  the  harbor,  and 
thus  produce  a  collision,  until  they  had  been  actually  attacked,  or  until 
I  had  certain  evidence  that  they  were  about  to  be  attacked.  This 
paper  I  received  most  cordially,  and  considered  it  as  a  happy  omen 
that  peace  might  still  be  preserved,  and  that  time  might  thus  be  gained 
for  reflection.     This  is  the  whole  foundation  for  the  alleged  pledge. 

But  I  acted  in  the  same  manner  I  would  have  done  had  I  entered 
into  a  positive  and  formal  agreement  with  parties  capable  of  contract- 
ing, although  such  an  agreement  would  have  been,  ou  my  part,  from 
^the  nature  of  my  official  duties,  impossible. 

The  world  knows  that  I  have  never  sent  any 'reinforcements  to  the 
forts  in  Charleston  harbor,  and  I  have  certainly  never  authorized  any 
change  to  be  made  ^*  in  their  relative  military  status." 

Bearing  upon  this  subject,  I  refer  you  to  an  order  issuea  by  the 
Secretary  of  War,  on  the  11th  inst.,  to  Major  Anderson,  but  not 
brought  to  my  notice  «ntil  the  21st  instant.     It  is  as  follows  : 

''  Memorandum  of  verbal  instructions  to  Major  Anderson,  \$t  ArtiU 
lery^  Commanding  Fort  Moultrie^  S.  C. 
Yon  are  aware  of  the  great  anxiety  of  the  Secretary  of  War  that  t 
collision  of  the  troops  with  the  people  of  this  State  shall  be  avoided, 
and  of  his  studied  determination  to  pursue  a  course  with  reference  to 
the  military  force  and  forts  in  this  harW,  which  shall  guard  against  such 
a  collision.  He  has,  therefore,  carefully  abstained  from  increasing  the 
force  at  this  point,  or  taking  any  me&aures  which  might  add  to  the  present 
excited  state  of  the  public  mind,  or  which  would  throw  any  doubt  on  the 
oonfidenee  he  feels  that  South  Carolina  will  not  attempt  by  violence  to 
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obtain  pcflsessidn  of  the  publio  .works,  or  interfere  with  their  occupancy. 
.  Bat  as  the  c/)iiD8el  and  a<3t8  of  rash  and  impulsive  persons  may  possibly 
disappoint  these  expectations  of  the  Government,  he  deems  it  proper 
that  you  should  be  prepared  with  instructions  to  meet  so  unhappy  a 
ooQtingency.  He  has,  therefore,  directed  n&e,  verbally,  to  give  you 
BQch  instructions. 

You  are  carefully  to  avoid  every  a*ct  which  would  needlessly  tend  to 
provoke  aggression  ;  and,  for  that  reason,  you  are^ot,  without  evident 
and  imminent  necessity,  to  take  up  any  position  which  could  be  eon. 
Btrued  into  the  assumption  of  a  hostile  attitude ;  but  you  are  to  hold 
possession  of  the  forts  in  this  harbor,  and,  if- attacked,  you  are  to  de- 
fend yourself  to  the  last  extremity.  The  smallness  of  your  force  will 
not  permit  you,  perhaps,  to  occupy  morq  than  one  of  the  three  forts ; 
but  an  attack  on,  or  attempt  to  take  possession  of;  either  of  them,  will 
be  regarded  as  an  act  of  hostility,  and  you  may  then  put  your  command 
into  either  of  them  whii;h  you  may  deem  most  proper,  to  increase  its 
power  of  resistance.     You  are  also'authorized  to  take  similar  defensive  ' 

steps  whenever  you  have  tangible  evidence  of  a.  design  to  proceed  to  a 
hostile  act

This  is  in  conformity  to  my  instructions  to  Major  Buell.

These  were  the  last  instructions  transmitted  to  Major  Anderson 
before  Ills  removal  to  Fort  Sumter,  with  a  single  exception  in  regard 
to  a  particular  which  does  not)  in  any  degree,  vfieot  the  present  ques- 
tion. Under  these  circumstances,  it  is  clear  that  Major  Anderson 
acted  upon  his  own  responsibility,  and  without  authority,  unless, 
indeed,  he  had  *'  tangible  evidence  of  a  design  to  proceed  to  a  hostile 
act,"  OQ  the  part  of  the  authorities  of  South  Carolina,  which  has  not 
yet  been  alleged.  Still,  he  is  a  brave  and  honorable  officer;  and 
justice  requires  that  he  should  not  be  condemned  without  a  fair 
hearing. 

Be  this  as  it  may,  when  {  learned  that  Major  Anderson  had  left 
Fort  Moultrie,  and  proceeded  to  Fort  Sumter,  my  first  promptings  were 
to  command  him  to  return  to  his  former  position,  and  there  to  await 
the  contingencies  presented  in  his*  instructions.  This  could  only  have 
been  done,  with  any  dogi*ee  of  safety  to  the  command,  by  the  oonour- 
62 
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rence  of  the  South  Carolina  authorities.  But,  before  ffny  steps  contd 
possibly  bare  beea  taken  in  this  (direction ,  Ve  reoeivod  information, 
dated  on  the  28  th  instant,  that ''  the  Palmetto  flag  floated  out  to  the 
breeze  at  Castle  Pincknej,  and  a  large  military  force  went  over  last 
night  (the  27th)  to  'Fort  Moultrie/'  Thus  the  authorities  of  Sonth 
Carolina,  without  waiting  or  asking  for  any  explanation,  and  doubtlesB 
believing,  as  yon  have  expressed  iff,  that  th^  officer  had  acted  not  onlj 
without,  but  against  my  orders,  on  the  very  nelt  day  after  the  night 
when  the  removal  was  made,  seised,  by  a  military  force,  two  of  the 
three  federal  forts  in  thje  harbor  of  Ch<irle8ton,  and  have  covered  them 
under  their  own  flag,  instead  o(  that  of  the  United  States.  At  (his 
gloomy  period  of  our  history,  startling  events  succeed  each  other 
rapidly.  On  the  very  day  (the  27th  instant)  that  possession  of  these 
two  forts  was  taken,  the  Palmetto  flag  was  raised  over  the  Federal 
Custom  House  and  Post  Office  in  Charleston ;  and,  ou  the  same  daj, 
every  officer  of  the  Custoins — Collector,  Naval  Officers,  Surveyor  and 
Appraisers — ^resigned  their  offices.'  And  this,  although  it  was  well 
known,  from  the  language  of  my  message,  that,  as  an  executive  officer, 
I  felt  myself  bound  to  collect  the  revenue  at  the  port  of  Charleston 
under  existing  laws.  In  the  harbor  of  Charleston,  we  now  find  three 
forts  confronting  each  other,  over  all  of  which  the  Federal  flag  floated 
only  four  days  ago ;  but  now,  over  two  of  them,  this  flag  has  been  sup- 
planted, and  the  Palmetto  flag  has  been  substituted  in  its  stead.  It  is, 
under  all  these  circumstances,  that  I  am  urged  immediately  to  with- 
draw the  troof^  from  the  harbor  of  Charleston,  and  am  informed  that 
without  this,  negotiation  is  impossible. .  This  I  isannot  do ;  this  I  will 
not  do.  Such  an  idea  was .  never  thought  of  by  me  in  any  possible 
contingency.  No  allugion  to  it  had  ever  been  made  in  any  com- 
munication between  myself  and  any  human  being.  But  the  infer- 
ence is,  that  I  am  bound  to  withdraw  the  troops  frbm  the  only  fort 
remaining  in  the  possession  of  the  United  States  in  the  harbor  of 
Charleston,  because  the  officer  then  in  command  of  all  the  forts  thought 
proper,  without  instructions,  to  change  his  position  from  one  of  them 
to  another.     I  cannot  admit  the  justice  of  any  such  inference. 

At  this  point  of  writing,  I  have  received  information,  by  telegram, 
from  Captain  Humphreys,  in  command  of>  the  Arsenal  at  Charleston, 
«<  that  it  has  to-day  «, Sunday,  the  30th,)  been  tak<n  by  force  of  arms.'' 
It  is  estimated  ttiat  the  munitions  of  war  belonging  to  the  United 
States  in  this  Arsenal  are  worth  half  a  million  of  dollars. 

Comment  is  needless.     After  this  information;  I  have  only  to  add, 
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that,  whilst  it  is  my  duty  to  defend  Fort  Sumter,  as  a  portion  of  the 
public  property  of  the  United  States,  against  hostile  attacks  from  what- 
ever quarter  they  may  oomo,  hy  such  means  as  I  may  possess  for  thiis 
puq)08ey  I  do  not  perceive  how  such  a  defence  can  he  construed  into  a 
menace  against  the  City  of  Charleston.

[BEPLT   OF  commissioners  TO   THE  PRESIDENT.] 

Washington,  D.  C,  January  1st,  1861. 

Sir  :  We  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letler 
of  the  80th  Decemher,  in  reply  to  a  note  addressed  by  us  to  you  on 
the  28th  of  the  same  month,  as  Commissioners  from  South  Carolina.         * 

In  reference  to  the  declaration  with  which  your  reply  commences, 
that  ^<  your  position  as  President  of  the  United  States  was  dearly  de- 
fined in  the  Message  to  Congress  of  the  8d  instant,''  that  you  possess 
'<  no  power  to  change  the  relations  heretofore  existing ''  between  South 
Carolina  and  thd  United  States,  <';nuch  less  to  acknowledge  the  inde- 
pendence of  that  State,''  and  that,  consequently,  you  could  meet  us 
only  as  private  gentlemen  of  the  highest  character,  with  an  entire  wil- 
lingness to  communicate  to  Congress  any  proposition  w%  might  have  to 
make,  we  deem  it  only  necessary  to  say,  that  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina having,  in  the  exercise  of  'that  great  right  of  self-government 
which  underlies  all  our  political  organizations,  declared  herself  sovereign 
and  independent,  we,  as  her, representatives,  felt  no  special  solicitude 
as  to  the  character  in  yrhich  you  might  recognize  us.  Satisfied  that 
the  State  had  simply  exercised  her  unquestionitble  right,  we  were  pre- 
pared, in  order  to  reach  substantial  good,  to  waive  the  formal  considera- 
tions which  your  constitutional  scruples  might  have  prevented  you 
from  extending.  We  came  here,  therefore,  expecting  to  be  received 
as  you  did  receive  us,  and  perfectly  content  with  that  entire  willingnesis 
of  'which  you  assured  us,  to  submit  anjr  proposition  to  Congress  which 
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we  might  have  to  make  upon  the  subject  of  the  iDdependenoe  of  the 
St^te.  That  willingness  was  ample  recognition  of  the  condition  of  pub- 
lic affairs  which  rendered  our  .presence  uecessaiy.  .  In  this  position, 
however,  it  is  our  duty,  both  to  the  State  which .  we  represent  and  to 
ourselves,  to  correct  several  important  misconceptions  of  our  letter,  into 
which  you  have'  fallen. 

You  say :  <<It  was  my  earnest  desire  that  such  a  disposition  might  be 
made  t>f  the  wholb  subject  by  C.ongress,  who  alone  possesses  the  power 
to  prevent  the  inauguration  of  a  civil  war  between  the  parties  in  re- 
gard to  the  possession  of  the  Federal  forts  in  the  harbor  of  Charleston ; 
and  I,  therefore,  deeply  regret  that,  in  your  opinion,  <the  events  of  the 
last  twenty-four  hours  render  this  impossible.' "  We  expressed  no 
such  opinion ;  and  the  language  which  you  quote  as  ours,  is  altered  in 
its  sense  by  the  omission  of  a  most  important  part  of  the  sentence. 
What  we  did  say  was — ''  But  the  events  of  the  last  twenty-four  hours 
render  siich  an  assurance  impossible."  Place  that  ^^  assurance''  as  con- 
tained in  our  letter,  in  the  sentence,  and  we  are  prepared  to  repeat  it. 

Again,  professing  to  quote  our  language,  you  say  :  ''  Thus  the  au- 
thorities of  South  Carolina,  without  waiting  or  asking  for  any  explana- 
tion, and,  doubtless,  believing,  as  you  have  expressed  it,  that  the  offi- 
cer had  acted  not  only  without,  but  against  my  orders/'  &c.  We  ex- 
pressed no  such  opinion  in  reference  to  the  belief  of  the  people  of 
South  Carolina.  The  language  which  you  have  quoted,  was  applied 
solely  and  entirely  to  our  assurance,  obtained  here,  and  based,  as  you 
well  know,  upon  your  own  declaration — a  declaration  which,  at  that 
time,  it  wa^  impossible  ibr  the  authorities  of  South  Carolina  to  have 
known.  But,  without  following  this  letter  into  all  iis  details,  we  pro- 
pose only  to  meet  the  chief  points  of  the  argument. 

Some  weeks  ^go,  the  State  of  South  Carolina  declared  her  intentioa 
in  the  existing  condition  of  public  affairs,  to  secede  from  the  United 
States.  She  called  a  Convention  of  her  people  to  put  her  declaration 
in  force.  ^The  Convention  met,  and  passed  the  Ordinance  of  Secession. 
All  this  you  anticipated,  and  your  .course  of  action  was  thoroughly  con- 
sidered. In  your  annual  message,  you  declared  vou  had  no  right,  and 
would  not  attempt,  to  coerce  a  seceding  State,  but  that  you  were  boand 
by  your  constitutional  oath,  and  would  defend  the  property  of  the 
United  States  within  the  borders  of  South  Carolina,  if  an  attempt 
was  made  to  take  it  hf  force.  Seeing  very  early  that  this  question  of 
property  was  a  difficult  and  delicate  one,  yoUr  manifeste4  a  desire  to 
settle  it  without  collision.     Tou  did  not  reinforce  the  garrisons  in  the 
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B&rbor  of  Charleston.  Yon  removed  a  'distingnished  and  veteran  offi- 
cer from  the  command  of  Fort  Moultrie,  becmise  he  attempted  to  in- 
crease his  supply  of  ammunition.  You  refused  '  to  *  send  additional 
troops  to  the  same  garrison  when  applied  for  by  the  officer  appointed 
to  succeed  him.  Yon  accepted  the  resignation  of  the  oldest  and  most 
efficient  member  of  your  Cabinet,  rather  than  allow  these  garrisons  to 
be  strengthened.  You  compelled  an  officer  stationed  at  Fort  Sumter 
to  return  immediately  to  the  Arsenal  forty  muskets  which  he  had  taken 
to  arm  his  men.  Yon  expressed  not  to  one,  but  to  many,  of  the  most 
distinguished  of  our  public  characters,  whose  testimony  will  be  placed 
upon  the  record  whenever  it  is  necessary,  your  anxiety  for  a  peaceful  t^r- 
mingition  of  this  controversy,  and  your  willingness  not  to  disturb  the  mili- 
tary status  of  the  forts,  if  Commissioners  should  be  sent^  to,  the  Gov- 
ernment, whose  communications  you  promised  to  submit  to  Congress. 
You  received  and  acted  on  assurances  from  the  highest  official  authori- 
ties of  South  Caroliila,  that  no  attempt  would  be  made  to  disturb  your 
possession  of  the  forts  af)d  property  of  the  United  States,  if  you  would 
not  djsturb  their  existing  condition  until  Commissioners  had  been  sent, 
and  the  attempt  to  negotiate  had  failed.  You  took  from  the  members 
of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,  a  written  memorandum  that  no  such 
attempt  should  be  made,  ''  provided  that  jqo  reinforcements  shall  be 
sent  into  those  forts,  and  their  relative  military  status  shall  remain  as 
at  present."  And,  although  yon. attach  no  force  to  the  acceptance  of 
su«h  a  paper  although  you  ^'  considered  it  as  nothing*  more* in  effect 
than  the  promise  of  highly  honorable  gentlemen/'  as  an  obligation  on 
one  side,  without  corresponding  obligation  on  the  other,  it  must  be  re- 
membered (if  we  are  rightly  informed)  that  you  were  pledged,  if  you 
ever  did  send  reinforcements,  to  return  it  to  those  from  whom  you  had 
received  it  before  you  executed  your  resolution.  You  sent  orders  to 
your  officers,  commanding  them  strictly  to  folLw  a  line  of  conduct  in 
conformity  with  such  an  understanding. 

Beside  all  this,  you  had  received  formal  and  official  notice  from  the 
Governor  of  South  Carolina,  that  we  had  been  appointed  Commission- 
ers, and  were  on  our  way  to  Washington.  You  knew  the  implied  con-^ 
dition  under  which  we  came;  our  arrival  was  notified  to  you,  and  an' 
hour  appointed  for  an  interview.  We  arrived  in  Washington  on  Wed- 
nesday, at  three  o'clock,  and  you  appointed  an  interview  with  us  at  one 
the  tt^xt  day.  Early  on  that  day,  Thursday,  the  news  was  received 
here  of  the  movement  of  Major  Anderson.  That  pews  was  communi- 
cated to  you '  immediately,  and  you  postponed  our  meeting  unfil  half- 
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past  two  o'clock,  on  Friday,  io  order  tbat  you  might  consult  your 
Cabinet.  On  Friday  we  saw  you,  and  we  called  upon  you  then  to  redeem 
your  pledge.  Yt>u  could  not  deny  it.  Witli  the  facts  we  hare  stated, 
and  in  the  face  of  the  crowning  and  conclusive  fact,  that  your  Secre- 
tary of  War  had  resigned  bis  "[seat  in  the  Cabinet,  upon  the  publicly 
avowed  ground  that  the  action  of  Major  Anderson  had  violated  the 
pledged  faith  of  the  Government,  and  that  unless  'the  pledge  was  in- 
stantly redeemed,  he  was  dishonored ;  denial  was  impossible ;  you  did 
not  deny  it.  Yon  do  not  deny  it  now,  but  you  seek  to  escape  .from  its 
obligation  on  two  grounds:  1st,  That  we  terminated  all  negotiation  by 
demanding,  as  a  preliminary,  the  withdrawal  of  the  United  States 
troops  from  the  harbor  of  Charleston;  and  2d,  That  the  authoriti^  of 
South  Carolina,  instead  of  asking  explanation,  and  giving  you  the  op- 
poi^tunity  to  vindicate  yourself,  took  possession  of  other  property  of  the 
United'  States.     We  will  examine  both. 

In  the  first  place,  we  deny  positively,  that  we  h&ve  ever,  in  «ny  Way, 
made  any  such  demand.  Our  letter  is.  in  your  possession;  it  will 
stand  by  this  on  the  record.  In  it^  we  inform  you  of  the  objects  of  oar 
mission.  We  say  that  it  would  have  been  our  duty  to  have  assured 
you  of  our  readiness  to  commence  negotiations  with  the  most  earnest 
and  anxious  desire  to  settle  all  questions  between  us  amicably,  and  to 
our  mutual  advantage,  but  that  events  had  rendered  that  assurance  im- 
possible. We  stated  the  events,  aiyi  we  said  that,  until  some  satisfac- 
tory explanation  of  these  events  was  given  us,  we  oduld  not  proce^, 
and  then,  having  made  this  requjest  for  explanation,  we  added,  **  and, 
in  conclusion,  we  would  urge  upon  you  the  immediate  withdrawal  of 
the  troops  from  the  harbor  of  Charleston.  .  Under  present  circumstances 
they  are  a  standing  menace,  which  renders  negotiation  impossible/' 
&c.  ''  Under  present  circumstances  I ''  What  circumstances  ?  Why, 
clearly,  the  occupation  of  Fort  Sumter,  and  the  dismantling  of  Fort 
Moultrie  by  Major  Anderson,  in  the  face  of  your  pledges,  and  without . 
explanation  ot  practical  disavowal.  And  there  is  nothing  in  the 
letter,  which  would  or  could  have  prevented  you  from  declining  to 
withdraw  the  troops,  and  ofi'ering  the  restoration  of  the  status  to  which 
you  were  pledged,  if  such  had  been  your  desire.  It  would  have  been 
wiser  and  better,  in  our  opinion,  to  have  withdrawn ^the  troops,  and  this 
opinion  we  urged  upon  you,  but  we  demanded  .nothing  but  such  an  ex- 
planation of  the  events  of  the  last  twenty  four  hours  as  would  i^store 
our  confidence  in  th^  spirit  with  which  the  negotiation  should  be  con- 
ducted.*   In  relation  to  this  withdrawal  of  the  troops  from*  the  harbor. 
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we  are  compelled,  however,  to  notioe  one  passage  of  your  letter.     Re- 
ferring to  it,^  jon  say :  /'This  I  cannQ|> do.     This  I  will  not  do.     Such ' 
an  idefL  was  never  thought  of  by  me  in  any  possible  contingency.     No 
allusion  to  it  had  ever  been  made  in  any  communication  between  myself 
and  any  human  being."  * 

In  reply  to  this  statement  we  are  compelled  to  say,  that  your  con- 
versation wit^u«)  left  upon  our  minds  the  distinct  impression  that  you 
did  seriously  contemplate  the  withdrawal  of  the  troops  from  Charleston 
harbor.  And,  in  support  of  this  impression,'  we  would  add.  tlf^t  we 
liave  the  positive  assurance  of  gentlemen  of  the  highest  possible  public 
reputation,  and  the  most  unsullied  integrity — men  whose  name  and 
fame,  secured  by  long  service  and  patriotic  achievement,  place  their 
testimony  beyond  cavil — that  such  suggestions  had  been  made  to,  and 
urged  upon  you  by  th'cm,  and  had  formetl  the  subject  of  more  than  one 
earnest  discussion  with  you.  And  it  was  this  knowledge  that  induced 
us  to  urg^  upon  you  a  policy  which  had  to  recommend  it  its  own 
wisdom  and  the  weight  of  such  authority.  As  to  the  second  point, 
that  the  authorities  of  South  Carolina,  instead  of  asking  explanations, 
and  giving  you  the  opportunity  to  vindicate  yourself,  took  possession 
of  other  property  of  the  United  States,  we  woukt  observe :  Ist,  That,  ' 
even,  if  this  were  so,  it  does  not  avail  you  for  defence,  for  the  oppor- 
tunity for  decision  was  afforded  you  before  these  facta  occurred.  We 
arrived  in  Washington  on  Wednesday,  The  news  from  Major  Aridor- 
son  reached  here  early  on  Thursday,  and  was  immediately  communi- 
cated to  you.  All.  that  day,  men  of  the  highest  consideration — men 
who  had  striven  successfully  to  lift  you  to  your  great  ofl&ce — ^who  had 
been  your  tried  and  true  friends  through  the  troubles  of  your  adminis- 
tration— sought  yoU)  and  entreated  you  to  act — ^to  act  at  once.  They 
told  you  that  every  hour  complicated  your  position.  They  on]($r  asked . 
you  to  give  the  assurance  that,  if  the  facts  were  so — that,  jf  the  Com- 
mander hadf  acted  without,  aod  against  your  orders,  and  in'^violation  of 
your  pledges,  that  you  would  restore  the  siatris  you  had  pledged  your 
honor  to  maintain. 

You  refused  to  decide.  Your  Secretary  of  War — ^your  immediate 
and  proper  adviser  in  this  whole  matter — waited  anxiously  for  your 
decision,  until  he  f^t  that  delay  was  becoming  dishonor.  More  than 
twelve  hours  passed,  and  two  Cabinet  meetings  had  adjourned  before 
you  knew  what  the  authorities  of  South  Carolina  had  done,  and  your 
prompt  decbion  at  any  moment  of  that  time,  would  h^ve  avoided  the 
subsequent  complications.     But  if  you  had  known  the  acts  of  the 
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authorities  of  Soath  Carolina,  should  that  have  preveuted  your  keeping 
your  faith?  What  was  the  coDdition  of  thinp;8^?  For  the  last  sixty 
days,  you  have  had  iu  CharlestoD  harhor,  not  force  enough  to  hold  the 
forts  against  an  equal  enemy.  Two  of  them  were  empty  ;  one  of  those 
two,  the  most  important  in  the  harbor.  It  could  have  heen  taken  at 
any  time.  You  ought  to  know  better  than  any  man,  thqt  it  would  have 
been  taken,  but  for  the  efforts  of  those  who  put  their  trust#n  your  honor. 
Believing  that  they  were  threatened  by  Fort  Sumier  especially,  the 
peopl#  were,  with  difficulty,  restrained  from  securing,  without  blood, 
the  possession  of  this  important  fortress.  After  many  and  reiterated 
assurances  given  on  your  behalf,  which  we  cannot  believe  unauthorised, 
they  determined  to  forbear,  and  in  good  faith  sent  on  their  Commis- 
sioners to  negotiate  with  you.  IHiey  meant  you  no  harm ;  wished  you 
no  ill.  They  thought  of  you  kindly,  believeSi  you  true,  and  were  will- 
ing, as  far  as  was  consistent  with  duty,  to  spare  you  iionecessary  and 
hostile  collision.  Scarcely  had  their  Commissioners  left,  t]ian  Major 
Anderson  waged  war.  No  other  words  will  describe  his  action.  It 
was  not  a  peaceful  change  from  one  fort  to  another ;  it  was  a  hostile 
act  in  the  highest  sense — one  only  justified  in  the  presence  of  a 
superior  enemy,  and  in  imminent  peril.  He  abandoned  his  position, 
spiked  his  guns,  burned  his  gun-carriages,  made  preparations  for  the 
destruction  of  his  post,  and  withdrew,  under  cover  of  the  night,  to  a 
safer  position.  This  was  war.  No  -man  could  have  believed  (without 
your  assurance)  that  any  officer  could  have  taken  such  a  step,  ''  not 
only  without  orders,  but  against  orders."  What  the  State  did,  was  in 
simple  self-defence ;  for  this  act,  with  all  its  attending  circumstances, 
was  as  much  war^  as  firing  a  volley;  and  war  being  thus  begun,  until 
those  commencing  it  explained  their  action,  and  disavowed 'their  infen- 
tion,  th^re  was  no  room  for  delay;  and,  even  at  this  moment,  while  we 
are  writing,  ^k  is  more  than  probable,  from  the  tenor  of  your  letter,  that 
reinforcements  are  hurrying  on  to  the  conflict,  so  that  when  the  first 
gun  shall  be  fired,  there  will  have  been,  on  your  part,  one  continuous 
con§istent  series  of  actions  commencing  in  a  demonstration  essentially 
warlike,  supported  by  regular  reinforcement,  and  terminating  in  defeat 
or  victory.  And  all  this  without  the  slightest  provocation ;  for,  among 
the  many  things  which  you  have  said,  there  is  onfi  thing  you  cannot 
say — ^you  have  waited  anxiously  for  news  from  the  seat  of  war,  in  hopes 
that  delay  would  furnish  some  excuse  for  this  precipitation.  But  this 
'*  tangible  evidence  of  a  design  to  proceed  to  a  hostile  act,  on  the  part 
of  the  authorities  of  South  Carolina/'  (which  is  the  only  justifidation  of 
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Major  AndersoD,)  you  are  forced  to  admit  "h»B  not  yetheen  alleged/' 
Bat  you  have  decided.  Yon  have  resolved  to  hold  by  force  what  you 
have  obtained  through  our  misplaced  confidence,  and  by  refusing  to 
disavow  the  action  of  Major  Anderson,  have  converted  his  violation  of 
orders  into  a  legitimate  act  of  your  Executive  authority.  Be  the  issue 
what  it  may,  of  this  we  are  assured,  that  if  Fort  Moultrie  has  been  re- 
corded in  history  as  a  memorial  of  Carolina  gallantry.  Fort  Sumter  will 
live  upon  the  succeeding  page  as  an  imperishable  testimony  of  Carolina 
faith. 

By  your  course,  you  have  probably  rendered  civil  war  inevitable. 
Be  it  so.  If  you  choose  to  force  this  issue  upon  us,  the  State  of  South 
Carolina  will  accept  it,  and  relying  upon  Him  who  is  the  Ood  of  justice 
as  well  as  the  Ood  of  hosts,  will  endeavor  to  perform*  the  great  duty 
which  lies  before  her,  hopefully,  bravely  and  thoroughly. 

Our  mission  being  one  for  negotiation  and  peace,  and  your  note  leav- 
ing us  without  hope  of  a  withdrawal  of  the  troops  from  Fort  Sumter,  or 
of  the  restoration  of  the  gioUm  quo  existing  at  the  time  of  our*  arrival, 
and  intimating,  as  we  think,  your  determination  to  reinforce  the  gar- 
rison in  the  harbor  of  Charleston,  we  respectfully  inform  you  that  we 
propose  returning  to  Charleston  on  to-morrow  afternoon.

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STATEMENT 

Or  Messrs.  >riLEs  and  Keitt,  op  what  transpired 

BETWEEN  THE  President  and  the  South 

Carolina  Delegation. 

Id  oompIiaDoe  with  the  request  of  the  ConveDtioOi  we  beg  leave  to 
make  the  following  statemeDt : 

Od  Saturday^  the  8th  of  December,  several  of  the  South  Carolina 
delegation,  including  ourselves,  waited  upon  the  President.  At  this 
time,  there  was  a  growing  belief  that  reinforcements  were  on  the  eve 
of  being  sent  to  the  forts  in  ChArleston  harbor.  It  was  knowu  that 
the  subject  was  frequently  and  earnestly  discussed  in  the  Cabinet.  It 
was  rumored  that'  General  Cass  and  Mr.  Holt  were  urgent  that  rein- 
forcements should  be  sent. ,   Ui>on  our  being  announced,  the  President, 

"^who  was  then^in  Cabinet  Council,  came  out  to  us  in  the  ante-room* 
We  at  once  entered  into  a  conversation  upon  the  topic  which  was  so 
closely  occupying  his  thoughts  as  ^ell  as  ours.     The  President  seemed 

<  much  disturbed  and  moved.  He  told  us  that  he  had  had  a  painful' in- 
terview with  the  wife  of  Major  Anderson,,  who  had  come  on  from  New 
York  to  see  him.  She  had  manifested  great  anxiety  and  distress  at 
the  situation  of  her  husband,  whom  she  seemed  to  consider  in  momen- 
tary danger  of  an  attack  from  an  elicited  and  lawless  mob.  The  Presi- 
dent professed  to  feel  a  deep  responsibility  resting  upon  him  to  protect 
the  lives  of  Major  Anderson  and  bis  command.  We  told  him  that  the 
news  that  reinforcements  were  on  their  way  to  Charleston,  would  be 
the  surest  means  of  provoking  what  Mrs.  Anderson  apprehended,  and 
what  he  so  much  deprecated.  We  said,  Further,  that  we  did  npt  be- 
lieve that  Major  Anderson  was  in  any  danger  of  such  an  attack ;  that 
the  general  sentiftient  of  the  State  was  against  any  such  proceeding. 
That,  prior  to  the  action  of  the  State  Convention,  then  only  ten  days 
off,  we  felt  satisfied^hat  there  would  be  no  attempt  to  molest  the  forts 
in  any  way.  That,  after  the  Convention  .met — while  we  could  not  pos- 
sibly undertake  to  say  what  that  body  would  see  fit  to  do — we  yet 
hoped  and  believed  that  nothing  would  be  done  until  we  had  jirst  en- 
deavored, by  duly  accredited  Commissioners^  to  negotiate  for  a  peacefnl 
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settlement  of  all  matters,  inolading  th«  deliverj  of  the  forts,  between 
South  Carolina  and  the  federal  Qovernment.  At  the  same  time,  we 
again  reiterated  oar  solemn  belitf  that  any  change  in  the  then  existing 
condition  of  things  in  Charleston  harbor,  would,  in  the  excited  state 
of  feeling  at  home,  inevitably  precipitate  a  collisfon.  The  impression 
made  upoi#us  was,  that  the  President  was  wavering,  and  had  not  de- 
cided what  oourse  he  would  pursue.  He  said  he  was  glad  to  have  had 
this  conversation  with  us^  but  would  prefer  that  we  should  give  him  a 
written  memorandum  of  the  substance  of  what  we  had  said.  This  we 
did  on  Monday,  the  10th.     It  was  in  these  words  : 

To  his  Excellency  James 'Buchanan, 

President  of  (he  United  States  : 
In  compliance  with  our  statement  to  you  yesterday,  we  now  express 
to  you  our  strong  convictions  that  neither  the  constituted  authorities, 
nor  any  body  of  *the  people  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  will  either 
attack  or  molest  the  United  States  forts  in  the  harbor*  of  Charleston, 
previously  to  the  action  of  the  Convention,  and  we  hope  and  believe 
not  until  an  offer  has  been  made,  through  an  accredited  representative, 
to  negotiate  for  an  amicable  arrangement  of  all  matters  between  the 
State  and  the  Federal  Government,  provided  that  no  reinforcements 
shall  be  sent  into  those  forts,  and  their  relative  military  status  shall 
remain  as  at  present.

The  President  did  not  like  the  word  <'  provided,'^  because  it  looked 
as  if  we  were  binding  him  while  avowing  that  we  had  no  authority  to- 
commit  the  Convention.  We  told  him  that  we  did  not  bo  understand 
it.  We  were  expressing  our  convictions  and  belief,  predicated  upon 
the  maintenance  of  a  certain  condition  of  things,  which  maintenance 
was  absolutely  and  entirely  in  his  power.  If  he  maintained  such  oon- 
dition,  then  we  believed  that  collision  would  be  avoided  until  the  at- 
tempt at  a  peaceable  negotiation  had  failed.  If  Ife  did  not,  then  we 
solemnly  assured  him  that  we  believed  that,  collision  must  -  inevitably, 
and  at  once,  be  precipitated.  He  seemed  satisfied,  and  said  it  was  not 
his  intention  to  send  reinforcementS|  or  make  any  chan^.     We  ex- 
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plained  to  him  what  we  meant  foj  the  words  ^'  relative  military  statasi'' 
as  applied  to  the  forta ;  mentioned  the  difference  between  Major  An- 
dersoEf's  occupying  his  then  position  at  Fort  Mooltriei  and  throwing 
himself  into  Fort  Sumter.  We  stated  that  the  latter  step  would  be 
equivalent  to  reinforcing  the  garrijion,  and  would  just  as  certainly  ta 
the  sending  of  fresh  troops,  l^ad  to  the  rei^ult  which  we  h8th  desired 
to  avoid.  When  we  rose  to  go,  the  President  said  in  substbuoei  ''After 
all,  this  is  a  matter  of  honor  among  gentleman.  I  do  not  know  that 
any  paper  or  writing  is  necessary.  We  understand  each  other."  One 
of  the  delegation,  just  before  leaving  the  room,  remarked  :  "  Mr. 
President,  you  have  determined  to  let  things  remain  as  they  are,  and 
.not  to  send  reinforcements ;  but,  suppose  that  you  were  hereafter  to 
change  your  policy  for  any  reason,  what  then  7  That  would  put  usi 
who  are  willing  to  use  our  personal  influence  to  prevent  any  attack 
upon  the  forts  before  Commissioners  are  sent  on  ,to  Washington, 
in  rather,  an  embarrassing  position."  '' Then,"  said  the  President, 
''  I  would  first  return  you  this  paper."  We  do  not  pretend  to  give  the 
exact  words  on  either  side,  but  we  are  Sure  we  give  the  .sense  of  both. 
The  above  is  a  full  and  exact  account  of  what  passed  between  the 
President  and  the  delegation.  The  President,  in  his  letter  to  our 
Commissioners,  tries  to  give  the  impresssion  that  our  ''  understanding  " 
or  "  agreement "  was  not  a  *'  pledge."  We  confess  we  are  not  suf- 
ficiently versed  in  the  wiles  of  diplomacy  to  feel  the  force  of  this  ''  dis- 
tinction without  a  difference."  Nor  can  we  understand  how,  in  '<  a 
matter  of  honor  among  gentlemen/'  in  which  ''  no  paper  or  writing 
is  necessary,"  the  very  party  who  was  willing  to  put  it  on  that  high 
footing  can  honorably  descend  to  mate  verbal  eritioism,  to  purge  him.- 
self  of  what  all  gentlemen  and  men  of  honor  must  consider  a  breach 
of  faith.  The  very  fact  that  we  (the  Representatives  from  South 
darolina)  were  not  authorized  to  commit  or  ''  pledge  '^  the  State,  were 
not  treating  with  the  President  as  accredited  ministers,  with  full 
powers,  but  as  gentlemen,  assuming,  to  a  certain  extent,  the  delicate 
task  of  undertaking  to  foreshadow  the  course  and  policy  of  the  State, 
should  have  made  the  President  the  more  ready  to  strengthen  our 
hands  to  bring  about  aqd  carry  out  that  course  and  policy  which  he 
professed  to  have  as  much  at  heart  as  we  had.  While  we  werd  not 
authorized  to  say  that  the  Convention  would  not  order  the  occupati<$ii 
of  the  forttf  immediately^after  secession,  and  prior  to  the  sending  on  of 
Commissioners,  the  President,  as  Commander-in-chief  of  the  Army 
and  Navy  of  the  United  States,  could  most  positively  say,  that  so  Ion  g 
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as  South  Garolina  abstained  from  attacking  and  seizing  the  forts,  he 
would  not  send  reinforcements  to  them,  or  allow  their  relative  military 
status  to  be  changed.  We  were  acting  in  the  capacity  of  gentlemen 
holding  certain  prominent  positions,  and  anxious  to  exert  such  influ- 
ence as  we  might  possess  to  effect  a  peaceful  solution  of  pending  politi* 
cal  difficulties,  and  prevent,  if  possible,  the  horrors  of  war.  The 
President  was  acting  in  a  double  ^capacity;  not  only  as  a  gentleman, 
whose  influence  in  carrying  out  his  share  of  the  understanding,  or 
agreement,  was  potential,  but  as  the  head  of  the  army,  and,  therefore, 
having  the  absolute  control  of  the  whole  matter  of  reinforcing'or  trans- 
ferring the  garrison  at  Charleston.  But  we  have  dwelt  long  enough 
upon  this  point.  Suffice  it  to  sa^,  that  consideriiSgthe  President  as 
bound  in  honor,  if  not  by  treaty  stipulations,  not  to  make  any  change 
in  the  forts,  or  to  send  reinforcements  to  them,  unless  they  were  attacked, 
we  of  the  delegation  who  were  elected  to  the  Convention,  felt  equally 
bound  in  honor  to  do  every  thing  on  our  part  to  prevent  any  prema- 
ture collision.  This  Convention  can  bear  us  witness  as  to  whether  or 
not  we  endeavored  honorably  to  carry  out  our  share  of  the  agreement. 

The  published  debates  at  the' very  commencement  of  the  session, 
contain  the  evidence'of  our  good  faith.  We  trusted  the  President.  We 
belieted  his  wishes  concurred  with  his  policy,  and  that  both  were 
directed  to  avoiding  any  inauguration  of  hostilities.  We  were  con- 
firmed in  OUT  confidence,  and  reassured  in  our  bolief  by  a  significant 
event  which  took  place  subsequent  to  our  interview.  He  allowed  his 
premier  Cabinet  officer,  an  ^Id  and  tried  friend,  to  resign,  rather  tlian 
yield  to  his  solicitations  for  the  reinforcement  of  the  garrison  at  Charles- 
ton. We  urged  this  as  a  convincing  proof  of  his  firmness  and 
sincerity^  But  how  have  we  .been  deceived  I  The  news  of  Major 
Anderapn's  *coup  produced  a  sudden  aud  unexpected  <$hange  in  the 
Presioent's  policy.  While  declaring  that  his  withdrawal  from  Fort 
Moultrie  to  Fort  Sumter  was  '<  without  orders,  and  contrary  to 
orders,''  he  yet  refused,  for  twelve  hours,  to  take  any  action  in  the 
matter.  For  twelve  hours,  therefore,  without  any  excuse,  he  refused 
to  redeem  his  plighted  word.  No  subsequent  acts  on  the  part  of  our 
State — no  after  reasonsr-can  wipe  away  the  stain  which  he  suffered  to 
rest  upon  his  ''  honor  as  a  gentleman,"  while  those  hours,  big  with 
portentous  events,  rolled  slowly  by.  His  Secretary  of  War,  impatient 
of  a  delay,  every  moment  of  which  he  felt  touched  his  own  honor, 
resigned.  He  did  so  solely  on  the  ground  that  the  faith  of  the  Q^v- 
ernmont — solemnly  pledged — was  broken,  if  it  failed  promptly  to  undo 
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what  had  been  done  contrary  to  its  wishes — against  its  settled  policy — 
and  in  violation  of  its  distinct  agreement.  The  President  accepted  his 
resignation  without  comment.  He  did  not  attempt  to  disabose  the 
mind  of  his  Secretary  as  to  what  was  the  true  position  of  the  GoTem- 
ment.  What  a  spectacle  does  the  President's  vacillating  and  disinge- 
nuous course  present !  He  allows  oner  SecretiCi'y  to  resign  rather  than 
abandon  a  policy  which  he  has  agreed  upon.  Scarcely  have  a  few*  short 
weeks  elapsed^  and  he  accepts  the  resignation  of  another,  rather  than 
.  adhere  to  that  very  policy.  He  makes  an  agreemefit  with  gentlemea 
which,  while  he  admits  that  they  have  faithfully  kept  it  on  their  part, 
he  himself  evades  and'  repudiates.  And  this  he  does  rather  than  re- 
dress, a  wrong— Tcorrect  an  error — wh^t  he  himself  considers  an  error — 
committed  by  a  subordinate,  without  his  orders,  and  contrary  to  his 
wishes !  It  was  at  least  due  to  Mr.  Floyd,  who,  as  one  of  his  Cabinet, 
had  officially  and  personally  stood  by  his  admipistration  from  its  very 
oonrtnencement — through  good  report,  and  tlirough  evil  report — to  have 
explained  tor  .him  that  he  was,  in  the  President's  opinion,  laboring 
under  a  misapprehension.  At  least,  to  have  said  to  him,  ''you  are 
mistaken  about  this  matter — do  not  feave  me  on  a^false  issue."  But 
no ;  he  coldly,  ungraciously,  yet  promptly,  receives  the  resignation  with- 
out a  syllable  of  remonstrance,  and  thus  tacitly,  but  unequivocally, 
accepts  frithout  shame  the  issue  presented.  He  does  not  deny  that  the 
faith  of  his  government's  pledged,  but  he  deliberately  refuses  to  re- 
deem it.

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COMMUNICATION  FROM  HIS  EXCELLENCY  fHE 
GOTERNOR. 

State  of  South  Carolina,  Executive  Depaktment,    ' 

Charleston,  Maroh  28,  1861. 
To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Convention : 

Gentlemen  :  Oo  the  12th  day  of  February  last,  the  Confederate 
GoFeroment  adopted  the  following  resolution  : 

*'  Resolved,  That  this  Government  takes  tinder  its  charge  the  ques- 
tions and^iffionlties  now  existing  between  several  States  of  this  Con- 
federacy and  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  relating  to  the 
occupation  of  Forts,  Arsenals,  Navy  Yards,  and  other  public  establish- 
ments ;  and  that  the  President  of  the  Congress  be  directed  to  commu- 
nicate this  resolution  to  the  Governors  of  the  States." 

And  on  the  1st  day  of  March,  the  Secretary  of.  War  wrote  me  in  the 
following  language : 

''  Under  this  Act  the  President  directs  me  to  inform  you  that  he  as- 
sumes control  of  all  the  military  operations  of  your  State,  having  refer- 
ence to,  or  connected  with,  questions  between  your  State .  and  powers 
foreign  to  it. 

"  He  also  directs  me  to  request  you  to  communicate  to  the  Depart- 
ment without  delay,  the  quantity  and  character  of  arms  and  munitions 
of  war  which  have  been  acquired  from  the  United  States,  and  which 
are  now  in  the  Forts,  Arsenals  and  Navy  Yards  of  your  State,  and  all ' 
other  arms  and  munitions  which  your  State, may  desire  to  turn  over  and 
make  chargeable  to  this  Government.''* 

The  Provisional  Government  for  the  Confederate  States  was  created 
by  your  authority,  through  delegates  appointed  to  meet  other  delegates 
from  all  the  seceding  States,  and,  therefore,  I  consider  the  acts  of  the 
Provisional  Goternment  as  binding  upon  South  Carolina.  By  virtue 
of  this  acLthority,  the  President  of  the  Confederate  Government,  on  the 
third  of  this  month,  placed  General  Beauregard  in  full  command  of  all 
forces  in  actual  service,  in  and  around  Charleston.  He  is  a  scientific 
and  thoronghrbred  officer,  and  n«  appointment  could  have  been  more 
acceptable. 
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I  did  Dot  think  I  was  fullj  authorized  to  transfer  the  enlisted  forces 
of  South  Carolina  over  to  the  Confederate  OoTemment,  because  their 
enlistment  was  in  the  nature  of  a  contract  with  the  State)  the  conditions 
of  which  could  not  be  varied,  except  by  the  authority  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

I  have  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War  of  the  Confederate  States 
a  full  and  accurate  list  of  the  officers  that  have  been  appointed  in  the 
regular  enlisted  service  of  this  State,  and  took  occasion  to  say  that  I 
would  refer  the  matter  to  the. Convention  to  determine  and  fix  the  con- 
ditions upon  which  this  force  should  bd  transferred  over  to  the  Confed- 
erate Government.  It  was  a  force  raised  under  peculiar  circumstances 
of  great  excitement  and  peril,  and  the  officers  have  been  selected  with 
strict  regard,  in  most  instances,  to  military  services  heretofore  ren- 
dered in  the  late  Mexican  war,  or  in  reference  to  their  rank  and  posi- 
tion in  the  late  United  States  army. 

.  I  respectfully  urge,  therefore,  that  the  Convention  may  preserve  their 
rank  and  commissions,  as  far  as  possible,  in  any  arrangement  or  trans- 
fer they  may  make  of  them  to  the  Confederate  Government  Thi^  force 
was  enlisted  for  one  year,  and  in  any  events  that  may  arise,  it  will  re- 
quire at  least  six  hundred  men  to  garrison  the  forts  in  CharlestonJia^- 
bor ;  and  it  will  also  require  a  company  permanently  stationed  at  the 
mouth  of  Stono,  and  one  near  Georgetown ;  at  least  one,  if  not  inore,  at 
and  near  Beaufort ;  in  all  eight  hundred  men.  If  there  should  be  any 
continued  aj^itation  or  apprehension  of  protracted  war,  then,  of  course, 
it  would  require  many  more.  If  the  Confederate  Government  would 
receive  this  enlisted  force  with  their  officers,  then  they  might  consti- 
tute, for  their  term  of  service,  the  permanent  garrison  force  on  the  sea- 
coast  of  South  Carolina.  We  happened  to  be  the  pioneer  State  in  the 
great  movements  that  have  taken  place  in  the  last  three  months,  and 
this  force  was  suddenly  raised  under  circumstances  requiring  the  stern- 
est character.  They  have  served  faithfully,  and  their  General  has  been 
a  brave  and  meritorious  officer  in  the  Palmetto  Eegiment  through  the 
Mexican  war,  and  of  great  experience  as  Adjutant  and  Inspector  Gen- 
eral, appointed  by  the  Legislature  for  many  years.  The  other  field 
officers  and  captains,  with  but  a  single  exception,  have  also  either 
served  through  the  same  war,  or  been  graduates  of  West  Point,  and 
officers  in  the  United  States  Army.  It  n\ay  then  be  said,  as  far  as  offi- 
cers are  concerned,  to  be  as  efficient  a  force  for  the  number  as  can  be 
obtained. 

I,  therefore,  most  re<ipectfully  urge  that  the  Convention  will  effecta- 
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allj  guard  and  preserve  their  rigbts  in  any  arraDgement  or  disposition 
tbej  may  adopt  in  reference  to  their  transfer  to  the  Confederate  Got- 
emmeni.  The  high-toned  and  noble  regiment,  commanded  by  Colonel 
Greggj  was  organized  under  resolutions  adopted  by  your  body.  They 
were  called  forth  at  a  time  when  we  expected  an  immediate  conflict  of 
arms,  and  under  the  powers  granted  me  by  the  Convention,  I  entrustedy 
to  a  great  extent,  their  formation  to  their  patriotic  and  gifted  comman- 
der. The  term  of  service  for  which  they  volunteered  was  only  six 
months,  and  I  believe  they  do  not  propose  a  longer  term  now,  unless 
there  sUbuld  be  some  prospect  of  a  more  general  state  of  hostilities. 
But  I  communicate  with  this  a  report  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  and 
refer  tQ  the  details  there  presented  for  a  more  full  account  of  the 
forces  that  have  been  employed.  I  most  cordially  adopt  that  report, 
and  recommend  its  clear  and  truthful  representations  to  the  earnest 
attention  of  the  Convention. 

I  send  on,  also,  with  this,  copies  of  all  letters  that  have  passed,  in 
relation  to  the  military  forces  of  this  State,  from  myself  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Confederate  States,  and  the  Secretaries  of  War  and  Navy, 
together  with  their  replies.  I  make  this  communication  in  order  that 
the  Convention  may  fully  understand  all  that  has  been  done,  ysd  the 
particular  interests  involved.  I  doubt  the  right  to 'make  the  transfer 
of  these  forces  and  fix  the  conditions  that  maybe  necessary,  except 
through  the  Convention. 

I  also  communicate,  with  this,  reports  from  the  different  heads  of 
Bureaus  or  Departments,  and  refer  with  great  satisfaction  to  them,  as 
Dot  only  showing  the  ability  and  faithfulness  with  which  each  one  of 
them  has  administered  the  affairs,  under 'his  particular  charge,  but  also 
to  show,  that  if  the  Executive  has  been  at  all  successful  in  administer- 
ing the  duties  of  office,  it  was  principally  owing  to  the  very  able 
Council  with  which  he  was  surrounded.  It  was  by  a  resolution  of  the 
Convention  that  this  Council  Was  appointed.  One  of  its  most  useful 
and  patriotic  members  has  been  transferred  to  the  Administration  of 
the  Confederate  Government ;  and  I  have  appointed  the  Hon.  Edward 
Frost  a  member  of  the  Council  in  his  place.  It  was  required  by  the 
resolution  appointing  this  Council,  that  I  should  refer  any  nomination 
to  your  body  for  confirmation.  I,  therefore,  now  respectfully  refer  to 
you  this  nomination  for  your  confirmation. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  report  from  the  Treasury  Department,  that 
ovr  expenditures  have  been  $640,817  (six  hundred  and  forty  thousand 
three  hufidred  and  sevanteea  dollars) ;  of  this  amount,  $195^00  was 
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expended  by  the  Ordnance  Board.  This  includes  what  haB  been  ex- 
pended for  ordnance  and  munitions  of  all  kinds.  As  to  all  expenses 
incurred  since  the  20th  December  last,  the  day  on  which  South  Caro- 
lina seceded  from  the  old  Confederacy,  I  take  it  for  granted  'the  Got- 
ernment  of  the  Confederate  States  will  become  responsible  to  us  for  the 
amount,  as.it  was  incurred  in  defence  of  a  oommop  cause,  and  particu- 
larly as  the  Confederate  Ooyernment  expressly  assumed  jurisdiction  of 
all  questions  between  us  and  any  other  Governments  relating  to  defences 
and  military  operations. 

It  will  be  perceived  that,  through  a  communication  from  th%  Secre- 
tary of  War  at  Montgomery,  I  was  particularly  requested  to  turn  over 
all  arms  and  munitions  received  from  the  Arsenal  of  the  United  States  in 
this  city,  and  also  all  other  arms  I  might'.think  proper.  I  suppose  the 
ordnance  and  arms  the  State  owned  itself,  which  were  purchased  in 
1850  and  1851,  might  with  great  propriety  be  retained  by  the  State 
now ;  as  also  some  small  arms  in  the  late  United  States  Arsenal,  essen- 
tial to  arm  our  volunteer  force  if  called  into  service,  ought  to  be  retained } 
but  all  ordnance  and  munitions  of  war  procured  and  purchased  recently, 
might  be  very  appropriately  turned  over  to  the  Confederate  Govern  • 
ment;  and  I  most  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to 
this  subject,  as  cotinected  with  any  arrangement  they  might  make  in 
reference  to  the  transfer  of  our  regular  forces  to  the  Confederate 
States. 

I  herewith  tmnsmit  the  Ordinances  and  Resolutions  of  the  different 
States  that  have  seceded,  and  would  call  attention  to  the  obvious  pro- 
priety of  providing  for  them,  together  with  our  own  Ordinance  on  the 
same  subject,  some  suitable  place  of  safe  deposit.  They  are  the  sim- 
ple, but  authentic  records  of  events  well  calculated  to  produpe  a  pro- 
found impression  upon  the  future  destiny  of  our  countiy. 

Heretofore  in  the  history  of  the  world,  the  great  struggle  has  been 
to  secure  the  personal  rights  of  individuals.  In  former  times,  the 
power  of  government  absorbed  all  individual  or  personal  rights  of  citi- 
zens. But  our  English  ancestors  by  their  sturdy  virtues,  engrailed,  at 
different  periods,  such  grants  and  restrictions  upon  the  British  Constitu- 
tion, as  effectually  secured  personal  rights,  and  as  far  as  that  branch 
pf  liberty  is  involved,  they  made  it  as  perfect  as  in  any  other  country. 

.To  secure  the  political  rights  of  separate  and  independent  commu- 
nities, required  a  higher  and  broader  range  of  political  experience. 
The  guarantees  for  personal  rights  in  England  was  a  great  advance 
over  th^  old  feudal  system  of  Europe;  and  it  was  then  left  to  the  sepa- 
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rate  Suies  of  America  to  develop  a  higher  eiperience  over  a  larger 
extent  of  territory^  in  those  guarantees  necessary  to  secure  the  local 
rights  of  separate  and  independent  eommnnities,  united  under  one 
oommoD  government.  x 

The  old  Constitution  was  intended  to  effect  Jthis  advance  in  the 
science  of  government,  and  if  it  had  been  properly  administered, 
would  have  contined  to  develop  the  mighty  resources  and  power  of  a 
wonderful  people.  But,  under  the  combination  of  ambition  with 
tapaticism,  they  attempted  to  organize  the  great  masses  of  the  people, 
80  as  t<l  act  together  in  a  consolidated  oAajority,  and  administer  the 
common  government  without  regard  to  the  sacred  guarantees  by  which 
the  local  rights  and  interests  of  separate  communities  should  be  pre- 
served under  the  absolute  control  of  their  separate  governments. 
This,  of  course,  reversed  the  whole  philosophy  of  oi^r  peculiar  system, 
and  if  permitted  to  become  successful,  would  have  given  us  no  advance 
over  the  European  system  of  government.  In  fact,  it  would  have 
placed  us  behind  them  in  progress,  for  many  of  their  most  enlightened 
and  powerful  governments  asserted  the  doctrine  and  acted  upon  it, 
that  governments  and  dynasties  can  be  changed  by  popular  sovereignty 
expressed  through  universal  suffrage,  in  independent  communities; 
and  they  avow  this  as  a  substitute  for  the  old^  theory  of  divine  and 
hereditary  right. 

Under  our  old  articles  of.  confederation  the  government  had  ^failed, 
and  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  grew  out  of  the  force  of 
circumstances,  and  was  adopted  in  order  to  secure,  at  that  period,  a 
more  perfect  union  to  enable  us  to  Resist  foreign  aggression.  We  have 
outgrown*  that  state  of -things,  and  the  danger  lately  was  not  from 
foreign  aggression,  but  from  internal  corruption,  and  from  an  assump- 
tion in  parts  and  majorities,  of  absolute  government  over  other  parts, 
without  refence  to  the  limitations  and  reservations  of  the  compact. 
Thus,  that  Constitution  ran  its  career  and  fulfilled  its  destiny,  under 
the  perverted  and  vitiated  idea  that'  we  were  a  consolidated  people. 
Under  prejudices  fostered  by  designing  men,  and  under  the  worst  pas- 
sions inflamed  by^  bad  men,  an  absolute  majority  \fas  created,  who 
assumed  that  their  will  must  necessarily  be  the  government,  instead  of  • 
the  fixed  principles  of  the  Constitution,  which  were  intended  to  guard 
the  local  rights  and  interests  of  the  separate  and  independent  commu- 
nities which  composed  the  Confederacy  of  States. 

Our  State,  true  to  the  great  principles  upon  which  the  Confederacy 
was  formed;  and  true  to  those  great  and  progressive  ideas  which  were 
65 
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80  identified  with  American  ladependenoe,  was  forced  to  resume  lier 
origioal  powers  of  goveromcnt }  and  if  she  succeeds  in  engrafting 
the  fundamental  right  of  a  separate  and  independent  State  to  with- 
draw from  anj  Confederacy  that  may  he  formed,  whenever  her  people, 
in  sovereign  convention  assemhlad,  shall  so  decide,  then  she  will  have 
made  another  advance  in  the  science  of  government,  and  added  another 
guarantee  to  the  great  principle  of  civil  liberty.  And  if  this  princi* 
pie  could  be  secured  without  an  appeal  to  arms  and  blood,  it  would 
show  that  the  country  has  progressed  in  civilization  and  intelligence, 
so  far  as  to  be  able  to  settle  all  controversies  and  issues  involving  politi- 
cal rights  by  an  appeal  to  reajson,  to  interest,  to  free  discussion,  to  con- 
ventions, to.  treaties  and  covenants,  rather  than  by  an  appeal  to  brutal 
force. 

True,  we  have  encountered  misrepresentation  and  abuse,  and  for  a 
people  so  small  in  numbers  as  we  are,  to  make  such  an  issue  as  we  did, 
was  full  of  danger  and  difficulty. 

But  no  people  are  fit  to  be  &ee  unless  they  are  able  to  treat  denun- 
ciation with  indifference  and  to  meet  danger  with  fortitude. 

From  peculiar  circumstances,  South  Carolina  was  called  on  to  take 
the  first  step  in  this  march  to  independence.  She  had  to  encounter 
the  first  shock  in  the  bitterness  and  fierce  passiops  of  our  opponents. 
Those  who  had  mastered  the  power  of  the  Government,  and  were 
fondly  gazing  on  the  rich  and  ripe  fruit  supposed  to  be  just  withia 
their  grasp,  naturally  exasperated  in  disappointment,  caused  Ijy  this 
State  interposing  to  arrest  them  in  their  lawless  career  of  mad  ambition 
aud  wild  fanaticism^  Fot  a  period  we  were  surrounded  with  great  dif- 
ficulties, and  threatened  with  danger  that  appeared  imminent. 

^\s  far  as  the  Executive  is  concerned,  I  always  considered  that  the 
peculiar  mission  of  this  State  was,  by  a  firm  and  temperate  course,  to 
lay  the  foundation  of  a  new  Confederacy  of  States,  homogeneous  ia 
feeling  and  interest,  with  such  institutions  and  domestic  civilization  as 
would  unite  them  in  one  common  destiny,  with  a  government  devoted 
to  their  peace  and  safety,  and  with  no  interest  to  produce  the  slightest 
aggression  upon  other  people ;  but  deeply  interested  to  develop  those 
productions  that  are  so  largely  demanded  in  the  peaceful  pursuits  of 
mankind,  and  entering  so  largely  into  the  comforts  and  progressive 
civilization  of  the  world. 

When  this  State  first  withdrew  from  the  Federal  Union,  I  felt  that 
we  bore,  on  one  side,  critical  relations  to  the  Confederacy  we  had  left, 
and  also  very  delicate  and  peculiar  relations  to  those  slave  States  who

constituted  the  border  of  the  Sovthem  States,  and  we  had  still  higher 
and  more  sacred  duties  and  relations  toward  our  sister  States  of  the 
Soikth,  who  were  expected  nobly  to  come  to  our  side  in  the  formation 
of  a  new  Confederacy. 

All  these  relations  made  our  course  quite  complicated,  and  full  of 
deep  obligations.  In  administering  the  duties  of  the  Executive  office, 
I  can  truly  say  that  I  never,  for  one  moment,  lost  sight  of  the  relations 
our  State  bore  to  all,  and  it  has  ever  been  my  endeavor,  while  Sustain* 
ing  her  separate  rights  and  independence,  never  to  do  anything  that 
might  show  indifference  to  any  of  the  great  complicated  interests  and 
relations  with  which  she  was  surrounded. 

When  your  illustrious  body  adjoumed,^yon^  saw  ^the  ^State  standing 
alone,  surrounded  with  peril,  and  clouds  resting  upon  the  futuVe.  Un- 
der the  kind  dispensations  of  a  superiDtendingTrovidence,  I  am  i^ow 
able  to  present  her  to  you  under  a  brighter  day,  surrounded  by  sister 
States  rich  in  their  resources,  with  their^brave  and  patriotic  sons  stand- 
ing as  a  guard  in  the  portals  of  a  new  -temple,  reared  by  our  common 
councils,  and  dedicated  to  the  separate  sovereignty  of  free  and  inde- 
pendent States,

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  STATE. 

Stat6  op  South  Carolina, 
Executive  Office,  Department  of  State, 
Charleston,  24th  March,  1861. 

Sir  :  Id  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  the  Executive  Council,  I  beg 
respectfully  to  report  to  jofi  such  matters  transacted  in  the  department 
of  the  Executive  Council  under  mj  eharge,  as  may  be  of  interest  to 
the  Convention. 

The  printed  series  of  Executive  Documents  which  accompany  this 
report,  will  fully  and  sufficiently  explain  the  circumstances  which  in- 
duced them.  To  these,  no  more  particular  reference  is  necessaiy, 
than  such  as  it  may  be  proper  to  make  in  explanation  of  the  missioQ 
committed  to  the  Hon.  I.  W.  Hayne.  The  real  purpose  of  that  mis- 
sion was  to  determine  with  precision  the  precise  position  occupied  by 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  to  the  State  of  South  Carolina. 
The  repulse  of  the  '*  Star  of  the  West"  changed,  or  rather  defined  more 
sharply,  the  former  relations  of  «the  State ;  and  the  communication  of 
the  commander  of  Fort  Sumter  required  that  the  power  to  execute  a 
purpose  like  that  threatened  by  him,  should  not  be  within  the  control 
of  any  one  longer  than  was  necessary  to  accomplish  its  overthrow. 
To  demand' the  surrender  of  the  Fort  therefore,  became  a  duty;  and  if 
a  duty,  to  transfer  the  demand. to  the  Government  by  which  only  the 
transfer  could  be  ordered,  was  manifestly  proper.  In  the  prosecution 
of  the  demand,  it  was  regarded  as  fortunate  that  circumstances  not 
invited  by  the  State,  but  yet  commanding  its  respectful  attention, 
should  have  intervened ;  and  that  these  should  have  led  to  the  exposure 
of  the  pretended  grounds,  upon  which  the  maintenance  of  Fort  Sumter 
was  rested  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States;  a\id,  at  the  same 
time,  in  a  just  deference  to  the  wishes  of  sister  States,  have  incident- 
ally involved  a  delay  of  groat  consequence  to  the  State  in  the  prepara- 
*tion  of  its  defences. 

Among  the  papers  of  this  Department  which  are  not  published|  but 
which  may  be  of  interest,  are  the  despatches  communicated  to  the 
Commissioners  of  the  State  to  the  several  States,  then  about  to  secede. 
These  despatches  show  the  interest  taken  in  the  welfare  of  that  State 
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supposed  to  be  tbe  most  defenoeless.  The  Commissioner  to  Florida 
was  requested  to  giro  to  that  State  the  assurance  that  i{p  cause  was  re- 
garded by  the  other  States  with  as  much  solicitude  as  tl^ir  own ;  and 
that  in  anticipation  of  the  Convention  oC^he  seceding  States,  a  common 
necessity  should  induce  a  common  obligation  on  these  States  to  share 
with  each  other  the  means  of  defence,  or  the  dangers  of  attack.  The 
more  full  expression  of  these  opinions  will  be  found  in  the  copies  of 
despatches  herewitK  enclosed. 

No  occasion  has  arisen,  in  which  it  was  considered  necessary,  during 
the  separate  condition  of  the  State,  to  require  distinctly  from  the 
representative  of  any  Foreign  Power  the  recognition  of  its  political  in- 
dependence, except  in  the  case  of  the  appointment  of  a  successor  to  the 
Spanish  Consul,  at  this  port.  The  communication  then  addressed  to 
Mr.  Mod  dado,  will  show  the  course  pursued  in  regard  to  such  officials 
within  the  State.  Upon  the  ascertainment  of  the  fact,  that  the 
President  of  the  United  States  had  recognized  a  successor  to  Mr. 
Moncado,  a  letter  was  addressed  to  that  gentleman,  informing  him 
that  his  successor  would  not  be  allowed  to  exercise  his  office  within 
the  limits  of  the  State,  unlesrhe  would  present  his  oredentiab,  and  be 
recognised  by  the  Governor  of  this  State.  The  hope  was  expressed 
that  the  Conshl  who  was  then  in  office  should  be  allowed  to  remain  at 
this  port.  *  The  letter  was  communicated  by  the  Spanish  Consul  to  the 
Spanbh  Minister  at  Washington.  The  successor  who  was  recognized, 
has  not,  however,  appeared.  At  this  stage  of  the  correspondence,  the 
papers  were  transferred  to  the  Department  of  State  at  Montgomery. 

The  several  documents,  as'  directed  by  a  resolution  of  the  Convention, 
have  been  .  delivered  to  the  representatives  of  Foreign  Powers,  at 
Washington.  It  wa^  intended  that  a  Special  Commissioner  should  be 
sent  to  the  principal  Courts  of  Europe.  But  the  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention of  the  seceding  States  at  an  early  day,  and  other  considerations, 
also,  of  a  controlling  character,  led  to  the  conclusion  that,  under  the 
circumstances,  it  would  be  most  expedient  not  to  send  any  persons 
charged  with  that  duty.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  WAR. 

Executive  Office,  Department  of  War, 
Charleston,  S.  C,  March  25th,  1861. 
To  His  Exoellency  Governor  Pickens: 

Sir  :  Id  compliance  with  a  resolution  6f  the  Ezecntive  Connoil, 
requiring  the  several  heads  of  Departments  to  malce  a  report  to  your 
Excellency  of  such  matters  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  information  of 
the  present  condition  of  the  State,  and  of  the  policy  and  acts  of  each 
of  the  Executive  Departments,  since  the  •adjournment  of  the  Conven- 
tion, I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  a  brief  summary  of  what  has 
been  done  in  the  Department  with  which  I  have  been  entrusted. 

At  the. rising  of  the  Convention,  on  the  5th  of  January  last,  the 
important  and  almost  exclusive  subject  Which  engaged  our  attention 
was  the  occupation,  by  a  hostile  force,  of  an  almost  impregnable  fortress 
within  our  harbor,  and  the  chief  difficulty  with  which  we  had  to  con- 
tend, arose  from  the  extreme  want  of  every  offensive  preparation  for 
the  reduction  of  the  fort,  or  for  preventing  the  entrance  of  reinforce- 
ments within  our  waters.  The,  great  want  was  the  very  insufficient 
supply  of  ammunition  and  implements  for  guns  of  heavy  calibre.  Of 
cannon  powder,  27,000  lbs.  only  were  in  the  possef^sion  of  the  State, 
and  of  this  ^  considerable  quantity  had  been  sent  to  the  batteries 
erected  to  defend  the  entrances  to  the  harbors  of  Georgetown  and 
Beaufort,  which  left  less  than  20,000  lbs.  near  this  city,  or  not  more 
than  sufficient  to  have  kept  up  a  fire  for  three  hours  on  the  day  when 
the  "  Star  of  the  West "  approached  within  our  bar.  Of  shot  and 
shell  the  supply  was  in  the  same  meagre  proportion,  except  of  24- 
pounder  shot,  which  had  been  left  at  Fort  Moultrie  when  that  fort 
was  evacuated  by  the  troops  of  the  United  States.  Added  to  this,  the 
guns  which  had  been  spiked,  and  the  gun  carriages  burnt,  at  Fort 
Moultrie,  had  not  been  replaced;  not  a  battery  had  been  erected 
which  bore  on  Fort'Sumter,  and  the  approaches  to  the  harbor  wero 
only  defended  by  the  uninjured  guns  at  Fort  Moultrie  and  three  24- 
pounder  guns,  mounted  en  barbette,  on  a  hastily  constructed  and  im* 
perfect  earth* work,  on  Morris'  Island.

SiDoe  the  time  mentioDed,  the  supply  of  eannoD  powder  has  been 
iocreased  to  240,450  lbs.,*  with  40,000  lbs.  of  masket,  and  46,900 
lbs.  of  ride  powder.  Besides  this,  i^  .large  qnantitj  of  ord nance  stores, 
as  shells,  balls,  friction  tubes,  perouss'^on  caps,  lead,  cartridge  paper, 
cartridge  bags,  artillery,  infantiy  and  rifle  equipments,  have  been 
purchased,  and  they  are  now  on  hand  or  in  the  course  of  construction 
and  manufaeture,  through  the  indefatigable  labors  of  the  Board  of  Ord- 
nance. During  the  same  period,  three  9-iooh  Dahlgren  guns  and  seven 
10-ineh  mortars  have  been  purchased,  together  with  six  hundred  and 
fifty  Enfield  rifles  and  five  hundred  Colt's  navy  revolvers. 

The  corps  of  Engineers 'have  been  likewise  unremittingly  employed 
in  the  construction  of  works  for  the  reduction  of  Fort  Sumter,  and  the 
defence  of  the  entrances  to  the  harbor.  At  Fort  Moultrie,  on  Sulli- 
van's Island,  the  injured  guns  have  been  replaced^  and  all,  amounting 
to  thirty-eight  in  number,  of  various  calibres,  have  been  protected  by 
well  constructed  merlons;  the  magazine  has  been  made  bomb-proof, 
and  other  works  have  been  erected  for  the  security  of  the  garrison.  To. 
the  east  of  Fort  Moultrie^  on  the  same  Island,  the  entrance  to  Maffit's 
channel  has  been  defended  by  a  battery  of.  one  8-inch  howitzer,  two 
*o2-pounders,  and  two  24-pounder8.  Between  that  battery  and  Fort 
31ou]trie  there  is  a  mixed  battery  of  three  10-ioch  mortars  and  two 
82-puundcr8.  '  West  of  Fort  Moultrie,  at  about  two  hundred  yards 
distance  from  the  fort,  a  battery  of  two  10-inch  mortars  has  been 
erected ;  and  an  enfilade  battery  of  two  82  and  two  24-pounders  has 
been  erected  at  a  point  of  Sullivan's  Island  nearest  to  Fort  Sumter. 
Besides  these  on  Sullivan's  Island,  there  are  two  12-pounder  guns  and 
a  full  field-battery  of  artillery  at  Breach  inlet,  at  the  extreme  eastern 
point  of  the  Island. 

On  Morris'  Island,  at  Cummings'  Point,  a  battery  of  four  mortals 
has  been  erected.  Near  this,  a  battery  of  three  8-inch  columbiadb, 
covered  with  heavy  timbers  and  railroad  iron.  At  the  termination  of 
the  parallel,  or  covered  way,  there  is  a  mortar  battery  of  two  mortars. 
These  all  bear  on  Fort  Sumter.  The  channel  is  defended  by  a  battery 
designated  as  battery  G.  of  two  8-inch  howitzers;  by  battery  F,  of  two 
Sinck  howitzers  and  two  42-pounders ;  by  battery  E,  of  one  8-inch 
columbiad;  by  battery  D,  of  two  8-inch  columbiads ;  by  battery  C,  of 
two  24-pounder8i  by  battery  B,  of  two  24  pounders ;  by  "Star  of  the 

'*This  does  not  include  ^5,000  lbs.  of  powder  purchaaed  at  Richmond,  as  can- 
non powder,  but  which  is  of  little  use  .except  for  blasting  purposes. 
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West"  battery,  of  four  24-pounder8 ;  by  sunken  batteiy  of  two  9-inch 
Dahlgren  guns;  by  a  batteiy  at  Vinegar  Hill,  of  two  24-pounders ; 
and  by  two  24-pounders  and  two  12-pounders  at  Light  House  inlet. 

At  Fort  Johnson,  on  James'  Island,  there  are  two  mortar  batteries, 
of  two  10-inch  mortars  in  each,  and  one  gun  battery  of  one  24-pounder. 

At  Fort  Palmetto,  on  Cole's  Island,  near  the  mouth  of  Stono  riyer, 
there  is  a  battery  of  two  24-pounders  and  two  IS-pounders. 

At  Battery  Island,  on  Stono  river,  four  24-poundera  have  been  or- 
dered to  be  placed  in  battery. 

'  A  mortar  battery  of  three  mortars  is  in  the  cojirse  of  construction 
near  Mount  Pleasant. 

A  floating  battery,  strongly  made,  and  cased  in  front  with  iron 
plates,  has  been  constructed  to  breach  the  facade  of  Fort  Sumter,  to- 
wards James'  Island.  This  battery  has  been  mounted  with  two  42 
and  two  82-pounders. 

Besides  the  above-mentioned  guns  in  position,  there  are  thirty-nine 
guns  of  different  kinds  and  calibres,  at  the  Citadel,  most  of  which  are 
not  mounted,  and  there  are  four  heavy  10-inch  mortars  just  received, 
and  one  9-inch  Dahlgren  ^un  expected  momentarily  from  Richmond. 

To  ihan  the  different  batteries  and  fortifications  mentioned,  and  to 
prevent  the  landing  of  a  hostile  force  on  Sullivan's  and  Morris'  Island, 
the  troops  are  distributed  as  follows :  On  Sullivan's  Island  there  are 
thirteen  hundred  and  ninety-four  men,  consisting  of  artillery,  in- 
fantry and  a  detachment  of  dragoons,  the  whole  under  the  command 
of  Brigadier  General  Bunovant.  On  Morris  Island,  there  are  thir- 
teen hundred  and  fifty-six  men,  consisting  of  artillery  and  infantry, 
under  the  command  of  Col.  Maxcy  Gregg.  At  Fort  Johnson 
there  are  one  hundred  enlisted  men,  under  Capt.  James;  thirty-one 
enlisted  men,  under  Lieut.  Blanding,  at  Castle  Pinckney,*  and  one 
hundred  and  forty-six  men,  composed  of  artillery  and  infantry,  under 
Capt.  Pope,  at  Fort  Palmetto,  making  in  all,  three  thousand  and 
twenly-seven  men ;  which  force  has  been  placed  under  the  command 
of  Brigadier  General  Beauregard,  an  officer  of  the  army  ot  the  Confed- 
erate States  of  America.  « 

Under  the  resolution  of  the  Convention,  authorizing  your  Excellency 
<<  to  receive  into  the  service  of  the  State,  for  a  period  not  exceeding

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iiz  moDtha,  saoh  YoliiDteer  Companies  as  may  tender  their  services," 
a  Regiment,  under  the  command  of  Col.  Mazoy  Oregg,  was  promptly 
raised,  which  amounted  at  the' date  of  the  last  Morning's  Report,  to 
one  thousand  and  fifty-nine  men,  including  officers. 

Under  another  resolution  of  the  Convention,  authorizing  your  Ex- 
cellency to  raise  a  regiment  of  enlisted  men,  and  an  Act  of  the  Legis- 
lature, amending  a  resolution  of  the  Convention,  *^  creating  a  Military 
Estahlishment  for  the  State  of  South  Carolina  and  for  other  purposes," 
which  authorizes  the  raising  of  a  Regiment  of  Infantry,  a  Battalion  of 
Artillery,  and  a  Squadron  of  Cavalry,  nine  hundred  and  sixty  men 
have  been  enlisted,  and  are  now  on  duty,  under  the  command  of  Briga- 
dier General  R.  G-.  M.  Dunovant. 

Sy  an  Act  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America,  entitled,  an  '<  Act 
to  raise  Provisional  Forces  for  the  Confederate  States  of  America,"  it 
is- provided  that  the  I'l-esident  be  authorized  to  receive  into  the  service 
of  that  Oovernment,  such  forces,  now  m  the  service  of  the  States,  as 
may  be  tendered,  or  who  may  volunteer  by  consent  of  their  State,  by 
companies,  battalions  or  regiments,  for  any  time  not  less  than  one  year^ 
with  power  in  the  President  of  the  Confederate  States  to  appoint  the 
officers  above  the  rank  of  Colonel.  As  this  Act  of  the  Confederate 
States  comes  in  conflict  with  certain  laws  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, and  as  it  is  probable  that  in  any  constitutional  compact  which  this 
State  may  enter  into  with  other  States,  the  maintenance  of  troops,  in 
time  of  peace,  will  be  prohibited,  I  would  suggest  to  your  Excellency 
the  propriety  of  recommending  to  the  Convention  such  modifications  of 
our  laws  on  the  subject,  as  may  relieve  it  of  its  present  embarrassments., 

Under  **  An  Act  to  provide  an  Armed  Military  Force,"  nine  Regi- 
ments of  infantry  have  been  received  and  organized  into  four  Brigades 
and  one  Division.  This  formation  does  not  include  two  Regiments 
now  in  the  process  of  organization,  or  the  troops  of  the  City  of  Charles- 
ton. The  country  troops  already  organized  have  been  very  impatient 
under  the  Restraints  necessary  to  keep  them  in  reserve  for  a  period  of 
greater  trial  to  the  State,  if  that  should  unhappily  occur;  but  it  has 
hitherto  been  thought  advisable  not  to  muster  them  into  service,  as  no' 
one  could  anticipate  what  line  of  military  operations  ft  would  be  expe- 
dient to  adopt,  or  where,  or  in  what  manner,  our  enemies  might  attack 
OS,  and  as  the  number  of  troops  necessary  for  the  exigencies  of  tfie 
service  were  supplied  by  the  patriotic  devotion  of  the  militia  of 
Charleston,  with  the  addition  of  a  spirited  corps  of  artillery  from  Co- 
lumbia; the  order  to  call  the  others  down  to  this  point,  has  been  sus- 
60 
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pended  from  time  to  time,  in  almost  dailj  ezpeotation  that  the  state  of 
armed  preparation  would  cease,  or  that  a  larger  force  would  become 
necessary.  The  financial  objection  was^afto  not  without  weight,  as  the 
Legislature  has  not  been  profuse  in  its  estimates  for  the  number  of  men 
even  now  in  the  field,  and  the  call  for  the  volunteere  for  twelve  months 
would  entail  a  yerj  considerable  additional  expense  to  the  State,  as 
well  as  occasion  great  sacrifices  to  the  individual  members  composing 
the  country  troops. 

The  Departments  of  the  Quartermaster  General  and  of  the  Commis- 
sary Qeneral,  those  common  sources  of  complaint  in  an  army,  have  been 
satisfactorily  conducted  by  the  active  and  competent  officerB  at  the  head 
of  those  Departments.  The  duties  of  the  Quicrtermaster  General  have 
been  largely  increased  by  the  frequent  and  unusual  calls  upon  his  J)e- 
^  partment  from  the  varied  nature  of  the  operation^  carried  on  for  several 
months;  and  the  expenses  have  been  necessarily  large,  from  the  means*' 
employed  for  transporting  troojlfe,  provisions  and  materials  to  the  differ-, 
ent  posts  in  and  near  the  harbor  of  Charleston.  I  am  gratified  to  be 
able  to  state,  on  the  authority  of  the  Commissary  General,  that  notwith- 
standing the  comparative  high  prices  of«  provisions,  occasioned  by  the 
unusual  demand,  the  cost  of  a  ration  has  been,  so  fkr,  below  nineteen 
cents.  ,     . 

The  arrangements  of  the  Department  of  the  Surgeon  General  have 
been  equally  satisfactory;  and  it  gives  me  much  satisfaction  to  report 
that  the  health  of  the  troops  has  been  excellent. 

I  am  unwilling  to  close  this  report  without  making  more  particular 
,  mention  of  the  Spirit  and  efficiency  of  the  troops  now  in  the  service  of 
the  State.  I  have  never  seen  a  better  class  of  recruits  than  those  re- 
dbntly  enlisted  into  our  service ;  and  under  the  training  of  their  very 
competent  and  diligent  officers,  they,  especially  the  first  enlisted^  have 
become  well  drilled  and  steady  soldiers. 

It  was  very  gratifying  to  witness  the  alacrity  with  which  the  Tolun- 
teers  for  six  months  answered  the  call  of  the  Convention  for  their 
services,  and  thereby  fully  entitled  themselves  to  the  appellation  of 
**  Minute  Men,"  under  which  name  they  had  organized  themselree. 
Since  they  hav&  been  mustered  into  service  they  have  shown  the 
utmost  patienctd  of  discipline;  and  whether  at  the  drill,  or  in  the 
trenches,  they  have  come  fully  up  to  every  requirement  of  a  citizen 
soldier  of  South  Carolina.  These  companies,  drawn  ^raddenly  from  the 
interior  of  the  State,  are  composed  of  the  best  material  in  their  respec- 
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tive  distriots;  and  I  venture  the  aBsertlon,  that  a  more  efficieat  or 
saperior  regiment  haa  seldom  been  asseifibled  ander  one  standard. 

Of  the  militia  of  the  Ci^  of  Charleston,  and  of  the  Company  of 
Artillery  from  Columbia,  I  oannot  speak  too  highly.  It  is  a  constant 
source  of  pride  and  pleasure  to  witness  their  prompt  obedience  to  eyery 
command,  their  willing  performance  of  every  duty,  however  unsuited 
to  their  previous  modes  of  life,  and  the  ready  sacrifice  of  their  private 
interests  to  the  higher  call  of  duty  to  their  State;  and  it  would  appear 
that  there  was  a  generous  emulation  amongst  them  who  could  endure 
suoH  sacrifices  and  privations  the  longest  without  a  murmur. 

The  same  patriotic  feeling  of  self-abnegation  haa  been  exhibited  by 
^the  citizens  of  Charleston  not  on  duty,  many  of  whom,  engaged  in  busi- 
ness involving  large  risks,  have  endured  for  months  the  loss  of  service 
of  their  employees^  whose  wages  they  have  continued,  but  who  cheerfully 
acquiesce  in  the  sacrifice  of  their  means,  with  the  reflection  that  their, 
first  duty  is  to  the  country.  <I  have  had  many  opportunities  of  being 
assured,  during  my  present  situation,  that  the  same  feeling  of  disinter- 
ested  patriotism  is  not  confined  to  this  city,  but  extends  equally  to 
every  portion  of  the  State.

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KEPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  TREASURY. 

Executive  Office,  Department  of  the  Treasury, 
Charleston,  March  25th,  1861. 
To  HIS  Excellency  F.  W.  Pickens  : 

Dear  Sir  :  In  compliance  with  jour  direction,  that  a  brief  sum- 
mary of  the  transactions  of  this  Department  should  be  furnished  for 
the  information  of  the  Convention,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
statement: 

Immediately  after  the  Act  of  Secession,  the  Legislature  provided  for 
the  exigencies  of  the  State  by  authorizing  a  loan  of  $400,000,  bearing 
an  interest  of  six  per  cent.  Of  this  sum,  $150,000  was  appropriated 
to  the  Ordnance  Bureau,  and  8250,000  to  the  military  defence  of  the 
State. 

The  Banks 'of  the  State  promptly  took  up  this  loan  at  par,  and  thus 
afforded  an  immediate  supply  to  the  Treasury.  The  patriotic  disinter- 
estedness which  prompted  the  action  of  tbose  institutions  is  greatly 
enhanced  by  the  ci^umstances  under  which  they  took  up  the  loao* 
At  that  time,  South  Carolina  alone  had  seceded  from  the  Government 
of  the  United  States,  |nd  anxiety  prevailed  as  to  the  future.  Universal 
panic  had  prostrated  all  public  and  private  securities  throughout  the 
United  States.  Proposals  for  a  six  per  cent,  loan  by  the  Government 
of  the  United  States  were  met  by  offers,  ranging  from  ten  to  thirty-five 
per  cent  discount,  and  the  urgent  demands  of  their  Treasury  could  be 
supplied  only  by  Treasury  notes,  at  twelve  per  cent,  interest.  All 
stocks  and  public  securities  had  reached  a  point  of  almost  unsaleable 
depression.  It 'was  during  this  prevailing  despondency  that  the  Banks 
of.  the  State,  unmindful  of  interest,  and  regardless  of  discouragement, 
made  the  patriotic  contribution  for  the  safety  and  honor  of  the  State. 

Under  the  Act  to  establish  a  Coast  Police  for  South  Carolina,  the 
Legislature  authorized  an  additional  six  per  cent,  loan  for  $150,000. 
No  part  of  this  loan  has  been  offered  for  sale. 

By  another  Act,  the  Legislature  directed  the  issue  of  certificates 
and  bonds  to  the  amount  of  9675,000,  at  seven  per  cent  interest,  for 
the  *'  Military  defence  of  the  State."    The  current  disbursements  of 
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.  this  Department  have  been  anticipated  by  aales  on  aoooont  of  thu  loan 
to  the  amount  of  $187,000,  at  par. 

The  sale  of  these  bonds  has  been  impeded  by  the  low  rate  at  which 
hank  and  railroad  stocks  and  railroad  bonds,  and  by  the  discount  at 
which  even  the  six  per  cent,  stocks  of  the  State  can  be  purchased. 
That  the  loan  is  offered  in  the  form  of  coupon  bonds  is  an  objectionable 
circumstance.  But  this  is  obviated  by  the  confident  expectation  that 
when  the  temporary  purpose  of  that  form  of  security  shall  be  fulfilled 
by  the  taking  up  of  the  loan ^i the  Legislature,  at  its  next  session,  will 
convert  the  bonds  into  stock ;  and  with  very  many  the  loan  for  the 
'^  Military  defence  of  the  State  "  is  preferred,  from  that  consideration, 
to  the  petty  advantage  of  interest  which  other  investments  may  hold 
out.  "    . 

The  offer  of  the  Confederate  loan  presents  the  chief  impediment  to 
the  sale  of  the  loan  for  the  Military  defence  of  the  Stat^.  The  very 
large  Interest  of  the  Confederate  loan,  its  ample  security,  and  above  all, 
that  it  is  designed  for  the  common  defence,  combine  inducements  of 
interest  with  motives  of  patriotism,  for  its  preference.  Since  the  Fro- 
visional  Government  has  taken  jurisdiction  of  all  questions  between  the 
several  States  and  the  Qovernment  of  the  United  States,  and  assumed 
the  charges  of  the  defence  of  the  Confederate  territory,  and  has  offered 
to  take  from  the  State*  of  South  Carolina  all  the  ordnance,  arms  and 
munitions  of  war  which  it  may  see  fit  to  transfer  to  that  Government, 
the  necessity  for  the  sale  of  the  bonds  of  this  State  is  less  urgent,  and 
they  have  not  been  pressed  upon  the  market.  Besides,  the  Bank  of« 
the  State,  with  its  wonted  readiness  to  assist  the  finances  of  the  State, 
has  given  the  assurance  that  it  will,  by  advances,  prevent  any  tempo- 
rsry  embarrassment  of  the  Treasury. 

With  this  assurance,  and  the  certain  prospect  that  the  Confederate 
loan  will  be  taken  up  as  soon  as  the  books  are  opened  for  that  purpose, 
and  that,  then,  this  State  will  be  discharged  of  the  expenses  for  its 
military  defence,  this  department  has  been  relieved  from  apprehension 
of  any  future  financial  difficulties.  Soon  the  expenses  which  have 
heeo  incnrrell  for  the  military  defence  of  the  State,  will  be  refunded 
by  the  Confederate  Government,  and  the  people  relieved  from  the 
pressure  of  them.  And  then,  when  the  Confederate  Government  shall 
be  firmly  ordered  and  settled,  and  harmony  and  peace  prevail,  instead 
of  intestine  strife  and  dissension,  and  when  the  people  of  the  slave- 
holding  States,  vindicating  their  social  and  national  character  against 
the  persistent  and  malicious  libels  of  their'former  confederates,  shall  be 
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restored  to  their  own  self-respect,  and  by  ihe  exbibition  of  moderation^ 
wisdom  and  valor,  shall  command  the  respect  of  the  nations  of  the 
earth,  it  will  be  a  satisfaction  to  remember  the  perik  and  sacrifices  by 
which .  their  sovereignty  and  independence  have  been,  a  second  time, 
asserted  and  maintained. 

Donations  have  been  received  to  the  amount  of  122,275.  It  would 
be  ungracious  to  notice  these  generous  gifts,  only  as  an  item  in  our 
account.  They  are  l^ee-will  offerings  to  liberty,  from  hearts  that 
heave  with  patriotic  emotion.  No  taint  of  vanity  or  selfishness  infeots 
them.  The  public  acknowledgment  which  was  made  of  the  first  dona* 
tions,  caused  future  donations  to  be  made  with  the  injunction  that  the 
names  of  the  donors  should  not  be  published.  Though  it  may  not  be 
in  accordance  with  the  generous  impulse  which  prompted  the  first  do- 
nation of  ten  thousand  dollars,  by  Mr.  Benjamin  Mordecai,  of  this  city, 
it  i0  proper,  for  the  moral  influence  of  the  example,  that  an  act  of  so 
great  munificence  should,  on  every  fit  occasion,  receive  its  m^ed  of 
public  gratitude  and  honor. 

The  contributions  of  labor  by  the  planters,  and  their  personal  super- 
intendence of  their  slaves,  are  also  the  subject  of  grateful  acknowledg- 
ment, and  should  not  be  omitted  in  this  statement  of  the  resources  of 
the  State  for  its  defence.  The  most  liberal  offers  were  deceived,  and  a 
number  of  laborers,  greatly  exceeding  the  want  for  them,  was  always 
made  at  the  call  of  the  State.  As  many  as  could  be  advantageously 
employed  were  constantly  in  the  service  of  the  State,  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  defences  of  the  hartlor,  until  the  recent  advance  pf  the 
spring  has  suspended  the  call.

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command.  Small  boats  were  statioDed  by  day  Dear  the  bar,  for  tbe 
purpose  of  keeping  watch  upon  vessels  approaching  oar  harbor,  and  if 
at  all  suspicions,  to  examine  them,  and  by.  means  of  signals  arranged 
for  the  purpose,  to  notify  the  different  posts  in  the  harbor  of  their  real 
character. 

A  night  police  was  also  established,  consisting  of  the  most  suitable 
vessels  that  could  be  procured,  having  on  board  detachments  of  armed 
men,  with  orders  to  cruise  during  the  night  time  near  the  bar,  and  keep 
a  vigilant  look  out  for  the  enemy,  and  repel  any  attempt  to  reinforce 
Fort  Sumter  with  all  the  means  in  their  power.  To  their  vigilance 
may  be  justly  accorded  a  share  of  the  honor  of  the  successful  repul- 
sion from  our  waters  of  the  "Star  of  the  West  "'by  the  battery  on 
Morrb'  Island.  Her  approach  was  observed  and  signalled  to  that 
post. 

This  Police  was  committed  principally  to  the  charge  of  the  officers 
of  the  United  States  Navy,  who  had  resigned  and  tendered  their  ser- 
vices to  the  State.  And  it  is  due  to  these  gallant  officers  ^hat  I  should 
say,  that  in  thb  capacity,  humble  though  i(  be,  compared  with  the 
stations  which  they  had  before  filled  in  their  country's  service,  they 
have,  in  every  instance,  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their  dilties  with 
alacrity  and  spirit,  and  rendered  most  important  service  to  the  State. 

It  is  also  proper  that  I  should,  make  favorable  mention « of  the  ser- 
vices which  have  been  rendered  in  this  Department  by  the  young  men 
who  abandoned  the  Naval  School  of  the  United  States,  and  tendered 
themselves  to  the  State.  They  were  assigned  to  this  Police,  and  have 
been  constantly  employed  in  its  service.  During  the  greater  part  of 
the  time,  James  H.  North,  late  Lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Navy, 
has  had  the  command  of  this  force.  Immediately  on  his  arrival  here, 
he  was  appointed  to  this  service  with  the  rank  of  Captain  in  the  South 
Carolina  Navy,  and  has  performed  his  duty  with  promptness  and  ability. 

The  Legislature,  at  its  iast  session,  passed  <'An  Act  for  the  establish- 
ment  of  a  Coast  Police  for  the  State  of  South €arolina,''  which  enacted 
that  the  Governor  should  purchase  or  procure  three  vessels  of  light 
draught,  to  be  propelled  by  steam  and  canvas,  and  to  be  armed  with 
one  or  more  guns,  and  otherwise  equipped,  so  as  to  be  made  an  efficient 
police  for  the  coast  and  inlets  of  the  State.  To  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  the  sum  of  (150,000  was  appropriated.  In  order  to  re- 
move the  embarrassments  which  it  was  supposed  might  arise  in  restrict- 
ing the  Governor  to*  the  purchase  of  vessels  of  a  particular  description, 
a  resolution  was  also  pysed  by  the  Legislature,  authoriiing  him,  in 
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effect,  to  prooare  snob  vessels  as  he  might  deem  fit  ifbr  tbe  service  pro- 
paaed,  provided  no  larger  sam  thao  the  $150,000,  appropriated  by  the 
Act  referred  to,  should  be  used  for  the  purpose. 

Id  order  to  carry  out  the  object  of  this  Act  and  Resolution,  I  ap- 
poioted  a  commission,  composed  of  scienti^  and  practical  men  in  the 
Qity  of  Charleston,  to  examine  all  the  vessels  in  Charleston  harbor, 
and  also  to  make  inquiry  elsewhere,  and  report  whether  any  could  be 
procured  which  were  adapted  to  the  service  intended.  Iheir  report 
satisfied  me  that  there  were  no  vessels  in  our  waterf  which  were  suita- 
ble in  every  respect,  and  which  could  be  bought  on  reasonable  terms. 
It  was  believed  that  they  might  be  purchased  at  the  North,  but,  after 
diligent  inquiry,  only  one  could  be  fonnc^  that  it  was  thought  expedient 
to  purchase  :  the  ^'  James  Gray,''  an  iron  propeller,  built  for  the  navi- 
gation of  James  River.  Lieut.  Dozier  was  despatched  to  Richmond, 
and  negotiated  the  purchase  of  this  steamer  at  the  price  of  $30,000^ 
to  be  delivered  at  Charleston.  *She  has  since  been  fitted  oat  under  the 
name  of  the  ''Lady  Davis,"  and  carries  two  twenty-four  pounder 
howitaers  on  l\er  decks.  Under  the  Act  referred  to,  enlistments  of 
seamen  were  begun,  and  had  reached  the  number  of  thirty,  when  it 
was  thought  best  to  suspend  any  further  effort  to  complete  this  organi- 
sation, on  account  tf  the  action  of  the  Provisional  Congress  looking 
to  the  establishment  of  a  navy  for  the  common  Government. .  These 
enlisted  seamen  have  served  to  relieve  the-  detachments  of  voluqteers 
which  have  been  detailed  for  duty  as  a  night  guard  in  the  harbor,  and 
are  now  employed  in  that  service.  For  a  stsftement,  in  detail,  of  the 
vessels  employed  in  tbe  Coast  Police,  the  officers  and  crews  of  each, 
and  of  the  officers  of  the  United  Sutes  Navy  who  have  resigned 
and  entered  the  service  of  the  State,  and  also  their  rank,  I  refer 
to  the  report  of  Captain  James  H.  North,  dated  the  4th  March, 
and  on  file  in  the  Executive  office.  It  is  believed  that  two  addi- 
tional steamers  of  lighter  draught  than  the  ^'  Lady  Davis,"  and  hav- 
ing proper  armametilSf  woul(i  be  sufficient  for  tbe  Coast  Police  of 
this  State — that  is,  to  cruise  along  our  coast  and  into  our  inlets, 
with  a  view  to  intiarcept  lawless  incursions  into  our  territory.  Without 
.such  vessels,  some  of  the  entrances  along  our  coast  will  be  entirely 
unguarded.  This  is  especially  true  of  Port  Royal  entrance  and  St. 
Helena  Sound.  These  cannot  be  defended  by  means  of  batteries  on 
land  'f  and  unless  armed  vessels  are  provided  for  these  waters  the  adja- 
cent country  will  be  left  entirely  ej^osed.  This  matter,  it  is  under- 
stood, has  already  been  considered  by  the  Secretary  of  thd  Navy  at 
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Montgomery,  and  suitable  yessels,  it  is  believed,  will  soon  be  pncored 
for  the  service  indicated.  In  conclusion,  I  have  the  pleasure  to  state 
that,  in  mj  judgment,  with  the  small  means  at  their  disposal,  and 
under  the  pressing  necessity  of  concentrating  the  resources  of  the 
State  for  the  defence  of  Charleston  harbor,  which  thus  far  has  been  the 
theatre  of  our  larger  military  preparations,  everything  has  been  dow 
which  was  practicable,  by  the«State  authorities,  for  the  defence  of  the 
sea-coast  of  the  State.

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REPORT  OF  TH»  POST  OFFICE  DEPARTMENT. 

State  of  South  Carolina, 
Post  Office  and  Customs  Bubeau, 
Charleston,  March  26tfa,  1861. 

Sir  :  I  beg  leave  to  say,  that  in  the  department  to  which  I  was 
aBsigned  by  your  ExceHeDoy,  as  odc  of  the  Executiye  Council,  I  have 
▼ery  little  to  communicate  that  will  be  necessary  for  yon  to  commuoi- 
cate  to  the  Convention  of  the  People  of  this  State. 

The  Postal  arrangements  haye  been  continued  as  they  existed  at  the 
time  of  the  secession  of  the  State  from  the  late  Union. 

After  the  Ordinance  pf  the  Conrention  continuing  the  oflScers  of  the 
Post  Office  Department  as  before,  npon  the  application  of  seyeral  Post 
Masters  for  instructions^  I  issued  a  circular  instructing  them  to  make 
their  returns  and  accounts  to  the  Department  at  Washington  as  pre- 
yiously,  so  long  as  the  mails  were  transported  under  their  contracts  and 
authority.  This  course  has  been  pursued  so  far  as  I  know,  and  as  yet 
I  haye  been  aware  of  no  interruption  of  niail  facilities  in  the  State. 

In  relation  to  the  delivery  and  receipt  of  the  mails  to  and  from  Fort 
Sumter,  under  your  direction,  I  proposed  to  Major  Anderson  to  have 
them  delivered  to,  and  by  his  boats,  at  Fort  Johnson*,  to  which  he 
assented;  the  necessary  orders  were  issued  for  this  purpose,  and  in  this 
way  mail  communication  has  been  kept  up,  without  complaint,  so  far 
as  I  am  aware,  with  that  post. 

The  papers  and  correspondence  on  this  subject  wiU  be  found  em- 
braced in  the  correspondence  between  Hon.  A.  O.  Magrath,  of  the 
State  Department,  and  Hon.  J.  Holt,  Postmaster  General  at  Washing* 
ton,  and  have  already  been  made  public.  That  portion  of  Customs 
with  which  my  department  was  connected,  was  in  reference  to  Light 
Houses  and  buoys  in  the  harbor  and  coast,  and  with  the  vessels  con- 
nected with  that  service. 

.  Under  your  direction,  soon  after  the  evacuation  of  Fort  Moultrie  by 
the  garrison  of  the  United  States  and  their  possession  of  Fort  Sumter, 
I  directed  the  lights  in  the  harbors  of  Charleston,  Beaufort  and 
Georgetown  to  be  extinguished,  and  the  buoys  in  these  harbors  respec- 
tively to  be  removed,  in  order  to  prevent  by  these  means,  as  far  as 
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praotioable,  the  rapplies  of  provisions,  men,  &o.,  to  Fort  Sumter,  as 
well  as  to  prevent  hostile  ships  from  coming  into  our  waters.  Thb 
course  is  still  pursued,  as  I  learn  from  those  now  in  authority.  Upon 
the  Organisation  of  the  Provisional  Government  of  the  Confederate 
States,  and  the  Treasury  and  Post  Office'  Departments  thereof,  I  felt 
that  my  duties  in  the  department  to  whicn  I  had  been  assigned  by 
your  Excellency  had  determined,  and  I  consequently  requested  the 
officers  both  of  the  Customs  and  Poet  Office,  with  whom  I  had  been 
connected,  to  report  and  advise  with  tie  respective  heads  of  depart- 
ments of  the  Confederate  States,  which  has  been  done. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure,  in  closing  this  report,  to  bear  my  cheerful 
testimony  to  the, efficiency,  discretion  and  promptness  of  the  gentlemen 
at  the  head  of  the  Post  Office  and  Customs,  respectively,  in  the  City  of 
Charleston,  and  thus  publicly  tender  them  my  thanks  (which  I  have 
done  privately)  for  the  cheerful  assistance  and  suggestions  which  I 
have  at  all  times  received  from  them,  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
the  position  assigned  me.

WITH  THE  ACCOMPANYING  RESOLUTIONS. 

The  Speeial  Committee  on  the  Military,  to  whom  was  referred  so 
much  of  the  commuDication  of  his  £zcelleDcj  Gov.  PickoDS,  and  ao- 
jsompanying  docnmentSi  as  relates  to  the  transfer  of  enlisted  troops, 
arms,  ordnanoe  and  munitions  of  war,  to  the  Gk)Yemment  of  the 
Confederate  States,  to  the  Coast  Defences  and  Yolanteers  in  the  servioe 
of  this  State,  and  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Orr  as  to  the  troops  raised  for 
the  defence  of  this  State,  &o.y  beg  leave  to 
• 

Report  : 

That  they  have  had  the  matters  refe'-red  under  consideration,  and 
the  matters  which  specially  engaged  their  attention  were,  fint^  the 
number  and  amount  of  arms,  ordnance  and  munitions  of  war  which  it 
was  proper  to  transfer,  and  the  mode  of  settlement  therefor.  They 
have  deemed  it  expedient  to  turn  over  to  the  Confederate  Government 
all  such  as  have  been  purchased  since  the  20th  December  last  and  are 
now  in  our  possession,  and  such  other  arms,  ordnance  and  munitions 
(including  those  taken  in  the  forts  and  arsenals  in  this  State  lately  in 
the  possession  of  the  United  States  Government)  as  the  Governor  and 
Board  of  Ordnan<^  may  deem  it  advisable  to  transfer  with  a  due  re- 
gard to  the  safety  and  defence  of  this  State. 

Secondly. — ^The  transfer  of  the  regular  enlisted  troops  now  in  the 
servioe  of  the  State  to  the  Government  of  the  Confederate  States. 
Thia  your  Committee  are  of  opinion  should  be  done  without  delay ;  but, 
in  doing  so,  the  Governor  should  insist  upon  the  preservation  of  their 
present  organization  and  the  maintenance  of  the  rank  of  the  officers,  if 
pracficable  so  to  do  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the  Congress  of 
the  Confederate  States,  entitled  an  <'Aet  to  raise  Provisional  Forces 
for  the  Confederate  States  of  America,  and  for  other  purposes/' 

This  we  have  the  assurance,  in  the  communication  of  his  Excellency, 
will  be  urged  by  him  as  far  as  practicable. 

Thirdly. — The  tender  of  volunteers  to  the  Confederate  States,  and 
providing  for  their  entering  the  servioe  of  the  Confederate  States, 
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under  the  Aet  of  Congress  referred  to.  Your  Committee  have  arrived 
at  the  conolosion,  that  while  the  assent  of  this  State  should  be  cheer- 
fallj  yielded  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the  Confederate 
Congress,  yet  it  is  but  proper  that  preferences  should  be  given  to  the 
forces  already  in  service  and  those,  now  organized  under  the  Act  of  the 
Legislature  of  this  State  at  its  last  session. 

The  propriety  of  this  course  is  so  manifestly  just  to  these  forces, 
their  efficiency,  discipline  and  preparation  so  fully  completed,  and  the 
promptness  by  which,  with  their  tender  and  consent,  they  can  be 
thrown  into  the  field,  that  your  Committee  deem  it  unnecessary  to  dis- 
cuss it  at  length.  In  case  these  forces  do  not  furnish  asuffioieuir 
number  to  answer  the  call  of  the  President  of  the  Confederate  Statea, 
then  it  follows  that  volunteers  from  other  sources  can  tender  their 
services  to  supply  the  deficiency;  but  your  Committee  apprehend  no 
such  contingency,  under  the  resolutions  they  submit  on  these  subjects. 

The  reports  of  Glen.  D.  F.  Jamison,  of  the  War  Department,  and  of 
the  Hon.  A.  C.  Garlington,  of  the  Interior  and  Coast  Defence,  furnish 
valuable  information  as  to  the  condition  for  defence  ihe  State  now  oc- 
cupies, that  your  Committee  recommend  that  five  hundred  copies  of 
each  b^  printed  for  the  use  of  this  Convention,  and  for  distribution 
thereby. 

There  is  one  other  subject  that  has  occupied  the  attention  of  your 
Committee,  incidentally  connected  with  the  matters,  referred  to  theoEiy 
and  that  is  the  mode  of  payiflent  we  are  to  adopt  by  which  this  State  10 
to  be  paid,  and  reimbursed  for  her  military  expenditures,  &e.,  since  our 
Act  of  Secession.  Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  for  such  portion- 
of  the  amount  which  will  be  due  this  State  by  the  Confederate  Govern- 
ment, upon  a  settlement  for  our  disbursements,  should  be  received  in 
the  Bonds  of  the  Confederate  States,  now  about  to  be  issued  under  the 
fifteen  million  loan  provided  for  by  Act  of  the  Confederate  Congreea, 
except  what  will  be  necessary  to  prevent  embarrassment  to  the  finaucefl 
of  our  Treasury,  and  they  beg  leave  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  a 
resolution  herewith  submitted  on  that  subject. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  beg  leave  to  report  the  accompanying 
resolutions,  and  r.ecommend  their  adoption.

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B18OLUTION8  to  provide  for  the  transfer  of  arms^  ordnanoe  and  muni- 
tions of  war^  bj  this  State  to  the  (Joyemment  of  the  Confederate 
States  of  America. 

Resolved,  That  the  Qovernor  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  transfer 
to  the  authorities  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America  all  0^  the  ord- 
naocey  arms  and  munition  of  war,  which  have  been  purchased  by  the 
authorities  of  this  State,  and  now  in  her  possession,  since  the  twentieth 
day  of  December  last,  except  such  as  he,  with  the  Board  of  Ordnance, 
may  think  it  advisable  to  retain,  upon  payment  to  the  State  of  the  cost 
and  expenses  thereof,  or  securing  such  payment  to  the  satisfaction  of 
tbe  Governor  $tnd  Council.  That  he  also,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Board  of  Ordnance,  transfer  to  the  said  Confederate 
Government  all  of  the  arms,  ordnance  and  munitions  of  war  which  have 
been  taken  in  the  forts  and  arsenals  of  this  State,  lately  in  poe&rasion  . 
of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  except  such  as,  in  their  dis-  . 
cretion,  should  be  retained  for  the  use  and  defence  of  tbe  State,  taking 
therefor  such  receipts  and  assurances  as  will  secure  to  this  State  the 
value  thereof,  or  will  indemnify  the  State  in  any  jiccounting  which  may 
hereafter  be  had  with  the  United  States  Government. 

And  that  the  Governor  and  Board  of  Ordnance  bo  authorized  and

Eesoltjtion  to  provide  for  the  transfer  of  the  regular  enlisted  troops 

of  this  State  to  the  Government  of  the  Confederate  States. 
'  Resolved,  That  it  is  proper  that  the  regular  troops  which  have  been 
enlisted  in  the  service  of  the  State,  should  be  transferred,  for  the  re- 
mainder of  their  term  of  enlistment,  to  the  service  of  the  Confederate 
States;  but  that  in  doing  so,  justice  requires  that  all  the  officers  should 
receive  commissions  of  the  same  grade  for  at  least  the  period  of  enlist- 
ment of  the  troops,  slu^  that  the  Governor  of  the  State  be  authorized 
to  make  arrangements  accordingly  for  such  transfer  with  the  President  ^ 
of  the  Confederate  States,  and  to  endeavor  to  preserve,  if  practicable, 
the  rank  of  all  the  officers. 

Resolutions  to  provide  for  tendering  a  Volunteer  Force  to  the  Con- 
federate States. 
Resolved  J  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Con  ven  lion  that  the  sudden  * 
'    68 
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o«ll  whiob  was  gallantly  aDswered  by  the  First  RegimeDt  of  South 
Oarolioa  YoliiDteers,  now^in  the  seryicey  and  the  yalaable  semces 
which  that  Regiment  has  rendered,  give  it  a  just  claim  to  an  honorable 
discharge,  as  soon  as  the  pressing  exigenoy  of  State  affairs  will,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Grovernor,  permit ;  but  that,  if  it  should  be  the  desire 
of  the  said  Regiment  to  prolong  its  service,  then  it  shaU  haye  the 
privilege  of  being  the  first  corps  transferred  to  the  service  of  the  Con- 
federate States,  upon  making  the  necessary  change  in  their  term  of 
enrollment;  and  that  if  the  whole  Regiment  shall  not  desire  to  extend  < 
the  term,  but  a  number  of  companies  and  men  sufficient,  with  the  aid 
of  prompt  recruiting,  to  form  an  efficfent  regiment,  shall  choose  to  do 
so,  they  shall  have  the  same  privilege,  and  shall  retain  the  regimental 
name  and  colors. 

Resolvedy  That  if  the  services  of  the  First  Regiment  shall  not  be 
needed  in  the  field  for  the  whole  of  their  term  of  six  months,  the 
Governor  may,  at  his  discretion,  permit  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
'Regiment  to  return  to  their  homes,  subject  to  his  call  whenever  it  may 
be  requisite  during  the  said  term — their  pay  and  allowance  being  bos- 
pended  while  so  at  home — ^and  that  in  the  event  of  a  treaty  of  peace 
being  made  between  the  Confederate  States  and  the  United  States 
before  the  expiration  of  the  said  term,  the  (Governor  .shall  be  authorised 
to  disband  the  said  Regiment. 

Betolvedf  That  whenever  a  volunteer  force  shall  be  called  for  by  tbe 
Government  of  the  Confederate  States,  the  Governor  be  auihorised  to 
call  for  as  many  regiments  of  the  twelve  months'  volunteers  already 
organized  as  may  be  needed ;  and  that  if  the  said  regiment  shall  con-

RiSSOLUTIONS 

Suggesting  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Confederate  States. 

Retolvedf  That  so  soon  as  the  Government  of  the  Confederate  States 
of  America,  created  by  the  ''Constitution"  which  has  been  now  rat- 
ified, shall  be  sei^urely  established,  and  in  peaceful  operation,  the  State 
of  South  Carolina  ought  to  '^  demand  '^  that  (two  other  States  con- 
curring) the  Congress  shall  summon  a  Convention  of  all  the  St&tes,  to 
take  into 'consideration  the  following  amendments  to  the  said  Constitu** 
tion,  to  wit :  1.  To  amend  the  second  section  of  the  first  Article  by 
striking  out  from  the  third  clause  thereof  the  fbllowing  words,  to  wit  ? 
^' which  shall  be  determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free 
persons,  including  those  bound  to  service  for  a  term  of  years,''  and  the 
words,,  ''three-fifths  of  all  slaves,''  and  inserting  after  the  words,  "ro- 
speetive  numbers/'  the  words,  "  including  ilaves,*'  2.  To  strike  out 
the  second  clause  of  the  eighth  section  of  the  first  Article,  and  insert: 
"  The  Congress  shall  not  contract  any  debt  except  for  war  purposes ; 
and  all  expenditures  in  excess  of  revenues  from  imports  (which  shall 
not  exceed  fifteen  per  cent,  ad  valorem)  and  other  sources,  shall  be 
met  by  direct  taxation,  to  be  provided  for  by  the  Con^press  authorizing 
the  expenditure.*"  8.  In  lieu  of  the  first  and  second  clauses  of  the 
ninth  section  of  the  first  Article,  to  insert  the  following  :  "  Congress 
shall  have  power  to  prohibit  the  importation  or  introduction  of  slaves 
from  any  region  not  a  State  or  Territory  of  this  Confederacy."  4.  To 
amend  the  third  section  of  the  fourtli  Article  by  adding  to  the  first 
clause  thereof,  the  words :  "Nor  shall  any  State  in  which  African 
slavery  does  not,  by  law,  exist,  be  admitted,  without  the  consent  of  all 
the  States,  expressed  through  their  respective  Legislatures."

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REPORT  OP  ENGROSSING  COMMITTEE,  AS  TO  PUBLICA- 
TION  OF  SECRET  JOURNAL. 

The  Committee  on  Engrossed  Ordinances,  to  whom  it  was  referred  : 

Firsty  To  inquire  and  report  '^  what  resolntioDS  and  orders  of  the 

Convention,  passed  in  secret  session,  and  how  much  and  what  portion 

of  the  secret  journal,  may  now  be  made  public  without  impropriety  j  " 

and 

Secondly f  To  consider  and  report  upon  the  following  resolution,  to 
wit :  ^^ Resolved f  That  the  injunction  of  secrecy  be  removed  from  the 
proceedings  and  debates  of  this  Convention  on  the  Constitution  of  the ' 
Confederate  States  of  America ;  and  that  the  journals  of  this  Conven- 
tion and  of  its  proceedings  thereon,  shall  be  published  under  the  su- 
pervision of  the  President  of  this  Convention^so  soon  as  the  injunctioa 
of  secrecy  shall  be  removed  from  the  proceedings  and  debates  of  the 
Convention  of  the  Congress  assembled  at  Montgomery,  which  formed 
said  Constitution,^'  having  considered  these  matters,  beg  leave  to 

Report  : 

That  they  were  attended  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Convention,  and  with 
him  carefully  and  minutely  jferused  the  journals  of  the  secret  sessions 
of  this  body,  from  the  22d  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1860,  when  the 
Convention  first  sat  with  closed  doors,  until  the  present  time.  They 
find  that  the  injunction  of  secrecy  has  already  been  removed  from  the 
Ordinances  and  the  more  important  Resolutions  which  have  been 
adopted.  Your  Committee  cannot  say  that  the  removal  of  the  injuno* 
tion  of  secrecy  from  the  remainder  of  the  transactions  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  their  consequent  publication,  is  either  improper  or  incompatible 
with  the  public  interests. 

There  are  a  class  of  resolutions,  the  publication  of  which,  it  was 
objected  in  the  Committee,  might  give  rise  to  a  misconception  of  the 
real  views,  and  a  misconstruction  of  the  true  action  of  this  body.  To 
these  the  attention  of  the  Convention  is  invited. 

On  the  27th  day  of  December  of  the  last  year,  the  morning  after 
Major  Anderson  had,  under  cover  of  the  night,  dismantled  and  aban- 
doned Fort  Moultrie,  and  taken  military  and  hostile  occupation  of 
Fort  Sumter,  a.  Delegate  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

<'  Resolved'^  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  the  occupa- 
tion of  Fort  Sumter  ought  at  once  to  be  regarded  as  an  authorized  oc- 
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onpatioDy  and  vigorous  military  defences  provided  immediately ; '' 
which  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table.  Many  other  resolutions  to  the 
same  effect  were/from  time  to  time^  presented^  and  were  alsp  either 
ordered  to  lie, on  the  table  or  rejected.  To  remove  the  injnnction  of 
aeoreoyy  and  publish  to  the  wprld  these  and  kindred  resolations,  it  was 
suggested  might  lead  to  the  idea  that  the  Conventioi^  had,  by  their 

.  action  on  them^  declined  to  entertain,  or  assert,  and  perhaps  had  denied, 
the  principles  therein  declared,  and  had  thus  placed  themselves  some- 
what in  opposition  to  the  views  expressed  in  their  behalf  by  our  Com- 
missioners to  the  Government  at  Washington. 

In  this  view  your  Committee  do  not  con6ur.  It  is  well  known  to 
the  members  of  this  body,  that  in  , truth  and  iu  fact,  the  Convention 
intended  thereby  to  express  no  opinion  as  to  the  authority  and  charac- 

-  ter  of  Major  Anderson's  occupation,  the  same  not  having  been  then,  as 
yet,  affirmed,  denied  or  adopted  by  the  then  Administration,  and  our 
Commissioners  having,  at  that  time,  this,  with  other  complicated  and 
delicate  questions,  for  explanation  and,  if  possible,  for  adjustment. 
The  reasons  thus,  indicated,  which  induced  the  action  of  the  Conven- 
tion, do  not,  it  is  true,  appear  on  the  face  of  the  journal  or  accom- 
pany the  record;  but  this  may  be  said  of  the  proceedings  in  all 
legislative  bodies,  and  which  therefore,  at  last,  must,  in  a  great  meas- 
ure, depend  upon  contemporaneous  history  for  their  explanation  and 
vindication. 

In  reference  to  the  publication  of  the  debateft  on  the  subject  of  the 
adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America, 
your  Committee  do  i^t  perceive  how  the  same  could  be  done  under  the 
authority  of  this  body,  as  no  official  record  of  them  was  kept  under  its 
directions.  They  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  ^ 
following  resolutions : 

1.  Eesolvedf  That  the  injunotiou  of  secrecy  be  removed  from  all  the 
transactions  of  this  Convention  in  secret  session,  except  in  relation  to 
the  debates  on  the  Constitution  of  the  Confederate  States  of  Ameripa, 
an<ikthe  matter  this  day  directed  by  the  Convention  to  be  kept  secret.* 

2.  Betolvedj  That  as  soon  as  the  injunction  of  secrecy  shall  be  re- 
moved from  the  proceedings  and  debates  of  the  Convention  of  Dele- 
gates', lately  assembled  at  Montgomery,  the  injunction  of  secrecy  shall 

•Resolation  providing  for  subBcription  to  the  Confederate  Loan,  from  which 
the  injunction  of  secrecy  was  removed,  September  17,  1882. 
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likowise  be  removed  from  the  debates  of  this  GoDvention  on  the  Coo- 
stitutioD  Bubmitted  for  the  Gonfederate  States  of  America. 

8.  Eeiolvedy  That  five  hundred  copies  of  the  jouraa},  public  and 
secret,  and  of  the  reports,  resolutions  and  traosactioDS  of  this  Gonven- 
tioD  be  printed,  and  separately  five  hundred  copies  in  the  following 
order:  of 

1.  All  the  Ordinances  passed  bj  the  Convention,  in  the  order  of 
time  (except  the  Ordinances  of  ratification)  ;  together  with 

2.  The  Bills  to  amend  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  ratified  during 
the  late  session  of  the  General  Assembly.

4.  The  Constitution  of  the  State  as  engrossed. 

5.  The  Constitution  of  the  Provisional  Government  of  the  Confed- 
erate States  of  America.

State;  and  also,  the  original  and  the  present  strength  of  such  ^regi- 
ments. 

Resolvedy  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  further  requested  to 
communicate  to  this  Convention  the  number  of  regiments  from  this 
State  which  have  volunteered  in  the  service  of  the  Confederate  States 
for  twelve  months— of  thai  number,  how  many  are  in  service  without 
the  limits  of  the  State ;  and  how  many  are  in  service  within  the  limits 
of  the  State;  and  also,  the  original  and  present  strength  of  such  regi- 
ments- That  the  same  information  be- given  of  any  detached  compa- 
nies or  battalions  in  service  for  the  war  or  twelve  months.

also  the  number  of  public  arms  now  in  the  St»te  and  prepared  for  im- 
mediate use. 


State  op  South  Carolina, 
Executive  Office,  December  30th,  1861. 

To  the  Honorable  the  President, 

AND  Members  of  the  Convention: 

I  suppose  that  the  object  of  the  above  resolutions  was  to  obtain  a  full 
development  of  the  military  strength  .of  the  State  now  in  service,  and 
also  to  elicit  full  infomation  as  to  the  military  relations  our  State  and 
State  forces  bear  towards  the  Confederate  authorities,  and  more  parti* 
culariy  towards  the  Confederate  General  Commanding.  I  trust,  there- 
fore, that  the  Convention  will  receive  the  correspondence  I  herewith 
transit,  whicli  has  taken  place  between  myself  and  the  Confederate 
authorities  and  Generals,  at  different  periods,  so  as  to  illustrate  our  re- 
lations, and  to  enable' the  Convention  ttiore  clearly  to  comprehend >hat 
has  been  done,  as  well  as  what  has  not  been  done. 

On  the  first  day  of  March  last,  I  was  notified  that  the  Confederate 
Congress  had  passed  an  Act  to  raise  provisional  forces,  and  that  the 
President  of  the  Confederate  States  also  formally  assumed  the  com- 
mand of  all  matters  cotinected  with  our  defences  and  the  conduct  of 
the  war.  A  copy  of  this  letter,  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  is  here- 
with transmitted.  Up  to  that  time  1  had,  necessarily,  directed  and 
controlled  everything  of  the  kind.  But  soon  after  this,  the  President 
eent  on  a  Confederate  General,  with  full  power  to  take  command  o^^ 
everything  connected  with  the  military.  Whatever  I  have  done  sinoe 
.  then  has  been  more  by  respectfully  suggesting  than  fVom  any  right  or 
power  to  execute  any  military  orders  connected  with  the  every-day  ae- 
tual  conduct  of  the  war.  t  have  freely  suggested,  atid  have  had  the 
satisfaction  to  know  that  the  Confederate  Generals  have,  in  most  in- 
stances, treated  such  suggestious  with  all  proper  respeet,  and  not  an- 
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frequeQilj  acted  10  acoordanee  w^h  them.  But  tit  would  be  doing 
great  wrong  to  me,  and  injustice  to  the  State,  to  bold  any  of  the  Stata  • 
authorities  strictly  or  entirely  responsible  for,  the  conduct  of  the  war.  I 
freely  and  liberally,  in  the  coqimenceo^ent,  contributed  all  in  my  power 
tostrengtheo  the  Confederate  Goveromient  in  ail  its  operations.  Be- 
fore the  Confederate  Government  was  e^ciently  organized,  I  sent  can- 
non into  North  Carolina^  and.  artillerymen,  with  thirty  thousand  pounds 
of  powder,  with  shot  and  shell,  to  assist  in  occupying  her  forts.  I 
sent  iA  like  manner)  very  much  upon  my  own  responsibility,  two  regi- 
men tB  of  troops  into  YurgiQia,  fully  armed  and  equipped,  which  were 
the  first  that  wer^ent  from  any  State.  I  also  sent  one  thousand 
stand  of  muskets,  with  one  hundred  thousaqd  ball  cartridges,  to  Lynch- 
burgy  Virginia,  to  arm  the  Western  troops.  I  sent,  with'  ammunition, 
cannon  into  Tesnessee,  which  were  planted  above  Memphis,  on  the 
Mississippi  riv^er,  by  an  artillery  officer  and  men  sent  on  b/me.  I  also 
sent  one  thousand  muskets,  and  I  think  it  was  before  the  State  had 
acted  at  all.  I^also  sent  six  thousand  stand  of  arms  to  Florida.  I  sent 
our  first  regiment  to  Virginia,  fully  armed  and.  equipped^  into  Confed- 
erate service,  without  making  any  estimate  of  their  arms  and  equip- 
ments, because  I  thought,  and  was  induced  so  to  believe  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  that  by  coid  weather  this  fall,  there  would  be  plenty  of 
arms  brought  in  to  supply  what  might  be  needed  in  the  State.  I  have 
been  grievously  disappointed  in  this  calculation  $  but  I  must  candidly 
say,  that  it  was,  perhaps,  because  the  Confederate  authorities  liad  made 
.  no  oalevlation  -as  to  the  present  extent  of  the  war,  or  the  new  and  en- 
larged demand  for  arms.  The  enormous  increase  of  our  armies,  and 
the  vast  extent  of  our  lines  to  be  defended,  make  it  beyond  the  power 
of  the  Government  to  supply  all  reT][uired. 

But  I  will  say  to  the  Convention,  in  reply  to  the  resolutions,  that  I 
had,  from  arms  recently  collected  throughout  the  State,  about  one 
thousand  at  the  Arsenal  in  Columbia,  and  near  twelve  hundred  in 
Charleston  which  I  have  put  in  pretty  good  repair.  The  Governor  of 
Virginia  .has,  also,  in  the  last  few  days,  sent  me  one  thousand  excel- 
lent muskets,  with  bayonets.  . 

I  hef^rd  from  General  Bonham,  that  he  had  ^collected  seven  hundred 
excellent  arms,  belonging  to  the  State,  that  are  not  now  in  use  with 
our  raiments  in  Virginia.  I  Immediately  sent  on  Mr.  Mitchell,  of 
Charleston,  for  them,  and  expect  his  arrival  with  th#m  every  day.  I 
have  likewise  ordered  in  the  arms  that  are  in  the  hands  pf  what  is 
eaUed  the  Reserves,  in  Charleston ;  and  the  Ordnance  officer  writes  me 
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that  be  will  receiye'^bout  thirteen  hundred  in  that  way.  I  have  also 
•  written  the  Major  of  Charleston  to  return  back  the  arms  in  the  hands 
of  the  Fire  Companies  of  Charleston.  These  are  about  five  hundred; 
and  the  Act  constituting  them  a  part  of  the  military,  expires  on  the 
eighteenth  of  January  next.  I  recently  purchased  nine  hundred  and 
ten  En^eld  rifles,  for  tbe  sum  of  forty-one  thousand  and  two  hundred 
dollars-^formerly  held  by  Colonel  Cuningham.  These  I  hold  to  give 
out  to  flanking  companies  of  th^  regiments  mustered  in  for  twelve 
months.  The  Confederate  Government  have  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
a  Confederate  officer,*  twenty- two  hundred  Enfield  rifles,  for  our  troops 
to  be  mustered  in — ^a  portion  of  which  are  given^ut.  The  sum  total 
of  all  these  would  be  about  eight  thousand  stand  of  arms.  Oat  of 
these  Colonel  Means'  Regiment  and  Colonel  Elford's  have  received  or- 
ders for  arms,  and  also  Major  James'  Battalion,  and  four  other  ftepa- 
rate  companies,  whi(^h  would  reduce  the  amount  to  *near  six  thousand, 
that  can  still  be  used  for  troops  mustering  in. 

I  here  take  occasion  most  respectfully  to  urge  every  jnember  of  the 
Convention  to  exert  all  his  public  and  private  influence  to  get  compa- 
nies to  come  forward  immediately  and  enroll  themselves  for  the  service 
of  the  country.  There  never  was  a  time  when  we  needed  them  more, 
and  I  most  urgently  suggest  that  every  means  shall  be  instantly  put  in 
requisition  to  bring  forward  men  to  serve  in  tbe  defence  of  our  be- 
loveld  State.  No  time  is  to  be  lost,  and  delay  may  be  our  ruin.  I 
herewith  enclose  a  full  statement  of  all  the  troops  now  under  arms 
froni  Georgetown  to  Hardeeville,  amounting  to  twenty  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty.  The  paper  sent  in  will  show  the  position  at  pres- 
ent occupied  by  each  corps,  and  its  strength . 

I  also  send  in  a  separate  report  from  the  Adjutant  General's  office, 
of  all  the  troops  actually  mustered  in  belonging  to  this  State  alone. 
Pirst,  those  in  Virginia  and  elsewhere,  and  then  those  now  in  the 
State,  and  all  the  latter  ordered  to  report  directly  to  General  Lee,  as 
Confederate  commanding  officer.  It  will  be  seen  that  this  State  now  has 
in  service  altogether  thirty-one  thousand  three  hundred  and*  eighteen 
men,  and  in  service  in  this  State  alone,  twenty-one  thousand  four  hun- 
dred  and  ninctyeight,  if  we  include  five  thousand  one  hundred  and 
twelve  in  companies  reported  and  accepted.  Of.  these,  seventeen 
thousand  five  hundred  and  sixteen  arc  now  actually  mustered  and  re- 
ceived into  Confederate  service.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  letter  of 
General  Lee,  dated  the  27th  instant,  puts  the  number  actually  mos- 
tored  into  Confederate  service^  of  which  he  has  any  account^  at  only 
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ten  thousand  and  tbirtj-siz;  bat  in  the  same  letter  be  says  tbat  be 
docs  not  inclnde  Colonels  Means'  andElford's  Regitncnts,  tbe  Laurens 
Battalion,  and  otber  companies  mentioned;  and  I  infer  from  bis  re* 
marks  tbat  be  may  not  include  tbe  forces  in  garrison  in  Forts  Shmter 
and  Moultrie,  or  at  Cole's  Island,  and  perbaps  be  also  does  not  include 
the  forces  at  and  near  Georgetown.  If  all  these  were  included,  then 
the  amount  would  be  about  the  same  as  is  herein  transmitted,  that  is 
to  say,  about  seventeen  thousand.  If  this  does  not  explain  the  differ- 
ence, then-  there  is  no  other  way  of  accounting  for  it,  except  that  the 
officers  commanding  Districts  have  not  reported  to  him  fully  tbe  troops 
that  have  been  sent  forward  from  the  Adjutant  and  lae^ctor  Gener- 
al's office,  for  the  Adjutant  Getteral  has  sent  in  to  me  a  correct  list 
from  tbe  rolls  filed  in  his  office,  of  troops  actually  sent  forward  into 
service.  This  report  is  herewith  transmitted.  It  is  believed  that  the 
thirty-one  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighteen  now  actually  mustered 
in  service  from  this  State,  is  the  largest,  in  proportion  to  our  white 
population,  of  any  other  State  in  the  Confederacy.  It  would  thus  ap- 
pear that  the/orces  from  otber  States  are  three  thousand  six  hundred 
and  ninety,  making  in  all  twenty-one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty- 
one,  now  under  command  of  the  CoDfederate  Generals.  I  have,  at  tbe 
camp  near  this  place,  twelve  htindred  men,  now  mustering  in ;  and 
from  what  is  reported,  I  expect  sixty  more  companies  in  a  few  days — 
making,  for  tbe  present,  seventy -five  companies,  in  addition  to  tbe 
troops  recently  sent  forward.  -Our  difficulty  is,  that  tbe  line  to  be  de- 
fended is  80  very  long.  The  bays  and  inlets  along  our  extensive  sea- 
coast  are  so  numerous,  that  it  is  difficult  to  know  exactly  where  the 
enemy  may  strike ;  and  we  consequently  have  to  guard  too  many  dan- 
gerous points  at  the  same  time.  If  an  attack  is  intended  to  be  made 
on  Charleston,  their  first  movement  will  probably  be  through  Stono  or 
North  Edisto,  and  at  the  same  time  a  demonstration  will  be  made  at 
Bull's  Bay,  so  as  to  divert  and  divide  our  forces.  The  resources  of  the 
enemy  on  sea  are  almost  boundless,  and  a  foray  upon  our  exposed 
coast  furnishes  employment  foi;  their  idle  marine  and  the  vagrant  popu- 
lation of  their  large  cities.  If  they  enter  through  North  Kdisto,  they 
will  approach  Charleston  through  John's  Island;  and  if  through  Stono, 
then  they  will  endeavor  to  silence  our  batteries  thei^,  and  approach 
over  James'  Island,  to  occupy  the  Ashley  above  Fort  Johnson,  so  as 
to  shell  tbe  city.  This  was  the  approach  adopted  by  the  British 
in  tbe  Revolution,  and  again  attempj;ed  in  1813.  They 
cannot  sepan^te  from   their  vessels  without  reserving  a  largo  force 
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to  keep  open  thieir  commuQioations  in  the  rear  with  their  fleet.  Tfa'ej 
can  not,  in  fact;  rusk  the  atteiupt  of  an  attack  on  Charleston  with  much 
iees  than  fifty  thousand  men,  supported  by  cavalry  and  artillery.  If 
we  oati  throw  on  James'  and  John's  Islands  fifteen  thousand  men,  and 
they  are  well  managed,  it  will  be  very  difficult  to  make  a  successful  at- 
tack. General  Lee  thinks  they  cannot  bring  fifty  thousand  men ;  and 
after  examining  our  position'  at  the  mouth  of  the  Stono  and  Battery 
Island,  he  thought  they  could  not,  iu  any  event,  succeed  in  marching 
upon  the  city.  He  has  authority  to  order  troops  from  Georgia,  if  we 
are  urgently  threatened,  and  thinks  severai  thousand  could  be  thus 
thrown  in.  (  , 

The  .  Secretary  of  War  has  telegraphed  me  that  one  Virginia  and 
two  Tennessee  regiments  have  been  sent  on  to  uS;  and  other  regiments 
are  to  follow. 

I  think  we  have  sufficient  ammunition.  In  Forts  Sumter  and  Moul- 
trie there  are  near  eighty-six  thousand  pounds  of  cannon  powder.  Bat- 
tery Island,  as  the  distributing  artillery  officer  recently  told  me,  has 
near  one  hundred  rounds  for  each  gun.  We  have,  of  rifle  powder, 
forty-one  thousand  poundh,  and  seventeen  thousand  pounds  of  musket 
powder.  If  the  enemy  approach  the  entrance  of  Charleston  harbor,  I 
trust  our  forts  are  in  order  to' receive  them.  Heavy  vessels  of  war 
cannot  enter  over  our  Bar,  and  any  of  them  must  be  brought  under  the 
full  range  of  our  guns.  There  are  eighty-seven  guns,  well  mounted, 
at  Fort  Sumter,  and  some  thirty-seven  at  Fort  Moultrie. 

If  our  malignant  enemies  couie  in  numbers  like  the  Goths  and  Van- 
dals, with  their  invading  hordes,  we  may  be  overrun ;  but  we  can  find 
consolation  and  satisfaction  only  in  doing  our  duty  bravely  and  faith- 
fully. I  feel  the  embarrassokents  of  my  own  position,  i^  being  held  re- 
sponsible for  military  movements  and  defence  before  the  public,  when, 
in  fact,  I' have  no  real  power,  and  can  obly  efl'eet  any  general  purpose 
by  requests  and  suggestions,  which  place  me  in  an  unpleasant  position  if 
unheeded,  and  if  executed  badly,  make  me  liable  to  all  tho  censure  in- 
cident to  a  failure.  Many  things  might  be  ooroplatned  of  on  my  part, 
but  in  this  great  emergency  I  prefei;  to  make  no  public  complaint,  and 
to  aid  the  Confederate  authorities  with  all  the  power  that  I  can  legiti- 
mately bring  forward  to  their  assistance. 

^Tou  will  perceive  from  a  letter,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  enclosed, 
that  I  desired,  last  summer,  to,  call  the  attention  of  the  Cabinet  at 
Bichmond  to  the  fact  that,  if  a  defensive  policy  on  the  Potomac  was  to 
be  inaugurated  as  the  settled  policy  of  the  Government,  we  would,  on- 
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doubtedlj,  be  visited  tbia  fall  witb  all  tbe  dangeni  of  a  powerful  fleet  * 
on  the  element  wbere  tbey  are  strong  and  we  are  weak,  and  that  I  de- 
Bired  to  know,  so  as  ft  prepare  in  time  to  try  and  meet  this  st%te  of 
things.  The  four  regiments  I  Faised  for  Confederate  service,  uncon- 
ditionally for  the  war,  last  August  and  September,  I  obtained  permis- 
sion from  the  War  Department  to  retain  in  this  State  to  meet  this  very 
emergency.  I  also  wrote  the  Department  that  one  of  the  great  difficul- 
ties would  be  the  scarcity  of  arms,  as  I  could  not  positively  promise 
any  more.  I  alsp  telegraphed  the  War  Department  the  very  first  mo- 
ment I  was  informed  that  the  fleet  of  war  vessel  which  sailed  from 
Hampton  Roads  were  destined  for  Port  Royal,  that  if  they  were  a» 
strong  as  stated^  the  danger  was,  that  they  would  pass  the  forts  and 
enfilade  the  batteries. 

It  is  useless  to  disguise  the  fact  that  the  country  is  under  absolute 
military  control.  We  must  submit  to  it  for  the  present,  as  we  have  no 
power  to  change  it,  even  if  we  wished.  Any  publfo  complaint  or  di- 
vision,, under  existing  circumstances,  would  only  distract  and  divide  us, 
without  the  possibility  of  advancing  the  public  service  or  the  public 
interest  at  all.  I  enclose  with  this  the  letter  directed  to  a  member  of 
the  Cabinet;  in  Richmond,  dated  last  September,  and  which  was  read 
to  the  President,  but  no  reply  has  ever  been  made,  except  an  informal 
one  by  the.gentleman  to  whom  it  was  addcessed,  in  which  it  was  stated 
that  the  war  had  grown  beyond  all  the  calculations  of  the  Cabinet,  and 
that  they  were  endeavoring  to  meet,  as  far  as  they  could,  all  the  pros-, 
sing  emergencies  of  the  country.  I  also  transmit  with  this,  copies  of  let- 
ters Vritteo  to  Generals  Lee  and  Ripley,  and  their  answers  to  the  same. 
The  one  ia  reference  to  General  DeSaussure's  brigade,  I  wrote  after 
consultation  with  him.  The  force  in  the  fourth  brigade,  in  Charleston, 
was  retaraed  last  summer  at  three  thousand  four  hundred  men,  but  I 
knew  only  sixteen  hundred  were  actually  out,  and  this  is  what  I  in- 
tended in  writing  to  General  Lee  as  to  their  number.  I  have  thus 
oommunioated  freely  with  your  honorable  body,  but  pf  course  there  kre 
many  things  I  have  mentioned  that  are  not  intended  for  the  public  in 
any  way.  I  make  this  free  communioation,  because  I  feel  that  we  are 
in  the  midst  of  great  events.  K  we  ^re  surrounded  with  difficulties, 
BO  are  our  enemies.  Any  invasion,  with  large  forces,  by  water,  is  ac- 
companied by  great  expense,  and  subject  to  many  disasters.  They 
may  have  consummate  skill  in  managing  a  navy,  but  may  be  without  the 
training  necessary  for  success  on  land.  If  we  act  with  unanimity  and 
patriotic  zeal,  my  dolibeiate  eonviotioii  is,  that  Charleston  oaui^ot  be 
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taken..  If  the  Confederate  commanding  officers  act  with  energy -and 
ability,  I  believe  a  sufficient  force  can  be  assembled  to  meet  and  driTe 
back  ^he  invader.  '  • 

But  the  State  requires  that  every  man  shall  do  his  duty.  If  there 
are  any  timid  or  unable  to  fight,  they  had  better  withdraw  from 
Charleston  for  the  present,  and  so,  also,  the  wpmen  and  children  that 
can  be  cared  for  elsewhere,  had  better,  perhaps,  be  removed,  because, 
in  threatening  dangers,  they  only  add  to  panio,  and  are  consumers. 
But  let  all  others  go  to  the  field,  and  go  cheerfully.  Let  them  man 
the  guns  and  stand  by  their  I  ayonets,  and,  under  the  blessings  of 
Providence^  the  country  can  be  defended  and  the  city  saved.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
copies  of  certain  Resolutions  of  the  Convention  of  South  Carolina,  and 
in  accordance  with  your  instructions,  to  submit  a  Report  in  response  to 
such  matters  therein  contained  as  may  be  referable  to  this  office. 

FirnL — As  to  "the  number  of  regiments  from  this  State  which  have 
volunteered  in  the  service  of  the  Confederate  States  for  the  war,  of  that 
number  ho#  many  are  in  service  without  the  limits  of  the  State,  and 
also  the  original  and  present  strength  of  such  regiments,"  I  have  to 
report  the  following  regiments  organized  for  and  during  the  present 
war:  1st,  '<  Orr's ^Regiment  of  Rifles,"  Col.  James  L.  Orr  command- 
ing; 2d,  "1st  Regiment  S.  C.  Volunteers  for  the  War,"  Col.  D.  H. 
Hamilton  commanding;  8d,  <'12th  Regiment  of  S  C.  Volunteers," 
Col.  R.'G.  M.  Dunovant  commanding;  4th,  "13th  Regiment  of  S.  C. 
Volunteers,"  Col.  O.  E.  Edwards  commanding;  5th,  "  14th  Regiment 
S.  C.  Volunteers,"  Col.  James  Jones  commanding ;  6th,  "  15th  Regi- 
ment S.  C.  Volunteers,"  Col.  W.  D.  DeSaussure  commanding.  In 
process  of  organization  :  A  regiment  now  consisting  of  six  companies, 
under  command  of  Lieut.  Col.  J.  V.  Moore,  and  a  regiment  now  eon- 
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siaUog  of  five  obmpsniet^  to  be  eomnMinded  hj  Cd*  P.  'H.  Nehon, 
makiBg  sir  orgaiiiBed  regiments,  and  two  m  progress  of  organisaiiott. 

Of  these  regimentfl,  only  one  is  withoni  the  limits  of  the  State,  sta-   . 
tioned  at  or  near  Suffolk,  Yirgiaia. 

The  original  strength  of  each  regiment  is  as  follows :  Orr's  Regiment, 
1,030,  aggregate ;  1st  Regiment,  860,  a^regate ;  12th  Regiment,  789, 
i^gregate ;  13th  Regiment,  764,  a|^regate ;  14ih  Regiment,  902,  ag- 
gregate; 15th  Regiment,  818,  aggregate;  Moore's  Battalion,  480; 
Nelson's  Battalion,  852,  aggregate. 

The  presept  strength  of  the  regiments  oan  only  be  ascertained  from 
the  headquarters  of  the  €onfederate  Gommanding  Oenenil,  as  my  con- 
nection with  them  ceases  after  the  muster  into  Confederate  senice,  ex- 
cept as  to  simple  matters  of  organizatioD:  If  it  is  your  Excellency's 
desire,  I  will  request  the  informaUon  from  the  Confederate  Command- 
ing Officers  of  the  different^  Departments  in  which  the  regiments  are 
stationed. 

Second. — As  to  ''  the  number  of  regiments  from  this  State.,  which 
hsTe  Tolunteered  in  the  service  of  the  Confederate  States  for  twelve 
months,  of  that  number  how  many  are  in  service  without  the  limits  of 
the  State,  and  how  many  are  in  service  within  the  limits  of  the  State, 
and  also  the  original  and  present  strength  of  such  regiments — that  the 
Bane  information  be  g^ven  of  any  detached  companies  or  battalions  for 
the  war  or  twelve  months,"  I  have  to  report  that  under  Act  of  General 
Ansenbly  of  December  17, 1860,  the  following  regiments  were  organ-, 
iaed,  and  have  been  since  mustered  into  Coofederato  service  :  let-  Reg- 
iment S.  C.  Volunteers,  for  12  months,  Col.  Hagood  commanding;  2d

Regiment  S.  C.  Volunteers,  Col.  Bacon  com- 
manding; 8th  Regiment  S.  C.  Volunteers,  Col.  Cash  commanding; 
9tli  Regiment  S.  C.  Volunteers,  Col.  Heyward  commanding;  10th 
Regiment  S.  C  Volunteers,  Col.  Mdnigault  commanding;  11th  Regi* 
ment  S.  C.  Volmnieers,  Col.  Bkinding  commanding :  under  special  au- 
thority of  Confederate  Qovemment,  Hampton's  Legion,  Col.  Hamptoii 
oommooding;  Regiment  of  Coast  tUttgers^  Col.  Hatch  commanding;'^ 
and  the  regular  enlisted  force  of  South  Carolina,  consisting  of  eight 
companies  of  infantry,  Col.  John  Dunovant  commanding ;  seten  com- 
panisB  at  artillery,  Lieut  (M,  Calhovn  oinnmanding;  and  imo  coflapA* 
71 
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bies  of  BknioaDted  Dragoons,  .Maj.  Luoas  oonunaoding :  also,  under 
authority  of  General  Assembly  of  this  State,  16th  Regiment  of  8.  C. 
Volunteers,  Col.  Elford  commanding ;  17th  Begiment  S.  C.  Yolnn- 
teers,  Col.  Means  commanding ;  and  the  Hofoombe  Le^on,  Col.  Ste- 
yens  commanding;  making  in  all  fourteen  regiments,  two  legions,  and 
the  regular  enlisted  force  of  South  Carolina. 

Of  this  number  eight  regiments,  one  legion,  and  one  company,  are 
in  service  without  the  limits  of  ^le  State. 

The  original  strength  of  each  regiment  is  as  follows :  1st  Regiment

I  am  unable  to  state  the  original  strength  of  Hampton's  Legion,  it 
having  been  organized  by  Confederate  authority,  and  the  master  rolb 
not  being  returned  to  this  office.  I  suppose  the  number  to  have  been 
about  1,100. 

I  also  report  the  following  detached  companies  or  battalions  for  the 
war  or  twelve  months :  For  the  war, — Black's  Squadron  of  Cavalry, 
Lieut.  Col.  Black  commanding ;  Palmetto  Battalion,  Maj.  White  com* 
manding ;  Lamar's  Battalion  of  Artillery,  Capt.  Lamar  commanding ; 
Manigault's  Battalion,  Maj.  Manigault  commanding;  Capt.  Mangum^a 
Company,  Capt.  Boykin's  Company,  Capt.  Shannon's  Company,  Capt. 
Boyce's  Company,  and  Capt.  Coit's  Company.  For  twelve  months, — 
Laurens  Battalion,  Maj.  James  commanding.  The  original  strength  of 
these  Battalions  and  Companies  are  included  in  the  statement  appended 
to4his  report. 

.  For  the  present  strength  I  must  again  refer  your  EzoelleAcy  to  the 
proper  Departments.    . 

Of  this  number  the  following  corps  are  in  service  without  the  limits 
of  the.  State :  Captains  Mangum's,  Boykin's,  Shannon's,  and  Coit's 
Companies.  .     ^ 

Third: — As  to  the  '^  number  of  arms  belonging  to  the  State  which 
have  been  given  to  Regiments,  &c.,"  I  would  refer  your  Excellency  to 
^'report  of  the  Colonel  of  Ordnance ;  iftd  as  to  ''  what  measures  have  been 
taken  to  bring  back  those  arms  which  have  become  useless,"  &o.,  I  will 
state,  thst  by  direction  of  your  Excellency,  I  despatched  some  ten  days 
since,  a  reliable  agent  to  the  camps  of  our  regiments,  in  Virginia,  to 
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gather  ap  and  bring  back  the  arms  of  the  class  refeired  to,  and  will,  in 
8  few  days,  haVe  his  report.  From  information  reoeiyf  d  I  expect  to 
recover  some  six  to  eight  hundred  stand  of  arms.  I  will  also  state  that 
the  Commanding  Officers  of  theJSrigades  and  Regiments  haye  been  again 
and  again  most  urgently  and  strictly  enjoined,  to  take  care  of  and  re* 
turn  the  arms,  &o.,  in  the  hands  of  their  respective  oommands,  belong- 
ing to  the  State.  All  troops  sent  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State,  wit^ 
the  exception  of  a  few  companies,  have  been  armed  and  equipped  from 
the  Arsenals  and  stores  pf  the  State. 

Fourth, — As  to  "  what  regiments,  battalions,  or  companies  of  volun- 
teers have  been  organized  within  this  State,  under  any  Jaws  of  this 
State,  or  any  call  of  hiS  Excellency,  and  are  now  in  existence,  but  have 
not  yet  been  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  Confederate  States — to. 
gether  with  the  strength  of  such  organizations,  and  their  present  poei. 
tions  and  service,"  I  have  to  report  the  4th  Brigade  of  S.  C.  M.',  Brig. 
Oen.  DeSaussure  commanding,  consisting  of  Ist  Regiment  of  Rifles, 
Col.  Branch,  1st  Regiment  of  Artillery,  Col.  Wegener,  and  17th  Regi- 
ment, Col.  DeTreville,  commanding,  organized  under  Acts  of  General 
Assembly  of  1841,  and  subsequent  amendatory  Acts.  This  Brigade 
was  required  for  by  Brig.  Gen.*RipIey,  then  commanding  this  Depart- 
ment, and  is  now  under  the  orders  of  the  Confederate  Con^manding 
General.  Col.  Martin's  IVlounted  Regiment,  composed  of  companies 
organized  under  a  resolution  of  the  Convention  of  the  State.  This  Reg- 
iment was  also  required  for  by  Gen.  Ripley,  and  is  on  duty,  subject  to' 
the  orders  of  the  Confederate  Commanding  General.  Also  the  Pee 
Dee  Legion,  Brig.  Gen.  Harllee  commanding,  raised  by  authority  of  the  • 
Governor  for  a  limited  period ;  also  required  for  by  Gen.  Ripley,  and  is 
now  under  orders  of  Confederate  Commanding  General.  The  strength 
of  this  Legion  on  duty  is  800,  aggregate.  There  are  also  six  companies 
of  State  cavalry,  numbering  about  275  in  the  aggregate,  also  under 
Confederate  orders.  The  original  strength  of  the  regime.nts  of  the  4th 
Brigade  is  as  fbllows :  Rifle  Regiment,  879;  17th  Regiment,  874; 
Artillery  Regiment,  650.     The  Mounted  Regiment  is  about  600  strong. 

I  have  also  to  report  that  under  Act  of  December  7,  1861,  I  have 
some  14  companies  in  camp,  and  have  accepted  and  placed  under 
marching  orders  for  the  camps  about  60  additional  companies.  These 
companies  have  all  volunteered  for  Confederate  service  for  twelve 
months,  and  are  being  organized  under  Act  of  December  7,  1861,  and 
when  organized  are  sent  forward  in  accordance  with  instructions  of 
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Confederate  Oommatoding  Oeoeral,  by  Lieut.  Ool.  Join  S.  Prestoo^ 
Assistant  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General  of  Confederate  Statea  Army. 
Before  closing  this  Report,  I  will  state  that  I  have  iasaed  orders  again 
and  again,  and  appointed  special  agent^  in  each.  District,  t%  gather  up 
the  scattered  arms  belonging  to  the  State,  with  but  indifferent  saocess. 
These  agents  are  still  at  work,  and  being  highly  intelligent  and  patri* 
otic  gentlemen,  are  not  receiving  any  pay  for  their  services. 

I  append  to  this  Report  a  statement  of  the  troops  embraoed  in  the 
foregoing,  classified  as  follow^ :  First,  those  in  service  beyond  the  State; 
second,  those  in  service  within  the  State ;  third,  those  for  and  during 
the  present^war }  and  fourth,  those  for  shorter  terms.

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BEPORTS  OF  THE  MILITARY  COMMETTEB. 

The  Committee  od  the  Military,  to  which  was  referred  a  resolntion  to 
inquire  into  the  expediencj  of  increasing  the  powers  of  the  Adjutant 
General,  &e.,  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  they  hnye  duly  considered  the  subject,  and  are  of  opinion  that 
the  Executive  of  this  State  now  has,  by  law,  all  the  authority  that 
seems  to  be  contemphited  by  the  resolution. 

The  fourth  section  of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  ratified  7th  December, 
1861,  expressly  directs  and  empowers  the  Governor  to  organize  com- 
panies into  battalions  and  regiments,  as  are  raised  under  its  provisions, 
and  order  elections  forthwith  for  field  officers,  &c.  But  as  some  doubts 
are  entertained,  as  your  Committee  are  advised,  as  to  the  time  when 
such  elections  should  be  held,  and  the  oi^nization  of  companies  Into 
regiments  delayed  in  order  to  allow  those  desiring  particular  field 
officers  to  arrive  and  hoM  an  election,  by  which  some  25  companies 
now  in  camp  are  not  yet  so  organized;  your  Committee  are  of  opin- 
ion that  the  subjoined  resolution  should  be  adopted  forthwith,  in 
order  to  put  the  troops  now  in  Camp  Hampton  on  active  serviee. 
They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying  re^olu* 
tioB.

Reiolvedf  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  the^Qovernor 
is  authorized  to  organize  such  companies  as  report  and  are  at  their 
rendenvous,  under  the  Act  of  7th  December,  1861,  into  battalions  and 
regiments  as  soon  as  sufficient  numbers  of  them  arrive  to  form  the 
same,  and  that  at  this  time  the  organization  into  regiments  should  be 
effected  without  delay,  and  the  troops  sent  forward  with  4;he  utmost 
promptness. 


The  Committee  on'ttie  Military,  to  which  was  referred  a  resolution 
to  authorize  military  officers  '^  to  use  promptly  such  force  as  may  in 
their  judgment  be  necessary  to  compel  any  person  or  persons  to  take 
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arms  for  the  defence  of  the  State  withoat  being  obliged  to  seek  the 
aid  of  courts  martial/'  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  had  the  mat- 
ter referred  under  consideration ,  and  concur  in  the  object  of  fhe  reso- 
lution, inasmuch  as  in  an  emergency  those  belonging  to  organizations 
of  State  troops,  by  refusing  to  go  with  their  commands,  or  leaving 
them  and  not  returning,  would,*  to  a  great  extent,  defeat  the  objects  of 
any  expedition  or  movement,  if  all  the  remedy  were  a  court  martial^ 
which  would  only  be  fine  or  imprisonment: 

Th'Q  officers  in  the  Confederate  service  have  the  authority  now,  and 
constantly  exercise  it,  to  use  force  to  compel  the  attendance  of  troops 
.  mustered  into  Confederate  service,  and  it  is  but  proper  that  officers  in 
State  service  shotild  jn  this  emergency  possess  such  power,  with  respect 
to  those  who  are  enrolled  in  their  commands  and  bound  to  perform 
duty  therein,  by  the  law^  of  the  State.  The  resolution  as  referred  to 
the  Committee,  however,  they  regard  too  general,  ,and  hence  they 
recommend  an  amendment  to  the  same  in  the  following  particulars : 
strike  out  "  military  "  before  officers,  and  insert  after  *<  officers  "the 
words  '^ commanding  regiments,  companies  or  detachments^  "  after  the 
word  persons  insert  the  words  ''  who  mvty  be ; "  after  the  words  liable 
to,  strike  out ''  militia  duty "  and  insert  "  liable  to  service  in  their 
commands ;  "  after  the  words  defence  of  the  State,  strike  out  the  words 
"  and  perform  militia  duty  in  some  of  the  organizations  of  the  State/' 
The  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  the  resolution  so  amended,  and 
recommend  its  adoption,  and  when  passed  that  the  injunction  of  secrecy 
be  removed.

To  provide  for  the  Tplantory  remoYal  of  negroes,  &o. 

Resoivedj  That  any  person  or  persons  willing  immediatelj,  or  in 
anticipation  of  the  order  of  the  commission,  to  remove  their  negroes 
and  necessary  provisions  for  their  support  under  the  terms  of  an 
Ordinance  entitled  **  An  Ordiqanoe  to  provide  for  the  removal  of  ne- 
groes and  other  property  from  portions  of  the  State  that  may  he  invaded 
hy  the  enemy/'  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  entitled  to  receive  all  such 
aid,  on  application  to  the  commission,  as  is*  prescribed  by  said  Ordi- 
nance to  be  afforded  to  those  who  remove  on  notice ;  and  the  oommis. 
sion  is  hereby  directed  to  afford  thejsaid  aid,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be 
expedient  or  practicable;  and  further,  that  all  meHns  of  transporuUon 
shall  be  afforded  by  corporations  and  private  ferries  under  the  terms  of 
said  Ordinance. 
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REPORTS  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

The  Committee  on  the  Constitution,  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolu- 
tion of  inquiry  concerninp;  the  offices  of  Comptroller  General  and  Treas- 
urers, beg  leave  to  report : 

That  they  have  considered  the  matter  thus  referred  to  them,  and 
have  concluded  that  it  is  inexpedient  for  this  Convention  now  to  inter- 
fere with  it.  They  would  not,  if  they  were  originating  a  government, 
entertain  for  a  moment  the  scheme  in  a  State  so  small  as  this,  of  hav- 
ing a  double  set  of  State  officers — especially  not  two  ofiSccrs  of  the 
Treasury — so  likely  to  lead  to  complication  of  accounts,  confusion  and 
loss.  They  acknowledge  the  seeming  unfitness  of  an  officer,  created 
by  the  Legislature,  being  placed  to  control  those  to  whom  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  State  has  committed  the  administration  of  the  Treasury. 
They  believe  that  the  strongest  support  of  the  present  system  is.given 
by  those  who  have  interest  in  the  multiplication  of  offices }  and  they 
recommend  a  careful  examination  of  our  whole  Treasury  system, 
both  its  organization  and  its  actual  administration,  to  the  Legislature, 
to  whom  the  lairtr-making  power  belongs,  and  who  can  cautiously  and 
deliberately  effcot  necessary  change?  of  our  Constitution. 

But  your  Committee  remember  that  this  Convention  has  studiously 
abstained  from  making  any,  the  least  change  in  our  Constitution,  not 
demanded  by  that  peculiar  and  perilous  condition  of  our  affairs,  which 
has  given  origin  and  continuance  to  the  Convention.  They  perceive 
that  when  the  new  Sta'te  House  shall  have  been  finished,  the  blending 
of  offices*  might  be  effected  with  more  convenience  and  with  greater 
safety  to  the  public  records.  They  hope  that  the  publio  authorities 
.  will  be  careful,  by  removal  or  otherwise,  to  save  the  books  and  papers 
in  all  of  the  public  offices  from  any  imminent  danger;  and  they  are 
not  so  impressed  with  the  sense  of  any  evil  now  existing  as  to  fear  fatal 
consequences  from  delay  in  remedying  it. 

They  therefore  beg  leave  to  be  discharged  from  further  considera- 
tion of  the  subject.

The  Committee  on  the  Military^  to  which  was  referred  a  resolution  to 
inqaire  if  any  and  what  legislation  is  required  in^the  Surgeon  Oene- 
ral's  Department^  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  -  considered  the 
subject,  and  that  inaamuoh  as  the  Confederate  GoTernmeot  has  charge 
of  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  forces  of  the  State  in  aottve  service,  and  has 
hospitals  established  under  Confederate  Surgeons  where  troops  are 
posted,  the  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  at  this  time  no  legislation  is 
called  for  by  this  Convention  on  the  subject  referred,  and  they  ask 
to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  resolution 
referred  to  lihem.

Seioloedy  That  his  Excellency  the  Ooyerpor  .\>e  requested  to  col]ect, 
S3  early  as  practicable,  all  the  valuable  old  pieces  of  Field  Artillery 
belonging  to  the  State,  and  have  new  modern  carriages  made  for  them, 
with  caissons,  and  the  requisite  number  of  traveling  fprges  and  battery 
wagons,  and  also,  when  practicable,  to  purchase  as  many  new  field 
'pieces  as,  in  his  opinion,  the  Stale  may  require,  and  to  hasten  as 
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rapidly  as  possible  all  the  preparations  necessary  for  the  complete 
equipment  of  t&e  Artillery  corps  raised  in  this  State. 

Resolved  J  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  Teqn^sted  to  famish 
forthwith  Col.  White's  Battalion  of  Light  Artillery,  at  Wappoo  Greek, 
with  small  arms  for  their  use  until  equipped  as  Light  Artillery. 


The  Committee  on  the  Military,  to  which  was  referred  a  resolution 
upon  the  expediency  of  providing  a  prompt  method  of  collecting  the 
-public  arms  not  in  service  of  the  State,  of  procuring  arms  from  private 
parties,  of  repairing  arms,  and  of  ensuring  the  manu&oture  of  armSy 
beg  leave  to  report : 

That  they  have  had  the  matters  referred  under  eonsidejration,  and 
are  of  opinion,  that  in  regard  to  so  much  of  the  resolution  as  refers  to 
the  collection  of  public  arms  in  the  State  not  in  use,  that  the  most 
effectual  method  they  could  recommend  has  been  adopted  by  the  Adju- 
tant General,  as  appears  by  his  report  accompanying  the  commuDica- 
tioQ  of  the  Governor  to  this  Convention,  which  was  that  special  agents 
had  been  appointed,  and  are  still  at  work  to  collect  the  scattered  publio 
arms. 

That  with  respect  to  procurinig  arms  from  individuals  willing  to 
part  with  the  6ame,  your  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  the  general 
poWer  granted  to  and  exercised  by  the  Governor,  to  purchase  arms, 
embraces  that  of  procuring  private  arms.  That  your  Committee  are 
informed  by  the  Adjutant  General  that  all  arms  collected,  and  those 
needing  repairs,  are  put  in  the  hands  of  gunsmiths  at  once  for  repairs. 

To  secure  the  manufacture  of  arms  in  the  State,  is  in  the  opinion  of 
your  Committee,  a  subject  of  great  importance.  They  have  tnade 
inquiries  on  this  subject,  lind  have  ascertained  that  such  could  be  done, 
provided  the  State  would  make  some  advance  to  procure  machinery^ 
&c.;  for  which  security  could  be  had,  either  to  refund  the  advance, or 
pay  for  it  by  the  guns  manulactured,  and  with  the  view  of  aiding  in 
so  advantageous  an  enterprise,  they  beg  leave  to  report  the  subjoined 
resolution,  and  recommend  its  adoption.

The  Committee  on  the  Military,  to  which  was  referred  a  resolution 
to  consider  and  report  as  to  the  expediency  of  organizing,  in  some  effi- 
cient form,  that  portion  of  the  Militia  of  this  State  between  the  ages  of 
sixteen  and  eighteen  years  in  the  City  of  Charleston,  so  as  not  to  inter- 
fere with  their  educational  pursuits,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they 
have  considered  the  same,  and  though  they  regard  it  lamentable  that 
the  prospects  of  education  of  the  youth  of  the  State  is  s6  seriously  im- 
.  periled  by  the  facility  with  which  they  get  into  the  military  service, 
and  are  to  a  great  extent  diverted  from  all  thoughts  of  study  and  some- 
times deu^oralized  by  prombcuous  association  in  camp,  yet  they  regard 
it  inexpedient  for  this  Convention  to  interfere  to  apply  a  corrective. 

The  only  remedy  that  could  be  applied,  would  be  a  prohibition  on 
tbia  claas  from    going  into  service  at  all,  which  might,  in  many 
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instanoes,  prove  detrimental.,  Yoar  CoitiQiittee,  therefore,  are  of 
opinion  that  it  should  be  left  to  the  diseretion  of^parents  and  teachere 
to  cheek  the  growing  tendency  of  bojs  to  enter  military  service  at  the 
expense  of  their  education  and  future  usefulness^  and  they  r^ard 
legislation  by  this  body  on  the  subject  inexpedient.

REPORT  AND  RESOLUTIONS   OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 

NO.  2. 

The  Special  Committee  No.  2,  <'  charged  with  considering  and  re- 
porting upon  the  proper  action  of  the  State,  in  case,  at  any  time, 
further  valuable  portions  of  our  territory  should  be  pronounced  untena- 
ble by  the  military  authorities,''  respectfully  report: 

That  they  immediately,  on  their  appointment,  proceeded  to  con- 
sider the  grave  matter  committed  to  their  charge,  and,  after  several 
consultations,  concluded  to  withhold  their  report  until  the  Convention 
should  act  on  the  reports  of  Special  Committees  Nos.  1  and  5.  This 
Committee  unanimously  concur  in  the  general  line  of  policy  indicated 
in  the  Ordinance,  reported  by  Special  Committee  No.  1,  and  adopted 
by  the  Convention,  and  ask  leave  to  report  resolutions  to  extend  the 
provisions  of  the  original  Ordinance  to  white  inhabitants  of  Charleston, 
incapable  of  conducting  their  own  removal,  and  to  modify  its  provisions 
in  reference  to  the  removal  of  negroes  from  that  city. 

In  regard  to  the  City  of  Charleston,  your  Committee  cannot  believe 
that  it  will  ever  be  pronounced  untenable  by  the  military  authorities 
until  the  trial  of  strength  and  endurance  has  been  tested  to  the  utter- 
most. They  recommend  that  it  should  be  expressedj  -as  the  sense  of 
the  People  of  South  Carolina  assembled  in  Convention,  that  Charleston 
should  be  defended  at  any  cost  of  life  or  property ;  and  that,  in  their 
deliberate  judgment,  they  would  prefer  a  repulse  of  the  eitemy,  with 
the  entire  city  in  ruins,  to  an  evacuation  or  surrender,  on  any  terras 
whatever.  The  Committee  oppose  altogether  the  idea  of  abandonment 
until  both  the  defending  army  and  the  city  are  so  far  destroyed  that  do 
provision  need  bo  made  for  further  action^    If^  however^  the  city 
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should  be  abandoned  to  the  enemy,  contrary  to  the  expressed  wish  of 
the  people  of  the  State,  your  Committee  cannot  bring  themselves  to 
recommend,  as  has  been  suggested  by  some,  that  the  city  should  be 
destroyed  by  the  hands  of  her  own  citizens,  irrespective  of  the  command 
of  the  military  authorities.  The  Committee  have  deliberated  with 
painful  anxiety  upon  this  matter,  but  while  they  highly  approve  a 
defence  like  that  of  Zaragossa,  they  cannot  perceive,  in  the  circum- 
stances of  Charleston,  enough  to  commend  to  her  citizens  the  example 
of  Moscow.  The  Committee  think  the  injury  which  might  be  inflicted 
in  this  way  on  the  enemy,  quite  too  inconsiderable  to  warrant  a  pro- 
ceeding so  very  much  more  disastrous  to  ourselves.  Indeed,  the  Com- 
mittee are  inclined  to  believe  that  the  destruction  of  the  city  is 
precisely  that  which  the  enemy  desire  and  design.  The  Committee 
believe  that  an  indiscriminate  burning  of  the  city  could  not  be  effected 
without  destroying  the  lives  of  a  very  large  portion  of  the  non-com- 
batant inhabitants,  whose  removal  could  not  be  accomplished.  Let  the 
responsibility  of  so  terrible  a  calamity  rest  upon  the  enemy.  The 
Committee  accordingly  recommend  that  the  Convention  should 
express  its  disapproval  of  the  suggestion  of  a  voluntary  burning  of  the 
eity  by  the  citizens.  To  the  military  authorities  they  have  nothing  to 
suggest  on  this  point. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the 
removal  of  negroes  and  other  property  firom  portions  of  the  State  which 
may  be  invaded  by  the  enemy,  be  extended  to  the  removal  of  those 
persons  in  the  City  of  Charleston  who  by  reason  of  age,  sex  or  infirmity 
are  incapable  of  taking  part  in  its  defence,  if  such  removal  becomes 
necessary  in  the  judgment  of  the  commission  herein  provided  for. 

Henolved,  That  a  commission  of  five  citizens  of  Charleston  be  chosen 
by  this  Convention,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  execute  within  the  City 
of  Charleston  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  aforesaid,  and  of  this 
resolution. 

Resolved,  That  in  case  any  expense  is  incurred  by  the  Commissioners 
in  the  removal  of  white  persons,  such  persons  shall  be  liable  to  repay 
such  expense  to  the  Commissioners — which  repayment  may  be  enforced 
by  action  of  debt  in  any  Court  of  common  law. 
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RESOLUTIONS  REMOVING  THE  INJUNCTION  OF  SECRECY 
AS  TO  THE  FOREGOING  REPORT  AND  RESOLUTIONS. 

Eesolved,  That  the  iDJUDction  of  secrecy  be  removed  from  the  report 
and  resolutioDS  of  Special  Committee  No.  2,  adopted  bj  the  Gonveo- 
tioD^  in  so  far  as  to  permit  the  commanication  of  a  certified  copy  of 
the  said  report  and  resolutions  to  each  of  the  Commissioners  for 
Charleston,  with  leave  to  make  known  so  much  of  the  same  as  may  be 
necessary  to  the  several  parties  interested  therein,  and  to  the  Command- 
ing General  of  the  Confederate  forces  in  this  State  and  the  Confeder* 
ate  officer  commanding  at  Charleston,  and  that  the  President  be 
instructed  to  notify  the  Commissioners  of  their  election. 

Resolved,  That  the  Commissioners  for  Charleston  be  each  furnished 
with  a  copy  of  the  ^'  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  removal  of  negroes 
and  other  property  from  portions  of  the  State  which  may  be  invaded 
by  the  enemy,"  with  the  same  right  to  communicate  the  same,  as  by  a 
previous  resolution  of  this  Convention  is  given  to  the  Commissioners 
for  the  Districts  of  Georgetown,  Horry,  Charleston,  Colleton  and 
Beaufort.

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COMMUNICATION    FROM    HIS     EXCELLENCY    THE 
GOVERNOR. 

State  op  South  Carolina, 
Executive  Office, 
September  9th,  1862. 
To  ike  President  and  Members  of  the  Convention : 

The  fifth  section  of  the  OrdiDaDce  creatiog  an  Executiye  CouDcil, 
requires  that  the  Qovernor  <<  shall  communicate  to  this  GonTention, 
and  to  the  General  Assembly,  at  every  meeting  of  either  body,  full  in- 
formation  concerning  the  transactions  of  the  Council,  and  the  condition 
of  every  Department/' 

The  eighth  section  of  the  same  Ordinance  requires  that ''  on  the  first 
day  of  each  meeting  of  the  People  in  Convention,  the  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Governor  and  Council  had  prior  thereto,  shall  be 
laid  before  such  Convention,  and  the  said  proceedings  shall  be  subject 
to  review,  and  to  repeal,  or  such  modification  by  the  Convention  as  to 
it  shall  seem  proper/' 

The  first  section  of  the  same  Ordinance  declares  that  the  Council 
created  '^  shall  be  called  the  Executive  Council,  which  shall  consist  of 
the  Lieutenant  Governor  and  three  other  citizens  of  the  State,  to  be 
chosen  by  ballot  by  the  Convention." 

The  Council,  so  created,  established  separate  Departments,  and  ap- 
pointed heads  to  the  same. 

In  conformity  with  the  provisions  quoted,  I  herewith  transmit  the 
original  books  of  record  kept  by  the  Council,  in  order  that  you  may 
"examine  all  the  proceedings,''  and  in  addition  to  this,  I  herewith 
transmit  the  reports  from  the  heads  of  the  different  Departments 
established.  I  also  transmit  copies  of  all  military  correspondence  I 
have  had,  of  any  importance,  with  the  President  or  Secretary  of  War, 
and  the  Governors  of  States,  and  with  the  Confederate  Generals  com- 
manding, together  with  military  telegrams,  necessary  to  give  your  body 
full  information  as  to  what  has  been  done  in  the  State,  and  the  present 
situation  of  our  affairs. 

As  I  was  uninformed  in  regard  to  the  entire  objects  and  purposes  to 
be  effected  by  the  Convention  in  creating  this  Executive  Council,  I 
■  74 
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left  the  construction  of  its  powers  very  mach  to  the  members  appointed 
bj  joar  body  to  administer  the  powers  conferred. 

I  acquiesced,  and  am  not  responsible  for  many  meaflures,  as  original, 
positive  measures,  but  rather  as  secondary  or  alternative  measures, 
under  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  case.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  THE  DEPARTMEJiTT  OF  THE 

MILITARY. 

Department  op  the  Military,  S.  C, 
Columbia,  August  30, 1862. 
To  HIS  Excellency,  Governor  Pickens  : 

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  requirement,  made  under  the  fifth  section 
of  ''  An  Ordinance  for  strengthening  the  Executive  Department  during 
the  exigencies  of  the  present  war,"  passed  by  the  People  of  South  Caro- 
lina, in  Convention  assembled,  in  January  last,  I  have  the  honor  most 
respectfully  to  submit  the  following  report : 

On  the  8th  day  of  January,  1862,  I  received  a  request  from  your 
Excellency,  '^  to  meet  the  members  of  the  Executive  Council  for  the 
purpose  of  being  organized,  as  directed  by  the  Ordinance."  On  the 
next  day,  which  was  the  one  appointed,  all  the  members  of  that  Coun- 
cil met  your  Excellency  at  the  Executive  Office,  and  proceeded  to  or- 
ganization. The  plan  I  proposed  for  the  formation  of  Departments 
was  adopted,  and  I  had  the  honor  of  being  assigned  to  the  control  of 
the  Department  of  the  Military. 

On  the  17th  of  the  same  month  ''the  rules  made  and  estab- 
lished by  the  Governor  and  Council,  for  the  management  of  the  De- 
partment of  the  Military  of  the  State,"  prepared  by  myself,  were,  with 
a  few  modifications,  adopted,  and  I  then  entered  on  the  duties  of  that 
Department.     A  copy  of  these  rules  is  appended,,  (marked  A.) 

On  the  18th  of  January,  special  orders  were  issued  by  me  to 
the  several  bureaus  placed  under  my  control,  requiring  a  full  report  of 
the  condition  of  each.  From  the  shape  and  incompleteness  of  most  of 
these  statements,  it  was  apparent  that  the  ''  Army  Regulationis"  had 
not  been  sufficiently  the  standard  of  form.  Long  experience  has 
demonstrated  that  the  close  observance  of  these  rules  is  essential  to  the 
establishment  of  system,  the  attainment  of  accuracy,  and  the  enforce- 
ment of  economy  in  the  administration  of  military  affairs.  The  system 
of  regular  and  specific  requisitions,  according  to  form,  for  each  month 
or  quarter,  was  entirely  neglected ;  and  hence,  perhaps,  the  several 
bureaus,  with  one  exception,  were  burdened  with  debt  when  I  came 
into  office.      The  want  of  cash  and  punctuality  in  payment,  made 
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prices  higher  to  the  State  thaD  to  some  other  buyers  and  contractors.  In 
some  instances,  as  I  am  informed  by  the  heads  of  bareaas,  parchases 
were  made  at  a  rate  enhanced  five  per  cent,  on  cash  prices.  This  evil 
was  soon  remedied,  by  enforcing  strict  conformity  to  the  rules  of  regu- 
lar; specific,  monthly  requisitions,  and  upon  them,  supplying  the  money 
for  each  month  in  advance.  In  this  I  was  promptly  and  efficiently 
aided  by  all  the  officers  under  this  Department. 

It  was  my  desire  to  present  accurately  to  your  Excellency  the  condi- 
tion of  affairs  in  the  Military  Department  on  the  1st  day  of  January 
last,  but,  despite  of  the  most  unremitting  exertions,  I  am  not  able  to 
do  so,  because  of  the  entire  neglect  of  that  system,  order  and  ob- 
servance, and  application  of  the  regulations  I  have  referred  to.  As 
drill  and  discipline  are  indispensable  to  fit  the  soldier  for  the  field,  so 
time,  experience,  and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  approved  forms,  are 
equally  essential  to  qualify  the  officer  for  his  bureau,  and  the  clerk  for  his 
desk.  It  is  no  reflection,  therefore,  upon  your  officers  to  intimate  that, 
as  citizens,  aroused  from  the  peaceful  pursuits  of  an  entire  life,  without 
the  requisite  experience,  or  superior  guidance,  they  should  be  for  a 
time  embarrassed,  and  perhaps  confused,  by  the  suddenness  with  which 
the  vast  and  multiform  military  interests  of  the  State  and  country 
were  pressed  upon  them.  I  have  called  your  attention  to  this  point,  to 
account  for  any  apparent  deficiency  in  extent  of  information  or  accu- 
racy in  detail  during  the  period  alluded  to,  And  which  it  might  have 
been  in  my  power  to  avoid,  and  my  pleasure  to  supply,  if  the  bureau 
provisions  of  the  Army  Regulations  had  been  enforced  from  the  date 
of  seoessiott  to  the  establishment  of  this  Department.  I  have  another 
object,  and  the  main  one,  which  is  to  urge  that  these  Regulations  be 
strictly  observed  in  the  future,  as  they  furnish  the  only  plan  whereby 
the  finances  of  the  State  can  be  effectually  guarded,  its  resources  prop- 
erly developed  and  economically  applied,  and  full  justice  be  always 
done  to  the  soldier,  by  the  State  being  ever  ready  to  supply  his  wants. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  bring  to  your  attention,  and  through 
you  to  the  State,  my  acknowledgments  for  the  many  Taluable  sugges- 
tions, as  well  as  hearty  cooperation,  of  the  heads  of  bureaus,  in  my  en- 
deavors to  produce  order,  efficiency  and  economy.  I  refer  you  to  the 
numerous  elaborate  statements,  exhibits,  reports  and  acoounta,  made 
from  their  several  offices,  on  file  in  this  Department,  as  furnishing  ample 
proof  of  the  fact  that  their  positions,  at  least,  have  not  been  sinecures. 
And  while  our  hearts  thrill  with  gratitude  and  admiration  for  the  heroic 
achievements  of  our  war-worn  soldiery  in  the  field;  we  must  not  forget 
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the  silent^  inoessant  and  nnapplanded  toil  of  these  offieera,  upon  whose 
labor  depends,  ia  no  small  degree,  the  credit  of  the  State,  and  the 
mainteDanoe,  comfort  and  efficiency  of  the  army.  Without  fidelity  and 
efficiency  in  the  Qnartermaster,  Commissary  and  Ordnaoce  Depart- 
ments, the  genius  of  Napoleon  would  be  brought  to  nought.  They 
should,  therefore,  be  eonsidered  as  of  the  highest  importance^  and  filled 
always  and  only  with  the  ablest  and  most  faithful  and  ezperienced 
officers. 

By  a  brief  analysis,  I  propose  to  show,  from  the  reports  of  the  sev- 
eral bureaus,  the  extent  of  information  they  convey.  It  will  exhibit 
their  condition  on  the  Ist  of  January  and  the  1st  of  July,  1862, 
embracing  the  first  two  quarters  of  the  current  year.  I  propose,  also, 
to  add,  in  appropriate  location,  the  more  important  occurrences  of  the 
present  quarter,  and  to  the  date  of  this  report,  and  all  other  matters  of 
interest  in  a  military  way,  although  not  immediately  connected  with 
any  of  the  bureaus. 

AI>JUTANT  AND  INSPECTOR  QENEBAL'S  BUREAU. 

First,  the  strength,  condition  and  movements  of  our  forces. 
From  reports  of  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  Generars  Office,  I  have 
compiled  a  statement  (in  the  Appendix  marked  B.),  showing  that  on 
the  1st  of  January,  1862,  the  troops  from  this  State,  under  Confed- 
erate orders,  were  as  follows : 

For  the  war 7,111  men. 

For  shorter  periods 20,261     " 

Aggregate. 27,862     " 

Of  this  number,  4,082  were  State  militia,  not  mustered  into  Confed- 
erate service,  leaving  really  in  Confederate  service,  subject  to  Confed- 
erate control,  only. 28,280  men.  It  appears  from  the  same  report  that 
there  were  at  that  time  sixty-four  companies  of  *'  twelve  months  volun- 
teers, for  Confederate  service,"  either  in  camp  of  instruction  or  under 
marching  orders  for  it.  The  report  contains  nothing  in  relation  to  the 
condition  of  the  militia  of  the  State. 

Upon  assuming  the  duties  of  this  Department,  I  found  the  militia  of 
the  State  virtually  disorganized.  The  causes  were  manifest,  and  may 
be  stated  as  follows :  First,  the  heavy  drain  which  had  been  made  upon 
it.  Including  the  sixty-four  companies  in  process  of  formation,  esti- 
mated, say  at  5,000,  with  the  27,862  already  in  service,  there  was  then 
an  abstraction  of  its  strength  of  some  82,862  men,  more  than  half  of 
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our  arms-bearing  population.  Second,  the  indiBcriminate  recmitiog 
aotively  going  on,  by  special  authority  from  Richmond,  by  officers  in 
service,  to  fill  up  their  ranks,  by  calls  from  the  State  to  complete  requi- 
sitions not  fully  answered,  and  by  consequence  of  the  Act  of  Decem- 
ber, 1861,  vacating  all  commissions  under  the  grade  of  General,  with 
the  exception  of  volunteer  companies  in  the  4th  Brigade  S.  C.  M.  At 
this  time,  also,  there  were  regiments  and  companies  in  the  field,  so 
scant  in  number  as  to  make  it  proper  to  relieve  them,  for  the  purpose 
of  reorganization ;  and  there  were  hundreds  in  camp,  and  some  in  froot 
of  the  enemy,  without  arms  of  any  kind. 

On  the  2d  of  February  last,  the  Secretary  of  War  made  a  call  upon 
the  State  to  filU  up  the  quota  of  troops  enlisted  for  the  war,  to  an  amouot 
equal  to  ^'  six  per  centum  of  the  total  white  population."  Assuming 
our  population  to  be  800,000,  the  quota  would  be  18,000  men.  The 
Secretary  supposed  we  had  furnished,  up  to  that  time,  about  6,000 
men  for  the  war,  and  called  at  once  for  five  more  regiments,  expecting 
to  make  up  the  remainder  by  reonlistment  among  the  twelve  months 
volunteers.  Being  satisfied  that  he  had  under-estimated  the  number  of 
men,  both  for  the  war  and  for  twelve  months,  I  called  on  the  Adjutant 
and  Inspector  General  for  a  report,  setting  forth  the  facts.  That  re- 
port was  made  on  the  20th  of  February,  1862,  and  exhibits  for  the 
war  9,349  men,  and  for  twelve  mouths  21,321 — total  30,670,  sent 
into  Confederate  service.     (See  my  report  in  Appendix,  marked  D.) 

Before  the  letter  of  the  Secretary  reached  your  Excellency,  1  had 
repaired  to  Charleston,  in  answer  to  several  pressing  calls  connected 
with  the  military  condition  of  the  State,  and  with  the  duties  of  my 
office.  While  there,  1  conferred  freely  with  the  Confederate  Geoeral 
in  command  of  that  District,  with  General  Gist,  and  communicated 
with  General  Lee,  on  the  various  necessities  of  our  military  condition. 
Under  instructions  of  the  Governor  and  Council  (see  accompanying 
papers.  No.  1),  1  issued  orders  for  the  reorganization  of  the  4th  Brig- 
ade, S.  C.  M.,  as  one  of  the  readiest  means  of  obtaining  immediate  aid 
to  meet  threatening  dangers.  With  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  Gene- 
ral, I  considered  and  discussed  the  best  mode  of  permanent  organisa- 
tion of  the  militia,  to  meet  promptly  whatever  demands  might  be  made 
upon  us.  (See  report — accompanying  papers,  No.  2.)  On  my  return, 
about  the  12  th  of  February,  1  found  the  requisition  of  the  Secretary 
of  War,  of  which*  your  Excellency  had  previously  sent  me  a  copj. 
My  first  step,  under  the  authority  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  was  to 
issue  appeals  to  the  army  of  the  Potomac,  to  the  twelve  months  troops 
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in  this  State,  &o.,  to  change  the  term  of  their  enlistment  from  twelve 
months  to  the  war.     (See  accompanying  papers,  No.  3.) 

The  report  of  the  20th  of  Febniary,  already  referred  to,  disclosed 
the  fact,  that  although  the  troops  for  the  war  exceeded  the  esti- 
mate of  the  Secretary,  still  they  were  far  below  the  qnota  required  of 
the  State.  To  meet  this  deficiency  in  the  quickest  and  most  effectual 
way,  as  well  as  to  establish  a  system  of  reserves,  to  answer  promptly 
all  demands  in  future,  on  the  7th  of  March,  1862,  the  Governor 
and  Council  adopted  a  scheme  prepared  by  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector 
General  Gist,  in  conjunction  with  myself.  It  was  a  system  of  enroll- 
ment and  conscription.  (See  accompanying  papers,  No.  4.)  The  only 
patent  defect  in  the  scheme,  is  the  clause  of  exemptions.  The  wisdom 
of  the  measure  must  be  proved  by  its  results.  Under  its  stimulus, 
volunteering  took  place  with  such  alacrity  that  our  skeleton  organiza- 
tions were  rapidly  filled,  and  new  formations  made.  There  was  no 
necessity  for  drafts  any  where  in  the  State  for  Confederate  service,  ex- 
cept in  the  City  of  Charleston,  where  the  Adjutant  General  encountered 
every  species  of  harassment  and  delay.  (See  accompanying  papers, 
No.  6.) 

On  the  28th  of  April,  1862,  the  State  had  not  only  furnished 
the  five  regiments  called  for,  but  had  exceeded  the  quota  by  four 
thousand  and  sixty-four  men,  as  appears  from  the  report  of  the  Adju- 
tant and  Inspector  General  of  that  date.     (See  Appendix,  C.) 

Our  conscription  rolls  had  been  completed,  and  the  process  of  organ- 
ization and  transfer  was  going  on,  when,  on  the  16th  of  April, 
1862,  the  Confederate  Congress  passed  its  Conscription  Act.  This 
law,  taking  from  the  control  of  the  State  all  of  its  arms-bearing  men 
between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty-five,  threw  our  militia  and  con- 
script reserves  again  into  confusion;  in  fact,  entirely  destroyed  the 
latter  organization.  The  history  of  Forts  Beauregard  and  Walker — the 
condition  in  which  the  State  then  was — pitiably  weak  and  unprepared — 
excited,  confused,  and  at  the  mercy  of  a  bold  and  daring  invader- 
gave  us  a  lesson  which  we  would  be  criminal  to  forget,  or  fail  to  im- 
prove. It  became,  therefore,  necessary  for  us  to  adopt  a  new  scheme, 
and  that  speedily,  to  insure  our  protection.  Accordingly,  on  the 
24  th  day  of  April,  1862, 1  had  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Gover- 
nor and  Council  a  plan  for  the  organization  of  two  corps  of  reserves — 
one  for  active  duty  in  the  field,  the  other  for  police  and  patrol  duty. 
(The  resolutions,  regulations,  orders  and  other  papers  relating  to  the 
subj  ect,  will  be  found  in  the  accompanying  papers.  No.  6.)     I  am 
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happy  to  state  that  we  haye,  of  the  first  oorpsi,  ten  regiments,  fiillj  or- 
ganized and  offioered,  besides  one  company  of  monnted  rifles,  and  others 
forming.  It  is  believed  that  from  them  we  oonld  throw  five  thousaDd 
effective  men,  at  short  notice,  into  the  field,  to  check  the  enemy  until 
our  Confederates  could  appear.  We  have  ammunition  and  arms  of 
good  quality — many  of  them  the  most  approved  kind — sufficieni  in 
number  to  arm  the  whole.  The  Combahee  Rangers,  organized  under 
resolution  of  the  Qovemor  and  Council,  have  been  accepted,  and  are 
now  in  the  special  police  and  military  service,  for  which  they  were 
organized.  According  to  my  information,  they  are  rendering  useful 
and  valuable  service. 

Some  insubordination,  in  the  first  corps,  has  occurred  in  several  Dis- 
tricts, namely,  in  Marlboro',  York  and  Lexington,  the  causes  of  which, 
and  the  means  taken  to  reduce  it,  will  be  spoken  of  hereafter. 

From  the  report  of  the  Adjutant  General,  of  this  date,  it  appears 
that  the  troops  from  this  State,  sent  into  Confederate  service,  are  as 
follows : 

Infantry — Twenty-eight  regiments,  two  legions,  eight  battalions,  two 
companies. 

ArtHleryr— Two  regiments,  one  battalion,  eighteen  companies. 

Cavalry — Two  regiments,  five  battalions,  seven  companies. 

Total — Thirty-two  regiments,  two  legions,  fourteen  battalions,  twenty- 
seven  companies*  Makings  an  aggregate  of  forty-three  thousand  men 
contributed  by  the  State  to  the  public  service.     (See  Appendix,  B.) 

While  engaged  in  anxious  labor  to  uphold  the  credit  of  the  State,  by 
responding  to  every  just  demand,  and  to  defend  her  honor  and  maintain 
her  interests,  we  were  startled  by  the  intelligence  of  the  purpose  of  the 
Confederate  General  to  abandon  the  control  of  the  approach  to  George- 
town, and  thereby  throw  open  all  that  valuable  region  to  the  invasion 
and  ravages  of  a  ruthlesa  enemy.  Protests  and  expostulations  were 
immediately  made  against  it.  General  Harllee  was  sent  at  once  to 
General  Pemberton,  to  communicate  with  him  on  the  subject,  and  to 
enforce,  by  a  personal  interview,  the  wishes  and  opinions  of  the  Governor 
and  Council.  Upon-  his  return,  General  Harllee  made  a  verbal  report, 
stating  that  General  Pemberton  declined  to  annul  his  order  for  the 
abandonment  and  dismantling  of  the  forts,  but  intimated  his  intention 
to  leave  such  troops  in  the  vicinity  as  the  exigencies  of  the  service 
elsewhere  would  permits    The  President  was  addressed  on  the  subjeet. 
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and  I  asked  him  for  guDS,  that  we  might  UDdertake  the  defence  our- 
selves. I  believed  then,  and  I  believe  now,  that  the  region  could  have 
been  successfully  protected  by  us  against  the  inroads  and  raids  of  the 
enemy,  even  if  totally  abandoned  by  the  Confederate  General.  Gov- 
ernor R.  F.  W.  Allston  was  the  bearer  of  the  communication  to  the 
President,  and  succeeded  in  obtaining  two  fine  rifle  guns,  with  equip- 
ment and  ammunition — one  a  six  pounder,  and  one  a  twenty-four 
pounder — ^which  were  receipted  for  and  deposited  at  Florence,  subject 
to  the  order  of  General  Harllee,  whose  report  (see  accompanying  papers, 
No.  7)  will  show  how  they  were  finally  disposed  of  To  use  the  guns 
and  other  arms  which  we  had  to  meet  the  emergency,  a  call  was  made 
for  one  thousand  men — subsequently  reduced  to  five  hundred — to  be 
taken  from  the  4th  Division  of  South  Carolina  Militia,  and  from  two 
adjacent  regiments  in  another.  General  Harllee  was  appointed  by  the 
Governor  and  Council  to  organize  and  command  tbem.  Accordingly, 
orders  were  issued  to  him  to  assemble  the  Colonels  of  the  several  regi- 
ments indicated,  and  arrange  with  them  the  proportion  and  manner  of 
supplying  the  call,  either  by  volunteers  or  by  draft,  if  necessary.  All 
the  necessary  ordnance,  Quartermaster  and  Commissary  supplies  were 
immediately  ordered  to  the  points  indicated  by  General  Harllee,  where 
they  were  received.  Nothing  was  wanting  but  men.  The  orders  is- 
sued by  General  Harllee,  now  on  file  in  this  Depariment,  and  referred 
to  by  him  in  his  report,  show  that  there  was  no  want  of  effort  on  his 
part  to  accomplish  a  work  so  important,  and  for  which  he  had  mani- 
fested so  much  zeal.  It  is  with  pain,  sir,  that  I  state  to  you  the  fact, 
that  while  the  men  were  in  the  country,  the  spirit  was  wanting.  Very 
few  volunteered,  and  it  became  necessary  to  resort  to  a  draft.  Even 
this  was  eluded,  to  a  great  extent,  by  the  rushing  of  those  who  were 
liable  into  Confederate  service ;  many  among  those  who  submitted  to 
the  draft  refused  to  obey  the  orders  of  General  Harllee ;  some  took  to 
concealment,  while  others  stood  in  open  defiance  of  the  law ;  others, 
again,  became  predatory  outlaws,  and  threatened  acts  of  violence  and 
robbery  in  the  vicinity  of  the  few  troops  which  did  assemble  at  Stone's 
Landing,  on  the  Pee  Dee.  This  state  of  things  demanded  the  imme- 
diate attention  of  the  Governor  and  Council.  By  their  direction,  the 
proper  orders  were  issued,  copies  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  ac- 
companying papers  (No.  7  a).  Some  of  the  recusants  were  seized  and 
put  into  prison  ;  others  warned  and  summoned  for  trial  before  a  court 
martial.  But  the  court  itself  seemed  to  have  been  inadequate  to  the 
conoeption  or  performance  of  its  duty,  and  the  defaulters  escaped. 
75 
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Perhaps  it  may  be  well  to  inquire  into  the  supposed  causes  which 
produced  this  unhappy  and  disgraceful  state  of  affairs.  I  do  not  be- 
lieve that  the  body  of  the  people  in  that  section  of  the  country  were 
unpatriotic,  or  inclined  to  the  disobedience  of  lawful  authority.  I  feel 
otherwise,  for  from  that  veiy  quarter  a  full  proportion  of  gallant  sol- 
diers have  been  sent  to  the  field  in  Confederate  service.  But  the  time 
of  the  call  was  unpropitious  to  the  agricultural  interest ;  the  oouoiry 
to  which  they  were  ordered  was  supposed  to  be  unhealthy  at  that  sea- 
son. The  aotivityi  and  most  of  the  energy,  had  been  already  extracted ; 
the  love  of  ease,  convenience,  and  the  desire  to  pursue  ordinary  vocm- 
tions,  had  their  full  influence  among  those  who  remained.  Still,  I  be- 
lieve these  would  have  been  overcome,  but  for  the  fact  that  there  were 
some  leading  men,  disaffected  to  the  existing  Government  of  the  State, 
who  seized  upon  the  facts  I  have  mentioned,  and  endeavored  to  poiaoQ 
the  minds  of  the  people  by  inculcating  the  idea  that  the  authority  from 
which  the  orders  emanated  was  unconstitutional — that  the  Gonventioa 
of  the  people  of  South  Carolina  was  without  lawful  existence,  and  with- 
out power.  They  were  stimulated  and  supplied  with  noxious  pabulum, 
through  the  channels  of  an  uninformed  press.  All  have  stricken  at 
the  sovereignty  of  the  State.  Thus,  sir,  were  ignorance,  indolence, 
selfishness,  disaffection,  and,  to  some  extent,  disappointed  ambition, 
combined,  and  made,  unwittingly,  to  aid  and  abet  the  enemy,  and,  in 
like  manner,  to  become  the  coadjutors  of  Lincoln  and  all  the  hosts  of 
abolition  myrmidons. 

It  is  believed  that  in  this  way,  and  by  such  influences,  the  £xecu« 
tive  authority  of  the  State  was  frustrated,  and  prevented  from  secnnDg 
from  devastation  one  of  the  finest  and  richest  portions  of  our  country. 

The  abandonment  of  the  forts  and  the  region  about  Qeorgetown,  by 
the  Confederate  Government,  came  upon  us  at  a  most  inauspicious  mo- 
ment. All  the  troops  we  had  then  organized  were,  but  a  short  time 
before,  transferred  to  the  Confederacy,  to  fill  up  the  quota  required  by 
the  Secretaiy  of  War ;  and  all  the  conscripts  we  had  then  enrolled, 
and  from  among  whom  we  could  have  raised  a  force  ample  for  the  de- 
fence of  our  eastern  coast,  were,  at  the  very  moment  of  need,  swept 
from  us  by  the  Conscription  Act  of  Congress. 

In  this  connection,  permit  me  to  inform  you  that  there  are  certain 
recusant  Captains,  who  mock  at  the  power  of  the  Convention,  and  pre- 
tend to  defy  the  Executive  authority  which  it  has  instituted  for  the 
exigencies  of  the  war.  (See  accompanying  papers,  No.  8.)  It  is 
hoped  that  calm  reflection  and  a  returning  sense  of  what  is  due  to  the 
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State,  in  her  present  emergency,  will  render  unnecessary  an  appeal  to 
the  higher  powers  of  the  law.  Bat  if  this  hope  shall  prove  fallaoioas, 
then  I  trust  yonr  Excellency  and  the  Council  will  approve  of  the  mea- 
sures I  have  prepared  to  reduce  them  to  obedience,  to  vindicate  the 
majesty  of  the  law,  and  to  uphold  the  outraged  dignity  of  the  State. 

I  ask  leave,  also,  to  submit,  for  the  information  of  your  Excellency, 
as  part  of  the  proceedings  of  my  Department,  the  telegrams  from  the 
Mayor  of  Cheraw  -and  General  Prince,  commanding  7th  Brigade  of  S. 
C.  M.,  in  relation  to  the  expected  advance  of  the  enemy's  gunboats 
up  the  Pee  Dee  River ;  the  authority  I  gave  them  at  their  request ;  to 
the  protest  of  many  of  the  worthy  citizens  of  Marlboro'  District, 
against  the  proceedings  of  General  Prince ;  and  my  reply  to  the  said 
protest.     (See  accompanying  papers.  No.  9.) 

The  question  of  exemption  from  military  service,  and  the  seeming 
conflict  between  the  State  and  Confederate  law  on  that  subject,  was  a 
source  of  some  embarrassment,  and  made  heavy  drafts  upon  our  time 
and  attention. 

The  exemption  of  overseers — a  matter  so  important  to  the  agricul-. 
tural  interests  of  the  State,  and  so  essential  to  a  proper  system  of 
police — ^the  Convention  saw  fit  to  confide  to  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector 
General  of  the  State.  But  the  exemption  of  all  other  classes  was  lefl 
exclusively  under  the  control  of  the  Governor  and  Council. 

Finding  that  much  anxiety  prevailed  on  the  subject,  I  caused  the 
Adjutant  and  Inspector  General  to  issue  a  notification  to  all  concerned^ 
that  those  who  held  certificates  of  exemption  from  the  State  authority^ 
would  be  protected  under  them.  Subsequently,  and  on  the  8d  day  of 
April,  I  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  at  Richmond,  rep- 
resenting the  importance  of  the  matter — suggesting  a  plan  whereby 
all  difficulty  could  be  avoided,  and  urging  the  exemption  of  overseers 
and  military  cadets.  The  reply  of  the  Secretary  was  not  satisfactory. 
In  the  latter  part  of  June,  and  early  in  July,  when  I  was  charged  by 
the  Governor  and  Council  to  represent  the  interests  of  the  State  in 
Richmond,  I  brought  the  subject,  among  other  matters,  to  the  attention 
of  the  Secretary,  and  again  urged  upon  him  its  importance.  I  stated 
to  him,  that  if  there  was  one  great  leading  principle  which  distin- 
guished the  original  contest  between  the  Confederate  and  the  United 
States,  it  was  the  difference  between  them  in  relation  to  the  sovereignty 
of  the  States.  We  warred  to  maintain  the  sovereignty  and  equality  of 
each  and  all  of  our  States,  while  they  endeavored  to  obliterate  the 
States  and  consolidate  a  despotic  empire ;  that  the  Governor  and  Coun- 
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cil  must  be  governed  by  our  view  of  the  principle  in  infiisting  upon 
the  exemption ;  that  we  were  but  the  agents  of  the  Convention,  which 
represented  the  sovereignty  of  the  State,  and  which  had  imperatively 
commanded  the  exemption  of  overseers  in  stated  cases;  that  for  us  the 
Ordinance  of  the  Convention  was  paramount  law,  and  that  we  owed  it 
to  the  sovereign  power  to  insist — we  had  no  alternative.  The  Score* 
tary,  of  course,  could  not  alter  the  law  of  Congress,  but  assured  me 
there  should  be  no  conflict — that  he  had  instructed  his  officer  charged 
with  the  subject,  to  protest  in  cases  where  the  State  insisted,  and  send 
up  the  matter  to  Eichmond.  The  question  now  has  taken  that  torn, 
where  it  rests  for  the  present.     (See  accompanying  papers,  No.  10.) 

The  power  of  appointment  to  office  in  the  organizations  known  as  the 
Regular  Artillery,  Infantry  and  Cavalry  of  South  Carolina,  has  pre- 
sented another  vexed  question,  causing  much  correspondence,  and 
some  conflict.  The  power,  for  what  seemed  to  be  sufficient  reasons, 
though  not  admitted  to  be  in  the  President,  was  finally  transferred  to 
him.  For  full  information  on  this  subject,  I  refer  you  to  the  papers 
which  accompany  this  report.     (See  accompanying  papers.  No.  11.) 

In  obedience  to  the  resolutions  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  I  cor- 
responded with  the  Confederate  General  commanding  in  South  Caro-> 
lina,  in  relation  to  guards  for  the  railroad  bridges  and  trestles  in  this 
State.  It  will  be  seen  that  he  declined  to  make  a  detail  of  men  for 
that  purpose.     (See  accompanying  papers,  No.  12.) 

The  defence  of  the  City  of  Charleston  has  been,  to  us  all,  a  source 
of  constant  solicitude.  I  have  looked  with  deep  interest,  and  some 
anxiety,  on  the  preparations,  material  and  progress  of  the  defensive 
works.  By  request,  I  have  ventured  suggestions,  and  by  authority  of 
the  Governor  and  Council,  I  have  had  correspondence  and  personal 
interviews  with  the  President  and  General  Cooper,  in  Richmond, 
touching  all  these  subjects.  Of  my  official  visit  to  Richmond|  I  made 
a  verbal  report  to  the  Governor  and  Council,  which,  under  all  the  cir- 
cumstances, I  trust  your  Excellency  will  hold  to  be  sufficient  I  found 
the  President,  the  Secretary  of  War  and  General  Cooper  keenly  alive 
to  the  importance  of  an  eflectual  defence  of  the  City  and  State,  and 
willing,  at  all  times,  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  advance  our  wishes  and 
interests.  From  the  President,  I  am  able  to  tender  the  State,  through 
you,  the  assurance,  that  when  the  day  of  trial  comes,  he  will  not  be 
unmindful  of  his  duties — nor  grudging  nor  slack  in  his  performanoe  of 
them.     (See  accompanying  papers.  No.  7  6.) 

Being  impressed  with  the  inadequacy  of  the  oommunioation  between 
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Charleston  and  James'  Island,  as  well  as  between  the  city  and  the  forts 
in  the  harbor,  I  directed  Mr.  J.  R.  Niernsee,  who  was  engaged  in 
bailding  flats  to  transport  stone  for  the  Santee  obstruction,  so  to  in- 
crease his  force  as  to  enable  him  to  bnild  a  sufficient  number  to  estab* 
lish  an  easy  and  adequate  communication  between  White  Point  and 
James'  Island.  He  has  experienced  great  difficulty  in  procuring  either 
material  or  labor.  The  work,  therefore,  is  for  the  time  suspended.  I 
submit,  however,  that  it  should  not  be  permanently  discontinued.  The 
gallant  defence  at  Secession ville  has  saved  the  city.  'J  he  brave  and 
indomitable  Lamar,  and  his  gallant  comrades,  while  winning  renown 
and  immortal  honor  for  themselves,  have  placed  their  country  under 
obligatioDs  of  lasting  gratitude. 

The  defeat  of  the  enemy  at  Secession ville,  and  the  great  victory 
before  Richmond,  have  obtained  for  us  a  short  respite,  which  I  trust 
will  be  properly  improved. 

As  germain  to  the  subject,  I  ask  leave  to  state  the  connection  of  this 
Department  with  the  vexatious  question  of  impressment  of  negro  labor. 
It  began  with  correspondeoce  with  General  Ripley,  in  Charleston.  On 
my  return  to  this  place,  on  the  6th  of  February,  1862, 1  had  the  honor 
of  proposing  to  the  Oovernor  and  Council  the  followiog  resolution  : 

^'Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Chief  of  Justice  and  Police, 
to  inquire  into  and  report  on  the  propriety  of  lescioding,  saspendiDg  or 
modifying  any  Act  or  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State, 
giving  power  to  the  Governor  and  commanding  General  or  Generals  of 
the  Confederate  States,  in  South  Carolina,  to  impress  and  seize,  with- 
out notice,  the  negroes  and  other  property  of  the  citizens  of  this  State ; 
also,  upon  the  expediency  of  adopting  such  resolutions  as  will  at  the 
same  time  procure  prompt  and  efficient  labor  to  the  Confederate  Govern- 
ment in  this  State,  and  protect  the  citizens  from  unnecessary  irritation 
or  injustice.'' 

It  was  not  acted  on,  for  some  good  reas)n,  I  suppose,  probably  bt> 
oause  we  were  induced  to  believe  that  each  call  would  be  the  last. 
This  Department  after  that  had  no  connection  with  the  subject.  Sub- 
sequently, it  was  considered  by  me  only  as  a  member  of  the  Council. 
My  communications  on  that  subject  will  be  found  in  the  accompanying 
papers  (No.  18).  I  ask  attention  to  the  correspondence  between  Gen. 
Ripley  and  myself,  as  early  as  February  last,  to  show  that  the  Confed- 
erate oommanders  did  not  then  contemplate  the  present  magnitude  of 
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their  works,  as  I  have  recently  affirmed,  in  my  commaoioalion  to  the 
GommissioDers  of  Roads  for  Abbeville. 

Early  io  July  last,  iDformation  was  received  from  G-CDcral  Pemberton, 
aoDouDcing  the  advance  of  the  enemy's  gunboats  np  the  Santee,  and 
asking  for  State  troops  to  defend  the  railroad  bridge  across  that  stream. 
Adjutant  General  DeSaossare  was  immediately  despatched  to  organise 
the  force  called  out,  and  conduct  the  movement.  For  an  account  of 
his  proceedings  I  refer  to  his  report,  herewith  sent.  (Bee  accompany- 
ing papers,  No.  14.) 

The  Legislature,  at  its  extra  session  in  1861,  appropriated  the  sum 
of  twenty  thousand  dollars  for  recruiting  and  rcSnlisting  the  regnUr 
forces  of  the  State.  And  again,  in  December,  at  the  regular  session, 
by  resolution,  authorized  the  Governor  to  apply  the  additional  sum  of 
fifteen  thousand  dollars  to  the  same  purpose.  What  proportion  of  this 
sum  was  expended  before  the  formation  of  this  Department,  I  have  no 
means  of  ascertaining.  Since  that  time  seventeen  thousand  dollars 
have  been  expended,  or  remitted  to  the  following  officers :

All  returns  of  moneys  spent  are  made  and  vouched  at  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Treasury,  and  as  none  have  reached  me,  I  refer  yon  to  the 
Chief  of  that  Department  for  further  information.  I  believe,  however, 
that  there  has  been  no  regular  return,  except  by  Major  Simkins. 

QUARTERMASTER  QENERAL's  BUREAU. 

For  the  condition  in  which  this  bureau  was  found,  for  the  changes 
in  its  organization,  I  had  the  honor  to  suggest,  in  order  to  make  its 
operation  lawful,  efficient,  and  more  economical,  I  ask  leave  to  refer  to 
a  report  made  by  me  in  February  last.  (See  accompanying  papeis, 
No.  15.)  The  returns  made  in  obedience  to  orders  from  this  Depart- 
ment show  that,  notwithstanding  the  heavy  payments  made  during 
three  months,  from  the  1st  of  October,  1861,  to  81st  December,  1861, 
amounting  to  9370,177  17,  this  bureau  was,  on  the  1st  day  of  January, 
1862,  burdened  with  a  debt  of  nearly  9170,000.  It  was  consequently 
trammeled  in  its  operations.  It  might  have  beei^  profitable,  if  it  had 
been  possible,  to  pursue  the  investigatioDS  through  a  period  anteriori 
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bot  this  could  not  be  done,  because  I  have  failed  to  obtain  any  satisfae- 
torj  records  or  returns,  or  any  showing  whatever,  previous  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  late  Col.  Olover.  And  even  from  these  I  am  unable 
to  collect  that  detailed  information  on  some  points  which  it  was  desira- 
ble to  present  in  this  report.  There  is,  however,  sufficient  evidence  to 
show  that  a  large  part  of  this  heavy  expenditure  was  made  on  account 
of  the  clothing  department,  established  under  the  order  of  your  Excel- 
lency, in  September,  1861.  Should  the  amount  due  for  clothing  ever 
be  collected,  it  will  properly  go  to  the  credit  of  that  outlay,  as  should 
also  a  due  proportion  of  the  issues  of  the  present  yt^ar,  and  of  the  stock 
on  hand  on  the  1st  day  of  July,  1862. 

The  cash  transactions  of  the  first  two  quarters  of  the  current  year, 
as  condensed  from  the  returns  on  file  in  this  Department,  exhibit  the 
following  results :     (See  Appendix,  F.)

Of  this  balance,  $30,000  are  held  in  thirty  several  Confederate 
bonds,  bearing  8  per  cent,  interest,  which  I  directed  the  Quartermaster 
General  to  take  in  payment  for  sales  made  to  the  Confederate  Govern- 
ment. The  annual  interest  of  these  bonds  will  more  than  pay  the 
salary  of  the  Quartermaster  General.  Of  the  expenditures,  9169,047  56, 
more  than  three-fourths  of  the  whole  amount,  were  required  to  meet  the 
liabilities  incurred  before  this  Department  was  established,  leaving 
the  comparatively  moderate  expenditure  of  970,654  73  for  the  transac- 
tions of  the  current  year.  This  sum  includes  the  extraordinary  expense 
of  removing  the  bureau  and  stores  from  Charleston  to  Columbia.  The 
changes  in  the  bureau  force,  suggested  in  my  report  referred  to,  and 
authorized  by  the  Governor  and  Council,  have  been  made.  The  results^ 
as  exhibited  in  the  Appendix  (marked  G.),  show  a  reduction  of  more 
than  half  in  the  item  of  salaries,  an  annual  saving,  when  compared 
with  the  highest  expenditure,  as  shown  in  the  account,  of  98,305  60,

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and  when  compared  with  the  lowest,  an  annual  saving  of  $6,205  60. 
Notwithstanding  this  effort  at  economy,  the  operations  of  the  bnreaa 
have  been  conducted  with  a  vigor  and  promptitude  fully  adequate  to 
any  demand  which  has  been,  and,  it  is  believed,  which  may  be  made 
upon  it.  It  is  now  entirely  free  from  debt,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that 
its  efficient  condition  will  not  only  be  sustained,  but  increased,  by  the 
able*,  energetic  and  experienced  chief  now  at  its  head. 

Exhibit  H,  in  the  Appendix,  is  an  abstract  of  the  purchase  and  issue 
of  leading  articles  from  the  1st  of  January  to  the  Ist  of  July,  1862. 

In  my  report  of  the  7th  of  February  last  (before  referred  to,  as  No. 
15,  accompanying  papers),  I  called  the  attention  of  the  Governor  and 
Council  to  the  fact,  that  the  mode  of  supplying  clothing,  &c.,  to  the 
soldiers,  was  not  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  Congress,  passed 
August,  1861,  and  by  dealing  with  the  captains  of  companies  instead 
of  directly  with  the  Secretary  of  War,  as  the  law  provides,  I  feared 
would  occasion  great  loss  to  the  State.  I  stated  that  I  did  not  discon- 
tinue the  system  at  once,  because  our  interests  had  already  become 
entangled  with  it,  but  I  urged  such  discontinuance  at  as  early  a  day  in 
the  future  as  they  would  permit. 

The  results  of  the  system  are  more  disastrous  than  I  then  thought 
possible.  Although  the  returns  indicate  a  large  increase  in  the  col- 
lections for  clothing  sold,  as  will  be  seen  in  exhibit  F.  (before  referred 
to),  still,  on  the  Ist  day  of  July,  1862,  there  was  due  by  officers  for 
clothing  thus  sold  them,  the  sum  of  9127,288  91,  and  it  is  presumed 
that  no  considerable  portion  of  this  amount  will  ever  be  collected,  as 
the  frequent  changes  occurring  from  death,  transfer,  discharge,  promo- 
tion, &c.,  will  render  the  most  untiring  efforts  for  that  purpose  un- 
successful. 

But  this  loss,  large  as  it  is,  does  not  cover  the  question.  The  ad- 
vanced price  of  clothing  material  has  rendered  the  fifty  dollars  commu- 
tation allowed  the  soldier  for  clothing  inadequate,  as  will  be  seen  by 
reference  to  a  tabular  statement  accompanying  the  report  of  General 
Jones  on  this  subject.  (It  is  appended,  marked  I. ;  also,  see  the  ac- 
companying papers.  No.  16.)  From  this  statement  it  appears  that,  by 
pursuing  this  system  to  the  same  extent  as  heretofore,  and  with  half 
the  number  of  men  we  have  now  in  the  field,  the  State  would  lose,  in 
one  year,  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars,  even 
were  we  able  to  collect  every  dollar  of  the  commutation  money.  The 
risk  of  this  enormous  loss,  as  well  as  that  actually,  sustained,  was  en« 
tirely  unnecessary,  in  my  judgment,  as  the  Act  referred  to  provides,

Exhibit  L.  will  show  the  leading  purchases,  issues  and  balaqces  for 
the^present  year.  From  statement  J.  it  appears  that  the  Confederate 
Commissarj  has  been,  to  a  large  extent,  supplied  from  our  stores.  Bj 
reference  to  the 'orders  and  correspondence  (see  acco(ppanying  papers. 
No.  17-),  it  will  appear  that  I  ordered  a  temporary  discoDtiDuance  of 
these  sales,  for  reasons  assigned,  giving  to  the  Commissary  General  dia- 
cretion  to  resume  in  conformity  to  the  general  purpose  I  had  in  view. 
This  m^sure  was  attended  with  Very  favorable  results,  inasmncb  as 
heavy  stores,  in  oonsequence,  were  purchased  by  the  Confederate  Goy- 
*  ernm'ent  from  the  Sea  Islands  and  abandoned  and  expoaad  plantations, 
while*  the  State  was  thus  enabled  to  husband  its  already  secure  supply, 
to  meet  unforeseen  contingencies.  f/j^ 

The  accompanying  papers  (No.  IS^wIll  show  that  I  ordered  the  col- 
lection and  purchase  of  three  thousand  easks  of  rice  from  exposed  /e- 
,  gions,  and  afterwards,  by  authority,  duplicated  the  quantity.  «* 

Owing  to  the  extravagant  prices  demanded  for  provisions,  I  have 
deemed  it  expedient  to.iostruct  .the  Commissary  General  to  supply che 
Commissaiiat  of  the  South  Carolina  Mihtary  Apademy  with  stores  at 
cost  prices,  thereby  effecting  a  large  saving  to  the  State,  without  im- 
pairing our  resources  to  any  appreciable  extent. 

From  time  to  time  our  stores  have  been  carefully  inspected,  and  i^ 
ported  in  good  condition.  • 

Thtf  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  sacks  of  salt,  seized  in  Oherawlast . 
fall,  by  the  order  of  your  Excellency,  was,  by  authority,  sold  as  directed 
in  my  order.     (See  acoompanying  papers.  No.  19.) 

I  hare,  also  under  authority,  directed  the  Commissary  General  to 
distribute  the  eighty  sacks  of  ocean  salt  we  have  on  hand  to  the  Sol- 
diers' Relief  Associations  of  the  several  Districts,  to  be  sold  in  small 
quantities,  at  cost,  to  the  families  of  our  soldiers  in  service.  The  upper 
and  more  populous  Districts  have  received  the  f  rst  supply,  and  we 
•expebt  to  send,  as  fast  as  it  comes  to  hand,  a  due  proportion  to  each 
District  in  the  State.  I  have  purchased,  for  the  sum  of^four  thousand 
.  five  hundred  dollars,  a  large  brick  store,  for  the  use  of  this  and  other 
Departments.    The  purchase  is  a  good  one,  and  the  titlo  is  in  the  State.

NotwithstaD  ding  the  heavy  expense  of  transporting  them 
into  the  interior,  there  has  been  &  considerable  reduction  in  the  bureau 
expenses. 

SURGEON  general's  BUREAU. 

This  bureau,  in  ohargie  of  the  Surgeon  General,  has  not  been  organ- 
ganized  in  aeoordance  with  Che  plan  suggested  in  his  reporf  (see  ao- 
oompanying  papers,  No.  20),  because  we  have  had  no  large  bodies  of 
organized  forces  in, State  service.  .  Should, . however,  the  Confederate 
Government  leave  our  preseqt  organizatioi^  undisturbed,  it  might  be 
well  to  consider  and  act  upon  the  suggestion  of  this  officer.

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Surgeon  General,  I  issued  an  order,  in 
July  last,  directiqg  the  establishment  of  a  Way-side  Hospital  at  Kings- 
Tille;  since  which  date  it  has,  under  temporary  arrangements,  dis- 
ped^ed  its  benefits  to  the  sick  and  wounded  soldier  on  the  way.  ,  I  am 
happy  to  be  informed,  by  the  Surgeon.  General,,  that  the  permiment 
hospital  building  is  nearly  ready  for  occupation ;  and  with  the  faoili*

The  work  was  proi^ptly 
and  energetically  done.  It  is  supposed  to  be  adequate,  and  is  guarded 
by  a  battery  and  some  infantry.  For  further  information  on  this  sub- 
ject, I  refer  your  Szcellenoji  to  the  report  of  General  Uarllee,  which

The  cost  of  the  reoonnoissances  was  but  stnall-^the  gentlemeti  of  the 
commbsion  charg'ttfg  only  their  personal  expenses:  The  obstruction 
on  the  Pee  Dee  cost  us,  according  to  the  report,  fouir  thotiaand  four 
hundred  and  twenty-six  dollars.

From  the  statistical  Ubles  (accompanying  papers,  No.  22,)  it  ap- 
pears that  a  large  proportion  of  these  issues  were  sent  beyond  tlie 
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limits  of  the  State,  to  vatfous  poinrts  in  Tenoessee,  FloricU,  Georgia, 
North  Carolina  and  Yir^ma.  With  reference  to  the.  irregularity  in 
the  barean,  of  which  I  have  spoken,  I  submit  the  following  extract 
from  the  able  report  of  Major  Edward  Maniganlt  to  tbe  Board  of  Ord- 
nance, made  November  2l8t,  1861 :      • 

'^  There  is  one  crying  evil  which  I  must  8tate*broad)jr  and  distinctly.' 
The  Arsenal  Keepers  in'  Charleston  iEind  Colambia  are  instmoted  to  . 
issue  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores  on  tlie  order  of  the  Governor,  or 
his  Adjutant  General;  on  that  of  the  Board  of  Yisitoi^j  on  that  of 
the  Board  of  Ordnance,  through  their  Chairman ;  on  that  of  the  Chief 
of  Ordmince,  and  to  the  Major  General  of  the  Milijtia  commanding  the 
,  division  in  which  the  arsenal  is.  Whatever  the  precise  instructions 
may  have  been,  there  is  no  doubt  this  has  been  the  practice.^'  In  eon- 
sequence  of  this  irregularity,  it  became  necessary  to  give  the  ordnance 
officer  an  orde^  not  to  issue  any  ordnance  or  ordnance  stores  without 
the  express  order  of  this.  Department,  or  of  the  Governor  ^nd  Council. 

The  weakened  eondition  of  this  most  important  branch  of  ourmili- 
taiy  strength  was  more  deplorable,  because  existing  at  a  time  when  the- 
enemy,  flushed  wit^.  having  successfully  established  himself  at  Port 
Royal,  was  arrogantly  threatening  pur  speedy  subjugation.  Prompt 
and  efficient  action  was  required  to  place  this  bureau  in  a  condition  of 
adequate  supply.. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council/ on  the  9th  of  Janu; 
aiy  last,  I  had  the  honoc  to  propose  the  resolution  then  adopted.  (See 
accompanying  papers,  No  23.)  Under  its  provisions,  I  forthwith  pub" 
lished  a  call  for  the  collection  and  return  of  State  arms  and  equipments, ' 
invitin;^  those  who  had  more  than  one  rifle  or  double- barrel  gun  to  send 
them  to  the  Department,  to  be  paid  fof  at  a  fair  valuation.  .1  corres- 
ponded with  parties  of  known  energy  ^nd  prudence,  authorizing  them 
to  collect  public  arms,  and  purchase  effective  weapons  in  private  hands, 
and  appointed  Captain  T.  W.  Radcliffe  General  Agent  of  the  State  for 
that  purpose,  giving  him  authority  to  appoint  sub-agents,  under 
iDstmctions.      .      * 

The  result  of  this  movement  was  not  only  to  secufe  some  hundreds 
of  serviceable  rifles  and  double-barrel  guns,  but  also  to  gather  into  the 
State  Arsenals  several  thousand  public  arms  and  accoutrements,  nelMy 
all  of  them  serviceable,  or  susceptible  of  being  rendered  so,  and  four, 
lijght  bronze  field  pieces,  %ith  equipments.  In  addition,  valuable  dona- 
tions of  small  arms,  lead,  brass,  &o.,  were  made  by  patriotic  citizens ; 
and  various  oongregatioi^s  and  corporations;  moved  by^a  holy  impulse, 
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freelj  forwarded  their  belh  to  he  monlde^  into  oaQDOD.  The  aeoom- 
paojiog  papers  (No.  24).furDisb  the  more<»importaDt  details  of  these 
collections  and  contributioi^s. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  I  appointed,  Mr. 
David  Lopez  General  Superintendent  for  the  mannfactnre  and  repair 
of  small  arms.  (See  accompanying  papers.  No.  25.)  For  the  repair 
of  arms, .  and  the  maDufi^oture  of  pikes,  in  which  I  ha4  never  ftnjr 
faith,  the  work -shops  were  ooeapied  in  the  State  Ilouse  grounds.  At 
this  period,  the  demand  upon  my  time  and  attention  from  this  and  all 
the  bureaus,  and  from  an  infinite  number  of  other  seuroes,  become  so 
oppressive,  that  I  obtained  the  assent  of  the  Governpr  and  Council  to 
form  the  Department  of  Construction  and  Manufacture,  to  the  control ' 
of  which  was  assigned  the  Hon,  W.  H.  Gist,'  in  whose  hands  ^he  work 
has  been  energetically  pressed.  For  further  information  on  the  sul^ect, 
I  refer  you  to  his  report. 

In  the  latter  part  of  March,  under  authority,  I  transmitted,  by  'Mr. 
Evans,  of  Charleston,  a  bill  of  ezchaege  on  England  for  the  purchase 
.of  rifles,  }immT|Ditioo,  equipments,  medicines^  &c.  Nearly  all*  have 
safely  reached  us. .  Some  cases  were  thrown  overboard  while  running 
the  blockade..  Of  the  rifles  (EufiQld),  we  have  now  at  the  Arsenal  at 
Columbia  2^535:  The  purchases  ma^^  pnder  this  adventure  oould  now 
be  sold  for  five  times  their  cost. 

^     Under  authority,  a  revolving  cannon  has  been  purchased  by  the  De- 
partment, and  is  now  in  good  hands,  from  which  we  ^^peot  good  service. 
It  \fSLS  only  lent  to  the  Confederate  officer,  and  is  -subject  at  any  aio- 
<  nient  to  the  order  of  the  State. 

Eiforts  to  procure  powder  have  not  availed  *  much  to  increase  our 
stock ;  but  what  we  had  on  hand  has  been  carefully  husbanded,  and 
issued  only  when  the  public  good  demanded  it.  At  an  eaily  period, 
the  Confederate  Government  was  notified  that  our  stock  was  low^  and 

*  that  they  mutit  look  elsewhere  for  supplies.  It  will  appear  in  another 
part  of  the  report  that  due  attention  has  been  given  to  the  produetion 
of  ^he  material  most  essential  to  the  manufacture  of  gunpowder. 

An  examination  of  the  exhibit  0.,  before  referred  to,  will  show  that 
the  stock  of  fixed  a^lm^nition  for  small  arms  has  been  more  than 
trifled  since  1st  January  last, 'requiring  over  12,000  pounds  of  powder. 
This  itable  .will  also  show  the  gratifying  rejsult  of  my  efforts  to  procure 
arms.  f 

*  During  the  year  we  have  issued  7,807  effective  rifles  and  muskets-^ 

*  more  tluin  three  times  the  number  we  hftd  on  hand  on  the  Ist  of  Janu- 
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ary  jj^t — amoog  them  tlijB  1000  reoeiyed  by  your  Excellency  from 
HioCmond  'some  time  last  winter  or  spring ;  afad  we  haVb  notr  on  hand 
7,710,  nearly  ((iple,  also,  the  number  in  January.  Among  those  we. 
have  now,  one-third  are  new,  first  class  Enfield  rifles,  and  all  in  good 
condition.  The  statement  does  not  include  the  guns  now  in  the  work- 
shops in  Greenville  for  repair.  Of  side  arms,  also,  we  began  the  year  . 
with  little,  have  made  large  issues,  abd  hare  a  fair  supply  on  hand. 

The  small  supply  of  heavy  ordnance,  with  the  oolieotion  we  have  • 
been  ablo  to  niake,  has  been  exhausted  by  the  constant  and  heavy 
demand  of  the  Oonfederate  Government  for  the  defence  of  Charleston. 
None,  however,  has  been  sent  out  of  th&  State.  We  have  but  two  on 
hand.  The  field  artillery  has  been  increased  thirty*one  pieces  since 
January  liyst,  but  the  issues  have  kept  pace  with  the  additions,  leaving 
at  this  time  but  eighteen  light  pieces.  There  were  twenty-twa  artillery 
carriages  on  hand  on  the  1st  of  January,  many  of  them  old,,  and  some 
worthless.  *  The  supply  was  increased  by  twenty-seven  new^  or  tho- 
roughly repaired ;  but  the  demand  around  Charleston  has  reduced  the' 
total  number  on  hand  to  eighteen.  The  supply^ of  prepared  projectiles 
has  been  more. than  doubled,  and  the  unprepared  sustained.  These 
facts  speak  well  for  the  energy  and,  efficiency  of  Major  Eason,  now  at 
the  bead  of  the  bureau.  . 

A  large  quantity  of  lead  has  been  purchased,  and  beside^.that 
moulded,  we  have  now  on  hand  21,0Q0  pounds.  We  have  been  able 
to  make  slight  additions  to  our  cannon  caps,  and  an  increase  to  the 
stock  for  small  arms.  I  have  endeavoned  to  obtain  adequate^ supplies^ 
from  the  Secretary  of  War,  but  although  prom^ed,  they  have  never 
been  reeeived.  .  With  {he  exception  of  powder  and  heavy  ordnance, 
the  bureau  will  be  adequate  to  all  ph>bable  and  reasonable  demands. ' 
It  is  now  in  good  condition. 

Exhibits  R.,  S.,  T.,  U.  and  V.  show  the  issues^  of  all  classes  to  the 
» Confederate  Government  during  the  present  year. 

It  was  deemed  prudent  to  move  the  heavier  and  viore  important 
stores  from  Charleston  to  Columbia.  The  .construction,  therefore,  of  a 
new  vagazine  became  necessary.  Captain  Thomas  was  ordered  to  have 
one  built  •  I^  is  finished,  received^  will  contain  100,000  pounds  of 
powder,  and  cost  the  State  $1,200.  Quns  repaired  under  some  con- 
tracts which  I  have  been  unable  to  see,  were  so'  defective  t]iat  large 
numbers  were  constantly  returned  to  be  doiie  anew.  To  the  force  of 
the  bureau  it  became  necessary  to  add  a  first  class  armorer.     But,  not-

Most  of  th&  troops  from  South  Carolina,  in  Confederate  service,  haTC 
been  armed  by  the  State,  and  it  is  believed  that  we  will  never  be  able 
to  reclaim  them.  The  ^  Confederate  Government,  as  I  und^sUnd, 
refuses  to  redeliver  to  the  States,  but  assumes  the  ground  that  the  arms 
have  become  Confederate  property,  to  be  Itccounted  for  in  a  future  settle- 
ment. How  far  we  will  be  able  to  make  out  a  full  account  from  the 
beginning,  I  am  unable  to  say.  The  Confederate  Oovemment  has 
made  application  for  the  a^ms  imported  by  the  State  under  order  of 
this  Department.  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  decline  to  turn  them 
over,  and  recommend  that  we  shall  never  again  strip  the  State  of  the 
tneans  of  self-defence. 

LHAD  MINK. 

Under  authority  o%a  resolution  introduced  .by  your  Exeelleney,  I 
.availed  myself  of  the  proffered  scientific  skill  and  services  of  Dr.  John 
LeConte,  to  examine  the  lead  mines  in  the  State.  The  leiid  mine  in 
Spartanburg  he  leports  to  be  rich  in  ore,  and  easily  worked.  Arraoge- 
ments  have  been  made  with  the  proprietor,  Mr.  Cammeron,  to  place  it 
for  a  time  in  the  hands  of  the  State  without  change,  until  aU  expedsee 
incurred  shall  be  paid,  and  after  that  time  to  receive  a  certain  ratio  of 
the  yield.  Dr.  LeConte  has  taken  .steps  to  procure  the  necessary  skilled 
labor  to'work  the  mine.     (See  accompanying  papers,  No.  25.y

lo  the  early  part  of  the  (resent  war^  and  for  some  time  anterior^  one  « 
of  the  greatest  sources  of  anxiety  to  the  GoTemmeot^  and  to  the  inteUi-. 
gent  citiaeb,  was  the  veiy  limited,  in  fact  the  tot^Iy  inadequate  snpply 
t)f  gunpowder.  We  were,  to  a  great  extent,  cat  off  from  the  foreign  * . 
world,  from  whence  aloi\e  we  could  procure  .a  suAcient  quantity.  To, 
manufkcture  a  sufficiency  to  meet  the  wanlis  of  jbhe  army  in  every  quar- 
ter, was  beyond  our  power.  The  chief  iogredient,  .seventy-five  pec 
cent.  9f  which  enteiQp  into  the  manufacture,  was  aj;  the  time  beyond  our 
reach.  It  is  true  that  there  were  within  the  limits  of  the  Confederacy 
saltpetre  caves,  but  their  yield  was  far  short  of*  onr  Decessities.  There* 
was  bat  one  "way  to  supply  the  'deficiency,  and  that  was  to  produce  it 
ourselves.  AccordiDgly,  early  in  February  last,  1  cttused  a  brief  state- 
meiM}  of^be  process  of  production  to  be  published,  and  called  upon  all 
whb  could  to  aid  u^  by  making  it.  -To  this  there  was  no  response.  I 
determined  then  to  produce  it  under  the  immediate  direction  of 
this  Department  On  the  14th  of  March,  I  i^^d  the  honor  "to  in-  . 
troduce  a  resolution  authorizing  me  to  do  so.  The  authority  was  *' 
granted.  On  the  2 1st  of  th^same  mofith,  I.wrote  to  Dr.  W.  Hutson  Ford, 
who  was  then  a  Surgeon  in  the  army  on  the  coast,  requesting  him  to 
undertake  the  superintendence  of  the  plantation.  Croneral  Pemberton 
at  onc^  detailed  him,  and  he  reported  here  without  delay.  On  the 
28th  of  March,. Dr.  Ford  was  appointed  Superintendent,  and  entered 
at  once  upon  the  discbarge  of  hi^  duties,  with  great  zeal  and  intelli- 
gence. '  •  .        ' 

Five  acres  of  land  were  leased  for  this  putpose,  at  an  almost  nominal 
xatQy  from  Dr.  Parker,  and  the  necessa^  sheds,  buildings;  &c.,  con- 
structed. A  large  number  of  beds  have  been  made,  which  are  in  rapid 
process  of  nitrification.  What  quantity  of  nitre  may  be  expected  from 
^hem,  cannot  now  be  accurately,  stated,  but  it  is  hoped  and  expected 
that  after  a  period  of  from  eight  to  twelve  months  from  the  time  the^ 
were  made,  that  we  may  obtain  at  least  one  thousand  pounds  daily, 
which  would  make  one  thousaqd  three  hundred  and  thirty-thre^  pUund^* 
gunpowder.  In  order  to  produce  it  more  rapidly,  I  Jiave  ordered  the 
preparation  of  a  wagon  train,  with  troughs/  pai^s,  &o.  This  can  *be 
done  by  extracting  such  earth  beneath  buildings  in  Columbia,  and  the 
adjacent  country,  as  is  generally  found,  to  contain  nitre..  By  these 
means  we  can  produoe  saltpetre  enough  to  insure  a  constant,  supply  to 
manufacture  a  sufficient  quantity  of  powder  for  the  .wants  of  the  State, 
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at  all  times.     (See  report  of  I)r.  Ford,  in  aiM^ompanjing  papers,  No. 

^6.)     The  Bulpbur  and^cbarcoal  can  always  be  obtained. 

It  is  believed  that  tbe  saltpetre  plantation,  under  tbe  cbarge  of  Dr. 

Ford,  is  tbe  first  ever  establisbed  on  tbis  continent ;  and  I  most  here 

express  my  obligations  to  Dr.  Joseph  LeContei^for  bis  valaable  aid  in 
'  establishing  tbis  plantation.  A  copy  of  bis  .'' instructions  for  the  man- 
•  ufacture  of  saltpetre,"  is  herewith  presented  to  you.     Tbe  cost  of  tbe 

plantation,  up  to  the  Isiof  July,  1862,  as  pet  Exhibit  W.,  appended, 

is  as  follows :

GUNBOAT.  -  ^ 

An  appropriation  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  was  ordered  by, 
the  Convention,  at  its  last  meeting,  for  building  a  marine  batteiy  or 
ramj^and  for  tbe  construction  or  purchase  of  other  ve43els' adapted  to 
coast  or  inland  defence,  and  the  Qovernor  and^GouncO  were  ''empow- 
ered, on  consultation  with  the  officer  of  tbe  Confederate  Navy  for  the 
time  being  in  command  of  the  Military  District  whereof  tbe  city  of 
Charleston  forms  a  part^  to  order  the  builcling  or  purchase  of  said  ves- 

During  my  first  tour  of  duty  in  Charleston,  in  th^  latter  part  of  Jan- 
uary, I  conferred  freely  with  Commodore  Ingrabam  on  this  subject; 
and  subsequently,  on  the  12tb  of  February,  in  obedience  to  a  resoUi- 
tion  introduced, by  your  Excellency,  I  communicated  with  him  in  writ- 
ing. He  referred  me  to  flag-officer  Tatnall,  comniandiog  in  the  waters 
of  South  Carolina,  theii  at  Savannah.  '  As  the  enemy'^  fleet  intervened 
between  that  officer  and  the  harbor  of  Charleston,  I. addressed  the  Pres- 
ident, at  the  request  of  the  Grovernor  and  Council,  asking  that  Commo- 
dore Ingrabam  might  be  placed  inoommand  of  naval  affairs  in  Charleston. 
Commodore  Ingrabam,  Captain  Hamilton  and  O.  A.  Trenbolm,  were 
appointed  a  commission  to  carry  out  the  resolution  of  the  Convention, 
,and  notified  th|C4he  fund  was  subject  to  their  order. 

Xhis  commission  did  riot  act,  because  it  was  thought  unnecessary  to 

use  the  funds,  and  impracticable  {g  obtain  workitien  and  material — the 

Confederate  Government  having  already  given  orders  to '  Commodore 

Ingrabam  to  build  a  boat  of  like  character,  and  six  gunboats  of  smaller 

.     class.     Thus  the  matter  was  suspended  hntil  the  8th  of  April,  when,

being  notified  of  a  change  in  the  condition  of  things^  which  made  ilr 
expedient  to  undertake  the  oonstmction  of  an  iron-clad  Tcssely  anotftr 
oommiflsion,  consisting  of  Messrs.  J.  K.  Sass,  G.  A.  Trenholm,  0.  M. 
Fnrman,  W.  C.  Oonrtenajr,  and  W.  B.  Heriot,  was 'appointed,  the  up- 
prd^nation  placed  at  their  disposal,  and  after  nnavoidable  delays,  the 
enterprise  was  fi^irly  commenced  on  the  9th  day  of  April. 

For  the  manner  in  which  the  work  has  been 'carried  forward,  as  well 
as  ah  accurate  description  of  the  boat,  I  ask  leaTc  to  refer  to  the  report 
*  of  the  commission,  in  the  accompanying  papers  (No.  27).  The  '^  Chi- 
cora-'-was  snccessfully  launched  on  the  23d  day  of  August,  and 
now  rides  beautifully  on  the  waters.  The  vessel  will  be  transferred, 
on  completion,  by  name  to  the  Confederate  Qovemment,  pursuant  to  ' 
an  agreement  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  do  so,  on  being  rein^ 
^    buTsed  the  entire  cost.  .  .  ^ 

The  commission,  under  authority  asked  for  and  obtained,  ard  pro- 
.  ceeding  with  arrangements  to  build  two  morp  ganboata  as  rapidly  as   « 
possible — one  of  them  to  be  of  lighter  drafts  for  river  defence. 

CONCLUSION. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  reports  of  bureaus  are  made  in  full  ifp  to  the 
1st  of  July,  only,  except  that  of  ii^e  saltpetre  plantation,  which  is  made 
'  in  full  up  to  the  1st  of  September.  This  is  d'pne  Beeause  the  monthly 
statemeTUs  form  only  partial  items  of  the  quarterl/accountt,  *  Wherever 
the  transactioi^s  fof  July  have  pvolved  matters  of  moment,  I  have  given 
a  synopsis  of  them,  and  may  remark  thA  the  statements  for  that  month 
indicate  a  continued  careful  compliance  with  the  ^*  Army  Regulations." 
I  append  a  statement  (marked  £.),  showing  at  a  glance  the  object  for 
which  each  expenditure  was  made,  the  amount  of  the  expenditure,  and 
the  authority  under  which  it  was  made. 

The  multiplicity  of  subjects,  and  infinite  details  connected  with  the 
operations  of  this  Department^  have  enlarged  toy  Teport  beyond  the 
volume  within  which  I  would  have  been  pleased  to  encompass  it,  but 
anything  less  would  not  have  presented  the  '<  business  and  condition''  * 
of  the  Department.

meDt  to  examine  into  the  military  condition  of  South  Carolina,  which 
inclndes  the  retunw  and  present  condition  df  the  troops  in  service,  and 
the  militia  not  in  service,  together  with  the  number,  amount  and  oon- 
dition.  of  arms,  ordnance,  ammuDition,  clothing  and  supplies,  and  to 
report  the  same  to  the  Governor  and  Council. 

Rule  II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  said  Department  to 
keep  in  propier  form  and  report  regular  and  exaot  returns  of  the  mili- 
tary force  of  th^  State  in  Confederate  service  and  in  the  militia  of  tJbe 
State,  and  of  all  military  stores,  arms,  equipments  and  supplies  in  the 
magazines  and  other  places  in  the  State,  and  to  order,  receive  and  take 
them,  and  all  arms,  ammuniflon  and  equipments,  from  officers  and 
other  persons  in  whose  possession  they  may  be,  which  belong  to  the 
State  and  are  not  used  in  actual  service,  and  to  direct  them  to  such 
places  as  he  may  deem  proper.     .  '  ^ 

.  Rule  III.  The  Chief  of  said  Department  shall  form  estimates  for 
all  such  stores,  arms,  ammunition,  equipments,  clothes  and  supplies,  as 
may  be  requisite  for  the  military  servicQ  of  this^State  2ind  the  contin- 
gencies of  Confederate  demand,  and  providing  adequate  magaxioes  for 
the  same  where  such  do  not  now- exist,  and  report  the  same  to  the 
Governor  and  Council,  that  due  provision  may  be  made  therefor. 

Rule  lY.  The  Chief  of  said  Department  ^lall  give  directions  neces- 
sary to  carry  into  operation  all  resolutions  and  directions  of  the  Grover- 
nor  and  Council,  by  ordojs  through  the  Ac^^utant  and  Inspector 
QeneraFs  Depaftmeht,  for  raising,  arming  and  equipping  troops  for  th« 
service  of  the  State  and  of  the  Confederate  States,  under  the  authority 
of  the  State,  and  for  organizing,  providing  and  inspecting  the  same  ;' 
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and  to  direct  the  arrangement;,  distribution,  transportation  and  openttiqn 
of  siich  troops  (till  mustered  into-  Confederate  service)-,  as  fnaj  b^- 
brougbt  into  the  service  of  tbe  State  under  and  subject  to  the  orders  of 
the  Governor  and  Council,  and  to  provide  for  the  transportation/  safe 
keeping  and  distribution  of.  supplies  necessary  for  the  tisoofs  called  into, 
the  service  of  the  State,  or  wjiich  the  4s>ntingencj  of' the  Confederate 
service  may  appear  to  require. 

BuLE  Y.  The  Chief  of  the  said  Department  is  vested  with  all'such 
powers  as  are  necessary -for -a  fuH  performance  of  the  duties  above 
specified,  or  whieh  may  hereafter  be  imposed,  and  to  this  end  he  may 
supervise,  direct  and  give  all  proper  orders  to  the  Con^missary,  Ord- 
nance^ Quartermaster  and  Medical  Departments  of  the  miliufry  organi- 
zation of  the  State,  and  command  all  officers  and  employees  in  the 
military  service  of  the  State,  and  to  depute  to  them  such  matter  and  at 
such  times  as  he  may  sea  proper.  Ho  is  vested  with  further  power  to 
remove  all  persons  employed  in  any  of  the  Departments  aforesaid,  and 
to  appoint  others  in  their  stead ;  but  all  such  orders,  removals  and  ap- 
pointments, shall  be  done  by  orders  through  the  Adjutant  and  Inspec* 
tor  Generars  Department,  and  shall  be  fcported  to  the  Governor  and 
Council  at  their  next  meeting  thereafter,  and  be  subject  to  the  control 
of  the  same.  Appointments  to  all  vacancies  in  the  military  service 
of  the  State  heretofore  vested  by.  law  in  the  Governor,  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Chief  of  the  Military  Department,  subject  to^the  previous 
decision  o^  the  Governor  and  Council. 

KuLE  YI.  The  Chief  of  the  Militafy  Department  shall  keep  a  book 
or  books,  in  wlfich  all  orders  and  direptions  made  or  giveli  by  him  shall 
be  transcribed,  aiid  the  .same  shall  t>e  submitted  to  the  Governor  and 
Council  at  each  successive  meeting;  and  to  enable  him  to  discharge 
such  duties  as  are  imposed,  ho  is  authorized  to  employ  jono  or  more 
clerkS)  upon  such  eomp^nsjition  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Governor  and 
Council.    .

Columbia,  S.  C,  April  28, 1862/ 
To  the  Governor  and  Council: 

Id  obedience  to  your  directions,  and  io  conformitj  with  mj  duty,*  I 
si^bmit  to  year  consideration  an  abstract  of  a  report  made  to  this 
Department  from  the  Adjutant  and  Inspeqtor  Qenetal,  in  relation  to 
the  forces  from  this  State  in  Confederate  service.  ' 

0%the  2d  day  of  Febmary  last,  the  ^Seoretary  of  War  addressed  a 
commanicatioQ  to  his  Ezoellenoy  G-overnor  Pickens,  stating  that  six 
per  cent,  of  the  entire  white  population  of  this  State*— which  is'  about 
eighteen  thousand— had  been  determined  upon  as  the  quota  to  be  fur* 
nished  by  this  State  for  the  war.  Of  this  numbes  he  estimated  that 
we  had  then  siz  thousand  in  the  field,  ifhioh  itould  leaye  twelve 
thousand  more  to  be  supplied.  7his  jemainder  he  expected  io  raise  by 
r^^nlistments  among  the  twelve  months  regiments  from*  the  State  then 
in  service,  and  by  oalUng'for  five  new  regiments.  At  the  date  of  the 
commanicatioi|  referred  to,  he  supposed  that  the  State  had  six  thousand 
troops  for  the  war,  and  seventeen  thousand  for  twelve  months.  But  ill 
truth,  at  that  time,  the  rolls  in  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector 
General  exhibited  the  fact  that  we  had  on  the  20th  of  Februaiy — a  few 
days  after  that  date — ^9,849  troops  for  the  war,  and  21,821  for  twelve 
months.  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  reqi^isition  made  on  the  State 
for  its  quota  of  eighteen  thousand  men  for  the  trar — inclu4idg  the  five 
new  regiments  called  for-r-the  GDvemor  and  Council'  adopted  a  system 
of  conscription.  The  result  of  that  action  has  been  to  accomplish,  in 
less  than  two  months,  more  than  was  required  or  expeioted.  According 
to  the  data,  information  and  estimates  now  before  us,  we  have  in  the 
field  in  Confederate  service  for  the  war  22,064  men,  and  for  twelve 
months  17>210  men,  making  an  aggregate  from  this  State  of  89,274.

That  the  rapid  increase  of  our  forces  in  the  field  is  attribnta^e  to 
the  reeolutions  of  the  6th  of  March  last,  establishing  a  ^fstem  of  coo- 
scription,  I  suppose  no  one  doubts.  1  must  saj  that  the  returns  now 
made  are  by  no  means  full,  and  cabnot,  therefore,  be  said  to  be  aeoa- 
rate;Ifor,  notwithstanding  the  constant  and  earnest  efforts  of  AdjutaDt 
and  Inspector  Generals  Oi^  and  DeSaussure  to  procure  informatioii 
from  all  the  regiments,  we  h^vo  upt  been  able,  so  far,  to  obtain  from  the 
officers  anything  approaching  to  complete  returns  of  the  new  enlist- 
ments. Our  efforts  to  that  end  are  still  unabated,  and  we  have  nov 
reasonable  expectation  that  they  will  be  furnished  in  a  few  dajs. 
When  these  returns  are  received,  another  and  a  fuller  statement  will 
be  made,  with  as  near,  an  approach  to  accuracy  as  possible.  That  state- 
ment, I  have  no  doubt,  will  show  a  much  Jarger  force  for  the  war  tbui

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  herewith  tosnbmit,  in  obedienoe  to  yoar  order, 
a  report  exhibiting  an  approximate  estimate  of  the  foreee  contributed 
by  this  State*  to  the  Confederate  service,  with  the  Regiments^  Battalions 
and  Companies  in  which  they  are  now  organised. 

The  Ibt  of  organisiitions  will,  I  think,  be  found  complete,  and  by 
reference  thereto  it  will  be  seen  that  the  State  has  now  in  service,  the 
following :  .  '  « 

In/anity — ^T#enty-eight  Regiments,  two  Legions,  'eight  Battalions, 
'  two*  Companies.  •  * 

Arttliery-^Two  Regiments,  ooe  Battalion,  eighteen  Companies. 

Cavalry — Two  Regiments,  ^e  Battalions,  seven  Companies; 

2%>ta/— Thirty-two  Regiments,  two  Legions,  foarteen  Battalions, 
twenty-seven  Companies.' 

•  It  would  be  more  tatisfactory  if  this  office  had  themeans  for  furnish- 
ing a  statement  more  in  cl^tail,  particularly  of  the  present  strength  of 
these  OTganixatione,  and  of  the  losses  by  disease  and  other  casualties  of 
the  service.  The  regulations  of  the  Confederate  service  do  not/equire 
the  sending  of  rolls  or  stated  reports  of  the  cohdition  of  the  forces  to 
the  offices  of  the  States  from  which  they  are  respectively  drawn ;  and 
when  troops  are  once  received  into  Confederate- service,  all  official 
knowledge  of  them  by  the  State  ceas^. 

By  reason  of  this,  very  great  embarrassment  has  attended  the  efforts 
of  this  office  to  keep  pace  with  the  drganixation  <$f  our  foroes,  and  to 
proonre  Reliable  information  as  to  the  numbel  of  men  actually  drawn 
from  our  population.  The  original  rolls  of  Companies^  on  flle,  furnish 
but  little  satisfactory  information,  and  eive  no  data  upon  whieh  to  esti- 
mate the  strength  of  the  Conapanies.  They  give  but  the  number  with 
whioh  the  Companies  were  first  organised-- in  perhaps  all  oases  the  mini- 
mum  of  its  strength — whilst  the  aooretions,  by  recruiting  or  otherwise, 
not  being  reported,  are  known  only  as  they  may  be  casually  ascertained. 
Duiing  the  period  from  *tbe  1st  of  March  to  the  1st  of  July,  under 
the  pressure,  first  of  the  proposed  State  conscription,  and  afterwards 'of 
the  Confederate  conscription,  very  large  additions  were  made  to  the 
then  existing  orgaaizations,  by  the  voluntary  going  forward  of  recruits, 
'  very  few  of  whom  were  reported  to  this  office.    In  some  instances  Com- 
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panies  were  so  inoreased,  that  from  the  eccess  new  Oompanies  were 
formed/  no  rolls  of  whioh  hav«  been  reported  to  this  office.  The  num- 
ber thus  irregularly  addlsd  to  the  •ervice  did  .  not,  it  is  believed,  &11 
short  of  5,000  men.  Much  ponfosi^,  also,  resulted  from  the  reorgani- 
zation in  Virginia  of  the  original  twelvemonths  Regiments  whose  term^ 
of  Bervice  expired  in  April  last.  Entire  Companies  and  even  Begi- 
n^ents  were  lost,  and  itew  Companies  and.  Begupents  forn^d ;  in  most 
instances  retaining  the  former  names,  but  the  Regiments  in  all  instanoes 
composed  to  a  great  extent  of  new  Company  oigaaications.  The  orig- 
inal 9th  Regiment  was,  in  this  way,  wholly  lost;  and  the  old'^tH  was 
reduced  to,  and  yet  remains,  a  mere*  Battalion. 

To  remedy  this  want  of  information,  and  to  procure  accurate  descrip- 
tive rolls  of  all  persons  then  in  Confederate  service  from  thi^  State, 
with  details  of  discharges,  deaths  and  other  losses,  blank,  forms  were 
prepared  by  this  office,  in  obedience  to  your  order,  and  in  April  last, 
were  forwarded  to  the  Commandants  of  Begiments,  Battalions  and 
Companies;  and  with  the  yiew  to  procure  a  prompt  retwm  of  the  rolls, 
sp^ial  agents  were  appointed  to  visit  the  tfoops  on  <Jie  coast  and  in 
Virginia,  to  impress  on  Commandants,  by  a  ^rsonal  appeal,  the  impor-. 
tasice  of  furnishing  the  information  desired.  These  efPorts,  I  regret  to 
'  itate,  were  only  partially  successful.  In  some  instapc^  the^  agents 
found  ^reat  reluctance  to  pfepare  the  rolls;  in  others  actual  nnwUling- 
aess,  and  in  a  few  instances  positive  refusals  to  undertake  the  labor. 
Out  of  over  four  hundred  Companies  then  in  service,  only  about  two 
hundred  and  fifty  furnished  the  rolls;  and  of  those  so  furnished,  many 
were  so  hastily  and  imperfectly  prepared  as  to  give  but  little  satiafactorj 
information.  ^  So  far,  however,  as  they  were  carefully  and  ptOperly  pre- 
pared, they  furnish  the  only  certainly  reliable  information  to  be  found 
in  ^\fi  office  of  the  stren|lh  and  condition  of  the  respective  Companies. 

The  estimates  .embodied  in  the  accompanying  report  have  been  made 
•up  from  many  sources;  partly  from  the  April  rolls,  above  referred  to; 
partly  ttom  reports  obtained  from  officers  in  command;  partly  Jroin 
returns  to  the  Confederate  oAcer  commanding  the  Department  of  South 
Carolina  and  Gteo^m;  partly  from  information  furnished  by  individuals  ; 
and  in  a  f^w  instances  from  conjecture. .  These  estimates  are  intended 
to  represent  the  highest  number  of  men  who,  from  fiiist  to  last,  bate 
belonged  to  the  respective  oi^nizations,  not  including  discharges.  *  In 
some  instatuces  they  maybe  found  too  high;  but  generally  they  are 
believedi  to  be  below  the  correct  number.  So  far  as-  they  are  based  oq 
the  April  rolls,,  they  represent  the  strength  of  the  organisations  at  the 
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time  tboBO  rolls  were  prepared,  say  the  Ist  of  May,  and  do  not  ioclude 
the  additions  since  made  to  the  Companies.  And  in  many  eases  .where 
we  have  only  been  able  to  ascertain  the  maximum  strength  of  a  Regi* 
ment  or  Company,  it  is  obviously  short  as  a  proper  estimate:  for, 
whilst  jeomits  are  befng  daily  added,. and  losses  by  death  or  otherwise 
are  daily  oocurring,  the.  maxtmuin  is  not  increased,  when,  in  fact,  a 
continual  draft  is  made  from  the  population  of  the  State.  An  abso- 
lutely correct  estimate  can  only  be  hi^d  by  addtngv  to  the  .present 
strength  ef  Companies^  the  number  of  losses  by  disease  or  other  casual- 
ties of  the  service,  and  of  discharges  by  reason  of  wounds  or  wasted 
health.  If  such  an  estimate  could  be  prepared,  I  am  fully  assured  that 
the  number  of  men  contributed  by  thb  State  to  the  public  defence 
would  be  found  to  exceed  forty-jive  thotisand. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted^  that  a  very  considerable  number  from 
this  State  have  connected  themselves  with  the  organizations  of  other 
States.  In  the  Districts  adjoining  North  Carolina,  very  many  were 
induced,  by  the  very  liberal  bounty  there  offered,  to  join  Compai^es 
organized  in  that  State.  And  in  tho  April  reorganization  in  YirgiQia, 
very,  many  exercised  the  option  given  them  by  the  Conscription  Act^ 
to  go  into  other  arms  of  service,  apd  connected  themselves  with  Com- 
panies of  Artillery  and  Cavalry  from  other  Sfcfttes,  chiefly  Virginia. 
These,  amounting,  it  is  believed,  to  several  hundred,  are  wholly  lost  to 
the  credit  of  the  State. 

'  In  obedience  to  the  resolutions  of  the  honorable  Oovernor  a^d  Coun- 
cil, the  first  corps  of  State  Militia* Reserves,  embracing  all  males  sub- 
ject  to  duty  between  the  ages  of  thirty- ^ve  and  fifty,  have  bepd 
orgaoi^^d,  with  a  view  to  active  service,  in  the  event  that  the  necessi- 
ties of  the  State  defence  should  enquire  it.  Of  these  ten  Regiments 
are  already  formedpand  offiicered,  each  comprising  t^n  companies;* 
and  it  is  conjectured  that  the  Companies  yet  remaining  to  be  organized) 
will  yield  fit  least  another  Regiment.  The  average  strength  of  these  ' 
liegimeyts  will  be  about  seven  hundred,  making  an  aggregate  in  tbe 
State  of  near  eight  thousand  effective  men  of  this  corpst 

The  second  Corps  of  Reserves',  embracing  all  males  between  the  ages 
of  fifty  and  sixty-five,  all  those  between  sixteen  and  eici:hteen,  and  sH 
exempts,  remain  subject  to  patrol  and  police  duty  in  their  respective 
Beats,  under  the^ command  of  the  officers  of  the  militiaj  as  reorganized 
ia  January  I^tot,  under  the  Act  of  the  Oeneral  Assembly.  In  the 
present  existing  scheme,  this  corps  constitutes  the  reguler  militia 
organization  of  the  State.  Its  strength^  there  is  do  present  means  of

To  Au  ExceRenc^y  OoviaNOB  Pioksns, 

PretXing  ovc  tka  Executive  Council  of  South  Carolina  : 

•  •  •  . 

Sir  :  la  ooippliaDce  with  jour  requirement,  that  t  should  report  to 
the  Governor  and  Council  tliiB  proceedings  of  the  Department  of  Jus- 
tice and  Police,  I  respectfully  report  that,  though  the  acts  of  my 
Department  proper,  as  well  as  the  matters  which  have  from  time  to 
time  been  assigned  to  me,  have  in  almost  every  instance,  been  the  sub- 
ject of  previous  consultation  in  the  Oounoil,  and  therefore  I  have  but 
little  of  information  to  communicate,  I  acknowledge  the  propriety  of 
the  call.  It  is  right  that  these  proceedings  should  be  formally  spread 
upon  the  record^- 

The"Kules"  established  for  my  Department,  adopted  on  the 
17th  January,  prescribed  it  as  my  first  duty  '<  ta  construe  the  Ordi- 
nances of  the- several  sessions  of  the  Contention,  aod  all  Acts  of  the. 
General  Assem}))y,  in  relation  to  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  Execu- 
tive Authority  of  the  State/'  This,  of  course,  makes  me  peeuliarly 
responsible  for  the  com/xj^ewcy  of  "the  Governor  and  Council,  acting 
together/'  under  the  Ordinance  of  the  Convention,  to  perform  such 
acts  as  have'been  undertaken  ;  for  I  have  in. no  case  entered  a  formal 
protest  agains^  any  proceeding. 

It  is  proper,  then,  that  I  should  preface  my  report  with  some  expo- 
sition of  the  principles  on  which  I  have  construed  the  powers  conferred 
t^on  the  Executive  Authority^  to  be  exercised  by  the  Governor  and 
Executive  Council, ''ac^in^  con/otW/y." 

First,  then,  as  to  «-  . 

THE    POWERS    OP  THB  CONVENTION.  "^ 

Did  this  CONVENTION  hav*  powev^  for  eertaitt^  pmrpoees,,.  atiU 
8*4 
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4ai'iDg  certiain  exigencfes,  to  ereate  a  new  form  Qi  EzECUTiYE  AuTBoa- 
IfT  for  the  State,  and  to  confer  ou  such  Authority  new  jwtcari,  not 
hftherto  Tested  in  that  Department  ?  I  answer  to  this,  unqaestionablj, 
yes. 

,  In  the  States  Rights  School  of  1832  and  '34  it  was  (wfth  but  m 
prominent  exception)  the  roeeivcd  opinion  tlat  &  Convention,  called 
in  Soutb  Carolina,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  was,  for 
every  political  and  legal  purpose,  the  People.  It  was  considered  as  a 
means,  provided  by  the  Constitution  itself,  /or  invoking  the  action  of 
fAeu^tRate  SoYEBBiGNTT'o/Md  i^te.  This  SoYtREiONTTi  admit- 
ted to  be  in  the  People  in  their  ^^  aggregate  and  politic  capacity  "  can 
only  be  exercised,  practically,  through  a  Convention,  and  a  Convention 
became  thus  to  be,  theoretically,  considered  as  the  PioPLB  themselves. 
Hence  the  &rm  bf  ordaining  their. decrees  adopted  by  the  Convebtioos 
•  of  1?82,  of  1852  and  1860,  to  wit :  "  WE,  the  PEOPLE  of  South 
Carolina,  in  Convefition  assembled,  do  ordain  a^nd  declare/' 

I  am  aware  that  in  1884,  in  the  celebrated  legal  argument  on  the 
Oath  of  Allegiance,  although  tJie  advocates  of  the  States  Rights  Schpol 
•all  maintained  this  doctrine,  yet  Judge  Harper  gave  the  weight  of 
his  high  authority  to  a  view  somewhat  different.  He  maintained  that 
a  Convention,  though,  sovereign,  absolute  and  illimitable,  for  every  pur- 
pose within  the  range  of  objects  for  which  they  were  assembled,  was, 
beyond  these  purposes,  neither  the  people,  nor  did  It  represent  the 
people.  A  great  majority  of  States  Rights  men,  held,  however,  the 
opinion  expressed  in  one  of  the  reports  of  the  day,  which  I  myself 
had  the  hono^  to  submit,  an  extract  from  which  I  will  now  insert 
(at  an  interval  of  twenty-eight  years),  as  containing  my  present  opinion. 

"  When  this  profound  jurist  (Judge  Harper)  says  that  a  Convenliou 
is  limited  by  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  called,  we  admit  that  mor- 
ally, it  is  so  limited,  and  that  a  delegate  who  but  proposes  a  measure 
for  a  purpose  nOt  contemplated  by  the  people  when  he  was  elected,  i-*: 
guilty  of  moral  treason.  But  when  Judge  Harper  assumes  that  the 
Judiciary,  or  any  other  constituted  authority,  has  a .  right  to  ioqaire 
whether  a  measure  adopted  in  Convention  was  or  was  not  adopted  jo 
conformity  with  the  intentions  of  the  people,  he  ascribes  to  the 
Judiciary  a  right  which  we  cannot  admit  that  they  possess.  Is  it  not 
obvious  tha^  this  gives  the  judges  a  practical  control  over  a  ConventioD 
of  the  people?  As  in  the  case  before  us"  (the  Oath  of  Allegiance) 
^y  two  judges  decide  that  the  people  did  not  intend  what  the  Conven- 
tion believed;  the  Legislature  believed;  atvd  nhat  a  -great  majority  ol' 
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thep6q>Ie  4h«m8el7M  stai  Mieye^ihey  did  iutend — and  ih^  wi}lof 
the  people  is  set  a.t  naughty  and  an  Act^  of  the  Ooorention  ofifectnalljr 
nullified/'  -  .       •  * 

Judge  Harper  happily  defines  Soyerein;ntj  io  be  <'  that  power  which 
*^  controlling  all  other  constitnted  authorities,  is  itself  not  subject  to 
''  the* control  of  any."  He  considers  Sovereigntj  <<  as  abiding  in  the 
<'  pepple  of  South  Carolina." 

He  aajSy  agaiui  that  this  ^<  is  not  that  imaginary  Sovereignty  of  tha 
.*^  people  which  has  been  supposed  to  exist  even  in  a  despotic  mmi- 
"  archy."  .  » 

'^^The  Ckraatitutiott/  oonliwea  he,  ^has  provided. in  what  manner 
**  the  people  shall  be  appealed  to,  viz :  ip  a  Convention  called  Vj  two« 
<^  thirds  of  both  bmnchesof  the  I^etgislatore.'  Again,  the^f  (the  People 
*'in  Convention)  'may  abrogate  any  Act  of  the  Government,  and  ctU 
"  consiituied  Quthariiici  are  boujid  to  respect  and  ohe^f  their  determina- 
^* tion.'  'They'  (the  People  in  Convention)  'are responsible  to  opinion, 
"  they  are  bound  by  good  faith,  they  may  be  resisted  by  force,  or  sub- 
^'idued  by  superior  power^'but  their  acts  are  not  subject  to  the  lego} 
"oontrol  of  any  constituted  authority/ 'I  This  we  conceive  to  be 
Bound  Bopublican  doctrine*  But  how  the  learned  judg4  can  Reconcile 
with  this  the  right  which  he  ascribes  to  thd  Judiciary, .  to  decide 
whether  a  power  eaereised  by  -this  ConventiQu  has  or  has  not  been 
delegated  by  the  people,  we  cannot  perceive.  We  defy  any  one  to 
point  out  a  tittle  of  distinction,  practical  or  in  -  principle,  between  the 
control  whitfh  Judge  Harper  would  thus  give  to  the  Judiciary  over  a 
OoJ^veniionf  and  that  which  it  is  admhted  they  have  over  the  ordinary 
Legidat^re.  They  hav6  no  right,  in  regard  to  the  Legislature^  to  do 
fnor0  than  decide  whether  or  not  that  body  keeps  witHin  the  pale  of  its 
autboritye— whether  a  power  exercised  by  tliem  has  or  has  not  been 
del^atod  Uf  them  by  the  people — and  it  is  this,  precisely,  which  Judge 
Harper  claims  for  them  in  regard  to  a  Convention,  The  people  appear 
in^heir  sov^reigii  capacity,  onlj/  cu  oMembled  in  Convention — frhen  so 
assembled*,  they  are  sovereign  for  eveiiy  TuaPOSE,  or,,  practically,  they 
can  be  SQ.f6M(0N£.  Grant  to  jthe  Judiciary  the  right  to  question  their 
acts,  and  you  give  them  the  power  to  limit  and  control.  In  construe- 
tim  o/iawftk  Convention  is  the  Pxopfc,  and  its  ever^  act,  as  feur  as 
the  judges  have  any 'concern  with  it^  the  Act  0/  the  People.**    . 

"  To  sub^t  the  acknowledged  will  of  a  Convention  to  the  control  of 
any  other  authorityi  is  to  deprive  the  people  altogether  of  the  means  of 
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• 

expr«ish)g*a  Sovereign  fxirpts6Bj  that  is,  a  purpose  wiioh  cftimo^  by 
snj  form  of  law,  bfe  disputed/'     "    .  *     .       * 

The  report  procyseds  fu]-(heJr,  .as  follows : 

"  Soyereignty  can  correctly  be  predicated  only  of  that  power  in  the 
State  which,  possessiDg  au  ultimate  control  over  all  other  oonatitnted 
authorities,  is  itself  subject  to  the  control  of  none. 

'^  Allegiance  is  due  only  to  the  Sovereign  power,  and  is  that  pan- 
.monnt  political  obligation  which  binds  the  individaal  in  a  State  to 
aoknowledge  and  preserve  unimpaired  iu  Sovereignty. 

''  It  in  clearly  distinguisltable  from  the  duty  of  obedience  to  del^ated 
authority.  It  is,  indeed,  the  source  from  which  enmnates  the  obligation 
of  obedience  to  any  other  constituted  authority  than  the  Sovereign. 

^'  Sovereigiity  delegates  a  portiou  of  its  power;  AUegtanoe  renders 
obedience  to  that  power  a  duty.        •  • 

'^Sovereignty,  from  its  defipition,  is  necessarily  single  and  indiviaiUey 
and  Allegiance  must  be  equally  so.  • 

''In  South  Carolina,  entire,  unimpaired  Sovereignty  bides  in  the 
PEOPLE  of  -  the  *Statc,  and  a  citizen  of  South  Oarolina  owes  entire  and 
unimpaired  Allegiance  to  the  people  of  South  Carolina,  bo  long  aa  he 
continues  a  citizen  thereof.  They,  and  they  alone,  have  imposed  upon 
him  the  duty  of  obedience  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  Statea 
They  can  release  him  ftpm  ike  duty.  They  can  transfer  the  duty.  It 
exists  by  their  fiat,  and  they  alone'  are  its  fit  interpreters.'^ 

*'Thus  far,''  says  the  report,  ''we  speak  the  recorded  opinions  of 
South  Carolina  herself.  Is  the  principle  less  fixed  that  a  Ganveniiom 
jo/  the  People  is  not  eubject  to  the  legal  control  of  any  conUiHUed 
authority  T'^ 

Such,. it  was  un<^rstood,  were,  in  that  day,  the  doctrines  of  Calhoui 
and  McDuffie,  of  Hayne,  TurnbuUand  HamiUoti,  of  Colcook,  fiarle, 
Butler,  Elmore,  Player;  of  all,  indeed,  of  the  .States  Righls  School.  I 
mention  the  dead  only,  the  living  may  speak  for  themselves.  Indeed, 
State  Rights,  State  Remedies,  State  Sovereignty,  Ailegiaaoe  ^to  \he 
State,  would  all  be,  unmeaning  phrases  but  for  the.  acknowledged 
supremacy  of  a  Convention  of  the  People.  It  is  the  cornerstone  of  the 
edifice. 

But  whether  the  view  comaioed  in  the  **  Report''  or  that  of  Judge 
Harper  be  true,  is  immaterial  in.  the  present  inquiry.  A  Convention, 
accordiDg  to  both  theories,  is  SOYEREIGN,  and,  therefore,  above  all 
constituted  authorities,  WHEN  ACTINQ  WITHIN  THE  SPHERE  INBIOATXD 

BT  THE  Legislature  in  the  Aot  which  assembles. thbm. 
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Wkat '  then  irere  the  purpoeea  for  which  the  Cfonyendon  'vas  edled 
together  hy  the  Legisktnre,  to  aaaemUe  on   the   17th  day  of  Be« 

cemher,  1860?    And  ^oes  the  creation  of  the  «£xxoiiTiYB  Council

coTne  within  the  scope  of  those  purposes  f 

First,  what  were  the  Gircnmstamoes  of  the  esW  1  The  telegra|>h  had 
anDonnced  the  election  of  Ltooolo,  and  ,the  Legblatnre  determined  at 
once  to  invoke  the  highest  power  known  to  our  inatitntions — a  Ckfnvenr 
iion  of  the  Fecple  of  the  Slate.  Not  as  a  anbordioate  miDisterial  agent, 
to  enroll  the  deoxees  of  *tlie  LegislatnTe,  bnt  <^or  the  purpose  of  taking 
into  consideration  the  dangers  incident  to  the  position  of  the  State  in  the 
Federal  Union  estabhshed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States^  and 
the' measures  which  nuty^  he  necestary  and  proper  for  protiding  against 
the  same,  and  thereupon  to.take  care  ihcU  the  Cfrnimonwealth  of  South 
Carolina  shall  svjffer  no  detriment"  A  disruption  of  the  ties  which 
had  hitherto  bound  us  to  our  sister  States  was  one  thing  contemplated. 
But  the  ultimate  decision  was  left  to  the  Oonyention,  as  the  Sovereign 
Authority.  It  was,  then,  within  the  )>ttrpQfies  of  this  'Convention  to 
'  abrogate  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  South  Carolina,  for  a 
time,  at  least,  might  stand  atone,  and  it  must  have  been  within  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Convention  to  modify  the  State  ,Conititution.  A  new 
alliance  was  contemplated  with  other  States,  and  it  was  within  the  pur-  • 
poses  of  the  Convention  to  ratify  a  Provisional  and  Permanent  Consti- 
tution of  the  new  Q-onfederacy.  •      • 

These  high  powers  have  not  been  questioned,  yet  they  are  but  infer* 
ences  from  the  general  powers.  *  A  WAR  was  certainly  within  the  con- 
templation of  some.  Although  secession  was  claimed  as  a  right,  not 
coofliotang  with  any  obligation  under  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and,  therefore,  no!  revolulionary,  it  w^s  apprehended  that  our  • 
claim  to  self-government  might,  like  that  of  our  forefathers  of  j774, 
have  to  be  vindicated  by  the  sword,  and  that,  practically,  provision 
must  bd  made /or  the  conduct  of  a  Revolution  of  blood.  The  Leg- 
islature declare,  accordingly,  that  the  Ooipvent^on  shall .  consider  our  * 
<< DANGERS ''—d^  the  << dangers''  growing  out  of  our  position,  in- 
cluding, I  presume,  the  dangers  of  the  WAR,  which  might  be  the  con- 
sequence of  seceiBsion,  and  *^  tbe  measures  necessary  and  proper  &r 
providing  against  the  same.''  Havl»  the  apprebenued  '<i>ano£B8^' 
ceased  i  Are  there  no  further  '<  measures  necessary  and  proper  for  pro- 
viding against  the  same"f  The  Ordinance  of  the  Convention  for 
<<  strengthening  the  Ej^ecutive  Department  du|ing  -tbe  exigencies  of 
the  present  War/'  was  manifestly  intended  as  a  <<  measure"  tOK  this 
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VBBT  PTTBPoni.  But,  Bs  if  to  make  asBoraube  doablj  sure,  tlie  Lefi^ 
lature  declare,  further,  that  the  Convention  shall*' thereupon  t€ike 
care  (hat  the^  CommonweoUfh  of  Soiith  Carolina  skpdl  suffer  no  detri- 
ment'*   '  ■  • 

Now,  ponceding  that  the  terms  of  the  call  of  the  Convention  eonsti- 
tute  the  only  <'  limilation  **  on  the  powers  of  a  Convention,  as  hold 
by  Judge  Harper,  can  human  Unguage  be  eonCrived  suggesting  broader 
and  more  absolute  powers  than  the  above  ?  And,  '^  theebttpon  to  take 
care  that  the  Commonwealfh  of  South  Carolina  thaUmffer  no  detriment " 
Is  this  the  language  of  LIMITATION  of  power?  It  is  applied  to  a 
body  representing  the  SoVEREiONTTof  the  State — a  body  in  ail  respects 
similar  to  that  which  gave  being  to  our  Stale  Constitution-^a  body  by 
whose  fiat  our  Legislature^  our  G-overndr,  and  our  Judiciaiy,  havo  their 
existence.  Is  it  not  in  effect  a  declaration,  in  terms,  that  the  Conven- 
tion to  be  called  ^ould  have  NO  limitation  on  its  powers  ? 

It  has  been  said  that  the  "  dangers"  apprehended  were  in  the  Unum, 
and  the  measures  were  only  such  as  should  provide  against  these.  Thii 
is  speeial  pleading.  Tho  <*  dangers"  were  such' as  were  incident  to 
the  >^  position  of  the  State,"  then,  of  course,  '^  in  the  Union,"  bat 
which  the  Convention  was  specially  intended  to  take  out  of  the  Unioa, 
and  the  <<  measures"  were  meant  to  provide  against  the  *' dangers" 
which  might  grow  out  of  that,  position.  Surely,  the  dangers  which 
ensued  have  not  yet  ceased'. 

It  is  contebded  that  secession  was  the  measure  adopted,  and  that  this 
relieved  us  from  all  dangers  *'  in  the  Uniou." 

But  tho  Convention  is  enjoined  <'  theroupjn  "  (that  is,  after  secession) 
^*  to  take  care  that  the  Com  mob  wealth  of  South  Carplina  shalt  safier  o« 
detriment."  Detriment  from.  whatP  I  answer,  the ^^meagures" 
taken;  which  were,  Secession  and  the  formation  of  the  Southern  Con- 
federacy. << Thereupon"  war  was  «made,  and  war  stpl  continuei 
Does  war  work  no  << detriment?".  If  it  does,  then  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  Convention  to  shield,  a^  far  aa  may  be,  the  Commonwealth  of  South 
Carolina  from  such  detriment. 

The  ques^on  as  to  the  .extent  of  the  powers  of  the  Convention  of 
*  1832  had  been  the  subject  of  cpntrovcrsy.  Dr.  Cooper,  in  his  oonlpiU- 
tion  of  the  Statuses,  .had  pronounced  it  still  ^'au  open  question,"  as  to 
that  Convention;  and  the  Legislature,  aa  if  to* provide  against  any 
possibility  of  cavi}  on  this  occasion,  so  solemn  and  momentous,  obose, 
in  declaring  the,  purposes  of  th^  present  OonhentioA,  to  translate  the 
Latin  phrase  by  whioh  the  Sbnase  of  Bomb  hab  for  CbntCries 
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the  laDguage  of  the  famowi  deotee  whioh  ooDfemd  on  Cioeip  and  hU 
compew,  for  the  snppretoion  of  GalalineVconBpiracy,  the  power  known 
as  <«  VUimwn,''  or  '^Extremun.''  A  power  whieh,  Sallnet  tells  us 
*^ often."  <'ithad  been  the  cmiom"  to  confer,  <<in  ATBOCI  NBGOTiOp" 
**ma  dangerom  emergwey,"  u  the  translator  has  it.  The  trandator 
njB,  ^'  bj  it "  (this  deeree j  <<  the  ttcpablio  was*  said  to  tfe  kHxKVWXD 

TO  THl  CONBVLS." 

The  phrase,  originally  selected  &r  its  aptness  in  oonvejing  absolnte 
and  illimitable  power,  bad  beoome  fixed  in  its  ioterpretatiob,byits  long 
use  by  the  greatest  nation  of  andqnity ;  and  io  this  language,  with  its 
cofiutruction  thus  etiabliahed  thh>nghOQt  the  oiTilixcd  world,  the  Leg- 
iBLATURk  thenght  proper  to  express  the  extent  of  tiupurpo$e$  to  which 
<Ae  Convenium  loere  invited  to  addresi  thermelvea,    ^ 

XJoJesd  the  Legislature.  9aid  one  thiii|^,  while  they  meant  another, 
they  committed  to  this  angnst  body,  daring  the  exigencies  of  the  time, 
thefoThunee  of  the  Bqwbiic;  with  power  to  act«direotly  or  through 
agencies — with  the  power  to  make  and  no maj^e  Constitutions,  provisional 
^  or  permanent }  and  to  ereato  gOYerbments,  general  or  pastial-^tempo- 
rary,  or  until  a  new  (Jonventioa  shall  order  otherwise.  In  addition  to 
the  force  of  the  language  used,  tbe/ac<  that  the  Act,  as  first  introduced, 
should  have  fixed  two  geair$  as  the  pieriod  of  duration  for  the  Oonren- 
tion,  indicates  that  somethiug  more  than  the  Act  of  Secession  and  the 
adoption  of  Constitutions  was  intended.  No  one  proposed  a  aharter  dura- 
lion  than  two  yeam;  and  this  time,  ib  was  thought,  fHigkt  not  give  all 
the  latitude  which  Was  requisito,  and  it  wa$  stricken  out. 

Surely,  '^Utoo yeare'^  Was  a  longer  period  than  would  have  been  ang* 
gested  if  the  only,  business  con  torn  platod  had  been  tlie  Act  of  Secession 
and  the  adoption  bi  a  new  Constitution.  In  my  jud^ment^  the  dun* 
tion  was  intended  to  be  conilnensiirato  with  the  neeessiiiee  of  the  occa^ 
Mton  which  called  them  together,  whatever  that  period  might  be.  Our 
independence  achieved  and  acknowledged^  and  peace  reetored,  the  Con* 
Tention  will  then,  but  not  wUU  then,  be/«nrftis  officio.  To  protiaot  its 
existence  beyond  thit  period,  would  be  that  breach  of  <<  good  f&ith'' 
which  would  justify  that  resort  to  *<  force,''  which  is  the  only  remedy, 
for  usurpation  in  the  SovxasiON.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Conyention, 
in  my  opinion^  would  be  derelict  to  their  duty  if  4hey  abandon  the 
helm  until  ibe  ship  is  •safely  in  port  . 
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Such  was  the  call  undte  wbiok  tlie  voters  of  the  State  elected  the 
membecs  of  the  CooTentioii..    « 

Howey^r  the  fact  maj  siDce  have  passed  from  the  memonts  of  some, 
the  people,  €U  (^  time^  realised  that  the  body  aboat  to  be  asaenibled 
would  be  chained  with  duties  more  grave,  critical  and  respoosible  thaa 
any  which  had  ever  hitherto  devolved  upoo  any  eonstitated  authority 
in  Uiis  State.  The  circumstances  under  which  tlie  OoDventioD  was 
assembled->-tbe  terms  of  the  Act  juoder  which  ^e  call  was  made — the 
received  opinions  of  the  majority  of  the  people  of  the  State  as  to  the 
extent  of  the  powers  mherent  is  sneh.  a  body,  were  snffieieot  to  a|^iixe 
the  most  dull  that  suffrage  was  being  exercised  on  the  most  important 
occasion  of  their  lives.  - 

Ac3ordiogly,  the  people  called  forth  their  wisest  and  beet  men. 
There  was  no  constitutional  disqualification  for  a  seat  in  the  ConitentioQ — 
no  abridgment  of  the  people's  unbiassed  choice.  Judges,  Chancel- 
lors, public  officers  of  all  kihdsy  clergymen,  all  were  eligible.*  The 
result  was  that  the  Convention,  in  the  aggregate,  has  never  been  sur- 
passed, in  this  or  any  other  country,  .for  intelligence,  patriotism  and 
moral  worth. 

Most  of  the  members  were  either  men  drawn  from  voluataiy  retire- 
ment, or  tho«e  whoise  career  and  position. in  life  were  so  &r  determined 
that  the  ordinary  temptations,  of  ambition  were  absent.  A  less  aelf- 
seehing  and  more  earnest  body  of  citisens  never  assembled. 

Such  was  the  (Convention,  in  theory  and  in  fact,  which  passed  the 
Ordinance  under  consideration. 

There  are  twoi*t)ther  errors  in  regard,  to  limitations  on  Conventions, 
which  need  notice,  though  they  would  seem  to  destroy  each  other.  It 
is  ooQtended  by ^some  that  a  Convention  can  neither  legislate  or  perform 
any  administrative  act;  and  to  sustain  this  view  it  .is  claimed  that  it 
has  been  the  practioe  of  Conventions  to  abstain  from  both.  This  is  one 
position.  Those  who  take  this  position  deny  that  the  Convention  caa 
appropriate  money  or  draw  from  the  Treasury.  This  is  all  gratuitous 
assumption  in  point  of  principle,  and  erroneous  in  point  of  fact.  Was 
it  an  act  of  usurpation,  when  the  Convention,  at  its  first- session,  ordered 
three  r^ments  to  be  raised — two  of  regulars,  by  enlistment,  ^nd  one 
of  volunteers,  commanded  by  Col.  Gregg?  Stiil  more  palpable,  then, 
was  the  usurpation  when' they  appropriated  three' hundred  thoosaod 
dollars  for  building  a  gunboat.  Th»  usurpation  of  the  Conveatioa 
began,  according  to  this  theory,  as  soon  as  the  Act  of  Secession  was 
ratified,  has  continued  ever'since^  and  has  not  been  confined  to  those

wlio  fayortd  the  erettion  of  the  Executive  CoaitoiL  It  u,  in  general; 
on  gronnde  of  expediency,  wise  that  Conyentions  shonid  abstain  from 
all  Qfrdmary  legislation,  or  exercise  of  w^^sMxry  execative  pow^t,  where 
the  Legislature  and  Governor  can  he  at  once  called  into  action.  But 
so  far  is  it  from  being  tme  that  Conv^ntionr  have  on  principle  with" 
held  from  aXL  action  of  this  kind,  that  I  ventare  the  assertion  that  the 
Conventions  thronghont  th€(  now  Confederate  States  all  more  or  le^s  . 
took,  for  a  time,  a  share  of  the .  management  of  affairs  into  their  own 
hands.  . 

^  Certainly,  the  Convention  of  Alabama,  the  pixxseedings  of  which  I 
have  before  me,  passed;  immediately  after  an  Ordinance'  of  Secession, 
one  ''for  the  Military  Defence  of  the  State,"  another  to  ^< reorganize 
the  MiJitia,"  with  very  many  others  of  like  character.  The  power 
which  can  crtate  Oovernors  and  Legislatures  may^  in  timergeiusiei^  per- 
form the  functions  of  either.  ^ 

The  other  most  extraordinary  position,  in  direct  conflict  with  the 
last,  is  the  Application  of  the  law  maxim  to  a  Convention— nonj>d^e^^ 
delegatus  delegare — that  is,  that  a  Convention,  ezeiuisiog  itself  dele* 
gated  authority,  cannot  delegate  to  others.  The  first  position  .assumes 
thafall  goveroinent  must  be  exercised  through  delegated  authority^  and  ^ 
the  second,  that  it  can  only  be  exercised  directly,  And /:annot  be  law- 
fully exercised  by  delegated  authority. 

The  ordinary  and  most  appropriate  sphere  in  which  a  Convention 
usually  actSy  except  in  ^'a^roct  n^^ohb"— nlangerous  emergencies — ^is  m 
the  creation  of  governments,  limited  by  constitutions  prescribed  by  the 
Convention— that  is,  in  delegating  portions  of  their  own  powers;  but  a 
Conventbn  may,  in  its  discretion,  proceed  to  exercise  itself  any  power 
Which. it. has  authority  to  delegate. 

Again:  the  assumption  that  to  give- validity  to  any  action  of  a  Con- 
vention intended  to  alter  or  suq>end  any  part  of.the  Constitution  of  the 
StcUcy  the  ordinance  must  eXPBEBB  that  a  repeal,  alteration  or  amend- 
ment  is  intended,  is  gratuitous,  and  without  reason.  Where,  I  wou  d 
ask,  is  any  such  principle  laid  down  ? 

Like  the  Leqislatubb,  the  Conyention  may  repeal  or  alter,  by 
implication.  The  las^act  of  either  body  is  that  to  be  looked  to  as  the 
exposition  o/itswU,  and  as  constituting  the  law,  and  everything  con- 
flicting is -necessarily. repea/ec^,  suspended. or  modified  into  accordance 
with  the  will  last  expressed.  In  point  of  fact,  it  was  well  understood 
by. the  Convention  that  this  Ordinance  was  a  suspensugi,  for  the  time 
being,  of  some  of  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  and  it  was  so  in- 
88  .     .  ■     , 
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fended.    I  am  not  awara  that,  withiii'  the  OooTentidn,  there  was  aaj 
one  who  questioned  the  power  of  that  hodj  to  pase  the  Ordinaooe. 

I  hold,  then,  that  the  ConventiOD  had  the  right,  during  the  ezigen- 
eies  bf  the^war,  to  add  to  the  powers  of  the  Executive  by  giving  con- 
trol of  some  mattem  which,  under  tho  Constitution,  are  committed  to 
the  Legislature,  and  to  make  the  Ezecutave,  for  some  purposes,  consist 
of  five  persons  instead  of  one.  la  other  words  I  hold  that  the  Ordi- 
nance creating  the  Council  emanates  from  an  authority  as  high  and 
.  competent '  as  that  creating  the  Constitution,  and  that  being  the 
LATEST  ea^jtrettion  6/^  th§  will  of  this  Sowneign  Bocfy,  it  is,  daring 
its  existence,  pqranupttU  to  the  Constitution.   ^ 

If  this  be  so,  we  are  to  look  to  the  Ordinance  alone  as  the  dharter  of 
eur  rights  and  powers.  . 

The  views  upon  the  construction  of  the  Ordinance  I  will  submit 
to-morrow,  as  part  second  of  my  report.

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PABT  II.— ON  THE   POWERS  OF  THE  GOVERNOB   AND 
EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL. 

To  hi$  Ihxelieney  QoY^nvou  Pickens, 

Prending  over  the  Eoceeutxve  Council  of  South  Carolina  : 

I  propose  Dov  to  proceed  to  oonsider 

THE  POWERS  OP  THE  GOVERNOR  AND  EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL,   ACTING 
together;  under  the  ORI^NANCE  OV  the  CONVENTION. 

First,  take  the  title :  It  is  hx\  OrdiDance  "for  Urengtkening  ^he  Ez- 
eontiTe  Department  during  the  exigencies  0/  the  present  war. 

The  powers  of  the  Ezeentive  are  incrquedy  which  could  hardly  be 
without  taking  from  some  other  Departmeot,  and  fhese  new  powers 
have  reference  to  the  exigencies  of  the  war. 

The  powers  conferred  on  the  Oovernor  and  Executive  Cqianoi],  "act- 
ing together,''  are,  first,  ta  declare  martial  law,  when,  and  where,  and 
with  such  Kmitation,  as  the  Oovernor  and  Council  might  think  the  * 
exigency  of  public  affairs  required.  This  power,  like  Aaron's  rod, 
might  have  been  made  to  swallow  all  the  rest.  Martial  law  is  despotisqi. 
It  subertitutes  the  will  of  the  ruler  for  all  other  law,  to  the  extent  that 
martial  law  is  declared.  Martial  law  declared  over  the  -whole  State,  . 
and  its  extent  (that  is,  the  subjects  over  which  it  should  take  control) 
defined,  every  power  afterwards  specified  in  the  Ordinance  might  have 
been  exercised.  Thia  great  first  power  having  been  clearly  conferred, 
'  has  been  to  me  a  guide  in  determining  the  general  intention  of  .the 
Convention,  and  thereby  construing  all  that  follows.  There  is  a  power 
to  arrest  and  detain  disloyal  and  disaffected  persons,  whose  being  at 
large  is  deemed  dangerous  to  the  public  safety ;  and  to  order  and  enforce 
such  disposition  and  appropri^tioa  of  private  property  for  public  uses  as 
the  public  good  requires.  There  is  the  power  to  make  and  cause  to.be 
executed  all  orders,  regulations  and  arrangemenisj  as  they  shall  from  time 
to  time  find  expedient,  in  regard  to  the  military,  and  for  maintaiuing 
such  efficient  police  as  shall  by  them  be  tKbught  necessary.'  The  power 
to  appoint  agents,  to  draw  money  from  the  treasury,  to  make  nomibations 
and  appointments  to  military  office^  such  as  the  Gkvenior  had  hitherto 
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dotie ;  to  fill  aooidental  vaoancias  io  oiWI  appointments  until  the  Legis- 
lature meets — ^these  powers,  except  filHnjr  accidental  vacancies  in  office, 
'all  relate  to  the  ^*  exigencies  of  the  present  tear  ;"  and  except  thd  ap- 
pointments to  military  offices,  are  new  powers,  nojT  before  possesseii  by. 
the  Executive;  and,  in  express  terms,  are  to  END  with  the  dose  of  the 
war,  and  disbandment  of  our  troops.  (See  Appendix,  A.)  During  the 
>war,and  for  purposes  connected  with  its  prosecution,  they  are  very 
large. 

Amon^  the  first  measures  in  assertion  of  the  extraordinary  powers 
conferred,  was  the  proposition  contemplating  the  seizure  of  silver  piate 
for  the  use  of  the  State,  introduced  by  your  Excellency.  The  power, 
it  appeared  to  me,  to  actr  on  this  subject  was  clearly  delegated  under 
the  right  'Ho  order  and  esforoe  (subject  to  the  owner's  right  to  receive 
due  compensation  froin  the  State)  such  disposition  of  private  property, 
or  appropriation  thereof  for  public  uses  as  the  public  good  shall  appear 
to  them  to  require."  The  Council  never  felt,  oommitted  on  the  policy 
of  acting  finally  on  the  matter,  but  voted  merely  for  measures  to  ascer- 
tain the  amount,  f^rviog  the  right  to  act  according  to  circainstaDces 
hereafter 

The  resobitioD,  introduced  likewise  by  your  Excellenoy,  for  forciog 
forward  the  manufacture  of  salt,  was  authorized  under  the  power  to 
urake  "  regulations  and  af  rang^ments  "  for  the  support  of  dttch  portioo 
of  the  population  as  mi^ht  be  called  into  service.  Saljli  was  an  article 
of  prime  necessity,  and  there  was  danger  that  it*could  not  be  proeured 
at  all  when  wanted,  unless  something  was  done,  as  your  redoluticm 
expressed  It,  *^  to  force  forward  **  the  manufacture.  Under  the  same 
power,  I  have  supposed  that  the  Governor  and  Council  weire  authorized 
to  purchase,  and  distribute  at  cost,  among  the  families  of  troops  io 
service,  cotton  cards,  and  to  sell  at  cost  such  surplus  salt  as  might  be 
found  in  the  Commissary  department. 

Tour  Excellency  iptroduced,  on  the  same  day,  various  resolutions, 
these  two  Ifeing  a  part  of  the  series.  The  remainder  of  the  aeries  were 
referred,  and  some  of  them,  in  a  modified  form,  were  afterwards  adopted. 
None  of  them  were  objected  to, as  being  beyond  Hhe  competency  of  the 
Governor  and  Chuncil,  though  they  propose,  I  think,  the  largest  powers 
which  we  have  ever  been  called  on  to  exercise. 

I  insert  a  *copy  of  the  resolutions,  although  not  adopted,  as  illostrat- 
ing  the  yiews  entertained  as  to  the  extent  of  our  authority.

be  determined  by  lot  in  eaob  company,  be  ordered  immediately  to  Camp 
ligbtwood  Knot,  near  Colombia,  and  tbete  to  be  organized  into  compa- 
nies, battalions  and  regiments.  All  officers  'to  be  appointed  by  tbis 
CouDoil. 

*^  Resolve^,  Tbat  one  thonsand  tents  be  ordered  for  tbis  encam^meot 
of  a  reserved  State  force,  and  tbat  to  aid  in  currying  oat  this  organiza- 
tion, the  Chief  of  the  War  Departmetit  be  authorized,  in  conjanotion 
with  the  Adjutant  General,  to  order  into  immediate  serWce  all  the 
extra  aids  recently  appointed  in  every  District,  to  reorganize  and  take  a  i 
census  of  the  militia  of  the  State. 

^^.Resolved,  That  the  Chief  of  the  War  Department  be  authorized  to 
appoint  immediately  two  competent  persons  to  take  charge  of  the  two 
powder  millsr  in^  the  upper  part  of  tf^is  State,  and  to  take  for  the  State 
all  powder  they  may  have  on  hand,*  together  with  all  material,  at 
proper  Valuation,  and  that  any  additional  force  be.  employed  to  put  both 
Biills  in  full  operation  for  the  State ;  and  that  all  material  suited  for 
mukiog  powder  tbatVmn  be  procured,  be  immediately  obtained,  in  such 
manner  as  the  Chief  of  the  Military  Department  may  direct. 

. ''  Re9olveffy  That  two  competent  persons  be  immediately  appointed  to 
control  the  Iron  Wdrks  in  York  and  Spartanburg,  if  necessary,  and  to 
uscall  their  resources,  with  any  additional  labor  required,  to  cast  fifty 
cannon,  twenty  of  which  shall  be  twelve  and  six-pounders,  suited  for 
field  service;  ten  twenty-four-poundtrs,  ten  thirty >two-pound€is,, and 
ten  forty-two-pounders,  and  to  have  them  mounted  and  ready  for  sei;- 
yiee  as  soon  as  possible. 

^*  Rholvedj  That  all  gunsmiths  and  artizans  in*  brass  and  iron  bo  col- 
lected, and  enpiployed  iu  such  foundries  and  workshops  as  may  be 
desiigoated,  for  making  and  repairing  all -small  arms  that  can  be  made; 
and  to  execiute  the  above  r^olutions,  the-Chief  of  the  War  Department, 
in  consultation  with  the  Adjutant  General,  is  authorized  to  employ  and 
use  such  ftgents  as  he  may  think  proper.  •       ^ 

^'Retolved,  That  one-half  of  all  the  cattle  belonging  to  every  person 
in  the  State  shall  be  immediately  taken,  at  a  fair  valuation,  for  /he 
State,  «nd  receipts  for  the  same  be  given^  obligating  the  State  for  the 
amount,  to  draw  six  per  cent,  interest  sixty  days  after  date,  and  that 
.  such  as  are  not  fit  or  needed  now  to  belcilled,  the  owner  of  the  same 
aball  keep  and  fatten  up,  for  proper  compensation,  until  needed. 

'^  Rewloedj  That  one-^half  of  all  the  fiour  now  in  the  State^  and  one- 
half  of  all  the  wheat,  be  immediately  taken,  on  propejr  valuation,  for 
the  State;  and  receipta  for  the  sanie  given,  as  in  the  above  resolutioD^ 
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,  anil  that  the  Cbief  of  Jastice  and  Police  be  arathomedto  carry  out 
ihese  reaolutionsy  in  such  manner  as  he  may  think  best  for  the  State. 
'  ^^  Resolved,  That  all  the  troops  now  in  the  State,  in  aotaal  Gaa- 
federat^  service,  for  twelve  months^  be  immediately  called  on  to  reenlist 
lor  the  war,  bat  not  to  be  moved  out  of  the  State  except  by  orders  from 
this  Counoil — this  condition  to  bo  of  force  at  the  end  of  their  present 
term  of  enlistment,  and  that  the  Chief  of  the  Military,  in  oonJQDction 
with  the  Adjutant  General,  be  authorized  to  carry  this  out,  in  such

<'  Resolved,  That  our  Senators  and  Bepresentatives  in  Congress  be 
T)9queFted  to  urge  immediately  the  adoption  of  measures  necessai^y  to 
establish  a  great  Reserve  Camp  at  or  near  Atlanta,  Georgia,  of  at  least 
one  hundred  thousand  men,  each  State  to  furnish  its  proper  quota,  and 
all  officere  to  be  appointed  by  the  President,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Senate."  -  • 

These  resolutions  contained  the  first  proposition  to.  bring  a  portion  of 
the  population  of  the  State  into  sepvice-^y  comptUswn,  and  for  jissuming 
on  our  part  the  appointment  o/oficer$f  both  Field  and  Company. 

The  right  to  do  this  I  nofver  doubted,  under  the  power  <'to  make  and 
cause  to  be  executed  all  such  orders,  regulations  and  arrangemeote  as 
they  (the  Governor  and  Council)  shall  from  time  to  time  find  expedient 
for  bringing  into-  service,  organiaing  and  supporting  the  whole  or  any 
part  oi  the  population  of  the  State,  to  be  employed  in  the  public  ser- 
vice.'' This  grant  of  power^  I  think,  wa^  intended  to  give  to  the 
Council /u^  control  over  the  organization  oi  any  forces  to' be  raised. 
But  if  there  could  be  a  dou|^t  on  this  point,  there  is  another  Ordinaoee, 
passed  by  the  same  Convention,  styledt^<  An  Ordinance  in  relation  to  a 
portion  of  the  Militia,"  which  is  too  ^^plicit  for.  controversy.  It 
declares,  in  section  first :  ^<  That  mo  part  of  the  'MiUtia  law  shall  siamd 
in  the  wa^  of  the  Governor  and  Council  to  fnganize  and  call  into  service 
any  portion  of  the  Militia  of  the  State,  as  may  seem  most  expedient" 
Vxpm  the  same  source  I  derive  the  authority  of  the  Governor  and 
Council  to  make  all  the  orders,  regufations  and  arrangements  in  regard 
to  the  military,  which  were  afterwards  adopted,  whether  in  contra ven- 
tiod  or  not  of  Acts  of  the  Legislatuft. 

Next  in  point  of  time  came  the  regulations  in  i^gard  to  the  distilla- 
tion and  sale  of  spirits. 

Your  Excellency  must  remember  the  representations  from  the  upper 
country  as  to  the  overwhelming  evil  which  was  to  fqjlow  the  unpar- 
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alleled  inyesiments  made,  and  about  to  be  made,  in  tbe  bnainess  of  dia* . 
tilla  tioQ.     The  higb  price  of  whiskey  had  ioduoed  anch  Qumbers  to  aeelc 
this  new  road  to  wealth,  that  a  /amine,  it  was  thought,  threatened  the' 
whole  State.     Money  has  been  called  the  <<  sinews  of  .war,"  but  with  na 
breStdsii^  are  preeminently  so.     I  thought  the  eyil  came  within  the 
4pope  of  onu  powers.     By  declaring  martial  law  in  regard  to  this  par- 
iicalar  subject-matter,  it  oonld  certainly  have  been  reached.     Bat- being 
unwiUing  to  startle  the  community  by  an  unnecessary  declaration  of 
martial  law  in  prohibition  of  distillation  from  grain,  I  recommended  the 
exereise  of  the- power,  as  an  incident  to  the  power  *<to  make  and  cause 
to  be  executed  all  such  orden,  regulatums  and  arra9^em«nte,'as  they 
ahall  from  time  to  time  find  expedient,  for  bringing  into  service,  organ- 
ixiog  and  supporting  the  whole,  or  any  portion  of  the  population  of  the^  « 
^tate  to  be  employed  in  the  public  service,  and  also  for  maintaining 
saoh  efficient  poiice  as  ahall  by  tliem  be  thought  necessary.''    Your 
Exoellenoy,  with,  I  thibk,  eyety  member  of  the  body,  yielded  ready 
acquiesoence,  and  I  was  instructed  to  draw  the  resolutions.  ,  I  looked 
to  the  ei^  proposed,  and  considered  that  tEe  accustomed  agencies  would  ■ 
best  effect  the  object,  and '^offered  the  resolution  that  it  should  be  de- 
clared ^'a  misdctfueanor''  to  distill  grain,  and  the  distillery  should  be 
deemed  ^* a  nuisance/' subject  to  abatement.'  This  << regulation "  and 
''arrimgement"  was  thought  the  most  bxpedient,  and  was  accordingly 
adopted,  and  mad^  as  ''order,"  by,  I  thinlc,  a  unanimous  vote.     Out 
right  to  make  a  regulation  in  prohibition  of  distillation  is  too  clear  for 
oootroTersy.     If  there  is  error,  it  can  only  "be  in  the  manner  of  enforce- 
ment, whicbis  less  prompt  and  summary  than  is  usual  in  Executive' 
orders.     Thus  far,  however,  it  has  worked  well.     So,  again,  as  to  the 
sale  of  spirits  under  ciroumstances  to  affebt  our  troops.     The  evil  had 
become  so  great,  that  there  seemed  to.be  a  universal  outcfy^ — murders, 
brawls,  fatal  accidents  among  our  troops,  particularly  while  passing  on 
the  railroads,  had  become  of  frequent  occurrence.     The  scenes  exhibited 
were  shocking  to  decenoy.     The  disposition  to  interfere  was  unanimous 
with  the  Council,  and  your  Excellency  warrtilyappi^ved.     I  believed 
we  had 'the  power  in  this,  as  in  the  case  of  distillation,' and  'proposed 
similar  resolutions  in  regard  to  sales  of  liquor  within  reach  of  our. troops    > 
on  the  line  of  railroads.    In  aid  of  these  efforts,  railroad  companies 
were  appealed  to,  to  refuse  the  transportation  of  spirits,  and  they 
promptly  responded.     Never,  in  my  experience,  has  the,  making  of 
regulations  eo  nearly  approached  to  the  attainment  of  the  objects  pro- 
posed, with  th<f  use  o(  so  little  machinery  in  the  enforcement.     The 
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obeetfiily  propspi  aod  efficient  cooperation  of  the  Bailnmd  -Direeton 
merit  our  thanks  and  the  approbation  of  the  commomty. 

Under  the  power  *^  to  make  and  cause  to^  be  Executed  reoui«atioks 
for  an  efficient  'polic^y^  I  ventured  to  propose  some  amendments  to  a  ' 
legislative  Act  which,  by  its  titU  and  j^rqvf'nbru,  was  purely  a  poncn 
&£OUJ(.At*iON  for«the  invacfed  districts.  As  to  military  regulations^  I 
have  shown  that  we  had  SXPBXSS  aWAon^  to  <<piSRKOARD"  legidah 
Hve  enactmenU.  The  pegolation  of  the  police  being  in  the  brckadest 
terms  committed  to  us,  I  deemed' that  we  had  the  same  power  there. 
These  have  been  termed  *' legislative  acts.*'  Reguiatitnu  as  to  the 
military  and  polide,  have,  -for  the  time,  necessarily,  the  effipct  of  lavs. 
Many  9rder8  and  regulations  from  the  Treasury  Department,  or  the 
Wai^  Department,  from  the  Adjutant  Generars  office,  are  very  like 
legislation,  in  form  and  substance.  '^  Orders,  regulations,  and  arrange^' 
meats,"  so  far  as  the  subject-matter  to  which  they  refer  is  concerned, 
must  infringe  upon,  or  rather  must  occupy,  a  common  ground  with 
'Megislation''  on  the  same  subject.  If  the  Soverbion  has  delegated 
•  the  right  to  make' these  regula^ionSy  the  authority  is  rightfully  gxereised, 
call  them  by  what  name  you  will.  According  to  the  views  I  Jiave 
presented,  it.  rests  alone  with  the  Sovereign  power — ^a,  Convention  of 
the  People,  which  metes  out  the  powera  of  other  constituted  authori- 
ties^*-to  determine  what  9hall*b^  the  powers  of»the  Bxecudve  De* 
partment,  and  what  shall  be  the  powers  qf  the  department  called  the 
L^islature.  These  matters,  all  of  which  met  with  the  sanction  of  your 
£xcellency,  had,  as  I  co#Beive,  been  committed  to  the  ExtcuHoe 
Departmenty  as  ccn$tituted  by  the  Convention. 

The  next  matter,  which  was,  as  you  know,  for  some  time  under  the 
anxious  consideration  of  the  Governor  and  Executive  CouncI),  was  the 
prohibition  of  the  exportation, of  cotton,  except  under  certain  restrio- 
tions,  unless  expressly  ^auctioned  by  the  Confederate  authorities.  This 
measure,  perhaps  the  most  doubtftil  adopted,  was  approved  by  your 
Excellency  and  the  whole  Council,  and  did  not  originate  with  me. 
My  reasons  for  appro^Angiuive  already  been  placed  on  the  record,  and 
a  copy  of  the  letter  stating  these  reasons,  by  order  of  the  Council  was 
sent  to  Mr.  Memminger,  Seeretaty  of  the  Confederate  Treasury,  and 
published  in  the  papers.  I  append  a  copy  of  this  letter  .to  this  report 
(See  Appendix,  B.)         . 

The  Establishment  of  a  foundry  for  cannon,  cannon .  equipage,  balls 
and  shell,  .and  "for  the  repair  of  small  arms,  with  a  nucleus  for  a  smali- 
arms  manufactory  in  future,  .was,  in  express  terms,  within  our  powers. 
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So  88  to  the  nitre  plantation,  now  in  satisfaotory  progress.     So  in  regard 
to  the  importation  of  arms  and  medicines. 

In  {he  matter  of  the  gonhoat,  the^Governor  and  Council  acted  under 
the  direct  authority  of  the  Convention,  by  whom  the  specific  approprfa- 
tion  was  made. 

The  surveys  of  the  Santee  and  Pee  Deejand  mountain  passes  in  this 
State,  and  North  Oai^lina,  and  Tennessee,  though  they'  co^f  %  small 
amount  of  money,  were,  as  I  conceive,  within  the  'general  powers  com- 
mitted to  us,  as  well  as  the  action  since  ta)[en,  as  the  consequence  of    '    ^     • 
those  surveys.  .  •  • 

The  two  sots  which  have  excited  most  dissatisfaction  are  the  call  for 
troops  for  the  protection  of  Oeoi^otown  and  the  countiy  above^  after, 
.  the  abandonment  of  the  Confederate  forces,  and  the  action  of  the  Gov-  . 
emor  and  Council  with  regard  to  a  supply  of  negro  labor  in  and  near 
Charleston  for  building  fortifications  and  harbor  obsti|ictions.  Yet  • 
neither  of  these  acts,  surely,  needs  any  defence  on  the  score  of  compe- 
tency on  the  part  of  the  Governor  and  Council.  The  first  was^  in 
effect,  to  bring  into  service  k  portion  of  tlie  population  of  the  State, 
to  be  employed  in  public  service,  as  we  believed,  of  the  most  important 
character^  Your  Ezcellenoy's  proposition  on  .  this  subject  wa»  as 
follows: 

Apbil  12,  1862. 

^^Resohedy  That  all  the  'millUa  of  Georgetown,  Marion,. florry,  and 
Williamsburg,  be  immediately  ordered  out  and  organized  into  compa* 
nfes,  battalions  and  regiments,  with  the  best  arms  and  equipments  that 
ean  for  the  present  be  procured,  and  that  one  thousand  tents  be  ordered 
for  them. 

'<  Re$oived,  That  they  elect  their  own  company  officers,  and  that  this 
Council  appoint  field  officers  for  this  organisation;  .  . 

-  ^^Remlved,  That  they  be  rendezvoused  near  Georgetown,  to  protect 
property,  &nd  to  endeavor  to  defend  the  country  to  the  best  of  their 
ability,  as  it  is  intimated  that  all  our  troops  in  Confederate  service  Will 
be  ordered  from  that  section  of  the  State,  and  thus  open  Georgetown  to 
'  the  enemy.  \  •  . 

<<  Resolved,  That  the  Quartermaster  and  Commissary  Generals  be  im- 
mediately instructed  to  provide  proper  transportation '  and  supplies  for 
said  troops.         '  *  . 

^^Reaolvedy  That  orders  be  issued'  by  the  Chief  of  the  Military  De^ 
partment  to  stop  any  further  supplies  being  furnished  to  the  Confeder- 
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ate  troops  Itodi  the.  State  Commisaary  Department,  nod  also  that  the 
same  orders  be  issued  to  the  State  Quartermaster  General. 

<<  Resohedf  That  the  Chief  of  the  Military  Department  be  charged 
with  the  execution  of  the  foregoing  resolutions/' 

The  second,  to  wit:  the  impressment  of  negroes,  was  a  dispibeilion 
and  appropriation  (.temporarily)  of  priTate  proper^  for  public  use.     The 
last  I  shall  touch  on -in  another  part  of  my  report. 
«     *  It  has  been  objected  that  offices  have  been  createcT.     What  office^? 

Gol*  Jones  was  employed  to  audit  some  difficult  accounts,  and  to  act  for 
General  Harllee  in  his  absence  on  public  business,  at  an  expense  of  just 
one  hundred  and  eleven  dollars  and  eleven  cents..  Major  Melton  was 
made  an  assistant  to  the  Adjutant  General,  the  Council  paying  only  his 
very  moderate  bill  of  expenses  in  Columbia.  Mr.  Arthur  was  made 
-  Secretary  of  ^ur  body  without  any  compensation  fram  the  Treasuiy. 
Lieutenant  Follin  was  given  a  military  rank,  without  any  addition  to 
the  salary  given,  him  by  the  Legislature  as  Clerk  to  the  Adjutant  €reo- 
erai.  An  assistant  to  the  Adjutant  General  was  given  for  Charleaton, 
at  his  request,  with  the  rank  and  pay  of  captain.  A  Superinten- 
dent of  the  cannon  foundry  and  manufactory  of  arms  was  iibsolntely 
necessary  for  such  an  establishment*,  and  so  as  to  the  saltpetre  planta- 
tion. Something  was  paid  to  some  of  the  surveyors  of  the  Santee,  the 
Pee  Dee,  and  the  mountaijis,  and  temporary  commissions  given,  though 
in  two  of  these  instances  the  valuable  services  of  Mr.  Nieriisee  were 
rendered  gratuitously.  Mr.  JameA  Tupper  was  made  Central  Secreuty 
of  the  Commissions  for  the  removal  of  negroes  from  the  seaboard,  and 
women  and  children  from  Charleston,  at  the  request  of  a  majority  of 
Hhe  Commissions;  a  very  laborious  office^  ia  which  he  generously 
served  without  pay.  *The  same  gentleman  has  been  recently  appointed 
to  examine  and  aui^t  the  aocoupts  of  this  State  with  the  Confederate 
Government,  going  back  to  the  20th  of  December,  1^60,  and  he  serves* 
for  the  mere  amount  of  expense  incurred  in  the  performance  of  duty. 
.The  Doctors  LeConte  have  i-endered  valuable  service  in  examining  salt 
#  springs  and  lead  mjnes,  but  they,  too,  have  worked  gratuitously.  The 
Ohiefof  the  Military  has  a  Clerk.  I  have  a  Clerk,  at  the  rate  of  five 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  for  a.  time  had  two  Policemen  in  per- 
manent employoLent,  at  fifty  dollars  per  moiUh.  This  comprises,  I 
think,  everything,  and  the  Ordinance  expressly  gives  the  Governor  and 
Council  the  right  ''  to  constitute  and  appoint  bvch  agenss  <u  shall  be 
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^tecessary  for  (he  MORS  BWIOIBNT  execution  of  the  powers  honjuled  to 
them."*  .. 

I  am  not  aware  that  any  of  these  appointmeDts  have  been  objected  to 
bj  your  Excellency. 

I  shall  proceed,  in  part  three,  to  report  upon  the  action  taken  on 
those  matters  which  have  come  more  particularly  under  iny«indiyidnal 
control.      «

Wej  the  People  of  the  State  of  Somth  Oarolinay  in  Convention  at- 
'  tembledj  do  declare  dnd  ordain)  and  it  is  hereby  declared  and  ordained 
as  follows :       - 

Sec.  1.  Until  the  present  war  between  the  Confederate  States  of 
•    America  an^  the  United  States  shall  have  been  terminated,  and  the 
forces  raised  in  this  State  for  the.  prosecution  thereof  shall  hav6  been 
^  disbanded,  or  until  it  shall  be  otherwise  ordained  by  the  People  in  Con- 
vention, the  Gkvemor  shall  be  assisted,  as  is  hereinafter  directed,  ia 
th'e  discharge  of  .the  duties  imposed,  and  in  the  exercise  of  the  powers   \ 
cofferred  upoji  him  under  the  Constitution  and  k&ws  of  this  State,  or. 
.  the  Ordinances  of  this  Convention,  by  a  Council,  to  be  called  the 
Hxecutive  Council,  which  shall  consist  of  the  Lieutenant  Oovernor  and 
three'other  citiieqs  of  the  State,  to  be  chosen  by  this  Convention  by 
,    a  ballot,  a  majority  of  the  votes  ^t  at  such  Election  being  necessary 
to  a, choice.  « 

Seo.'2.  The  (Governor  and  the  Executive  Council,  acting  together,  shall, 
have  power  to  declare  martial  law  to  such  extent,  ia  sucli  places,  and  ^ 
at  such  times,  «8  shall  be  required  by  the  exigency  of  publij  aftairs;  to 
arrest  and  detain  all  disloyal  or  disaffected  persons,  whose  being  at 
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large  they  sliall  deem  inoonsisteDt  with  the  pablie  safety ;  U^  order  and 
enforce  (snbjeot  to  the  owner's  right  to  reoeiye  dae> compensation  from 
the  State)  such  disposition  of  private  property  or  appropriation  thereof 
fgf  public  uses  as. the  public  good  shall  appear  to  th^m  to  require;  to 
make,  and  cause  to  be  executed,  all  suoh  orders,  regulations  and  ar- 
rangements, as  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  finjt  expedient  for  bringing 
into  service,  organizing  and  supporting,  the  whole,  or  any  part,  of  the 
population  of  the  State,  to  b^  employed  in  the  public  service,  and,  also, 
for  maintaining  such  efficient  police  as  shall,  by  them,  bethought 
necessary;  to  make,  procure  or  employ  arms,  muiCiitions  of  war,  and 
whatever  else  may  be  required  for  the  defence  of  the  Stqie;  to  consti- 
tute  and  appoint  such  agents  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  more  efficient 
execution  of  the  powers  hereby  confided  to  then;;  for  these  purposes  to 
draw  money  from  the  public  Treasury^  the  Treasuren  being  bound  to 
pay  their  draft  from  any  money  in  the  Treasury ;  to  make  all  such 
nominations  and  appointments  to  military  offices  as  the  Governor  has 
heretofore  been  authorized  to  make ;  to  fill  all  offices  and  appointments 
where  there  is  any  vacancy  for  default  oi  action  by  the' Legislature  or 
other  appointing  power,  or  for  default  of  any  provision  by  law  of  the 
mQde  of  appointment;  and  .to  fill,  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  People 
in  Convention,  any  vaoaticy  which  may  occur  in  the  Council  by  reason 
of  the  death,  resignatioa  or  removal  from  the  State^  of  any  one  of  the 
three  members  thereof  ehosen  by  the  ^Convention. 

Seo.  3.  In  the  discharge  of  all  his  duties  and  the  exercise  of  all  his 
powers,  not  hereinbefore  enumerated,  the  Governor  is  authorized  to 
consult  the  Council,  tfnd  to  require,^  if  need  be,  its  advice  in  wri^ng. 

S£0.  4*  The  Governor  and  Executive  Council  may,  at  their  discre- 
tion, arrange  some  or  aJU  of  the  business  to  be  done  by  them,  into 
different  departments,  assign  eaoh  department  to  one  or  more  members 
of  the  Council,  and  make  rules  for  the  management  of  a  department 
or  other  business.  Acts  •  done  by  either  of  tho  departments,  in  ooo- 
formity  to  rulps  or  orders  established  by  ,the  Governor  and  Council,  , 
shall  be  valid,  but  shall  bo  always  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Qov* 
ernor  and  Council.  « 

Sec.  5.  The  GoVernor^hall  have  access  to  the  boeks  «nd  papers  of 
eVery' department,  and  thp  opportunity  of   being,  at  all  times,  fully 
\nformed  of  the  condition  of  its  l>u8iness;  reports  to  him  shall  be 
-made  by' the  heads  of  departments,  when  he  may  require  them;  and  * 
he  shall  communicate  to  this  Convention  and  tq  the  General  Assembly,

S£0.  6..  If  there  should  be  a  yacanoy  in  the  office  of  GoyemoTi  the 
Lieutenant  GoTern<»r,  having  succeeded  to  thai  office,  shall  disdiarge 
the  di^iM  herein  required  ot  the  Governor ;  and  the  President  of  the 
Senate,  having  succeeded  to  t]he  office  .of  Liei^nant  GK^veirnor,  shall 
become  a  member  of  the  Executive  CounoiL  .      ■       , 

Sso.  7.  The  Governor  (or  if  he  be  necessarily  absent,  the.Iieuteaant 
Governor,)  and  apy  two' of  the  members  of  Council  elected  by  this 
Convention,  shall  be  sufficient  to  constitute  a  quorum ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  a  majority  of  all  present,  there  being  a  quorum,  shall  be  re- 
quired for  the  validity  of  Iny  action  in  which  the  Gk)vernor  and  Coun- 
oil ajre  required  to  act  conjointly.  If  by  vacancies,  the  Council  should 
be  reduced  to  two  or  only  one,  the  Governor  for  the  time  being,  with 
those  two  or  that  one,  shall  be  sufficient  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the 
places  of  members  chosen  by  this  Convention,  until  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Convention. 

Seo.  8.  The  Governor  and  Council  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  for  this  purpose  the  Special  Private  Secretary  of  the 
Governor  shall  b^  their  Secretary  without  additional  pay.  This  record 
shall  especially  sho^  the  reasons  for  every  arrest  made  by  their 
authority.  Any  one  of  them  shall  have  the  privilege  of  filing  and  thus 
preserving  as  part  of  the  record,  his  dissent  from  their  action  in  any/ 
matter.  On  the  first  day  of  eacb  meeting  of  the  People  in  Convention, 
the  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Governor  and  Council  had  prior 
thereto,  shall  be  l^id  before  such  Convention,  and  the  said  pix>ceedii}gs 
shall  be  subject  to  review,  and  to  repeal,  or  such  modification  by  thei 
Convention  as  to  it  shall  seem  proper.  .  '  * 

Seo.  9.  The  first  meeting  of  the  Governor  and  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil shall  be  had  within  seVen  days  after  the  adjouVnment  of  the  presei^t  ' 
sitting  of  this  Convention,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Governor,  of  which  he  shall  give  notice  to  each  member.  Afterwards 
their  meetings«shall  be  regulated  by  their  own  orders  and  adjourn- 
ments. 

Sec.  10.  Each  member  of  the  Counoil  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 
oitwo  thou^and  dollars,  payable  quarterly  out  of  the  Treasury  upon  the 
draft  or  order  of  the  Governor.     '  , 

Seo.  11.  The  President  of  the  Convention,  if  in  his  opinion  the 
public  exigenciel  shall  require^  or  if  he  shall  he  requested  in  writing  so 
to  do  by  any  twenty  members  .of  the  Convention,  shall  by  notice  under 
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his  hand  duly  published,  assemble  this  ConyentioD,  without  delay,  at  a 
time  and  place  t9  be  bj  }dm  fixed,  and  he  shall  appoint  a  Committee  of 
five  members  of  the  CoDvention,  a  majority  of  whom,  or  the  survivon 
or  suf  vivor  of  such  majx>rity,  shall,  Id  case  of  the  death,  resigoation  or 
disqtfalifipation  of  the  President,  have  the  iike  aatfaorily  and  be  under 
the  like  obli^tion  to  ti^semble  the  Conveqtion  and  appoint  a  time  and 
place  for  its  meeting;  but  neither  the  President  of  the  Convention  nor 
any  member  of  the  said  Committee  shall  be  a  member  of  the  £zecatiT8 
Oounoil.  ,

Council,  have  been  ordered  to  be  published :

Whereas,  information  baa  reached  the  ^Governor  'and  Councit  that 
sundry  small  vessels  have  from  time  to  time  carried  from  the  port  of 
Charleston  cargoes  of  cotton,  which  the  Governor  and  Council  hast 
reason  to  believe  hi^ve  found  their  way  to  the  enemy,  and  which  cer- 
taiqly  have  not  brought  back  return  cargoes  of  arms,  munitions  or  annj 
supplies :  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  during  the  continuance  of  the  present  blockade  the 
«3cportatioh  of  cotton  from  any  por);  in  South  Carolina  is  hereby  pro- 
hibited, unless  by  the  express  permission  of  the  Confederate  or  State 
authorities. 

Resolved,  That  an  agent^  ifesident  in  the  city  of  Charleston,  be  ap- 
pointed, who  shall  be  authorized  to  grant  permission  for  the  exportation 
of  cotton  on  the  terms  hereinafter  prescribed,  to  wit :  Affidavit  shall  he 
made  that  no  part  of  the  cotton  exported  shall,  with  the  consent  or  con- 
nivance of  the  exporter,  find  its  way  into  the  possession  of  the  enemj; 
and  bond,  with  good  surety,  shall  be  given  that  the  fu^  amount  of  the 
net  proceeds  of  the  sale  ot  said .  cotton  shall  be  brought  back  into  the 
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Coofederate  States  in  arms,  manitioDS  of  war,  or  army  sapplies,  unless 
pTeyenled  by  snooessfal  interposition  of  the  enemy.

Columbia,  April  11, 1862. 

The  resolutions  of  the  4th  of  ApHl,  after  lying,  oyer  for  two  days, 
and  the  stibject-inatter  undergoing  discussion  for  several  days  previously, 
were  unanimously  adopted,  the  policy  Jbelng  approved  by  the  Governor 
and  every  separate  knember  of  the  Executive  Council.  We  believed 
that  we  were  but  attempting,  as  &r  as  it  was  in  the  power  of  the  Btate 
authorities  to  da  so,  to  carry -out  a  settled  policy,  sanctioned  by  nine- 
tepths.  of  the  people  of  the  Confederate  States.  We  have  been  of 
opinion  that  the  exportation  of  cotton,  at  al],^wi|p  concefded  4o  be  an 
evil,  so  long  as  the  blockade  was  tolerated  by  neutral  powers,  but  that* 
our  necessities  were  such  as  to  mak^  the  imfportaiion  t>f  **ar7n$f 
mfmition*  and  army  ruppUen"  VLxid  perhaps  some  other- articles,  an 
object  so  important  that  such  importation  more  thmi  counierbalaneed  the 
evil  of  a  limited  exportation  of  cotton.  We.  desired,  withbut  in  any 
degree  interfering  with,  the  Confederate*  Government,  to  make  the  ex- 
portation and  imporUKon  correlative.  To  effect  this,  we  prohibit 
exportation,  without  eoppreu  permission  of  the  authorities  of  either  one 
or  the  other  of  the  Governments.  The  failure  to  prohibit  by  the  Con- 
federate Qovernmentis  not  an  express  permission.  Thek  custom-hou8«i 
olearanpe  we  have  not  considered  as  an  express  permission^  unless  the 
Government  should  declare  thai  it  is  so  intended.  If  it  should  so  declare, 
we  are  foiled  in  our  efforts,  that  is  all.  But  if  it  does  not  so  declare, 
we  propose  to  prevent  the  Exportation,  unless  by  a  special  permission, 
according  to  the  circumstances  of  each  case,  from  the  one  authority  or 
the  other,  or  by' a  permissipn  through  ao  agent  on  .the  general  terms 
specified  in.  the  second  resolution. 

Now,  this  can  surely  bring  about  no  conflict  between  the  Govern- 
ments.  As  to  the  citiaens  claiming  rights  as  Secured  by  existing  laws, 
that,  I  admit,  iaa  different  question.  -Bhat  is  a  question  we  supposed 
would  be  made;  but  unless  the  Confederate  Government  interferes  in 
their,  behalf,  we  do  not  doubt  either  our  power  or  the  propriety  of  its. 
exercise.  '  * 
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Some  months  ago,  yon  must  remember,  that  Mr.  Trenholm  propoeed 
to  ship  cottoQ;  an$l  had  a  Tessel  partly  loaded  for  the  purpose.  '^Public 
opiniou  was,. at  that  time,  so  geoeral  and  decided  in  opposition  Uk  snch 
exportation,  that  Mr.  Trenholm,  when  appealed  to,  yielded  jto  its  force- 
He  desisted  for  the  time,  and  took  the  cotton.from  his  vessel.  I  shall 
/lot  now  enter  into  the  argument  to  show  the  grounjjis  upon  which  this 
overwhelming  popular  sentiment  rested.  I  expres^d  my  views  pretty 
fully  through  the  papers  at  that  time.  Suffice  it  that,  in'  the  opinion  of 
the  Council,  this  sentiment  i^well  founded.  We  believe,  the  exporta- 
tion of  cotton,  In  any  other  than  certain  exceptional  cases,  to  be  injuri- 
ous to  the  public  interests.  We  are  charged  with  high  powers  for 
protecting  the  public  safety,  and  promoting  the.  public  welfare  in  the 
exigencies  growipg  out  of  the  present  war.  Among  these  powers  are 
these :  ''to  declare  martial  law ;  .to  atreikt  disloyal  or  disafieoted  persons, 
whose  liberty  we . deem  inconsistent  with,  the  public  safety;  to  makd 
such  diipositton  of  private  property,  or  appropriation^  thereof^  for 
public  u(|ps,  as  we  consider  that  the  public  good  requires.''  We  are 
further  charged  with  ''  procuring  arms,  munitions  of  war,  and  whatever 
else  may  be  required  for  the  defence  of  the  State."  Noif,  cotton  about 
to  be  exported  is  '<  private  property,"  about,  ^  we  believe,  to  b^  ^iproh 
priated  to  mischievou9  t^es;  have  we  not  the  power  to  ''dispose  of"  it 
.  in.  another  way  7  If,  in  our'opinion,  it  is  needed  "  to  procure  arms, 
munitions,"^and  other  things' "  required  for  the  defence  of  the  State," 
have  we  not  the,  power  so  to  appropriate  it  ?  If  we  have  the  power  to 
seize;  dispose  of  and  appropriate  the  cotton  for  such  purposes,  can  it  be 
usurpation  to  declare  that  the  ovoner  sha^l  so  appropriate  it,  if  he  ex- 
ports it  at  all  ?  The  mere  paper  declaradon  is  ^ruttm  fulmen  udIcb 
'enforced.  If  called, upon  to  enforce  the  decUration,  then  be^ns  the 
exercise  of  real  power.  Of  course  this  has  been  considered,  and  when 
we  seise  the  cotton  ^and  yessel,  and  appropriate  them  ourselve*  to  pro^ 
cure  arms,  by  sending  them,  ourselves  to  £urope,  we  will  do  no  more 
than  exercise  a  power  clearly  delegated. 

This  argument  applies  to  the  powers  of  the«Govemor  aad'Goandl, 
under  the  Ordinance.  As  to  the  power  of  the  State,  does  ngt  the  right 
of  eminent  domain  give  to  a  State  the  absolute  right  to  appiopriate  all 
private  property  to  public  uses,  subject  only  to  the  claim  for  compensa- 
tion ;  more  especially  in  times^f  war  tnd  pubjie  peril  ? 

The  simple  resolution  is  no  more  than  a  Governor's  prookunation. 
It  may  be  bad  taste  to  order  what  cannot  be  enforced,  but  as  I  have 
before  said;  it  is  only  when  enforcement  is  attempted  ih&t  any  substaa^ 
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tial  lURirpatioii.oan  exist.  The  right  io  enforce^  in  tbe  wsy  we  propos^, 
is,  in  my  judgment,  clearly  in  the  SiaUj  and  ae  clearly  delegated  .by 
the  State  to  the  Governor  and  OounciL  .  I  incline  to  think  that  any  in- ' 
terfereno^  with  the  exercise  of  this  right,  by  the  Confederate' Goyem- 
ment,  would  be  usurpation  on  their  part.  But  we  do  not  propose  to 
raise  any^  question  with  that  Government,  '  When  that  Government 
orders  or  asks,  or  even  expressly  permits  cotton  to  go  out,  we  not  only  do 
not  attempt'  to  enforce  prohibition,  but  we  declare  beforehand,  our 
assent. 

I  have  written  very  hastily,,  but  the  subject  I  have  considered. 

If  Mr.  W.  F.  Golcook  be  in  Charleston,  please  show  him  this  letter, 
and  ask  him  if  he  will  accept  the  agency.  He  was  ^appointed  Agent, 
simultaoeoQsly  with  the  adoption  of  the  resolution,  and  a' copy  of  th'e 
resolution  sent  to  him.

.  Presiding  aver' the  Executive  Council  of  South  Carolma: 

I  proceed  now  to  report  upon  those  matters  aoted  upon  belonpng  es- 
peeially  to  the  Department  of  Justice  and  Police,  or  committed  to 
•  the  head  of  that  Department. 

*  First,  as  to  the  correspondence  and  conferences  with  the  Commis- 
sions appointed  by  the  Convention  to  take  charge  of  the  removal  of 
negroes  from  the  invaded  Districts,  and  of  Cornea  and  children  from 
Charleston.  • 
*  .These  Commissions,  appointed  bj  the  Convention,  and  chaiged 
with  discretionary  powers,  are  independent  of  the  Governor  and  Gomn- 
cil,  and  were  approached  only  in  the  way  of  suggestion,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  information.  Oj\  this  subject,  I  have  already 
reported,  in  special  report  No.  1,  which  I  append  to  the  present.  j(See 
Appendix,  A.) 

These  Commissions  will .  report,- 1  presume,  directly  to  the  Coovea- 
tion. 

'  I  have,  as  the  head  of  the  Department  of  Justice  and  Police,  held 
correspondence  with  the  Provost  Marshals  presiding  over  the  Potice 
Courts  established  in  the  Seaboard  Districts;  under  an  Act*of  the  Legis- 
«  .  lature,  entitled  **  An  Act  to  provide  more  efficient  Police  Regulations 
for  the  Districts  op  the  Seaboard.''  This  Act,  providing  .Police  Regu- 
lations for  the  invaded  Districts,  is  that  to  which  [  alluded  as  having 
been  altered  in  some  particulars,  by  order  of  the  Oovernor  and  Goaneil. 
The  alterations  do  no  more  than,  carry  out  what  appeared  to  Im  the 
intention  of  the  Legislature,  except  that  extending  the  provisions  to 
Charleston.  Before  the  new  Courf  was  organized,  martial  kw  was 
declared  in  the.  city,  and  the  Mayor  declining  to  act  as  Provost  Matahal, 
"  '  no  steps  have  been  taken  to  put  it  into  opernti^n.  Undoubtedly^  the 
amendments  were  <<  Police  Regulations,^'  intended,  to  make  '*  more 
efficient"  the  <<  regulations"  already  existing. 

These  Police  Courts  have,  I  think,  for  the  most  part,  worked  well, 
hod  have  had  a  wholesome  influence. 
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The  enforcement  of  tbe  regnllitions  probibitlog  distilfation  of  grain, 
and  the  sale  of  sptritnons  liquors  in  certain  places,  has  been  committed  ' 
to  me;     In  the  matter  of  distillation  my  information  is  that  the  inhibi-    • 
tion   has/  to  a  great  extent,  executed  itself.     Instead  of  distillation 
increasing  to  the  fearful  extent  which  was  threatened,  it  has  been  less 
t|ian  Was  ever  known  before.     Whether  any  prosecutions  are  in  pro- 
gress, I  do  not  know.     Hearing'of  some  violations  in  the  District  of 
Pickens,  T  appointed -a  Special  Police ^A^ent,  to^go  to  that  District  and 
ascertain  the  facts.     Several  names  were  fanifshed  him,  but  as  no  affi- 
davits  accompanied  he  made  btt  one  arrest.     This  was  trn  individual     ; 
whom  he  caught  in  the  act  of  distillation.     He  was  brought  before  me, 
as  the  head  of  Police,  and  placed  in  jail  until  I  should  determine  what    • 
propeedings  should  be  taken.     After  investigation,  I  discharged  him 
without  prosecution^  on.  his  promise  to  :give  bond,  with  surety,  that  he. 
would  not  further  violate  the  regulations  of  the  Governor  and  Council \ 
on  this  subject.     Another  Agent  was  subsequently  sent  to  Union  Dis- 
trict, who  caught  a  man  there  almost  in  the  act  of  distillation,  and  who 
confessed  that  he  had  been  so  employed.     The  Agent  made  affidavit  of 
the  fact,  and  the  Sheriff,  under  my  orders^  arrested  the  distiller,  and 
delivered  him  to  the  Agent,  to  be  brought  before  me,  and  lodged  in 
jail,  in  Columbia.     Some  delay  was  created  in  this  case,  by  the  employ- 
ment  of  counsel,  but  he,  too,  was,  after  investigation,  discharged  with- 
out prosecution,  on  his  giving  bond  not  to  violate  further  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Governor  and  Council. 

An  Agent  in  Pickens  hAs  more  recently  made  as  many  as  six  arrests^ 
but,  as  he  informs,  me,  on  warrants  issued  by  a  Magistrate,  on  affidavit^ 
made  that  the  parties  were  engaged  in  distillation.  I  have  instructed 
him  that,  upon  giving  good  bond,  and  paying  the  cost  and  charges  of 
Magistrates  and  Police  Agent,  they  should  be  discharged  without  prose** 
cution,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Solicitor  of  ^e  Circuit. 

In  all.  cases,  the  Police  Agent  is  instructed  to  bfiog  away  the  still  of 
the  party^offending,  to  be  used  in  the  cannon  foundiy.  In  one  instance, 
upon  affidavit  of  the  distillation  of  certain  distilleries,  the  stills  were 
seised  without  arrest  of  ihe  parties. 

For  the  sale  of  liquor  on  the  line  of  the  railroads,  I  have  Jiad  occa- 
sion to  have  but  three  persons  brought  before  me,  all  of  whom  acknowK 
edged  their  guilt,  and  were  glad  to  be  relieved  on  giving  bond  and 
paying  expenses.  Several  in  Columbia,  upon  being  warned,  have 
volunteered  the  bond,  and  no  actual  v^est  has  taken  place.  In  three  , 
instances,  bar-rooms  have  been  dosed;  and  the  key  taken  by  the 
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Polioeman,  but  afterwards  restored,  vpon  giving  bond.  I  liave  not 
ooDsidered  any  harsher  action  necessarj,  inasmuch  as  the  evil  origin- 
ally oomplaioed  of— -dninkenness  of  troops  on  railroad*  oars — has,  to  a 
great  extent,  disappeared,  and  public  bar-rooms  at  the  termini  of  rail*, 
roads  and  at  railroad  stations,  have  been  effectually  suppressed. 
'  It  will  be  observed  that  these  arrests  and  temporary  detentions,  m- 
forcing  regulajtion»  of  police^  are  such  as  the  bead  of  every  munieipal 
corporation  makes  dail v.  So  far,  they  hai?e  been  used  to  secure  prelim- 
inary examination,  as  initiatory  to  an  investigation  of  the  violation  of 
ftlice  xiegulations.  These  arrests  are  incident  to  the  power  ^<  to  make 
and  enforce  "  the  ''  Regulations ''  themselves,  and  are  in  no  wise  con- 
nected with  the  substantive. power  '<to  arrest  and  detain  disloyal  and 
disaffected  persons,  whose  being  at  large  was  deemed  dangerous."  T^ 
latter  leaves  the  party  arrested  without  claim  to  bail  or  mainprise,  mud 
subject  to  impVisonment,  as  long  as  the  Governor  and  Gouueil  might 
deem  nectary  to  the  public,  safety. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  no  occasion  has  occurred' requiring  the  ex- 
erci^  of  this  high  power — the  arrest  and  detention  of  disloyal  and 
disaffected  persons.  The  first  case  presented  was  that  of  some  man  b 
York  District,  who,  upon  affidavit  made  of  disloyal  languid,  had  been 
arrested  and  carried  before  Judge  Withers.  The  Judge  tamed  the 
matter  over  to  the  Governor  and  Council,  stating  that  there  were  ob- 
cumstances  inducing  him  to  doiibt  the  sanity  of  the  party.  By  orfer 
of  the  Governor  and  Council,  a  Commission  was  instructed  to  examine 
into  this  issue.'  The  physicians  appointed  On  the  Commission  reported 
•  the  man  tirwane,  and  he  was  treated  accordingly.  Very  many  affidavits 
have  been  aent  us,  aSd  still  more  frequently  letters  charging  disloyalty, 
but  we  have  in  no  case  been  convinced  that  the  party  charged  <'  being 
at  large,  was  inconsistent  with  the  public  safety/'  One  man  was  sent 
to  me  in  Charleston,  under  arrest  from  General  Evans,  chained  with 
disloyalty.  I  committed  him  to  jail,  but  the  charge  not  being  pressed, 
and  knowing  something  myself  of  the  party,  and  believing  (bat  there 
was  somemisap');>rehension,  I  some  days  afterwards  discharged  him. 

The  passport  system,  introduced  at  the  instance  of  your  Excellency, 
was  comq^itted  to  me.'  A  passport  was  required  of  all  persons  coming 
into  or  going  out  of  Columbia.  To  execute  tl^is,  I  employed  two  police- 
men, at  ifty  dollars  per  mouth,  to  attend  to  this  busintes,  and  remain 
subject  at  other  times  to  my  order.  With  the  cooperation  ajid  assist- 
ance of  the  Railroad  Agents  the  system  worited  with  some  d^ree  of 
.efficiencyy  but  it  wAa  found  that;  without  incurring  much  greater  ez- 
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"pense,  the  snrveiHance  oould  not  be  made  oomplete,  and  the  necessity 
not  appearing  argent,  the  resolution  was  suspended. 

Upon  the  matter  of  th^  supply  of  neg^o  labor  for  the  defence  of 
Gharlestob,  partially  committed  to  me,  the  question  has  been  so  delicate 
and  full  of  diiffioulty,  that  I  have  not  Ventured  to  act  without  consulta- 
Uon  with  yourself  and  the  Council.  The  Council  found  the  system, of 
impressment  of  negroes  already  inaugurated  by  a  resolution  of  the -Leg- 
^  ialature  whbn  they  came  into  office^  Complaints  wexe  already  loud 
and  frequent  Ihe  first  efforts  of  the  Council  were  directed  to^putting 
a  limit  on  the  existing  power.  Your  Excellency,  as  well,  I  believe,  as'  • 
every  member  of  the  CouncQ,  preferred  that  the  forced  labor  should  be 
taken  from  that  portion  of  t]^e  State  whore  it  was  lea;>t  available  to  the 
owners  and  t6  the  community,  and  could  be  best  spared.  They  con- 
fined, the  impressment  to  the  city  and  the  adjacent  invaded  Districts. 
The  Confederate  Gknerals  loudly  complained,  and  a  Commission,  ap- 
pointed by  ourselves,  reported  thtft  it  was  impracticab^'to  get  labor' 
enough  there.  Gen.  Ripley  declared,  in  plain  terms,  that  with  a  sup* 
ply  of  negro  labor  Charleston  could  be  made  m/f.j  but  that  without  this 
labor  he  would'  not  feel  himself  responsible  for  conseqaeocea*  I  jnyself, 
at  this  point,  was  willing  to  do  what  we  have  recently  ordered,  that  is, 
open  the  whole  State,  and  equalize  as  far  as  possible  the  burthen. 
Tour  Excellency  and  the  other  members  of  the  Oouncil)  hoping  that 
dach  call  would  be  the  4a8t,  prefelred  still  to  confine  impressment 
within  as  narrow  limits  as  possible.  Thus,  until  the  adoption,  at  your 
instance,  I  believe,  of  Col.  Chesnut's  report,  and  the  system  there  re- 
commended, impressment  had  been  confined  toOeorgetowu,  Charleston, 
Colleton,  Beaufort,  )Villiami9bnrg,  Clarendon,  Orangeburg  and  Bam- 
well.  The  number  of  negroes  furnished  from  ^his  region  I  have  not 
been  able  to  ascertain,  but,  altogether,  it  must  be  more  than  is  noi^ 
trailed  for  from  the  Districts  hitherto  exempt. 

Nothing  that  has  or  can  be  said  on  the  subjcfct  of  hardships  and  mis- 
chiefs growing  out  of  such  requisitions,  has  escaped  the  consideration 
,  of  your  Excellency  and  th^  CouAcil.    It  has  appeared  to  us,  however, 
under  the  circumstances,  a^necem^y,  and  we  have  met  it. 

The  same  necessity  which  justifies  the  conscription  of  the  white  man, 
justifies  the  impressment  of  the  negro.  *  Aa  I  have  said,  th^  power  to 
impress  is  dearly  given  under  the  authority  to  order  and  enforce  the 
disposition  and  appropriation  of  private  property  to  public  use;  the  . 
only  question  which  has  arisen,  was  oh  the  propriety  of  its  exercise. 

It  is  proper  to  state,  in  this  connection,  that  although  tho  Governor 
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and  CouDcil  are  respoDsible  /or  the  extent  of  the  auihoritj  gtyen  to  the 
Confederate  Generals,  in  the  ei^rlier  stages,  the  requisitions  themselTes, 
as  wIbII  as  the  mode  and  manner  of  enforcement,  was  committed  to  them. 
The  calls  were  so  sudden,  and  the  emergencj  represented  as^so  pressing, 
that,  considering  the  occasion  as  temporary  only,  it  was  left  to  those 
who  best  understood  the  necessity,  and  who  alone  had  the  practical 
ineane  to  enforce  obedience)  to  raise  the  labor  required,  '  Afterwards 
an  agent  was  appointed,  to  act  under  the  directions  of  the  l}eneral — ^but  ; 
though linstructions  were  given  to  equalise  as  far  as  possible  the  burthen 
in  the  region  designated^  still,  wher0  parties  neglected  or  refused  to 
respond  to  the  requisition,  the  enforcement  was,  from  necessity,  com- 
mitted to  the  Confederate  General.  We«had.not  at  ooiikmand  either 
troops  or  other  means  to  compel  compliance. . 

On  such  a  subject  wo,  of  course,  have  received  many  memoriab  and 
communications,  to  which  we  4mve  respectfully  replied,  through  some 
member  of  th«  body.  One  memorial,  signed  by  the  greatest  number  of 
citiaens,  and  by  gentlemen  of  the  highest  consideration,  was,  before  we 
had  time«tQ  act  upon  it,  published  in  the  papers.  In  rcf^ly  to  this,  we 
publbhed  a  report  from  Professor  Holmes. 

I  have  before  adverted  to  the  resolution  introduced  by  your  Excel* 
lency,  on  the  subject  of  the  manufacture  of  salt    It  b  as  follows : 

^'  Resoived,  That  fifty  thousand  dollars  be  set  a^de  to  encourage  and 
force  forward  the  manufacture  of  salt,  and  that  the  Chief  of  Justice  and 
Police  be  authorized  to  execute  thb  in  such  UMinner  as  h^  may  think 
best  for  the  State.'' 

Though  the  whole  subject  was  thus  committed  to  me,  the  pi:acticai 
exercise  was  so  far  removed  from  my  past  pursuits,  and  so  little  in  the' 
line  of  any  natural  gifts  which  I  might  suppose  myself  to  possess,  that 
I  invariably  applied  to  the  Council  for  advice.  The  very  extraordinary 
price  to  which,  soon  after,*  salt  advanced,  seemed  in.  itself  as  well  caU 
oulated  '*  to  force  forward "  its  manufacture  as  anything  trithin  the 
power  of  the  Council.  Some  men,  however^  who  desired  to  engage  in 
the  manufacture,  were' without  the  means,  and  it  was  deemed  expedient 
to  advance  the  money — to  bo  paid  for  in  salt.  All  seemed  to  be 
checked  in  some  degree  by  the  fear  of  loss  by  oaptuA  or  destruction 
by  the  enemy,  and  the  Council  agreed  to  assume  that  risk,  on  certain 
conditions.  .  .        "    . 

'    At  a  time  when  Charleston  iFas  greatly  threatened,  and  after  the 
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Confederate  troops  had  abandoned  0-eor<;etowD,  the  ooast  in  Colleton 
and  Beaufort  being  already,  to  a  great  extent,  occnpied  bj  the  enemy, 
Horfj  appeared  to  be  the  only  region  open  for  salt  operations.  Oen, 
Harllee,  being  well  acquainted  with  the  people  and  the  localities, 
undertook,  at  the.  request  of  the  Governor 'and  Council,  to  go  personally 
and  make  contracts,  and  appoint  an  agent  to  represent  the  State.  So 
far  as  thcU  region  of  the  State  is  oonaerned^  I  am  only  eharged  with 
superintending  the  contracts  thus  made.  A  tabular  statement  will 
present  what  has  been  done.     (See  Appendix,  B.) 

In  addition  to  what  there  appears^  I  will  add  that  Professor  John 
LeConte,  at  my  request,  visited  a  portion  of  the  country  where  it  was 
supposed  that  salt  wells  might  be  obtained.  His  report  was  unfavoia- 
ble,  and  the  estimate  of  Mr.  Welton,  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Artesian  Well  in  Charleston,  as  to  the  cost  of  an  experiment,  being 
very  high,  it  was  not  thought  expedient  to  enter  upon  the  enterprise. 

Due  inquiry,  has  been  made  atf  the  salt  works  in  Virginia,  as  i6  the 
*  possibility  of  making  isome  arrangement  for  a  supply,  of  the  wants  of 
the  State,  but  the  information  so  far  is  unfavorable. 

I  waa  chaiged  with  the  exeoution  of  a  resolution,  adopted  March  1st, 
to  wit: 

**Re$olved,  That  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  be  loaned 
to  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  Railroad  Compapy,  upon  the  condition 
that  any  future  indebtedness  of  the.  State  to  the  Company,  for  trans* 
porting  troops,  or  carrying  provisions,  or  any  other  purpose,  shall  be 
considered  a  payment  by  the  Company  of  a  part  of  the  said  loan,  and 
that  the  oars  or  other  property  purchased  with  the  money  loaned  as 
above,  shall  be  mortgaged  to  the  State." 

This  was  a^^opted.at  a  time  when  the  region  of  country  through 
which  this  railroad  passed  was  eoufliidered  in  imminent  peril,  and  the 
removal  of  negroes,  provisions  and  other  projlbrty  was  deemed  of  the 
utmost  importance.  The  road,  it  was  riepresented,  could  do  a  much 
larger  business  but  for  an  insuffioienoy  of  cars,  and  of  switches  and 
turn-outs. 

I  insert  the  report  of  the  President  of  the  road  upon  this  subject,  btit 
recently  received : 
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«  Pre^idsnt's  Office,  Chaeleston  and  Satankah  R.  B-, 
CharIiEBton,  Augast  16, 1862. 
«  Hon.  I.  W.  Hatnb,  Chief  Dep'iJwtice  and  Police,  bolumbia,  S.  €. : 

''Dear  Sir:  Od  the  ^d  March  last  I  had  the  honor  to  r^KRt-to 
you  the  result  of  my  effort  to  purchase  twenty  (20)  cars,  under  a  reso- 
lution of  the  Council  (March  1st). '  After  a  thorough  inquiiy,  I  could 
.  only  obtain  the  number  authorized  with. great  difficulty  here.  Bdads 
everywhere  refused  to  listen  to  proposals  for  the  sale  of  any  portion  of 
their  rolling  stock. 

''  The  price  agreed  upon  was  $12,^50  (twelre  thousand  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars),  but  in  consequence  of  a  diffic|ilty  in  deliyeriDg  the 
cars,  I  have  not  yet  called  for  the  appropriation.  I  ezpeet  to  do  so, 
however,  in  a  few  days. 

''  Under  the  resolution  above  referred  to,  we  were  also  ^uthoriae^  to 
construct  additional  turn-outs,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  removal  of 
.provifaioniB  and  other  property  from  the  line.  The  work,  so  !ar  as  we 
felt  warranted  in  proceeding,  has  been  done.  And  I  4>eg  to  enokae 
yon  statements  of  its  cost  in  full  •  detail  Thd  amount,  $8,262  OB,  y«w 
will  please  cctuse  to  be  remitted  at  early  convenience.  I  take  the  lib- 
erty to  add  that  it  would  not  be  ;88sy  to  estimate  jthe  importance  to  the 
public  of  the  aid  thus  furnished  by  the  Council.

.     The  amount  advanced  will,  I  have  no  doubt,  be  made  goot),  ulti- 
mately, to  the  State. 

About  the  same  time  the  attention  of  the  Governor  and  Connoil  wis 
called  to  the  advantages  which  would  accrue  from  uniting  the  Gharies- 
'  toil  and  Savannah  Ri^lroad  with  the  South  Carolina  and  North-£!a8teni 
Railroads,  and  more  particularly  the  completion  of  a  bridge  albwing 
rolling  stock  of  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  Railroad  to  eroas  the 
Ashley  River.  Generals  Lee,  Pemberton  and  Ripley .  expressed  the 
^eatest  interest  in  the  work,  and  the  two  latter  pronounced  it  a  mili- 
tary necessity.  Time  has  only  served  to  magnify  the  importance  of  the 
enterprise.  The  rolling  stock  of  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  Railroad 
must  alone  be  worth  at  this  time  d(that  is,  if  money  can  be  made  a 
measure  at  all  of  that  .which,,  all  important  ii^  itself,  eannot  be  supplied 
elsewhere,)^  at  least  a  half  million  of  dollars.  If  that  road  should  get 
even  into  temporary  possession  of  the  enemy,  the  rdiing  stoek  must 
inevitably  he  lost.    But  the  connection  proposed  is  of  the  utmost  im-  , 
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»   . 

portaDoe.  After  a  great  deal  of  oegotiation,  aod  th/Q  failure,  of  tnany 
efforts  on  the  part  of  the  OoyerDor  and  Oounoil,  the  following  reeolu- 
Han  was  adopted,  to  wit : 

Remjivedy  That  the  Chief  of  the  DepartnTent  of  Justiife  and  Police 
Be  anthorived  to  take  all  neoessarj  xneaanres  to  haye  the  oonneotion 
oompleted  between  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  Railroad  and  the 
South  Carolina  and  North-Eastern.  Railroads :  iVovtVe^,  in  his  judg- 
meniy  it  ean  be  effected  for  anything  within  the  sum  of  tbirtj-fiye 
thousand  dollars,  General  Pemberton  having  pronounced  the  work  a 
military  necessity."  ■   '  ^        . 

Upon  the  report  of  competent  engineers,  I  concluded  that  the  work 
might  be  aceemplished  for  the  thirty^^e  thousand  dollars,  and  accord- 
ingly appointed  a  Commission,  to  oonsiBt  of  Messrs.  W.  J.  Magrath, 
President  of  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  BaiUroad  Company ;  Alfred 
Ravenel,  President  ol  the  North-Eastem  Railroad  Company ;  and  H.- 
T.  •Peake,  8upe«intendent«bf  the  South  Carolina  Railroad,  to  execute 
the  work.  1  have  recently  received  from  Mr.  Magrath  ther  letter  ap- 
pended, together  with  the  report  of  the  Engineer,  which  I  likewise 
append:

It  is  well  known  to  you/ 
and  to  all,  how  difficult  just  now  it  is  to  forwarol,  with,  energy  and 
rapidity,  enterprises  of  any  magnitude,  and  this  work  has  been  pecu* 
liarly  emjiiarrassed  by  the  necessities  of  tk^  Confederate  authoritiLS  for

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the  Tery^material,  machloei^  and  labor  indiBpeDsable  to  its  speedy  com- 
pletion. ^    * 

"  I  am  gratified,  however,  in  being  able  to  state  that  ta  far,  in  this 
montti,  the  prpgresk  of  the  work  is  much' more  satisfactory  than  pie-, 
viously.    We  are  all  animated  by  a  most  earnest  desire  to  bring  it  td 
as  early  and  sncoessfol  conolosiQn  as  possibly,,  and  will  unite  all  oar  • 
energies  for  the  purpose.

^'Dear  Sir:  Up  to  this  date,  the  piling  for  sixty-eight  piers  of 
the  Ashley  Eiv^  bridge  have  been  driven,  fifty-fonr  piers  have  beei 
capped)  and  three  hundred  linoal  feet! of  longitudinal  braces  haye  been 
put  on  the  caps.  The  original  estimate  calls  for  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
two  piers  of  the  main  bridge,  and,  thereto,  46-100,  or  nearly  ooe- 
half  of  the  pilingy  is  finished.  None  of  the  corbek  or  stringers  have 
been  put  on  the  bridge,  but  the  timber  is  mostly  on  the  ground.  The 
value  of  the  work  done,  and  materials  furnished,  may  be  estimated  in 
round  numbers  at  ten  thousand  five  hundred  doIIai*s. 

^' The  slow  progress  of  the  work  is  mainly  attributaBIe  to  the  diffi- 
culty in  procuring  hands  and  labor,  and  also  additional  piie-drivers. 

*'  The  contractor  had,  at  one  time,  two  pile-drivers  engaged  on  the 
bridge,  but  was  -compelled  to  give  up  one  to  be  used  by  the  QovemtDeot 
on  harbor  defences.,  « 

.«  With  the  present  <lifficulty  in  procuring  labor,  tools  and  materials, 
I  doubt  if  the  contractor  will  be  able  to  finish-  the  bridge  much  before 
the  time  when  we  may  expect  the  enemy  to  renew  his  demonatraiioos 
against  us  in  the  fall.  *       '

I  believe  I  have  touched  upon  everything  appertaining  to  my  De- 
partment, or  specially  committed  tcme.  With  regibd  to  the  provisions 
.  of  section  number  eight  of  the  Ordinance  of  the  Convention  for 
strengthening  the  Executive,  to  which  my  attention  was  particularly 
called  by  your  Excellency,  to  wit :  That  '^  the  record  shall  especially  . 
show  the  reasons  for  every,  arrest -made  by  their  authority,'/ I  have 
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referred  ibis  proYisioii  to  arrests  made  under  the  second  great  snbstan- 
tive  power  granted,  to  wit :  the  power  <'  to  arrest  and  detain  all  disloyal 
and  dtsaffeoted  persons  whose  being  at.  large  they  shall  dedm  inconsis- 
tent with  the  pnblio  safety/^  This  power,  necessarily  discretionary, 
which  requires  no  affidavit  or  specific  avldrment,  and  which,  if  my 
yiews  are  correct,  hahecu.  cerpus  woald  not  remedy,  it  was  very  neces- 
sary to  guard. 

Being  in  this  matter  responsible  to  no  other,  constituted  authority 
than  the  ConTSHtion,  a  full  disclosure  to  that  body  is  especially  enjoinecL 
No  such  arreists,  as  I  have  said,  have  bden  made.  The  arrests  already 
mentioned,  preliminary  to  further  proceedings,  and  whiq^,  if  wrong,  a 
habeas  corpm  would  remedy,  are  such  as,  I  have  before  remarked,, 
every  Mayor  of  a  city,  or  Intendant  of  a  village  is  in  the  h«bit  of  order* 
ing  almost  every  day.  The  affidavits  are  on  file,  however,  tind  can  be 
seen.  ^  The  names  I  have  withheld  in  this  report,  thinking  it  an 
unnecessary  mortification  to  the  parties  to  publish  them.

Department  or  Justice  and  Polios, 
Columbia,  S.  C,  March  8, 1862. 

As  Chief  of  the  Department  of  Justice  and  Police,  I  have  tho  honor 
to  make  my  first  written,  report.  The  a6tion  heretofore  taken  by  this 
Department^  having  been  th^  subject  of  aliuost  daily  consultation  with 
the  Qovemor  and  Council,  I  have -not,  up  to  this  time,  considered  a 
formal  communication  as  necessary ;  but  having  been  six  days  absent 
from  Columbia  on  o%ial  doty,  I  new  respectfully  report : 

That  on  Saturday,  the  22d  instant,  at  8  o'clock,  I  received  a  tele, 
gram  from  Gen.  S.  R.  Gist,  stating  that  (jfen.  Ripley,  the  General  in 
command,  desired  my  presence  in  the  city  immediately,  and  that  he 
(General  Gist)  and  J'udge  Magrath  thought  it  important  that  I^should* 
come  down  at  once.  I  left  in  the  5  o'clock  train,  arrived  in  Charles- 
ton at  daylight,  and  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  saw  General  Ripley.     He  in- 
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fonbed  me  that  oertnin  oliaiiges  in  the  diapoeition  of  the  forces  along 
the  line  of  the  Charleston  and  Sarannah  liailroad  were  probable,  and 
read  to  me  a  correspondenoe  between  Oen.  Lee  and  himself  on  this 
subject.  I  agreed  with  General  Biplej,  that  the  change,  if  made, 
would  render  a  prompt  and  more  efficient  action  proper  on  the  part  of 
the  Commissions  appointed  by  the  Convention  to  execute  the  Ofdinanoe 
and  Resolutions  on  the  subject  of  removing  negroes  and  other  property 
from  invaded  territory.  I  Ibund  that  these  Commissions  had  not  had 
any  meeting  of  consultation,  and  that  several  of  the  CommissioDS  bad« 
never  met  among'  themselves.  Though  th^te  Commissiona  are  inde- 
pendent of  each  other,  and,  as  I  think,  of  the  Governor  and  Council, 
having  certain  large  dtscrethnaty  powers  vested  in  them  separately  by 
th^  Convention,  yet  some  concert  of  actipn,  or  at  least  &  comparison  of 
views,  appeared  to  me  eminently  proper,  and  had  been  adviaed  by  me 
as  Chief  of  the  Police  Department,  immediately  after  my  appointment. 

Though  without  the  power  to  control  the  separate  Commissions  in 
the  exercise  of  their  discretion^  I  had  considered  it  as  a  duty  devolved 
on  the  branch  9f  the  Executive  authority  committed  to  my  Department, 
tp  advise  with  jaod  offer  aid  to  these  Commissi<^ns,  and  hajd  accordingly, 
at  an  early  day,  opened  correspondence  with  the  Confederate  Qenerals 
on  the  subject,  and  communicated  the  result,  with  my  own  suggesdons, 
to  the  Chairman  of  these  Commissions.  The  Confederate  Qenenils 
concurred  in  recommending,  from  the  first,  that  preparations  should, 
without  delay,  be. made  by  the  Commissions  acting  under  the  Ordi- 
nances and  Resolutions  of  the  Convention. 

On  Monday,  the  day  following  my  interview  with  Oeneral  Bipley,  I 
called  together  as  many  of  the  Commissions  as  could  be  assembled  on 
so. short  a  notice.  -  The  Commissions,  except  those  of  Georgetown  and 
Hony,  were  represented.  I  found,  from  their  .report^  that  very  little 
had  as  yet  been  done.  .1  pressed  upon  them  the  importance  of  more 
prompt  and  active  exertions,  and  after  learning  the  ^communication 
from  General  Ripley,  some  impression  seemed  to  be  made  upon  them. 
The  President  of  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  Raikoad  Company  was 
before  us,  and  it  appeared'  that  the  means  of  transportation  were  veiy 
limited,  and  were  further  embarrassed  hy  the  irregular  calls  of  tbe 
.  miliUry.     It  was  apparent  that  no  gieneral  exodus  could  be  effected. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  those  present,  that  in  the  time  now  permitted 
for  action,  the  voluntary  movers  would  consume  all  the  means  availa- 
ble, and  that  it  was  therefore  inexpedient  to  notify  parties  that  they 
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w%te  required  to  remove,  or  to  use  oompuMony  so  far  as  owners  were 
ODDoerned. 

These  Commissions  were  anxious  to'be  more  definitely  informed  as  to 
proposed  nrilitary  changes.  I  went  accordfnglj,  at  their  request,  to 
Savannah,  and  saw  General  Lee.  He  stated  that  there  was-reallj  no 
positive  change  in  the  military  policy,  but  that  he  was  more  than  ever 
convinced,  from  recent  developments,  ihat  the  enemy  meant  to  attack 
both  Savannah  and  Charleston,  and  that  irhen  Charleston  was  attacked 
he  felt  more  than  ever  assured  that  it  would  be  in  such'  force  that  its 
defence  would  require  the  concentration  of  his  own  forces,  partijcularly 
General  Pemberton's  command,  and  that  .this  Would  necessarily  leave  a 
large  and  wealthy  portion  of  the  State  at  the  mercy  of  the  en^my. 

I  returned  ^he  next  day,  and  beings  unable  to  assemble  the  Comtais- 
STons  that  evening,  called  them  together  fof,  the  nexj;  day.  I  reported 
at  this  meeting,  and  the  Commissiohs  seemed  convinced  of  the  neces* 
sity  of  immediate  proceedings.  The  Commissiona  furtnec  requested 
that  I  would  obtain  a  central  Secretary,  residing  in  Charleston,  to  aid 
the. Commissions  in  the  contemplated  removals.  James  Tuppcr^  Esq., 
a  gentleman  eminently  qualified  for  these  duties,  had  previously  volun- 
teered his  services  in  any  way  be  could  be  made  mAsful  to  the  State. 
I  Spoke  to  him  after  the  meeting  of  the  Commiesioqs,  and  obtained  his 
€tf)nsent  to  serve  in  this  way.  I  recommend  his  appointment  by  the 
Governor  and  Council. 

It  was  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Commissions  that  the  resolutions 
communicated  to  this  body,  and  upon  which  it  has  since  acted,  were 
adopted,  in  regard  to  an  appropriation  of  money  to  aid  in  increasing 
the  means  of  transportation  on  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  Railroad. 
I  returned  to  Columbia  in' the  night  train  of  Friday,  immediately  after 
the  business  above  referred  to  was  competed.

TREASURY  AND  FINANCE.

To  his  Exoellenoy  Gov.  Pickens  :  ^ 

Sir  :  In  accordance  with  jour  request,  I  have  the  honor  to  sabmit  s 
Report  upon,  the  transactions  of  the  Department  of  the  Treasury  and  oi 
Finance. 

This  Department  was  assigned  by  the  GoTcrnor  and  Council  to  the 
Hon.  Wm.  H.  Gist  and  n^self,  under  the  Ordinance  of  the  Conventioo, 
entitled'aa  *^  Ordinance  to  strengthen  the  Executive  during  the  engen- 
cies  of  the  present  war."  Mj  associate  having  been  subsequentlj 
appointed  Chief  of  the  Department  of  Construction  and  Manufacture, 
the  duties  of  ^ts  Department  have,  since  that  time,  devolved  princi- 
pal] j  upon  me.        ■'  "  * 

Rules  for  the  management  of  this  Department  were  adopted  by  the 
Governor  and  Council,  on  the  17th  of  January,  1862.  A  copy  of  these 
rules  are  herewith  submitted,  marked  A.  By  these  rules  the  Chiefs  of 
the  Treasury  were  required  to  ascertain  ^hat  funds  were  subject  to  the 
drafts  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  what  demands  existed  against 
the  said  funds;  to  enforce  the  proper  aceounting  of  disbursing  offioerB, 
and  to  require  to  be  submitted,  whenever  practicable,  estimates  for  ex-' 
ptnditures,  before  advances  were  made  from  the  said  funds;  to  adjust 
and  present  for  payment  such  claims  of  the  State  against  the  Confed- 
erate Government  as  had  not  been  entrusted  to  other  hands;  and  to 
keep  regular  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Depart- 
ment, and  exhibit  them  to  tlie  Governor  and  Council  whenever  re- 
quired. 

The  onfy  fund  upon  which  drafts  have  been'  drawn  by  the  GoTernor 
and  Council  has  been  that  derived  from  the  sale  of  stocks  issued  under 
the  Act  of  Assembly  passed  in  December,  1861,  and  entitled  ''  An  Act 
to  authd^ize  the  issue. of  stock  to  the  amount  of  91,800,000,  for  the 
military  defence  of  the  State,  and  for  other  purposes."  The  funds 
arbing  from  the  sale  of  this^  stock  were  subjected  to  the  order  of  the 
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Gk>yenior  by  the  Appropriation  Act  of  1861,  and  these  funds  have 
been  drawn  and  disbursed,  in  every  instance,  apon  your  Ezoellency's 
drafts  upon  the  Treasury  and  cliecks  on  the  Bank  of  the  State  and  its 
'Branch  in  Columbia,  countersigned  by  one  of  the  Chiefs  of  the 
Treasury.  ^  *  ^ 

From  the  Statements  1  and  2  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Lower  Divi- 
sion^  *  herewith  submitted  as  Exhibit  B.,  it  will  appear  that  of  the 
$1,800,000  autht)rized  to  be  raised  by  the  Act  of  1861,  there  has  been  .' 
realized,  from  the  subscriptions  of  sundry  Banks  of  this  State  to 
the  stock  issued  under  the  said  ^ct,  including  interest,  the  sum  of 
$1,521,180  8 1.  The  difierence  between  the  principal  of  this  sum  and  the 
whole  issue  authorized  by  the  Act  ($285,290),  is  the  proportion  of  the 
Bank  of  the  State  to  the  said  subscription.  For  this  balance  of  stock 
unsold,  no  issue,  as.  I  am  informed,  will  be  made,  but  the  siaid  sum  will 
be  advanced  by  |he  Bank  of 'th3  State  as  the  exigencies  of  the  Treasury 
may  require.  Of  the  cash  realised  from  the' safes  of  the^said  stock, 
$300,000  was  appropriated  by  the  last  Legislature  to  the  payment  of 
the  loan  to  the  State,  made  by,oertain  Banks  under  the  Resolution  of 
the  General  Assembly,  adopted  at  its  extra  session,  held  in  November, 
1861.  This  last  sum,  together  with  the  interest?  thereon  ($2,803  09X 
deducted  from  the  cash  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  stock,  will  give  . 
$1,218,377  72;  The  amount  paid  into  the  Tj^easury  by  the  Bank  of 
the  State,  according  to  the  statement  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Lower 
Division,  is  $1,254,706  98,  which  is  $36,329  26  in  excess  of  the 
proceeds  of  sales,  after  providing  for'  the  loan, of  $300,000,  apd  is  to 
be  reimbursed  to  the  Bank  from  the  balance  of  stock  unsold.  Exhibit 
B.  No.  3,  will  q^how  the  details  of  this  computation.  As  to  tfie  periods 
at  which  th^  stock  was  sold,  it  may  be  proper  to  state  that,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Bank  of  the  State  found  it  impracticable,  as  I  am  informed 
by  him,  to  act  upon  the  suggestion  of  your  Excellency,  ihat  the  stock 
should  be  sc^d  only  as  the  demands  upon  the  Treasury  might  require, 
and  thus  avoid  the  loss  of  interest  which  the  State  would  otherwise 
incur.  The  Banks  which  subscribed  for  the  stock,  having*  set  apart 
funds  for  that  purpose,  were  unwilling  to  postpone  their  investmentf, 
ox  hold  their  quotlis  idle,  and  hence  the  sales  were  made  at  the  times 
mentioned  in  the  Statement  of  the  Treasurer. 

The  accompanying  account  marked  C,  exhibits  in  detail,  all  the 

receipts  and 'disbursements  by  the  Governor  a^d  Council  up  to  the  date 

of  this  report.     The  aggregate  of  expenditures  is  $938,235  57.     The 

items  which  make  up  this  siim,  are  arranged  under  the  different  heads 
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of  disbursements  for  the  respectiTe  Departments  of  tbe  Coancil  and  for 

the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Evocative  and  Adjutant  General's  De- 

piartments.     The  amount  expended  for  each  of,  these  Departments  is  ai 

fellows :

AH  of  the  purpo'ses  for  which  the  above  expenditures  were  made, 
were,  strictly  speaking,  for  the  military  defence  of  the  State,  being 
directly  or  indirectly  connected  thcrafith.  But  I  have  thought  it  best 
to  make  the  classification  above  indicated,  so  as  to  show  the  expenses 
of  each  Department,  and  to  make  the  general  accounts  of  the  Treasury 
harmonize  .with  and  corroborate  th# separate  /eports  of  the  different 
Departments. 

In  accordance  with  the  rules  o^  this  Department  I  have  required 
that  all'  advances  of  funds  should  be  preceded,  whenever  practicable,  by 
requisitions  approved  ,by  the  head  of  the  proper  Department  and  passed 
for  payment  by  the  Governor  and  CounciL  The  accounts  of  the  various 
Military  Bureaus  have  also  been  critically  exauiincd  with  their  vouch*, 
ers,  and  being  approved  §nd  certified  have  been  deposited  with  tbe 
.Chief  of  the  Department  o^  the  Military.  I  respectfully  request  that 
the  books  and  vouchers,  from  which  the  accounts  now  submitted  an 
prepared,  may  be  examined  and  passed  upon  by  such  Committee  bm  your 
Excellendy  may  select,  or  such  as  the  Convention  or  Legislature  may 
dejignatti. '  * 

The  abstracts,  marked  D.^  which  accompany  this  report,  exhibit  in  a 
condensed  form  the  present  coudition  of  the  stock  and  cash  account 
and  the  balances  thereof  still  subject  to  <}raft  under  the  Appropriation 
Aot  of  1861.

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This  bftlaooe,  still  sjibjeot  to  Ae  order  of  the  Oovemor  and  CoaDcil^ 
villy  in  all  probahilitj,  be  iocreased,  M  no  distaDt  daj,  by  the  receipt 
from  the  Confederate  Government  of  the  amount  expended  bj  the  State 
upon  the  iron-olad  gunboat  now  in  course  of  oonstruotion  in  Oharles^ 
ton,  under  the  order  of  the  Convention,  and  which  boat  the  said  Oov- 
ernment  has  agreed  to  take  at  its  cost.  The  amount  thus  far  paid  on"^ 
account  of  this  boat  is  $170,000.  This  sum  has  been*  drawn  from  the 
fund  arising  from  ^he  stock  sol^  under  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  for 
the  defence  of  the  State,  without  resort  to  the  appropriation  of  the 
Convention  for  that  specific  object.  The  above  balance  of  cash  on 
hand  may  be  still  further  increased  over  $100,000,  by  funds  arising 
from  the  sale  of  Ordnance,  Quartermaster  and '  Commissary  stores.  * 
These  funds  are  now  subjectr  to  the  order  of  the  Chief  of  Department 
of  the  Military,  to  whose  report  upon  thb  subject,  reference  is  here  • 
made. 

The  duties  imposed  upon  the  Chief  of  the  Treasury  by  rule  4th  of 

.this  Department,  relating  to  the. claims  of  this  State  against  the  Con« 
federate  Government,  have  been  extended  by 'certain  resolutions  intro- 
duced by  your  Excellency,  add  adopted  by  the  Council.  A  copy  of  these 
resolutions  are  appended,  marked  E.  Previous  to  the  organization  of 
the  present  Executive  Council,  my  predecessor  in  the  Treasury  Deparc- 
ment.  General  W.  G.  D^Saussure,  had  prepared  and  presented  tho 
claims  of  this  State  against  the  Confederate  Government,  up  to  the  1st 
of  July,  1861.  These  claims  he  was  not  allowed  the  opportunity  fully  . 
to  audit  during  his  attendance  at  Richmond  for  that'  purpose.  And 
upon  the  aararance  tjiat  the  said  claims  would  be  verific$d  during  his 
absence,  ho  l^ft  them  with  the  Auditor  of  thei^Confederate  States 
Treasury,  together  with  the  necessary  vouchers,  and  returned  home. 
Since  that  time  no  information  has  been  received  in  response  •  to  my 
inquiries  as  to  what  progress,  if  any,  had  been  made  in  auditing  the 
said  claims.  In  February  last  $250,000  00  was  paid  by  the  Confed- 
erate Government  to  Gen.  DeSaussure,  on  account  of  the  claims  of  this 
.State,  which  sum  was  by  him  deposited  in  the  Treasury,  where  it  now 
remains.  ^  As  to  the  claims  which  have  accrued  since  the  1st  of  July, 
1861,  no  definite  result  l^s  as  yet  been  attained,  although  some  progress 
has  been  made  in  their  ascertainment.     I  h^ve  called  upon  the  heads 

'  of  the  different  Military  Bureaus  in  the  State  for  reports  upon  their 
opeR)tions  during  my  term  of  office.  When  theso  are  submitted,  I 
will  be  prepared  to  complete  the  adjustment  now  in  progress  of  the 
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eliiims  against  the  Confederate  Government,  which  have'aecraed  within 
that  period. 

'  Having  heen  called  by  the  orders  of  the  Governor  and  Council 
to  other  duties  in  connection  with  the  military  defence  of  the  State, 
1  was  furnished  by  them  for  one  month  with  the  assistance  of  General 
James  Jones,  to  whose  systematic  and  business  habits  I  am  much  in- 
debted, not  only  in  auditing  a  portion  of  the  accounts,  bn^  for  the 
arrangement  and  classification  of  the  boeks  and  business  of  the  Depart- 
ments '  I  have  the  honor  to  be,  very  respectfully,

ilTJLE  I.  The  Chiefs  of  the  Department  of  Treasury  and  Finance 
shall  proceed  without  delay  to  ascertaip  ht)m  the  proper  Officer»  a  state- 
ment of  the  funds  in  the  Treasury  of  the  State,  subject  to  the  diafis 
^  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  under  the  powers  conferred  on  them  by 
tlie  Ordinance  of  the  Convention,  and  the  appropriations  of  the  Legis- 
lature which  may  be  so  subject,  as  well  as'  ascertain  what  other  sums 
which  may  come  into  the  rnblic  Treasury  that  may  be  subject  to  tbe 
drafts  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  from  any  sources;  also  the  present 
demands  upon  the  Treasury,  for  expenditures,  purchases  of  all  descrip- 
tions, for  transportation  of  troops,  munitions  of  war  and  other  supplies, 
and  report  the  same  to  the  Governor  and  Council.     ' 

RT7LE  II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chiefs  of  said  Department,  or 
either  o^them,  t^  require  all  disbursing  officers  in  the  military  service 
of  the  State,  and  all  others  entrusted  with  public  funds  for  army  pur- 
poses, tor  account  at  such  stated  periods  as  may  be  fixed  by  them  for 
disbursements  of  money  entrusted  to  them,  and  produce  proper  vnuchers 
therefor,  and  to  report  the  same  to  the  Governor  and  Council;  also  to 
require  estimates  to  be  submitted  l)y  sucli  officers,  with,  the  approval  of 
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the  Chief  of  the  Militaiy  Depftrtment,  of  the  Deoessar^  ezpenditurefl 
for  the  military  services  of  the  State,  or  for  the  purposes  of  police,  to,, 
when  the  same  is  practicable,  before  the  funds  are  advanced  to  them  ; 
and  when  practicable,  such  estimates^ shall  be-aubmitted  fo  the  Governor 
and  Council,  and  such  advances  as  lire  made,  and  the  amounts  thereof, 
shall  be  determined  on  by  the  Governor  and  Council  prior  to  such 
advance*. 

^TTLE  III.  All  drafts  on  the  Treasury  and  the  Bank  of  the  State, 
authorized  to  be  drawn  by  the  Governor  and  -Council,  under  the  Ordi- 
mnce  of  the  Convention,  or  by  the  Governor,  for  military  purposes, 
upder  the  Acts  of  the  Legislature,  shall  be  countersigned  by  either  of 
the  Chiefs  of  said  Department 

Rule  IY.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chiefs  of  said  Department, 
or  one  of  them,  to  present  for  settlement  and  •receive  fh)m  the  Con- 
federate Government,  such'  sums  of  money  as  may  be  due  to  this  State 
for  advances  made  by  this  State,  properly  chargeable  to  the  Confederate 
Government,  and  to  receipt  for  the  same,  except  such  claims  as  are 
already  in  the  hands  of  Hon.  W\  G.  DeSaussure;  lately  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Treasury,  and  such  as^  by  the  laws  of  the  State,  he  may 
be  required  to  receipt  fof.  All  sums  so  received  by  the  Chiefs  of  said 
Department,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  d^ppsited  in  the  State  Trea-. 
sury,  and  reported  to  the  Governor  and  Council  without  delay. 

Rule  Y.  The  Chiefs  of  the  said  Department  are  authorized  to  make 
a  distribution  of  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  Department  betwixt 
themselves,  and  to  establish  such  rules  as  thBy  may  deem  advisable  for 
securing  the  proper  acdounting  of  officers  apd  others,  which  shall  be 
reported  to  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor  and  Council; 
but  the  signature  and  acts  of  either  one  of  them  shall  be  as  valid  in  the 
said  Department  as  if  done  by  both. 

Rule  YI.  The  Chiefs  of  the  said  Department  shall  keep  a  book  or 
books,  showing  the  transactions  thereof,  both  ia  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  money,  which  shall  be  exhibited  to  the  Governor  and 
Council  at  such  stated  meetings  as  they  may  require ;  and  for  this  pur- 
pose they  are  authorized  to  procure  the  servicea  of  a  clerk,  at  such  rate 
o^  compepsation  as.  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Governor  and  Council.

Resolutions  of  the  Governor  and  Council  in  relation  to  the  claims  of» 
this  Stat'C  against  the  Confederate  States,  • 

1.  Resolved f  That  the  Chief  of  the  Treasury  be  directed  to  make 
out  a  full  statement  of  the  accounts  of  South  Carolina  against  'the  Con- 
federate Government,  from  the  20th  of  December^  1860,  the  day  on 
^hieh  the  State  withdrew  from  the  old  Federal  Union,  up  to  the 
present  time.  * 

2.  Resolved,  That  said  statement  shall  show  in  the  accoant  what 
ezpense%were  incurred  iy  South  Carolina  from  the  20th  of  December, 
1860,  up  to  the  8th  of  February,  1861,  the  latter  day  inclusive,  in 
sustaining  her  independent  position,  and  in  defending  the  barbor  of 
Charleston. 

3.  Resolved,  That  as  Castle  Pinxskney,  Fort. Moultrie  and  Fort  John-  • 
son,  with  all  their  heavy  armaments,  Oj^dnance  |tores,  ammunition,  and 
80  forth,  were  acquired  by  the  authorities  of  South  Carolina  within  that 
period,  and  were,  upon  the  adoption  of  the  Confederate  Constitution, 
transferred  by  the  State  Conventbn  to  the  Confederate  Government,. 
therefore,  all  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  State  herself  in  thus  acquir- 
ing them,  are  justly  chargeable  Against  the  Confederate  Government, 
and  that  the.  Chief  of  the  Treasury  be  instructed  tp  make  out  this 
account  accordingly. 

4.  ResolvedyT^^t  the  Chief  of  the  Treasury  do  also  make  out  a  fuH

5.  Resolved,  That  the  Act  of  the  Provision^-  Congress,  entitled 
'^  An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  three  thousand 
men,  for  twelve  months,  to  be  called  into  service  at  Charleston,  South 
Carolina,"  &c.,  &c.,  approved,  the  11th  of  March,  1861,  and  the  de- 
claratory resolutions  of  the  Provisional  Congress  '^in  regard  to  the 
military  expenditures  made  by  the  State  of  South  Carolina,"  •approved 
the  10th  of  May,  1861,  cl^rly  show  that  the  sums  therein  mentioned 
were  expressly  intended  to  covers  the  military  expenditures  of  this 
State,  made  previous,  to  the  regular  organization  of  the  Confederate 
Government,  and  that  they  intended  ihereby  to  dispense  with  the.  r^u- 
lar  forms  generally  required,  of  vouchers  necessary  to .  pass  accounts 
before  the  Auditors  of  the  Treasury,  as  most  of.  the  expenditures  were 
made  before  there  were  any  Confederate  officers  to  make  or  acknowledge 
requisitions.

'  Colu'mbia,  S.  C,  August  29th,  1862. 

To  Hra  ExceIlency  Gov.  Pickens  : 

In  ohedieDce  to  the  call  of  your  Excellency  pn  this  Department  for 
•a  report  of  its  oonditioD,  "under  the\gfth  section  of  the  Ordinance  of 
th^  CoDventioQ  organizing  the  Executive  Council/'  I  respeetfullj 
report: 

That  on  the  24th  Marcli  last,  the  Governor  .aud  Council  created  the 
Department  of  Construction  and  Manufacture^  and  appointed  me  Chief 
of  that  Uept^rtment;  and  th'at  I  entered  upon  its  duties  a  few  daja 
afterwards.  The  most  important  duty  devolving  on  me  was  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  foundry  and  work  shop^  for  casting  canpon,  making  gun 
carriages  and  the  manufacture  of  small  arms.  The  Council  having 
decided  to  establish  a  foundry  and  arni(ory  on  a  small  scale,  autkorized 
me  to  search  out  a  suitable  location  and  procure  a  sitg.*  Before  deter- 
mining upon  a  site,  and  with  a  view  to  get  all  the  ihfbrmation  oeees- 
sary  to  secure  a  j)roper  location,  with  reference  to  motive  power, 
iBuitable  iron,  timber,  and  other  things  nccessary«to  success  in  pMking 
ordnance  and  small  arms,  I  sent  a  spe'cial  agent  to  Richmond,  and  with 
the  assistance  of  the  authorities  procured  the  services  of  Mr.  Campbell, 
who  was  engaged  at  the  Tredegar  Works,  a  man  of  intelligence,  expe- 
rience, and  familiar  with  manufacturing  arms  and  muiutions  of  war. 
In  company  with  him  and  Mr.  D.  Lopez,  the  General  Superintendent 
of  the  State  Works,  I  visited  the  ^esbit  and  King's  Mounttfiu  Iron 
Worjss,  and  obtained  reliable  ii^ormation  in  relation  to  the  other  iron 
works  in  the  State.  The  pig  iron  made  by  the  King's  Mouatam  Iron 
Company,  in  York  District,  was  critically  examined  by  Mr.  Campbell, 
and,  in  his  opinion,  was  well  adapted  to  casting  cannon ;  but  be  assured 
us  that  nothing  b.ut  the  powdei*  test  could  be  relied  on  with  cerUioty, 
and  advised  that  a  lot  of  ther  iron,  should  be  sent  to  Richmood'to  b^ 
oast  into  cannon,  and  subjected  to  that  test  AcourdJogly  ten  tons  were 
sent,  and  wc  had  the  promise  of  Co).  Gorgas  that  he  would  cast  and 
test  the  cannon.     The  defence  of' the  capital  being  of  paramount  eon- 
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sideratiOQ,  the  test  was  not  made  for  aome  time,  aod  no  official  report 
has  jct  been  made  to  me  on  the  subject;  but  one  of  our  agents  who 
was  in  Richmond  at  the  tiipe,  and  others  that  witnessed  the  ezperi- 
mont,  inform  me  that  a  24pounder  was  cast,  bofed  and  subjected  to  a 
severe  and  unusual  test,  and  that  the  trial  was  highly  satisfactory  and 
established  beyond  doubt  that  the  iron  was  entirely  *sui table  for  casting 
ordnances.  Tt  was  our  intention  to  bring  the  gun  to  South  Carolina  for 
the  use  of  the  Sbite,  but  Ool.  Gorgas  was  unwilling  to  spare  it,  and 
upon  his  proposing  ta  pay  for  the  iron,  I  consented  thskt  the  Confederate 
Government  should  keep  it.  Mr.  Campbell  informed  me  that  there 
were  but  few  places  in  the  Confederacy  where  iron  sui^ble  for  .;cannon 
was  mftde,  and  that,  therefore,  it  was  of  great  importance  to  be  sure  of 
a  supply  of  sucK  iron.  Although  a  limited  quantity  of  this  iron  13 
now  made,  yet  if  necessary  it  can  be  largely  increased,  the  ore  being 
abundant  and  the  facilities  for  making  it  at  our  command.  The.  im- 
pression that  iron  oro  which  makes  tough  malleable  iron  will  necessarily 
be  suitable  for  easting  cannon  is  an  error,  and  has  been  demonstrated 
to  be  so  in  many  instances.  '  To  show  the  importance  of  having  proper 
iron  for  easting  eahnon  it  is  only  necessary  to  state,  that  the  Confeder- 
ate Government  was  compelled  to  transport  iron  all  the  way  from  New  ' 
Orleans  to  Richmond  to  mix  with  other  iron  to  noiake  it  answer  the^ 
purpose.   .  . 

Greenville  Court  House  was  selected  as  the  best  place,  in  my  judg- 
ment, to*  establish  the  ''State  Works;"  after  consultation  with  our 
'  General  Superintendent,  a  gentleman  of  great  ability  and  very  conver- 
sant with  manufacturing  in  all  its  branches,  and  with  Mr.  Campbell, 
who  has  had  a  large  e'^perience,  is  entirely  disibterested,  and  whose 
opinion  therefore  ill  entitled  to  great  respect.     The  reasons  in  detail  for 
the  selection  of  Greenville,  over  other  places,  have  been  already  given 
in  my  report  to.  the  Governor  and  Council,  in  relation  to  the  location 
of  the  *'  works,'"  was  approved  by  them,  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 
Among  other  reasons,  Mr.  V.  MoBee  mide  a  present  to  the  State  of 
twenty  acres  of  land  near  the  village  and  directly  on  the  railroad,  for* 
which  he  had  refused  to  take  less  than 'two  hundred  dollars  an  acre, 
•    and  for  which  gift  he  is  justly  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the  State.     It 
was  important  that  the  ''  works  "  should  be  located  immediately  on  a 
line  of  railroad  to  facilitate  the  transportation  of  heavy  ordnance.     In 
fact,  ten  inch  Oolumbidds  and  other  heavy  guns  cannot  be  transported 
in  aoy  othei^  way  without  immense  cost  and'  labor.     It  was  desifable, 
other  things  being  equal,  to  locate  the  <'  works  "  as  near  as  possible  to 
90 
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the  iron  works  from. which  the  supply  of  iron  was  to  be  famished,  bat 
to  do'^o,  the  traDsportation  of  heavj  guns,  gun  carriages,  shot  and  shell 
down  to  Columbia  would  have  to  be.  mad^  over  two  roads^  instead  of  a 
continuous  road  passing  directly  through,  and  so  of  the  coal  and  other 
things  necessary  for  the  works,  going  up  to  Greenville.  Resides,  the 
bndge  on  the  Spartanburg  &  Union  Railroad  is  not  regarded  as  safe  for 
very  heavy  freight,  and  might  give  way  at  a  -  time  when  it*  would  be 
important  to  send  heavy  guns  over  it.  It  is  true  the  value  of  the  iron 
will  be  cn^ianced  by  additional  transportation,  but  for  the  reasons-above 
-  given,  and  others  in  my  report  above  alluded  to,  this  b  more  than 
counterbalanced  b^  the  a<}^^°^g^s  enumetated. 
..Soon  after  the  selection  of  the  si^e  we  commenced  putting  up  the 
necessary  buildings  for  a  foundry  and  work  shops,  and  considering  the 
difficulty  of  procuring  materials  and  skilled  labor,  have  progressed 
rapidly.  '  In  the  meantime  temporary  work  shops  were  established  in 
Columbia  for  repairing  arms,  which  haye  enabled  us  to  repair  and  put 
in  fine  condition  a  considerable  number  of  arms,  changing  old  flint  and 
steel  locks  (o  percussion,  altering  bayonets  to  fit,  making  new  stocks 
when  necessary,  and  also  making  a  large  number  of  pikes,  details  of 
which  you  will  find  in  the  report  of  the  General  Superintendent  acoom- 
panying  this  report. 

At  your  suggestion,  meeting  my  hearty  approval,  and  confirmed  by 
ike  Council,  we  purchased  a  fine  lot^of  machinery  in  iCharleatop,  wbem 
the'  city  was  seriouf^Iy  threatened,  and  removed  it  to  Greenville,  even 
before  we  had  commenced  building  therCb  .  If.  the  city  had  been  cap- 
ti^red,  there  was  no  other  place  in  the  State  where  shell  or  shot  could 
be  immediately  cast,  and  if  the  machinery  in  the  city  had  been  lost, 
it  could  not  have  been  supplied  without  great  difficulty  and  at  an 
enormous  expense.  Eichmond  and  Nashville,  Tennessee,  were  also 
seriously  threatened  and  in  great  danger  of  capture.  New  Orleans, 
wliere  an  arfbory  was.  in  operation,  was  in  danger,  as  its  subsequent 
capture  demonstrated.  At  that  time  the  condition  of  affairs  was 
gloomy,  and  the  prospect  was  that  the  Confederate  G.overnmeat  could 
not  supply  the  troops  with  arms* and  ammunition.  Under  these  cir- 
cu|nstances,  and  with  the  danger  of  invasion  extending  even-  into  the 
interior,  it  would  have  been  culpable  negligeocd  not  to  prepare  for  it, 
by  endeavoring  to  supply  ourselves  with  the  means  of  defence.  The 
first  arms  manufactured  were  pikes,  not  because  we  oonsiderdd  them 
equal  |d  the  rifie  or  i^usket,  but  because  they  were i  made  mqre  rapidly, 
and  were  better  than  no  arms  at  all,  «nd  may  yet  be  needed. 
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The  ii]acliindrj4obtaiDed  from  Charleston,  though  verjf  valnable,  was 
not  firafficfent  for  oar  purposes,  but  through  the  indefatigable  exertions 

,  of  our  General  Superintendent,  Mr.  D.  Lopez,  we  succeeded  in  pro- 
curing the  machinery  removed  from  Nashville,  Tennessee,  when  the 
enemy  got  possession  of  the  town.  This  machinery  was  estimated  to 
be  worth,  at  the  time  we  received  it,  twenty- three  thousand  dollars  ' 

'  ($28,000);  at  the  present  rate  about  fifty  per  cent.  more.  The  terms 
upon  which  we  received  the  machinery  were  very  favorable,. saving  the 
State  of  South' Carolina  from  advancing  money  at  a  time  when  there 
were  so  many  drains  upon  her  resources.  It  nfts  arranged  with  Gover-  ' 
Dor  Harris  that  the  State  of  South  Carolina  should  take  the  machinery 
and  give  a  receipt  t6t  it,  subject  to  settlement  at  a  fair  price  at  the  end 
of  the  war. .  Had  he  insisted  on  selling  it  to  the  State,  and  required  a 
cash  payment  at  the  time,  it  Would  have  deprived  the  State  of  the  use 
of  money  necessary  for  oth^r  purposes,  and,  what  is  worse,  the 
market  price  now  for  such  maclunery  is  enormous. 

On  my  retirement  from  office  as  Governor,  the  State  had  on  hancl 
over  one  hundred  pieces  of  ordnance  and  thirty-two  thousand  stand  of 
small  arms,  including  those  in  the  United  States  Arsenal  in  Charleston, 
wliich  we  could  have  at  any  time  commanded  $  and  exclusive  of  the 
public  arms  hn  the  handd  of  the  militia,  many  of  which  had  been  re- 
cently issued,  and  somei  of  them  of  the  most  approved  patterns;  «o 
that  the  Slate  was  at. that  time  well  supplied  with  arms.  Since  then, 
up  to  November,  1861,  the  State  has  sent  to  Virginia,  in  the  hand^  of 
her  troops  and  otherwise,' eleven  thousand  t^o  hundred  and  sixty  stand 
cf  arms,  besides  a  considerable  number  of  swords  and  pistols.  Seven 
thousand  stand  have  also  been  sent  to  Florida,  Pensacola  and  Memphis, 
making  a  total  of  eighteen  tliousand  two  hundred  and  sixty  sent  out  of 
the  State ;  and  the  ConfMerate  Government,  upon  an  application  of 
your  Excellency,  has  refused  to  return  those  in  their  possession,  leaving 
*it  to  the  State  to  make  a  charge  for  them,  in  her  account  with  that 
Odvetnment. 

'  That  the  Stat^  should  always  have  a  moderate  supply  of  arms  on 
band;  cafaflot  admit  of  doubt.  My  opinions  on  that  subject  are  better 
expressed  than  I  can  express  them  iti  the  report  made  by  Col.  K  Mani- 

*  gault  to  the  Ordnance  Board  ob  the  21st  of  November,  1861.  He 
says:  '<  If  the  State  is  sovereign,  as  we  air  ho}d  she  is,  ^he  is  sovereign, 
as  wellin  war  as  iu  peace,  and  for  warlike  as  well  as  peacefur {purposes. 
To  daim  sovereignty  without  the  readiness,  or  even,  the  disposition  to 
defend  that  sovereignty  by  foroe  of  arms,  is  simply  absurd.    It  is  the 
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duty  of  tbe  Stat6,  therefore,  to  retaiD  the  meanfi  of  defebce,  and  not  to 
give  up  to  any  other  power  whatever  all  her  military  material,  and  in 
BO  doing,  shift  from  her  own  shoiildeni  the  duty  and.  labor  of  her  de- 
fence. It  took  thirty  years  for  South  Carolina  to.  accumulate  the  ord- 
nance material,  small  though  .it  was,  which  was  in  her  arsenal  when 
the  troubles  began.  If  she  give  up  all  her  ma£erial,  when  will  she  be 
again  supplied  ?  One  of  the.  most  powerful  arguments  used  against 
the  State's  acting,  either  alone  or  in  cooperation,  against  the  encroach- 
ments of  the  Federal  Government,  was  that  she  had  pot  the  material 
preparation  which  wouU  enable  her  to  support  that  hostilo  attitude. 
As  loDg  as  the  political  atmosphere  appeared  serene,  it  wSs  impossible 
to  induce  the  Legislature  to  make  appropriations  for  procuring  military 
material,  and  when  the  storm  appeared  there  was  no  time  for  it,  ^d 
the  State  was  warned  by  those  opposed  to  action,  that  she  wa»  totally 
unprepared  for  war.  Against  a  fccurrence  of  this  difficulty  I  would 
endeavor  to  guard,  by  recommending  that  the  State  should  always  have 
on  hand  one  hundred  pieces  of  heavy  actillery,-of  the  most  approved 
pattern  and  manufacture,  about  eight  full  batteries  of  the  best  field 
artillery,  and  ten  thousand  stand  of  small  arms  for  infantry,  together 
with  a  proportionate  nuniher  of  carbines,  pistols  and  sabres  for  the  use  of 
cavalry.  The  occurrences  of  this  summer  and  autumik  demoostrate 
clearly  that  the  State  should  not  rely  entirely  upon  the  arms  of  the 
Confederate  Government  for  her  protection  against  a  foreign  enemy." 

Xhe  whole  amount  put  down^  in  the  books*  of  the  Chief  of  tha 
T^reasury  as  charj^eable  to  this  Department  up  to  the  15th  August, 
(with  the  exception  of  $476  65,  with  which  the  Departiikent  had 
nothing  to  do,  being  money  paid  D.  Loj>ez,  £sq.,  directly  by  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council  before  the  Department  of  Construction  and  Manu- 
facture was  established,)  is  $95,212  02.  This  includes  many  items 
not  properly  belonging  to  this  Department ;  as  for  instance,  amouot 
paid  for  cotton  cards  to  be  sold  at  cost  to  soldiers'  families,  $3,780;  cost' 
of  removing  bells  from  the  city  of  Charleston,  when  the  city  was  in  danger 
of  capture,  $1,704;  cash  paid  for  iron  to  UMike  spikes.for  the  Confed- 
erate gunboat  and  to  bo  refunded  the  State,  $982;  cash  paid  for  bacon 
not  necessary  to  be  used  at  the  '*  works"  and  subject  to  the  orders  of 
the  Chief  of  the  Military, 'say,' $5,000;  making  an  aggregate  of 
$11,666.  .       '. 

In  view  of  the  probability  of  the  fall  of  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  we  have 
accumulated  a  considerable  quantity  of  cOal,  very  little  of  which  has 
bepn  used  up  to  this  time,    ^^e  have  also  on  hand  a  considerable  quan- 
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tity  of  steely  files,  iroD|  copper,  brara  and  olher  ntuteriab  for  the  manu- 
facture of  arms  and  mujiItioDS  of  war;  which  will  make  the  outlaj*  for 
the  rest  of  the  year  much  ksa  than  it  has  beeo  in  the  time  past;  and 
we  have  already  8ave«l  for  the  State  in  the  repairs*  of  arms,  makinfl^  . 
pikes,  caissoDS,  battery  wagons,  tweu^-two  thousand  eight  hundred  add 
ninety-three  dollars  ($22,898),  all  of  which  will  appear  in  Exhibit  B. 

The  expense  of  carrying  on  the  ''State  Woika'.'  has  been  necessarily 
VQry  considenihle,  owing,  to  the  high  prices  for  skilled  labor,  material 
and  provisions.  Iron,  steel  and»  many  other  articles  are*  sold  at  more  ' 
than  quadruple  the  prices  forxh'erly  paid  for  them,  and  we  haye  been 
compelled  to  purchase  fil^  antt  ^tber  eifoential  artioles  that  run  the 
blockade,  at  whatever  prices  weve  asked  for  thenf.  When  it  is  recol- 
lected that  rifles  which  sold  for  Afteen  doUars  before  the  blockade,  ^ave 
been  lately  sold  for  seventy  dollars,  and  cannon  powder  which  heretofore 
sold  for  twenty  or.  twanty-4Sive  cents  a  poa6d,  has  recently  sold  fo^  two 
dollar^  and  twenty-five  cents,, some  'idea  may:  be  had  of  the  cost  of 
materials  which  have  run  ibe  blockade  or  haviB  been  enhanced  in  valn^ 
by  it.  *  .; 

By  the  firfit  of  October  the  "  Works ''  will  be  in  condition  to  oast 
shot  and  shell,  and  soon  after  tHat  time  to  caat  cannon*  No  small  arms 
will  be  made  in  less  jthan  six  or  seven-  months  unless  the  exigencies  of 
the  serviee  should  reqomthem;  in  that  event  by  multiplyingr  Isbor 
without  regiird.  to  its  profitable  employment,  the  n^nufacture  of  small 
arms  can  be  commenced  much  sooner.'  It  must  be  remembered  that 
the  same  hands  to  a  considerable  extent  necessary  to  cairy  on  a  foun*. 
dry  and  work-shops,  can  at  the  same  tim«  make  the  machinery  and  tools 
necessary  to  manufacture  small  arms;  and  in  that  way  the  work  can  be 
done  mucli  cheaper  than  by  employing  hands  exclusively  to  maike  ma- 
chinery and  fit  up  tools  for  small  arms.  ^    . 

It  is  not  contemplated  to  establish  a  first  class  armory  like  the  one  at 
Springfield  or  Richmond,. but  upon  a  scale  comanenenrnte  with  Stfute 
moans,  and  which  may  be  toor^i^d  if  necessity  should  require  it.  If 
the  war  should  continue  for  some  tiuSe,  and  more  «especially  if  the 
blockade  of  Southern  ports  should  become  so  efieetive  as  to  prevent 
further  importation  of  arms,  it  will  be  absolutely  necessary  for  every 
arm(H*y  that  can  be  put  in  operation  to  be  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
of  small  arms;  and  ftven  if  the  war  should  cod  in  a.  short  time,' we 
will  to  %  eonsiderable  extent  be  eompelled  tq  keep  up  our  military  or* 
ganisatioii  and  keep. arms  in  the  hands  of  our  peepl^  to  beat  all  iimjea 
prepared  W  repel  the  aggressiQa  of  bad  neighbors. '  .i 
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With  an  armory  to  keep  the  State  at  all  times  supplied  with  good 
arms,  and  with  the  materials  for  making  guSpowder  at  oar  comtuaDd, 
'we  may  feel  oonfidence  in  our  means  -of  defence;  The  saltpetre  plan- 
.  tation  near  this  ctty^  established  by  the  Governor  and  Goaneil,  and  in 
charge  of  the  Chief  of  the  Military  Department,  promises  to  snpplj 
that  indispensable  artiele  in  quantities  safficient  for  our  pnrpose,  and 
.  can  be  increased  at  pleasure.  Sulphur  can  be  obtained-  from  several 
places  in  the  State  at  small  coit,  and  willoi^,  the  only  other  material 
necessary  for  the  manufacture  of  powder,  can  be  obtained  all  over  the 
State.  *  '  ,      ' 

The  manufacture  of  salt,  though  properly  belonging  to  my  Depart- 
ment, was  put  undei'  the  charge  of  the  Chief  of  Justice  and  Police, 
bef<}re  my  Department  was  established,  and  has  never  come  under  niy 
supervision. 

We  had  under  our  control  and  in  our  possession  a  large  quantity  of 
lead  received  from  various  parts  of  the  ^tate,  some  by  gift  and  some 
by  purchase,  but  the  pressing  wants  of  the  Confederal  Government 
have  induced  us  to  turn  over  to  it  a  large  portion  of  t)ie  lead.  A  great 
deal  yet  remn^ins  in  ^several  of  the  upper  Districts  in  the  shape  of  pipes, 
which  the  patriotic  owners  hold  subject  to  the  call  of  the  State  when- 
ever it  is  necessary  to  have  it.  It  haa  not  been  removecl,  as  it  would 
be  very  inconvenient  for  the  parties  to  do  without  it,  being  used  to 
conduct  water  to  their  dwellings,  and  it  was,  therefore,  thought  advisa- 
ble to  let  it  remain  until  the*  emergency  required  its  removal  and  use 
by  the  State.  .  • 

Ui>on>the  application  of  Capt.  D.  N.   Ingraham,  of  the  Confederate 
States  Navy,  I  had  made  and  supplied  him   with  spikes  fok;  the  iron 
.  clad  gunboat  ip  his  charge,  and  I  have  received,  through  the  Superin- 
tendent, payment  for  theui. 

The  instructions  of  the  Governor  and  Council;  directing  me  to  pur- 
chase a  lot  of  cotton  cards  at  a  price  not  exceeding  four  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  a  pair,  and  sell  them  to  the  families  of  soldiers  at  cost,  dis-  * 
tributing  them  in  the  districts  where  they  were  most  needed,  accoirding 
to  the  latto  of  ^he  white  population,  has  been  attended  to  and  partial 
returns  of, sales  have  been  made  to  me.  To  cover  the  expense  of  freight 
and  other  charges,  the  price  was  fixed  at  four  dollars  and  seVenty-five 
cents  a  pair.  Some  of  the-  cards  were  slightly  damaged  in  reachjog 
their  destination,  and  a  few  4>f  the  persons  to  whom  they  were  sent 
repott  each  one  pair  miasing,  but  as  twenty-five  cents  is  more  than  the 
actual  cost  of  freight  per  pair^  and  no  charge  has  as  y^t  been  made  for 
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selliDg,  it  is  believed  that  the  State  will  mxstAin  no  loss.  The  wisdom  of 
the  measure  is  fallj  justified  by  the  call  for  more  on  all  hands,  and  the 
assurances  that  what  was  disposed  of  has  done  much  good,  an(f  bj  the 
fadt  that  factory  yarn  has  doubled  in  price  itf  the  last  six  months,  and 
is  almost  beyond  the  reach  of  the  poor  to  purchase.

Son.  W,  3.  Gist,  Chief  of  Construdtion  arid  Manufacture : 

Sir:  Iq  aocordauce  with  your  directions,  I  herewith  beg  leare  to 
report  that  under  instructions  from  Col.  J.  Chesnut,  Jr.,  Chief  of  the 
Department  of  the  Military,  received  February  25th,  1862, 1  purchased 
all' the  machinery  and  stoek  which  was  available  and  suitable^for  the 
purposes  indicated  In  said  instructionff. 

At  that  time,  the  impression  prevailing  that  Charleston  would  be 
immediately  attacked,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  place  it  ail  beyond 
danger,  so  as  to  secure  to  the  State  the  ability  to  manufacture  such 
articles  as  might  be  essential  to  her  defence,  should  what  was  in  Oharles- 
ton  be  destrpyed  or  abandoned. 

With  that  view,  it  was  immediately  removed  to  Columbia,  there  to 
await  the  decision  of  the  Governor  and  Council  as  to  a  suitable  location. 
After  somd  delay  in  discussions  and  examinatii^s,  I  was  directed  -to 
locate  the  works  on  a  tract  of  land  donated  to  the  State  by  Vardry 
McBee,  Esq.,  adjoining  Greenville,  ^and  directly  on  the  line  of  the 
Greenville  and  'Columbia  Railroad.  I  commenced  to  clear  the  land  on 
the  20th^day  of  March,  and  erect  buildings  to  acoommodate  the 
'  laborers.  Prior  to  that  period,  by  your  direction,  I  established  in 
Columbia,  in  the  workshops  connected  with  the  "  New  State  Hoose," 
a  temporary  shop  for  repairs  aud^  alteration  of  small  arms  belonging  to 
the  State.  This  work  was  immediately  commenced,  and  from  that  time 
has  been  in  successful  operation,  repairing,  altering  and  cleaning  arms, 
manufacturing  pikes,  caissons  and  battery  wagons,  sCatement^of  which 
is  embodied  in  paper  No.  1  accompanying  this  report.  At  the  same 
time,  the  machinists  and  blacksmiths  were  employed,  •until  their 
.  removal  here,  in  doing  such  work  as  was  necessary  to  the.ooostraction 
of  workshops  in  progress  at  this  place.  The  unusual  wdt  season,  added 
to  the  scarcity  of  labor  in  the  country,  yery  much  retarded  the  progress 
^  of  building  for  want  of  materials,  but  now  that  the  crops  are  laid  by, 
and  the  labor  of  the  country  seeking  employment^  I  am  receiving  aach 
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as  are  necessary  to  their  completioQ,  and  hope  soon  to  have  them  all 
finiBhed,  and  give  my  nndivid^d  attention  to  mannfactures. 

When  Nashville,  Tennessee,  was  evaooated  by  the  Confederate 
authorities  in  April  last^  a  part  of  the«  machinery  and  stock  was  saved 
from  the  armory,  which  that  State  had .  commenced  to  establish,  and 
carried  ta  Atlanta,  Qeorgia.  I  opened  a  correspondence  with  QoTemor 
Harris,  and  found  that  ^he  State  of  Tennessee  would  place  at 'the  dia- 
posal  of  this  State  all  the  machinery  and  stock  saved..  By  direction  of 
the  Governor  and  Council,  I  preceded  to  Atlanta  and  succeeded  in 
obtaining  it  alL  Gbvernor  Hartis  directed  his  agents  to  tuf n  it  all 
over  to  the  State  of  South  Ciarolina,  subject  to  future  settlement.  As 
agent  of  the  State  I  received  it,  and  secured  the  services  of  such  work- 
men as  had  been  ^engaged  in  the  NasfaviUe  armory  and  workshops, 
removed  the  machinery  and  stock  to  this  place,  the  workmen  tp  the 
shops  in  Columbia  to  he  employed  in  altering  and  repairing  small  arms, 
while,  at  the  same  tiiAe,  I  commenced  erecting  a  shop  at  these  works 
to  receive  and  pot  in  operatiou  the  machinery.  Paper  No.  2  is  aa 
inventory  of  all  articles  received  from  the  State  of  Tennessee,  and  I 
refer  you  to  my  report  under  date  of  May  1st,  1862^  for  the  fall  par-' 
ticulars  relating  to  that  subject.  « 

The  workshop  for  this  department  is  completed,  the  machinery  set 
up  and  in  operation^  much  of  it  was  injured  and  some  parts  lost,  in  its 
removal  from  Nashville,  and  some  had  never  been  completed,  which 
have  been  repaired,  replaced  and  completed,  and  I  am  now  making 
and  obtaining  what  new  machines  are  necessary  to  commence  manu- 
facturing arms.     \ 

Desirous  of  putting  to  immediate  use  the  skilled  labor  brought  from 
Atlanta  with  the  machinery,  I  hove  necessarily  been  retarded  ia  com-  - 
pleting  those  shops  which  were  necessary  in  cairyiag  out  the  original 
intention  of  these  works;  that  being  now  accomplished,  it  is.  not  in- 
tended to  permit  th»  small  arm  factory  to  do  so  in  ttvB  future,  but  to 
make  that  branch  as  far  ms  practicable  separate  and  distinct,,  the  inten- 
tion being  to  put  it  upon  such  a  basis  as  will  enable  the  State  to 
manufacture  arms  to  a  limited  extbnt  at  first,  but  so  arranged  that  the 
facilities  can  be  increased  at  any  future  time. 

I  have  of  the  land 'donated  to  the  State  enclosed  a  space  of  six  hun- 
dred by  seven  hundred  feet,  and  have  now  erected  a  carpenters'  shop 
one  hundred  feet  by  fbrty  feetj  with  suitable  machinery  for  eonstruoting 
field  and  siege  gun  carriages,  enissiftis,  battery  wagons,  forges,  sabots^ 
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tentfl,  and  all  oilier  articles  necessary  for  field*  uses.  It  is  driTen  bj  a 
twenty-fiye  horse  power  engine,  and  is  in  operation  at  present  in  pushing 
to  completion  onr  works,  and  will  soon  be  as6d  in  mannfactaring  the 
articles  referred  to.  I  have  erected,  ab  before  stated,  a  shop  for  the 
small  arm  machinery,  one  hundred  by  fifty  feet,  and  hare  that  in 
operation,  driven  by  an  engine  of  fifteen  to  twenty  horse  power. 
Another  machine  shop  is  completed,  one  hundred  by  fifty  feet,  and  the  ' 
machinery  for  the  heavy  work  is  now  being  placed  in  it^  to  be  driven 
by  an  engine  of  tliirty  horse  power  now  to  plaee.  I  expect  to  have 
this  shop  in  full  operation  in  three  dr  four  weeks.  The  blacksmith 
shop,  one  hundred  feet  by  fifty  feet,  is»  up.  and  occupied,  it  contains 
eighteen  forges,  with  space  for  twenty  more;  it  is  supplied  with  three 
trip  hammers,  nearly  completed,  two  for  welding  gun  barrels,  and  one 
largQ  qpe  for  heavy  smithwork  generally.  This  6hop  adjoins  the 
foundry,  which  is  of  brick,  one  hundred  apd  fifteen  by  fifty-five  feet, 
twenty-eight  feet  high ;  this  building  is  all  completed,  but  the  n>of  has 
been  delayed  for  lumber,  which  I  am  now  receiving. 

On  the  premises  are  also  erecte^  an  ofl^ce  forty  by  twenty  feet,  a 
store  house  sixty  by  twenty-five  feet,  a  smoke  house,  forty  by  eighteen 
feet,  an  iron  receivings  and  store  houstf,  thirty-five  by  sixteen  feet,  a 
living  house  for  negro^,  sixty  by.  sixteen  feet,  a  hospital,  three  kitchens, 
and  istables,  tool  hpuse,  &o. 

The  water  arrangements,  which  are  near  completion,  consist  of  an 
ample  well,  yielding  a  full  supply,  the  water  from  which  ia  forced 
through  wooden  pipes,  six  hundred  feet  in  length,  to  the  highest  point 
of  the  lot,  obtaining  a  head  of  forty  feet ;  it  b  received  in  a  brick 
reservoir  containing  three  thousand  five  hundred  gallons,  built  under- 
ground, and  from  thence  conveyed  to  the  various  workshops.  On  the 
premises,  at  varioos  .points,  hydrants  are  placed  to  deliver  water  for 
general  purposes,  but  more  especially  for  anpprcfssing  fires,  which,  with 
the  aid  of  an  excellent  fire  engine  borrowed  from  the  Vigilant  Fire 
Engine  Company  of  Gharlestonj  will  be  a  valuable  acquisition  to  these 

works.

.  There  ard  engaged  at  these  works  on  this  day  one  hundred  and  forfy- 
three  hands,  of  which  fifty  are  white  workmen.

A  large  number  Of  miscellaneous  arms,  all  of  them  irrepanble,  have 
been  turned  over  to  these  works  ftom,  the  State  Arsenal.    Preparations

branohes  of  the  «ervice,  which  they  may  prove  suitable  to.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  commuDication  of  hisEx- 
celleocy  the  Go  pernor/ transmitting  the  record  oif  all  the  proceedings  of 
the  Governor  and  Council,  had  prior  to  the  present  session  of  the  Con- 
vention, together  with  the  reports  of  the  several  members .of^he  Coun- 
cil, and  certain  military  correspondence  between  his  Excellency  and 
the  President  of  the  Confederate  States,  the  Generats  commanding  the 
army  in  this  State,  and  other  persons,  respectfully  report : 

That  the  matter  thu)  referred  has  received  the  careful  c<fn8ideration 
which  its  importance  demands.  The  Committee  have  discovered  noth- 
ing in  the.  proceedings  of  the  Governor  and  Council  Which  seems  to 
'  them  to  require  any  specfal  action  on  the  part  of  the'Convention  in  tbe 
.  way  of  repeal,  modification  or  animadversion  ;  while  it  is  not  designed 
hereby  to  expreas  an  approval  of  all  these  proceeding^.  The  duties, 
growing  out  of  the  exigencies  of  public  aflfaii-s;  which  have  devolved 
upon  the  members  of  the  Council,  have  been  exceedingly  various  aod 
laborious,  and  have  been  discharged  with  signal  diligence,  ability  and 
success,  and,  in  the  judgment  of  your  Committee,  with  an  exclusive  re- 
gard to  the  public  welfare.  These  gentlemen  have,  aa*  their  record 
shows,  devoted  themselves  at  great  personal  sacrifice,,  and,  too  often, 
amidst  discburagements  (the  causes  of  which  are  unfoMed  in  some  ef 
the  reports)  mortifying.*  to  the  patriot,  to  nieet  the  extraordinaxy  de- 
mands which  the  peculiar  condition  of  the  State  has  made  upon  the 
Executive  auttiority.  The  defence  of  Charleston  and  of  the  entrance 
to  Georgetpwn ;  the  survey  and  exploration  of  sundry  routes  of  access 
/for  the 'enemy  to  the  interior  of  the  State,  and  the  obstructjon  of  such 
access  therebv ,  the  efficient  reorganization  of  the  military  when  once 
and.  again  thrown  into  confusion  by  the  action  of  the.  Confederate  Gov- 
ernment ;•  the  procurement  and  distribution  of  arms  and  munitions  of 
war,  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores,  clothing  and  provisions  and  medical 
stores  for  th^  soldier^ ;  the  Organization  of  negro  labor^  when  called  for 
by  the  military  authorities  of  the  Confederate  States,  with  a  view  to 
render  the  service  required  as  acceptible  jbB  possible  to  the  public ;  tbe 
{^Reservation  of  internal  order  and  the  repipession  of  those  various  exhi-

bitions  of  selfisbQeas  whiob  imperil  the  publio  safety ;  with  a  great  va-  ' 
riety  of  other  subjects  of  public  coqcern^  have  in  tara  engaged  their 
attentipQ  and  enlisted  their  labors.  By  the  services  which  they  have 
thus  rendered,  they  have  placed  the  State  under  obligations  which  those 
only  can  appreciate  who  have  had  the  opportanity  of  examiDing  their 
records.  In  the  discharge  of  their  duties  they  have  been  greatty  aided  , 
«by  sundry  public  spirited  and  patriotic  gentlemen,  who*  are  named  in 
the  several  reports  of  the  Chiefs  of  Departments,  and  to  whom  the  ptfl^- 
lio  acknowledgments  of  the  Convention  are  due. 

Your  Committee  have,  by  their  examination  of  these  papers,  been 
deeply  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  the  ordinary  powers  of  the^ 
Executive  would  have  been,  entirely  inadequate  to  effect  the  objects  to 
which  th^  labors  of  the  Council  have  been  directed,  and  that  the  estab-  * 
lishment  of  sucl^  a*  body,  with  the  ei^traordinary  powers  conferred  upon 
it,  was  required  by  the  condition  of  the  country  and  the  exigencies  of 

the  times.  •

'  Youi'  Committee  ure  of  opinion  that  the  publication  and  circulation 
of  the  several  reports  of  the.  Chiefs  of  Departments  which  have  been 
submitted,  are  due  to  the  people,  the  (Convention  and  the  Council,  and 
they  so  recommend,  with  the  res^vati^n,  Sbwever,  t6  the  Chief  of  the 
Military  Department  of  the  right  to  revise  his  report  and  omit  such 
portions  as,  in  his  judgment,  it  might  be  impolitic  to  make  public.  In  - 
advising  the  publication  and  -circulation  of  the  report  from  the  Depart- 
ment oif  Justice  and.  Police,  the  Committee  do  not  design  to  expre&s 
aqy  opinion  upon  the  question  whether  any. limitation  can  be  imposed 
upon  the  power  of  a  Convention  of  the  People  assembled  'under  our 
State. Constitution  by  the  Act  orthe  Legislature  which  calls  it  together. 
Into  this  question  it  is  needless  now  to  enter,  for  it  seems  plain  to  the 
Committee  that  every  act  of  this  Convention  and  of  those  who  have - 
acted  under  its  authority,  which  is  mentioned  in  the  report  from  this 
Department,  is  embraced  within  the  scope  of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature 
which  provided  for  the  election  of  Delegates  to  this  Convention.  The 
arguments  contained  in  this  report,  especiallj^  those  in^Part  I.,  sustaining 
this  construction  of  the  Act  and  the  cempetency  of  the  Convention,  the 
Cbuncil  and  the  several  heads  of  Departments  to  do  tha  acts  done  by 
;  them  respectively,  and  examined  in  the  said  report,  command  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Committee,  and,  the  Committee  hope,  will  receive  the  ' 
concurrence  of  the  Convention. 

The  Committee  report  back  to  the  Convention  the  military  corres- 
pondence referred,  with  a  recommendation  that  so  much  thereof  as  is 
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.  Bi^ecified  in  tUe  class  «narked  4  in  the  enumeration  of  tbe  snb'Commii- 
tee'tf  report,  be  read  in  the  presence  of  the  Convention,  sitting  .with* 
closed  doors.     The  character  of  this  correspondence  is  such  es,  in  the

improper. 

The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  conduce  much  to  the

and  Council,''  as  contained  in  their  book  of  minutes,  could  be  printed  . 

and  widely  circulated  lind  read,  but  they  are  deterred  from   m^ing  a 

gjecommdndation  to  this  effect  by  the  great  extent  of  this  record,  and 

the  consequent .  expense  which  >its  publication  would  involve.     The 

9  Comipittee,  therefore,  content  themselves  with  advising  that  the  in- 
junction of, secrecy  be  removed  therefrom,  and  this  record  be  open  to 

'  the  Inspection  of  the  citizens  of  the  State  in  any  manner  that  will  not 
inteffere  with  the  convenience  of  the  Grovernor  and  Council.

THE  CHIEF  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  MILITARr. 

The  snb-committeo  to  whom  was  refeired  the  report  of  the  Chief  of 
the  DepartmeDt  of  the  Military^  with  the  accompanjiog  documeDtBy 
respectfallj  report : 

The  matter  thus  referred  has  been  considered  with  the  care  which 
its  importance  demands,^ and  nothing  has  been  discovered  which  aeeou 
to  the  Committee  to  require  the  interference  of  the  Convention.  The 
duties  whichy  in  the  distribution  of  the  business  of  the  Execative 
Office,  were,  assigned  to  this  Department,  appear  to  have  been  exceed- 
ingly onerous,  but  they  have  been  discharged  with  signal  iDdostrj, 
ability,  regard  to  economy  and  a  large  measure .  of  success,  at  a  great 
sacrifice  of  time,  comfort  and  money  on  the  part  of  the  Chief,  and  often 
under  circumstances  of  great  jiiscouragement,  the  causes  of  which  are 
exhibited  in  the  report.  The  thanks  of  the  Convention  and  of  the 
State  are,  in  .the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  eminently  due  to  the 
Chief  of  the  DepaKment  and  to  his  subordinates  in  office,  as  weU  as  to 
tlie  several  gentlemen,  named  in  the  report,  who  have  patriotically  reo- 
dered  their  valuable  aid  in  several  particulars  to  this  branch  of  the 
public  service. 

The  Committee  are  of  the  o'^inion  that  the  report  and  sueh  of  the 
accompanying  documents  as  are  contained  in  the  printed  pamphlet 
ought  to  be  published  for  the  information  of  the  people,  subjeot,  how- 
ever, to  a  revision  by*  the  Chief  of  the  Department,  with  a  view  to  the 
omission  of  such  passages  (which  have  been  the  subject  of  conversation 
between  the  Chief  and  the  sub-Committee),  the  publication  of  which 
might  in  his  judgment  be  of  even  doubtful  eflfeot  upon  the  public  in* 
terest,  and  it  is  so  recommended.

The  Btib-oommitteey  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  made  b;  the 
Chief  of  the  Department  of  Justice  and  Police  to  the  Governor  and 
Executive  Council,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  carefully  read 
and  considered  the  whole  report  aforementioned,  and  recommend  that   ' 
pri&ted  copies  of  it  be  widely  circulated.  '       '        ' 

Upon  the  question  whether  any  limitation  can  be  imposed  upon  the' 
power  of  a  Convention  of  the  People,  assembled  under  our  State  Const\; 
tution  by  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  which  calls  it  together,  the.  sub- 
committee forbear  the  expression  of  any  opinion.  Into  this  question 
it  is  needless-  now  to  enter,  for  it  seems  plain  to  your  sub-committee

tained in  the  report^  especially  those  in  Part  I.,  sustaining  thi^construc*

That  tbey  have  examined  that  report,  the  report  of  the  Oeneral 
Superintendent  of  the  State  Works,  and  the  accoui^fl*  therein  referred 
to ;  from  whioh  it  appears  that  very  commendable  progress  has  beei 
\  made  in  establishing  a  foundry  and  armory  at  Greenville  Court  Hoose, 
on  behalf  of  the  State.  It  is  said  in  the  report  that  by  the  Ist  of 
October  next  the  Works  will  be  in  condition  to  cast  shot  and  shell,  aod 
soon  afterwards  to  cast  cannon,  but  not  to  make  small  ^arma  for  six 
months  afterwards,  unless  the  emergency  of  th%  service  should  require 
them  sooner,  which  could  be  dQoe  by  multiplying  labof  at  increased 
expQjti3e. 

It  is  not  contemplated  to  establish  a  first  class  armory,  but  upon  a 
•  scale  commensurate  with  State,  n^eans,  which  may  he  increased* if 
necessity  should  require  it  hereafter.

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REPORT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ENGROSSED  ORDI-  ' 

NANCES.     - 

The  Committee  on  Engrossed  Ordinances,  to  whom,  it  wes  -refenred 
to  coDsider  and  report  whether  there  are  any  portions  (and  what  por- 
tions Bpecially)  of  the  Jonrnal,  Resolutions  and  Ordinances  of  the 
.former  Sessions  of  this  Convention,  which  cannot  jet  safely  be  made 
public,  and  also  as  to  the  propriety  of  printing  the  proceedings  of  thu 
body,  respectfully  report : 

That  they  have  duly  considered  the  same,  and  on  a  careful  eiutmina- 
tion,  find  that  the  injunction  of  secrecy  hits  already,  in  the  main,  been 
removed  from  the  various  transactions  of  the  previous,  fessions  of  this 
body,,  with  the  exception  of  four  subjects,  to  which  they  invite'  the  at- 
tention of  the  Convention,  as  follows  : 

'1.  Ap  Ordinance,  adopted  on  the  dth  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1861,  ao- 
thoriaing  the  Governor,  at.  his  discr^tion,  to  subscribe  to  the  proposed 
Confederate  loan,  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  estimated  claim  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina  against  the  Confederate  Government,  for  the 
expenses  incurred  for  the  military  defence  of  the  State,  and  for  the 
cost  of  the  arms  and  munitions  of  war  which  may  be  transferred  bj 
the  State  to  the  Confederate  Government. 

2.  The  debates  of  this  Convention,  on  the  adoption  of  the  Constitn* 
tion  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America. 

8.  Aq^  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the .  removal  of  negroes  and  otbei 
,  {property  from  portions  of  tlie  State  'whiol^  mi^'  be  invaded  by  the 
enemy.  By  this  Ordinance,  a  commission  is  established  for  the  Dia- 
tricts  of  Horry,  Georgetown,  Charleston,  Colleton  §nd  Beaufort,  and  it 
is  therein  enacted  tlftt  whenever,  by, reason  of  the  proximity  of  the 
enemy,  or  in  the  view  of  the  Coinmanding  General  of  the  Confederate 
forces,  or  of  the  commission,  the  public  interests  shoij^ld  require  the  re- 
moval of  the  slaves  within  these  Districts,  the  «aid  commis^on  are  em- 
powered ajid  directed  so  to  do,  and  to  make  proper  provision  for  their 
support  and  maintenanee. 

4.  The  Report  and  Resolutions  of  Special  Committee  No.  2,  in  re- 
lation to  the  proper  action  of  the  State,  in  case  valuable  portions  of  her 
territory  should  be  pronounced  untenable  by  the  mi^itaiy  authorities. 

The  Report  expresses  in  strong  terms  the  opinion,  that  the  citj  of 
Charleston  should  be  defended  at  all  cost,  whether  of  property  or  life, 
and  to  the  last  extremity;  and  #hile  opposing  any  idea  of  its  abandoa- 
ment,  denies,  in  case  of  repulse,  the  propriety  of  its  destruction  bj 
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tbe  kands  of  its  ova  oitisens  irregpaotiTO  of  Ihe  oommaad  of  the  mili-^ 
iary  antiiorittes.    The  re^lulioiw  ippoiot  a.commbsioa  for  th^  city  of 
G&arlestooy  and  extend  the  terms  of  the^  previdtts  Ordiaanoe  to  the  jre- 
nioval  of  ihose  peisQiui  fnom  die  cUji  whOy  by  reaaoo  of  ^ge,  set  or. 
infirmity,  wen  ineapaUe  (^  taking  part  in  its  defence. 

Ydur  CMUHtittee  hare  stated,  geoetallj,  thjB  .purpost  and:  naidre  of  . 
these  Ordinances  and  Resolutions,  as -they  are  the  only  matters  of  «Jiy 
importance,  on  which  the  ieal  of  s^m^  sliill  remains. 

The  Ordiaanoes  in  relation  to  ther*.TemoTai  of  hegro  property  from 
Bistriots  likeiy  to  bet  invaded,  and  of  deftoceloss  eidsens  firom  the  oom- 
mercial  metropolis  of  the  State,  faavA  aWaady,  under  the  direction  of  this 
ConTCDtton,*  heda  ceoinuraicatiBd'to  the  Gommissiohers  appointed,  and 
by  them  to  ttie  various  ^persona  interested,  and  have  thus  gradually  been 
di£fused  khn>i^  the  diffiarent^  seotioDS  in  which  they  Were  inteoded  to  - 
operate.'  ;.•..'•. 

An  iociJirsion  into  these  Districts  and  an  attack  upon  the /City  of 
Charleston  was,  at  the  time  of  their  passage,  deemed  imminent,  and  it  . 
was  thought  that  a  sudden  public  anoouncemeQt  of  the  course  adopted 
by  this  body^  at  a  period  when  the  mind  of  the  people  was  scarcely,  pre-  * 
pared  for  it;  might  create  excitement,  and,  perhaps,  somewhat  of  con- 
fosioQ,  or  panic.  It  was  therefore,  tregavded  as  the  .better  and  more 
efficient  plan,  thal^he  same  should  be  cbmm'unicated  by  degrees  through 
the  action  of  the  OommiasioDers,  avid  by  the  informbtifia  extended  by 
them  to.  the  parties  coaoerned,  irom  time  to  time,  as  circumstances  and 
the  Qceasioa  required.  .Tbis  baa  Leen  done,  and  youx  Comniittee  now 
see  no  reason  why  the  seal  «^eerecf(i4pMII^*  be  eutiralp.lvrislli  ^sftd 
tbese  Ordinaocea  and  Resolutions  be  pobllBhed,  without  .detriment  to 
.the  State.  Thet  can  afford  no  light  to  the.  enemy,  while  they  show  the 
determination  of  our.  people  to  defend  their  soil  at  every  hasard,  aad 
to  remove  their  property  beyond  the  reach  of  any  foe.  The  peculiar 
state  of  affiirs  which  required,  their  hitherto  secrecy^  in.  the  ji»jdgmeQt 
of  your  Committee  iio  longer  exists. 

The  onJy* remaining  subject  is  in  refblenoe  to  the  debates  had  in  this 
body  oa  the  adoption  <xf  .the  CoostitutioD.of  the  Confedexate  States  .of 
America,  and  of  which,  there  jicver  was  any  record^  official  or  otherwise^ 
so  far  as  your. Committee  is  iiafoemed.  They  exist,  therefore,  alone  in 
meiaory,at  bestao  udoezt^b  guide^  and  there  remains  no  standard  by 
ivhich'with  aecuraoy .  jvhat  was  said  or  occurred  may  now  be  deter- 
mined.        ',..'.  .    /  • 

Entitled  as  this  is  to  some  weighty  yet  the  Committ^  would  not  be 
•     •    94    . 
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thereby  deterred  from  reeommending  that  these,  with  the  other  pio- 
ceediDgs  of  this  body,  be  oommanicated  to  the  l>ablio  mind,  wereitnet 
for  the  following  coDsideTation. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  greater  part  of  these  debates  oondfted 
of  statemjents  made  by  the  Delegates  of  this  State,  as  to  what 
pired  in  the  GonyeoUon  held  at  Montgomery,  in  the  State  of  4 
and  which  framed  the  Constitntion. 

That  Convention  sat  with  closed  doors.  The  debates  there  had 
under  the  injnnotiod  of  secreey,  but  with  the  privilege  to  the  TmrioBS 
Delegates  to  communicate  their  purport  to  their  respective  State  Con- 
ventions; but  likewise  in  secret  SQssion. 

The  injunction  thus  imposed  has  not  been  removed  from  the  debates 
of  the  Convention  assembled  at  Montgomery,  and  your  Committee  arc 
therefore  of  opinion  that  this  Convention  havinrg  Tecsived  and  heard 
thes^  statements  on  the  condition,  and  under  the  circumstanoes  above 
specified,  that  any  action  on  its  part  ought  not  to^precede,  bat  depend 

•  on  and. follow  that  of  the  body  from  whom  these  statements  emanated. 
So  far  as  the-acts  end  proceedings  of  this  Convention  are  oonoeraed, 
they  perceive  nothing  which  it  is  now  incompatible  with  the  public  io- 
ter^t  or  safety  to  disclose. 

.  It  has  been  thought  by  some  of  the  Committee  that  attention  should 
be  called  to  a  letter  from  Mr.  Maxcy  Gregg,  a  mem'ber  of  this  body,  in 
relation  to  the  aotion  of  the  Contention  on  the  adoption  of  the  '^Ordi* 
nance  to  strengthen  the  Executive  Department  during  the  exigencies  of 
the  present  war;''  After  the  Ordinance  had  been  adopted,  it  appeui 
.  flMiilkr^<Mtfdtes,  that  4toM|sident  anvMnesd  that  he  had  received 
a  coa.munication  from  Mr.  Gregg  in  reference  to  the  vote  whi(^  he 
would  have  given  if  present.  This  letter  was  not  road,  but,  on  motion, 
of  Mr.  D,  L.  Wardlaw,  wa»  received  and  ordered  to  be  spread  on  the 
Journal.  The  letter  is  of  some  length,  and  not  only  intiihates  the  vote 
-  which  would  have  been  given,  biit  refers  to  matters  which  have  never 
been  before  this  body  for  its  considen^on.  It  is  therefore  reeom* 
mended  that  the  ordet*  to  spread  the  letter  upon  the  journal  be  resoinded, 
and  that  the  letter  le  filed  with  the  proooedings  of  this  body,  and  that 
the  injunction  of  secrecy  be  removed  therefrom.    . 

The  sulject  of  publication  having  been  also  referred,  the  -pceeeeee 
of  Uie  Committee  on  Printing  was  requested,^and  a  oonferenoe  had,  the 
result  of  whioh  will  appear  in  the  resolutions  hereafter  appended. 

*  Your  Committee  therefore  recoriimendfor  the  adoption  of  the  Con- 
vention, the  following  resolutions :

On  a  Resolution  directing  inquiry  as  to  matter  now  requiring  modifici- 
*  tion  or  repeal. 

The  Committee  on  tb^  OoBBl&tatioB,  to  ithom  wm  referred  a  resolu- 
tion directing  them  to  inquire  and  reportr  Whether  there  are  anj  Ordi- 
nances or  changes  in  die  fundamdntai  Ooostitatioii?  enacted  bj  this 
body,  which  should  now  be  modified  or.rqiealed,  beg  leave  to  report: 

That  they  have  with  care  examined  the  subject  committed  to  them, 
and  although  the  time  tsken  by  them  has  .been  ihort^  Aey  beliete  that 
they  have  attained  aoemate  oonolnsions. 

In  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina^  as  ratified  in  this 
Convention,  April  8ih,  1861,  there  is  nothing  which  now  requires  the 
attention  of  the  Convention  besides,  the  .particnlars  mentioned  in  the 
,  Ordinance  herewith  snbnatted ;  nor  is  there  any  enoh«  thing  in  (he 
'  Ordinances  and  resolutions  of  the  Convention,  adopted  at  either  of  its 
two  first  sessions,  beginning  reespectiyeiy  in  December,  I860,  and 
April,  186L  •

First:  That  all  citizens  of  this  State,  who,  at  the, date  of  the  Ordl-

Carolina,  be,  and  they  are  h.ereby,  appointed  to  hold,  under  the  Govern- 
ment  of  this  State,  exclusive  of  any  farther  connection  whatever  with 
the  Federal  Government  .of  the  United  States,  the  .  same  offices  tbej 
now  fill,  until  otherwise  directed,  and  to  receive  the  same  pay  and

Second :  That  until  this  Convention,  or  the  General  Assembly,  shall 
othetwise  provide,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  to  all  vacancies  which 
may  occur  in  suph  offices.  *

General  Assembly,  the^evenue,  collection  and  navigation  laws  of  the

Fourth :  That  all  vessels  bailt  in  Souths  Oarolina,  or  elsewhere,  and 
owned  to  the  amount;  of  one-third  by  a  citizen  or  citizens  of  South  Caro- 
lina, or  any  of  the  slayeholding  commonwealths  of  North  America,  land 
commanded  by  a  citizen  thereof,  and  no  x>ther,  shall  be  registered  as 
Tcssels  of  South  Carolina,  uncfer  the  authority  of  the  Collector  and 
Naval  Officer.  ^ 

Fifth :  That  all  the' official  acts  of  the  officers  aforesaid,  in  which  it 
ia  usual  and  prop^  to  «et  forth  the  authority  under  whicb  they  act,  or 
the  style  of  documents  fssued  by  them,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  in  the 
name  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina.

That'  the  Governor  shall  have  power  to  receive  aml>assador8,  miniB- 
ters,  consuls,  and  agents  from  foreign  powora;  to  appoint  such  agents, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund,  as  in  bis  discretion  he  may 
choose  to  employ;  to  conduct  negotiations  with  foreign  powers;  to 
make  treaties,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  die  Senate,  pro- 
vided two- thirds  of  the  Senators  present  agree ;  to  nominate,  and  bj 
and  with  the*  advice  and  consent  of  ,the^  Sekiate,  to  appoint,  such  anf* 
bassadors,  other  public  ministers  and  consuls,  as  the  General  Assembly

No  person  shall  hold  the  office 
of  Governor,  and  any  other  office  or  commission,  civil  or  military  (ex- 
cept in  the  militia),  either  in  this  State,  or  under  the  Confederate 
States  of  America,  or  either  of  them,  or  under  any  other  power  at  ose 
and  the  same  time.  Section  5.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the 
Governor,  or  his  removal  from  office,  death,  resignation,  or  removal 
from  the  State,  the  Lieutenant  (Tovernor  shall  succeed  to  his  office.

To  alter  and  amend  the  Tenth  Section  bf  ffe  First  Article  of  ihe 

Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina. 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  nov 
met  and  sitting  in  General  Assembly,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  That  the  tenth  Section  of  the  first  Article  of  the  Constitatioa  of 
this  State  be  sTltered  and  amended,  to  read  as  follows :  Senatora  and 
Members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  chosen  on  the  Tues- 
day after  the  second  IBonday  in  October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every 
second  year  thereafter,  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  as  are  berein 
directed,  and  shall  meet  on  the  fourth  Monday  in  November,  annitaily, 
at  Columbia  (which  shall  remain  the  seat  of  Government  until  otho-- 
wise  determined  by  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  both 'branches  of 
the  whole  representation),  unless,  the  casualties  of  war,  or  contagions 
disorders,  should  render  it  unsafe  to  meet  there;  in  either  of  whieh 
cases,  the  Governor  or  Copimander-in-Chief  for  the  time  being  may, 
by  proclamation,  appoint  a  more  secure  and  convenient  place  of  meet- 
ing: Provided^  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  is 
to  apply  to  those  Senators  whose  term  of  office  will  not  expire  oa  the 
second  Monday  in  October^  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty -two.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  provide  for  the  Removal  of  Negroes  and  other  Property  from  por- 
tions of  the  State  which  may  be  Invaded  by  the  Enemy. 

We,  (he  People  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina j  in,  Convention  at- 
semlkdj  do  declare  and  ordain^  and  it  is  herebf/  declared  aaid  or- 
dained: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  fully  accomplishing  the 
objects  of  this  Ordinance,  there  shall  be  elected,  by  this  Convention, 
a  Commission  of  three  citizens  for  each  of  the  DistHcts  of  Horry, 
Georgetown,  Charleston,  Colleton  and  Beaufort;  and  the  citizens  con- 
stituting such  Commission  shall  be  fully  authorized  to  exercise  the 
powebs  hereinafter  provided  for  the  said  Commission. 

Sec.  2.  That  whenever  there  shall  be  reason  to  believe  that  any 
portion  of  the  State,  not  now  in  the  actual  possession  of  the  enemy, 
may  come  into  his  possession,  or  the  Commanding  General  of  the  Con« 
federate  forces  shall  notify  any  one  of  the  said  Commissions  that  a  re- 
moval of  the  slaves  within  the  District  of  said'  Commission,  or  any 
portion  thereof,  b  necessary  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  his  mili- 
tary duties,  or  it  shall  appoar  to  the  said  Commission  that  such  removal 
is  otherwise  required  by  the  public  interest,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Commission  for  the  District  in  which  such  portion  of  the  State  may  be,, 
to  notify  all  persons  therein  residing  and  owning  negroes,  or  having 
them  in  charge,  forthwith  to  remove  and  take  with  them,  beyond  a 
line  to  be  designated  by  the  Commissioners,  such  negroes  and  such  other 
property  to  them  belonging  or  hi  their  charge,  as  it  may  be  practicable 
to  carry  with  them.  And  for  such  removal  th^  said  Commission  shall 
give  such  aid  as  may  bo  necessary,  and  it  can  command.  Atid  if  any 
person  or  persons,  residing  in  such  portions  of  the  State>  and  there 
owning  or  having  negroes  in  charge,  shall,  after  having  received  from 
the  B&\i  Commission  the  notice  before,  mentioned,  refuse  or  .neglect  to 
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rempve  and  take  Tvith  tbem  such  negroesi  it  sHall  tken  be  the  dn^  o( 
the  said  CommiasioQ  to  compel  the  sempval  of  such  negroes.  And  the 
said  Commission  shall,  in  all  cases  whero  it  may  be  neoessaiy,  ftpplj 
to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  jnilitarj  forces  in  the  District,  for 
such  aid  as  may  be  requisite  for  the  removal  of  any  negroes,  and  ooa- 
duoting  them  to  a  place  of  safety. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Commission;  in  all  cases  of 
rempval  of  negroes  under  tlfis  Ordinance,  to  cause  to  be  carried  and 
removed  with  suth  negroes^  if  practicable,  so  much  of  the  proTisioiis 
which  belong  to  the  owner  or  owners,  or  persons  having  charge  of  such 
negroes,  as  will  (^.necessary  for  their  support,  or  to  sell  the  tt^me  and 
apply  the  proceeds  to  the  support  of  such  negroes. 

Sec.  4.  In  all  cases  whcte  the  owner^or  owners,  or  persons  having 
charge  of  negroes  to  be  removed  under  this  Ordinance,  shall  have  pre> 
pared  or  provided  a  place  or  places  to  which  such  negroes  can  be  car- 
ried, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Commission  to  give  to  the  owner 
or  owners,  or  persons  having  charj^e  of  sueh  negroes,  such  aid  fnr  tbeir 
removal  as  may  be  necessary,  and  the  Commission  can  copamand.  And 
if  the  owner  or  owners,  or  persons'  having  charge  of  negroes  to  be  re- 
moved under  this  Ordinance,  shall  not  have  prepared  or  provided  any 
place  or  places  to  which  such  negroes  can  be  carried,  it  shall  then  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  Commission  to  cause  such  negroes,  with  the  pro- 
visions for  their  support,  to  bp  removed  and  carried  to  &uch  plac^  or  ' 
places  as  the  said  Coratiiissitm  shall  or  may  procure,  with  the  consent 
of  the  owner  or  owners  of  such,  place  or  places,'  and  upon  suohi  terms 
as  may  bo  agreed  upon  for  the  use  and  occupation  of  such  place  or 
places.  And,  Upon  the  removal  of  the  pegroes  and  provisions,  if  any, 
to  such  place  or  places,  they  shall  be  no  longer,  under  the  charge  of  the 
said  Commission,  but  shall  be  restored  to  the  control  of  the  owner  or 
owners,  or  persons  entitled  to  the  charge  of  them. 

Seo.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Commission,  without  delay, 
to  procure  and  provide  places  te  which  ne^groes  may  be  earned  nnder 
this  Ordinance.  And  to  such. of  these  places  as  may  be  considered, 
best  for  that  purpose,  it  shall  be  the  duty,  also,  of  the  said  Oommissica, 
.  to  cause  to  be  carried,  and  there  safely  kept,  such  supplies  of  provi- 
sions as  the  said  Commission  may,  and  is  hereby,  authorised  ta 
purchase.'  And  such  supplies  of  pixymions,  at  such  places,  shall  be 
constdered  public  granaries,  to  be  used  under  the  authority  of  the  said 
Commission^  for  the  support  6f  negroes  removed  under  this  OrdiaaBee; 
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and: whose  owner  or  ownera,  or  petBOBB  in  oharge  of  tbem^are  naabie 
otherwise  to  provide  for  their  support. 

Seo.  6.  Whenever*  the  owner  or  owners,  or  persims  in  ehafge  of 
negroes  remoVed  under  this  Ordinance,  shall  be  unable  to  employ  thAn 
at  the  place  or  places  to  which  they  have  been  removed,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  Commission  to  confer  with  the  Executive  Authority  of 
this  State  ee  to  the  employment  which  can  be  given  to  such  negroes, 
on  the  public  works  or  in  the  j^ublic  service  of  the  Stat^,  or  in  any 
other  manner  by  which  the  expense  of  their  removal  or  support  can 
be  saved.  And,  in  all  such  cases,  the  owner  or  owners,  -or  persons  in 
oharge  of  such  negroes,  if  practicable,'  shall  be  consulted  as  to  the  em- 
ployment of  such  negroes,  and.  all  such  regulations  shall  be  made  for 
their  safety  and  protection  as  sucli  owner  or  owners,  or  persons  in 
oharge  of  such  negroes,  shall  reasonably  suggest. 

Sec.  7-  Tlie  said  Commission  shall  maintain  frequent  coranunioa- 
tiotts  with  the  -Commanding  General  of  the  Confeden^e  forces  within 
this  State,  that  it  may  be  constantly  informed  of  the  necessity  which 
pay,  from  time  to  time,  exist  or  arise  for  its  exercise  of  the  powers 
herein  given  and  its  discharge  of  the  .duties  hereby  imposed. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  Commission  shall  keep  a  record  of  aH  its  proceed- 
ings under  this  Ordinance,  and  report  the  same  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  this  State  at  its  next  annual  meeting;  unless,  previous  to  that 
time,  this  Convention  shall  be  again  assemlbled.  And,  if  so,  such  re- 
port shall  then  be  made  to  this  Convention. 

Sec.  9.  When  any  sum  of  cioney  shall  be  expended  by  or  under 
the  authority  of  the  Commisj^ions  herein  provided  for,  in  the  removal 
or  support  of  the  slaves  or  in  the  Tomoval  of  the  produce  or  other  prop- 
erty of  any  person,  there  shall  be  a  specific  lien  upon  tho  said  slaves 
of  such  person  for  the  repayment  of  the  said  sum  of  moniey  after  the 
termination  of  the  existing  w&r^  whichr  lien  may  be  siyumarilv  eur 
forced  by  seizure  and  sale. 

Seo.  10.  That  each  Commission  are  hereby  authorized  to  draw  upon 
the  Treasury  of  the  State  for  the  sums  of  money  which  may  be  neces- 
sary to  enable  then)  to  execute  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance;  and 
that  the  Legislature  be  directedto  provide  ways  and  means  to  reim- 
burse the  Treasury.  - 

Sec.'  11.  That  in  the  event  of  any  vacancy  in  said  Commission,  the 
Commission  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  12.  That  all  corporations  and  owners  of  ferries,  whose  means

tant and  Inspector  General  of  the  State,  setting  forth  the  number  of 
Degrees. under  the  charge  of  (he  sai^  Overseer,  and  the  situation  of 
the  plantation.  And  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  Oenenil  may  there* 
upon  make  an  order  exempting  such  Overseer  from  militia  duty,  except 
a»  an  alarm  man,  and  furnish  also  such  Overseer  with  a  copy  of  the 
order. 

Seo.  2.  The  order  of  the  Adjutant  General  shall  be  given  where 
the  number  of  slaves  exceeds  fifteen  working  hands,  and  the  owner  or 
other  person  having  charge  of  the  plantation  is  absent  in  the  service  of 
the  State;  oris  above  the  age  of-six4y  yekrs,  or  is  decrepid  or  a  female; 
and  in  general  wherever  of  fifteen  or  more  slaves  there  is  no  white  male 
left  for  protection  iind  government  besides  the  Overseer;  but  in  no 
case  shall  the  order  exempt  the  Overseer  from  the  performance  of  or- 
dinary militia  duty,  from  patrol  duty,  or  from  any  police  duty  which 
may  be  required  of  him.

*  Sec.  1.  That  no  part  of  the  militia  law  shall  stand  in  the  way  of  the 
power  of  the  Governor  and  Council  to  organize  and  call  into  sorvice 
any  portion  of  the  militia  of  this  State,  in  such  manner  and  under  such 
regulations  a^  may  seem  most  exped\ent.  \ 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Regiment  in  Charleston,  lately  known*  as  the  Re- 
servee,  be  made  a  part  of  the  militia  of  the  State,  under  the*  same 
name,  with  the  same  organ izatioti,  and  the  same  officers  as  th'ey  re- 
cently had,  who  shall,  take  rank  from  the  date  of  the  commissions 
which  were  irregularly  given  them ;  and  the  said  Regiment  are  at- 
tached to  the  Fourth  Brigade  of  Militia  Infantry :  Provided ^  That 
before  the  twentieth  day  of  the  present  month  the  Regiment  shall  arm 
itself  and  report  to  the  Brigadier  Qeiieral  of  said  Brigadb:  And 
pi^^vided,  That  no  person  shall  be  enrolled  in  said  Reg'ment,  except 
thos^  who,  by  the  Act  of  Assembljf,  ratified  the  seventh  day  of  Decem- 
ber, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  are  exempt  from  all 
militia  duty,  or  from  ordinary  militia  duty.

company  among  such  of  the  other  companies  of  the  .Regiment  as  are 
weakest  in  cumber,  in  which  they  shall  be  obliged  to  serve,  .as  if  they 
^  had   originally  joined  them:  Provided,  That   no  volunteer  company 
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flhaU  have  more  than  eighty  privates,  besides  the  nsaal  number  of  offi- 
cers and  noD-commissiooed  oficcrs,

•For  strengthening  the  Executive  Department  during-  the  exigendies  of 
the  present  War.  • 

We;  the  People  of  (lie  State  of  South  Carolina^  in  Convention  aS" 
semhleJ,  do  declare  and  ordain^  qnd  it  u  h^rebjf  declared  and  ordained^ 
as  follows : 

Seo.  1.  Until  the  prcsent-war  between  the  Confederate  States  of 
America  and  the  United  States  shall >  have  been  terminated,  and  the 
forces  raised  in  this  State  for  .the  prosecution -thereof  shall  have  been 
disbanded,  or  until  it  shall  be  otherwise  ordained  by  the  People  in  Con- 
vention, the  Gc^ernOr  shall  be  assistod,  as  is  Jier6inaftcr  directed,  in 
the  discbarge  of  the  duties  imposed,  aqd  in  the  exercise  of  tho  powers 
conferred  upon  him  under  tho  Constitution  and  laws  6(  this  State,  or 
the  Qrdinanoes  of  this  Convention,  by  a  Council,  to  be  called  th^ 
Executive  Council,  which  shall  consist  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  and 
uiree  other  citizens  of  the  State,  "to  be  chosen  by  this.  Convention  by 
ballot,  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  •election  being  necessary 
to  a  choice.  .       •  •  '  ^ 

Seo.  2.  The  Governor  and  the  Executive' Council,  acting  together,  shall . 
have  power  to  declare  martial  law'to  such   extent,  in  such  places,  and 
at  such  times,  as  shall  be  required  by  tho  exigency  of  public  affair^-;  to 
arrest  and   detain  all  disloyal  or  disaffected  persons,  whose  being  at  • 
large  they  shall  deem  inconsistent  wi^h  tho  public  safety ;  to  order  and 
enforce  (subject  to  the  owner's  right  to  receive  due  compensation  ffom 
the  State)  such  disposition  of  private  property  or  appropriation  thereof 
for  public  uses  as  the  public  good  shall  appear  to  them  io  require;  to 
make,  and  cause  to  be  executed,  all  suph  orders,  regulations  and.  ar- 
rangements, as  they  shall,,  from  time  to  time,  find  experiient  for  bringing 
into  service,  organizing  and  supporting,  the  whole,  or  any  part,  of  the    i 
100  ^  •.    ' 
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population  of  the^tat^/to  be  jemplojed  in  the  public  service^and,  abo, 
for  niaiDtaioing  such  efficient  police  as  shall,  bj  them,  be  thought 
necessary ;  to  make,  procure  or  employ  anuB,  munitions  of  war,  and 
whatever  else  may  be  required  for  the  defence  of  the  State ;  to  oonstf- 
tute  and  appoint  sueh  agents  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  more  efficient 
execution  of  the  powers  hereby  confided  to  them ;  for  these  purposes  to 
draw  money  from  the  public  Treasury,  the  Treasurers  beinp^  bound  to 
pay  theic  drafts  from  any  money  in  the  Treasury }  to^make  all  such 
^nominatioDS  and  appointments  to  military  offices  as  the  0overnor  has 
heretofore  b^eo  authorized'  to  make ;  to  fill  al^  offices  and  appointments 
where  there  is  any  vacancy  for  default  of  action  by  the  Legislature  or 
other  appointing  power,  or  for  default  of  any  provision  by  law  of  the 
mode  pf  appointment/  and  to  fill,  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  People 
in  Convention,  any  vacancy  which  may  occ^r  in  the  Council  by  rea>oa 
of  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  the  State,  of  any  one  of  the 
three  members  thereof  chosen  by  the  Convention. 

Seo.  3.  In  the  discharge  of  all  his  duties  and  the  exercise  of  all  his 
powers,  not  hereinbefore  enumerated,  the  Governor  is  auth<»ixed  te 
consult  the  Council,  and  to  require,  if  need  be,  its  advice  in  wrilinp 
Seo.  4.  The  Governor  and  Executive  Council  may,  atthdr  discre- 
tion, arrange  some  or  all  of' the  business  to  be  done  by  them,  iDt4» 
different  departments,  assign  eai^h  department  to  one  or  more  memberi 
of  the  Council^ and  make,  rules  for  the  managen^nt  of  a  department 
orx)ther  business.  Acts  done  by  either  of  the  departments,  in  con- 
forn)ity  to  rules  or  orders  established  by  the  Governor  and  CouniriL 
shall  be  valid,  but  shall  \>o  always  subject  to  the  control  of  t]^«  Gov- 
ernor and  Council.  • 

^  Seo.  5..  The  Governor  shall  have  access  to  the  boeks  and  papen  of  * 
every  department,  and  the  'opportunity  of  being,  at  all  times/  fully 
informed  of  th^  condition  pf  its  business;  reports  to  him  ahajl  be 
made  by  the  heads  of  departments,  when  ha  may  require  them;  and 
•  he  shall  communicate  to  this  Convention  and  to  the  General  Assembly, 
at  every  meeting  of  either  body,  ^11  information  concerning  the  trans- 
actions of  the  Council  and  the  condition  of  every  department. . 

SeOi  Q.  If  there  should  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Goversor^  the 
Lieutenant  Governor;  having  succeeded  to  that  offico^  shall  discharge 
the  duties  herein  required  of  the  Governor ;  and  the^President  of  the 
Senate,  having  .succeeded  to  the  office  of  lieutenant  Governor^  shall 

B  become  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council.

6eo.  7 .'  Tbe  Governor  (or  if  he  be  necessarily  absent,  the  Lieutenant 
GovemoY,)  andl  any  two  of  the  members  of  CounoiT  elected  by  this 
CoDYention,^hall  be  sufficient  to  constitute  a  quorum ;  aud  the  concur- 
rence of  a  majority  of  all  present,  there  being*  a  quorum,  shall  hi  re- 
quired for  Ihe  validity  of  any  action  in  which  the  Governor  and  Coun-. 
cil  are  required  to  act  conjointly.  If  by  vacancies,  the  Council  should 
be  reduced  to  twf  or  only  one,  the  Governor  for  the  time  being,  with 
those,  two  or  that  one,  shall  be  sufficient  to  fill  the  xAoaAcies  tfi  the 
places  of  members  chosen  by  this  Convention,  until  the  next  m^eeting  of 
the  Conveotioq.  '  '         * 

Sec.  8.  The  Governor  B^d  Council  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  for  this  purpose  the  Special  Private  Secretary  of  the 
•Governor  ^hall  be  their  Secretary  without  additional  pay.  This  record 
shall  especially  show  •  the  reasons  for  every  arrest  made  by  their 
authority  Any  one  of  them  shall  have  the  privilege  of  filing  and  thus 
preserving  as  part  of  the  record,  his  dissent  from  their  action  in  any 
matter.  On  the  first  day  of  each  meeting  .of  the  People  in  Convention, 
the  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Governor  and  Council  had  prior 
thereto,  shall  be  laid  before  such  Convention,  and  the  said  proceeding:^ 
^ball  be  subject  to  review,  and  to^  repeal,  or  stich  modification  by  the 
Convention  as  to  it  shall  seem  proper.  •>    . 

Sso.  9.  The  first  meeting  of  the  Governor  and  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil shall  be  had  within  seven  days  after  the  adjournment  of  the  present 
sitting  of  this  Convention,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  fixed  lE>y  the 
Governor,  of  whidh  he  shall  give  notice  to  each  member.  Afterfni^ds 
their  meetings  shall  be  regulated  by  their  own  ordeqs  and  adjourn^- 
memts.'  •     •  * 

Seo.  10.  Enish  member  of  the  Council  shall  receive  an  annual  sahry 
of  two  thousand  dollars,  p:ry able  quarterly  out  of  the  Treasury  upon  the 
draft  or  order  of  the  Governot. 

Sec.  11.  The  President  of  the  Convention,  if  in  his  opinion  the 
pablio  exigencies  shall  require,  oi*  if  he  shall  bo  requested  in  writing  so 
to  do  by  any  twenty  members  of  tBe  Convention,  shall  by  notice  under 
his  hand  du^  published,  assemble  this  Convention,  without  delay;  at  a 
time  an'd  place  to  be  by  bim^xed,  and  he  shall  appoint  a  Committee  of 
five  members  of  the  Convention,  a  majority  of  whom,  or  the  survivors 
or  survivQr  of  such  majority,  shall,  in  case  of  the  death,  resignation  or 
disqualification  of  the. President,  have  the  like  authority  and  be  under 
the  like  obligation  to  assemble  the  Convention  and  appoint  a  time  and 
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place  for  its  meeting;  but  neither  the  PiFesident  of  the  ConveDtioii  nof 
any  member  of  the  said  Committee  i^all  be  a  member  of  tho  Executive 
CounciL  •  .  .

To  amend  an  Ordinance  entitled  ''An  Ordinance  for ^treDgtheniog the 
Executive  Department  during  the  exigencies  of  the  present  war.'' 

We,  the  People  of  the  State  of  S^nUh  Carolina,  in  Convention  assent 
,bled,  do  declare  and  ordain,  and  it  it  herebif  dedartd  and  ordained: 

That  the  <'  Ordinance  for  strengthening  the  Executive  Department 
during  the  exigencies  of  the  present  war,"  ratified  in  Convention  on  the 
seventh  day  of  January,  A  D.  1862,  shall  be  amended  as  follows  r 

Sec.  1.  The  term  of  office  of  those  members  of  the  Executive  Coun-' 
oil  who  were  chosen  by  ^his  Convention  shall  ex{)ire  on  the  second 
Monday  in  Decembei^  next,  and  the  vacancies  thus  occurring  may  be 
filled  by  the  General  Assembly,  by  joint  ballot  of  the  two.  houses,  any 
free  white  adult  male  citizen  being  eligible^  and  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  cast  being  neecessary  to  an  election.  .  • 

Sso.  2.  Tiie  Governor  shall  communicate  to  the  General  Assembly, 
on  the  first  day  of  the  next  session  thereof,  fhll  information  conoemfog 
the  transactions  of  the  Council  from  the  first  day  of  the  present  session 
of  thts  Convention  until  the  time  of  the  said  communication,  and  also 
of  the  condition  of  every  Department,  and  shall  lay  before  the  General  • 
'Assembly  the  record  of  all  the  ^proceedings  of  the- Governor  and  Council 
during  the  same  time. .  This  communication  shall  especially  inform  the 
General  Assembly  of  every  instance  in  which  any  Act  of  the  Geneial 
Assembly  has  been,  or  shall  have  been;  print  to  that  time,  modified  or 
suspended  by  thd  action  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  the  reasons 
therefor,  and  the  General  Assembly  shall  have  authority  to  review, 
repeal  or  modify  such  proceedings  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  or  any 
of  them,  as  to  it  shall  seem  proper. 

Seo.  3.  The  General  A^embly  sfiall  have  power,  by  Aqt  of.  the 
Legislature,  to  modify  the  constitution  of  the  Executive  Council,  by 
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redaciDg  the  number  thereof,  or  restricting  thepowon  conferred  there- 
upon by  the  Ordinance  of  this  Convention^  or  wholly  to  abolish  the 
aaid  Executive  CounciL  .     ^ 

'8eo.  4.  This  Convention  shall  cease  and  be  dissolved  upon,  the  Ex- 
piration of  two  frill  years  from  the  date  of  its  original  organization,  to 
vdt,  on  the'l7th  day  ofDeoember  next,  at  12  o'clock,  noon,  but  may  in 
the  meantime  be  assembled  vpon  the  call  of  the  President,  or  in  ca^e  of 
his  death  or  absence  fr(yii  the  State,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act, 
by  the  Comniittee  of  five,  appointed  at  the  last  season  of  this  Conven- 
tion for  this  purpose,  or  by  a  majority  of  them,  w  the  survivois  or  sur- 
Tivor  of  such  majority,  and  shall  be  assembled  upon  the  united  demand 
in  writing  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  this  Convention  at  the  time 
of  such  demand.         .    .  \

be  subject  to  modificatipn  oc .repeal  by  the  General  Assembly,  tckwit: 

1^  '"  An  Ordinance  to  Exempt"Overseers  from  the  rerformanop  of 
.     jMilitia  Duty." 

2.  <<  An  Ordinance  in  relation  to  a  Portion  of  the  Militia." 

8.  ''  An  Ordinance  to  Enable  Citizens  of  the  State,  who  are  en- 
gaged in  military  service,  to  Exercise  the  Right^)f  Suffrage."  And  it 
is  hereby  ordained,  that  in  its  action  concerniDg  this. Ordinance  the 
^General  Assembly  shall  have  power,  during  the  time  mentioned  in  the 
said  Ordinance,  to  disiregard  the  scventpenth  section  of  the  first  Ar- 
ticle of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  so  far  as  ts 
pcnuit  citizens  engaged  in  military  service,  to  vote  for  a  general  ele<^ 
tion  on  a  day  or  days  dilfcrent  from  the  Tuesday  mentioned  in  that 
.  section,  and  also  to  disregard  the  exception  of  ^'  non-commissioned  ofB- 
cers  and  private  soldiers  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America,"  cod- 
tained  in  the  thirteenth  section  of  the  first  Article  of  the  said  CodsU- 
tutioh,  so  far^ks  the  same  mi^ht  be  considered  to  affect  such  citiieos 
engaged  in  the  military  service  of  the  Confederate  States^  whether 
volunteers  or  conscripts. 

4.  *'  Ap  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  Removal  of  Negroes  and  other 
Property  from  portions  of  the.  State  which  may  be  invaded  by  the  cdo- 

^  iiiy."  And  it  is  hereby  ordained  that  the  eighth  section  of  this 
Ordinance  be  so  amended  as  to  require  the  report  therein  mentioned 
to  he  made  to  the  General  Assembly  on  the  first  day  of  every  seesioa 
thereof.^  •  *

Teforcnce  to  persons  willing  to  remove  io  autioipation  of  an  order. 
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.6.  The  BeeolutioBS  subjciaed  to  the  Report  of  tht  Special  Commit- 
tee No.  2/ which  Ilesolations  relate  to  the  removal  of-peEsons  from  the 
city  of  Charleston^  who,  by  reason  of  age,  sex  or  infii'mily,  are  ,inca- 
«pabl{  of  toking  part  in  its  defence.

In  assigning  Representatives  to  the  seve-  rrmettoii& 
ral  Districts  of  .this  State,  the  Legislature  shall  allow  one 
Representative  for  every  sixty-second. part, of  the  whole 
number  of  white  inhal)itants  in*  the  State;  and  one  Rep- 
resentative, also,  for  every  sixty-second  part  of  the  . 
whole  taxes  raised  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State.  The 
Legislature  shall  further  allow  one  Representative  for 
such  fractions  of  the  sixty-second  part  of  the  white 
inhabitants  of  the  State,  and  of  the  sixty-second  part 
of  the  taxes  raised  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State, 
as  when  added  together,  form  a  unit.

All  legislative  powers  herein  delegated  shall  be  v^ted  in  this  Con- 
gress now  assembled,  until  otherwise  ordained.

When  vacancies  happen  in  the  representation  from  any  State^  the 
same  shall  be  filled  in  such  manner  as  the  proper  authorities  of  the 
State  shall  direct. 

SECTION  IIL 

1.  The  Congress  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  eleotions,.  returns  and 
qualifications  of  its  members;  any  number  of  Deputies  from  a  majority 
of  tl\^  States  being  present,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;

1-  "Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  Congress,  shall,  before  it 
become  a  law,  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the  Confederacy;  if 
he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it;  but  if  not,  he  shall  return  it  with  his 
pbjections,  to  the  Congress,  who  shall  ent^r  the  objections  *at  large' oa 
their  journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If,  after  such  reconsideni^ 
tion,  two-thirda  of  the  Congress  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall 
become  a  law.  *  But  in  all  such  cases,  the  vote  shall  be  determined  by 
yeas  and  nays;  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and  against  the 
bill  fihall  be  entered  on  the  journal.

16.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines  imposed, 
nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishments  inflicted.  > 

17.^  The  enumeration,  in  the^Cqnstitution,  of  certain  rights,  shall  not 
be  construed  to  deny  or  disparage  others  retained  by  the  people. 

18.  T}ie  powers  not  delegated  to  the  Confederacy  by  the  Constitu- ^ 
tion,  nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  States,  are  reserved  to  the  States  re- 
spectively, or  to  the  people. 

19.  The  judicial  power  of  the  Confederacy  shall  not  be  construed  to 
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extend  to  any  suit  in  law  or  equity,  corameaeed  or  proaecated  agaiast 
one  of  the  States  of  the  Confederaoy,  by  oiUa609*of  another  State,  or 
by  citizens  or  subjects  of  any  foreign  State.

4.  In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  President  from  office,  or  of  his 
death,  reaignatiooi  or  inability  to  diaohaige  the  poweia  and  duliesof  the 
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said  offic6  (which  iDability  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  two-thirde 
of  theCoDgrefis),  the  «an»e  shall  devolve  on  the  Vice  President;  and  the 
Oongreee  may  by  law'providefoif  the  case  of  i^pmoval^  d^th,  resignation 
or  inability,  both  of  the  President  and  Vice^  President,  declaring  what 
o£Elc^r  shall  then  act  as  President;  and  such  officer  shall  act  accord- 
ingly until  the  disability  be  removed,  or  a  President  shall  be  elected.  ' 

5.  The  President  shall  at  stated  Ximes  receive  for  hb  services,  during  ' 
the  period  of  the  Provisional  Oovernment,  a.  compensation  at  tiie  rate 
of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  per  annum  p  and  he  shall  not  receive, 
daring  that  period,  any  other  emolument  from  this  Confederacy,  o»«nj 
of  the  States  thereof. 

6.  Before  he  enter  on  the  execution  of  hiif  office,  he  shall  take  the 
following  oath  or  affirmation :     *  •  »  « 

**  I  do  solemnly  s|rear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully  execute  th>9 
office  of  Pr^ident  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America,  ^nd  will,  to 
the  best  of^uy^bility,  preserve,  protect,  and  defend  the  Constitution 
thereof.'' 

SECTION  II. 

1.  The  President  shall  be  Commander  in*Chief  of  the  Arm^  ^nd 
Navy  of  the  Confederacy,  and  of  the  Militia  of  the  several  Statdb,  when 
eallod  into  the  actual  service  of  the  Confederacy ;  he .  may  require  the 
opiuioft  in  writing,  of  the  principal  officer  in  each  of  the  Executive' 
Depaitments,  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective, 
offices ;  «and  he  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons  for  of- 
fences against  the  Confederacy,  except  in  oaaes  of  impeachment.. 

2.  He  shAll  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  conaent  of  the 
Congress,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two-thirds  of  the  Congress  concur: 
and  he  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Congress,  shall  appoint  ambassadors,  other  public  ministefs  and  oonsul», 
Judges  of  the  Court,  and  all  other  officers  of  the  Confederacy  whose 
appQintmentk  are  not  tierein  otherwise  prodded  fqr,  and  Which  shall  be 
established  by  law.  But^the  Congress  may,  by  law,  vest  the  appoint* 
ment  of  such  inferior  officers  as  they  think  proper  in  the  President 
alone,  in  the  courts  of  law,  or  in  the  heads  of  dqmrtments. 

*.8.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  fill  up  all  vacancies  that  may 
happen  during  the  lecess  of  the  Congress,  by  granting  cotimissions 
which  shall  expire  at*the  end  of  their  next  session. '  •

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SECTION  xn. 

1.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to'tbe^Gongress  iofonnatioD  of 
the  state  of  the  Confederacy,  and  recommend  to  their  eoDsideration 
such  roeasnres  as  he  shall  jndge  necessary  and  expedient;  be  may,  on^^ 
ex{riEU)rdinary  occasions,  convene  the  Congress  at  snch  time  as  he  shall 
think  proper  ;  he  shall  receive  ambassadors  and  other  public  ministers;

acd.  shall,  until  otherwise  provided  by  the  Congress,  exercise  the  power 
and  authority  vested  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States  in  the^  Judges  <^ 
the  District  and  Circuit  Courts  of  the  United  States,  for  thai  State,  asd 
shall  appoint  the  times  and  places  at  whioh  the  Courts  shall 'be  held. 
Appeals  may  be.  taken  directly  from  the  Disttibt  Courts  to  the  Supreme

1.  All  legislative  powers  herein  delegated  shall  be  vested  in  a  Con- 
gress of  the  Confederate  States,  which  shall  considt  of  a  Senate  'and 
House  of  Representatives. « 

:     .  BfXITION  II. 

1.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed  ,of  Members 
chosen  every  second  year  by  the  people  of  the  several  States;  and  the 
electors  in  each  State  shall  be  citizens  of  the  Confederate^  States,  And 
have  the  qualifications  requisite  for  electors  of  the  most  numerous 
branch  of  the  SState  Legi^ature  ;  but  no  person  .of  foreign  birth,  not  a 
citizen  of  the  Con  federate  ^States,  shall  be  alleged  to  vote  for  any 
officer,  civil  or  ^Ijtieal,  State  or  federal. 

2.  Mo  person  shall  be  a  Representative  who  shall  not  have  attained 
the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  and  be  a  citizen  of  the  Confederate. States, 
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and  who  'shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an.  iahabitant  of  that  State  is 
which  he  alkali  be  chosen.  \ 

3.  Repreeentativeis  and  direct  taxdi  shall. be  apportioned  among  iht 
several  States  which. may  be'  included  within  this  Oonfedeiacy,  accord- 
ing to  their  fdapective  numbers — which  shall  be  determined  by 
adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons,  including  those  bound  to 
service  for  a  term  of  jears,  and  ezdadiog  Indians  not  taced,  three- 
fifths  of  all  slaves.  The  actaal^ennm oration  shall  be  made  within  three 
years  after  the  first  meeting  of  the  Congress  of  the  Sonfederate  Stata, 
and  within  everjr  subsequent  t^rm  of  ten  years,  in  such  manner  as  t^ej 
shall,  bylaw,  direct.  The  number  of  Representatives  shall  not  exceed 
onp  for  every  fifty  thousand,  but  each  State  shall  have,  at  least,  one 
.Representative I  and  until  such  enumen^iota  shall  be  miide,  the  State 
of  South  Carolina  shall  be  entitled  to  choose  six,  the  State  of  Geor;^ 
ten,  the' State  of  Alabama  nine,  the  State  of  Florida  two,  the  State  of 
Mississippi  seven,  the  State  of  Louisiana  six,  and  the  State  of  Tezai

'  4.  Whe.n  vacancies  happen  in  the  representation  from,  any  State,- the 
^Executivd  authority  thereof  shall  isbue  w^itB  of  election  to  fill  such 
vacancies. 

5.  The  House  of.  Represeptatives  shall  choose  their  Speaker  and 
other  offipers,  and  shall  have  thie  sole  power  of  impeachment*;  exoept 
that  any  judicial  or  other  federal  officer,  resident  and  actipg  solely 
within  the  limits  of  any  State,  may  be  impeached  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds 'of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature  thereof^ 

SEGUON   III. 

1.  The  Senate  of  the  Confederate  States  slytU  be'composed  of  two 
Senators  from  each  State,  chosen,  for  six  years  by  the  Legislature 
thereof,  at  th^  regular  session  next  immediately  preceding  the  com- 
mencement of  the  term  of  service;  and  eacH  Senator  shall  have  one 
vote.  • 

.  2.  Immediately  after  they  shall  be  assembled,  in  consequence  of  the 
first  eleo^on,  tM^  shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  maybe  into  tliree 
elasefcs.  The  setts  uf  the  Senators  of  the  first  ckss  shall  be  vacated  at 
the  expiration  of  the  second  year ;  of  the  second  class  at  the  ekpiim- 
tion  of  the  fourth  yeigrj  and  of  the  third  class  at  the  expiration *of  the 
sixth  year;  so  that  one-third  may  be  chosen  every  second,  year;  and  if 
vacancies  happen 'by  resignation,  or  otherwise,  during  the  reoesaof  the 
Legislature  of  any  @ti|te,  the  Executive  thereof  niiay  make  tempomy 
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appoiDtmentfl  antil  the  nezfc  meeting  of  the  Legiskture^  wtiioh  shall 
then  fill  aaoh  TaoaDcies.  '  • 

8.  No  person  shall  be  a. Senator  whcr shall  not  have  attained  t1ie  age 
of  thirty  jrears,  and  be  a  citizen  of  the  Confederate  States ;  and  who 
shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  inhabitant  ot^  the  State  for  'whioh  he 
shall  be  chosen. 

4.  The  Vice  President  bf  the  Confederate  States  shall  be  President 
of  the  Senate ;  but  shall  have  no  vote,  unless  thej  be  equally  divided. 

5.  The. Senate  shall  choose 'their  other  officeiis ;  'and  also  a  President 
pro  tempore. in  the  absence- of  ^e  Vice  President,  or  when  he  shall 
exercise  the  office  of  President  of  the  Confederate  States. 

6.  The  Senitte  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeackmeiits. 
.When  sitting  for  that  pjirpose,  they  shall  be  on  dath  or  affirmation. 

When  the  President  of  the  Confederate  States  is.  tried,  the  Chief' 
Justice  shall  preside ;  and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the 
concurrence  of  two- thirds  of  the  Members  present. 

7.  Judgment  in  oases  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  further  than 
to  removal  from  office,  and  disquaiificatton^to  hold  and  enjoy  any  office 
of  honor,  trust  or  profit  under  the  Confederate  Sta^ ;  but  the  party 
convicted  shall,  nevertheless,  be  liable  and  subject  to  indictment^  trial,

r.  The  times,* pUices  and  manner  of.  holding  elections  for  Senators

8.  Each  House  shall  keep  U  journal  of  its  pncK^eedings,  and  fron& 
tipe  tp  time  publish  the  same,  excepting  such  parts  as  mttf  in  their 
judgment  require  secrecy;, and  the  yeas  and  najs  of  the  Members  of 
either  House,  o^  any  question,  shall,  at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of  .those 
present,  be  entered  on  the  journal.  < 

4.  Neither  House,  duriog  the  session  of  Congress,  shall,  without  the 
consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  4<^ys,  nor  to  an^  other

1.  The  Senators  lind  Representatives  shall  receive  a  compeDsation 
for  their  services,  to  be  ascertained  by  law,  and  paid  jout  of  the  treasury 
of  the  Confederate  States.  They,  shall,  in  ftll  oases,  except  treason, 
felony  and  breach  of  4he  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during  their 
att^dance  at  the  session  of  their  refpective  Houses,  and  in  going  to 
and  retdrning  from  the  same ;  and  for*any  speech  or  debate  in  either 
House  they  «hall  no(  be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 
.  2.  No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  time  for  which 
he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  under  the  authority  of 
the  Confederate  States,  which  shall  have  hf^xi  preated,  or  the  emolu- 
ments whereof  shall  have  been  increased  during  such  time;  and  no 
persoq  holding  any. office  under  the  Confederate  States  shall  be  a  Mem- 
ber of  either  House  during  his  continuance  in.  office.  But  Congress 
may,  by  law,  grant  to  the  principal  officer  in  each  of  the  Executive 
Departments  t^  seat  upon  the  floor  of  either  House,  with  the  privilege 
of  discussing  any  measure  appertaining  to  his  department.

1.  All  bills  for  raising '  revemie  shall  originate  in  the ,  House  of 
Representatii^es ;  but  the  Senate  may  propose  Or  concur  with  amend- 
ments as  on  other  bills. 

2.  Every  bill,  which  f^all  have  passed  both  Houses,  shall,  before  it « 
becomes  a  law^  be*  presented  to  |;he  President  ^of  the  Confederate 
States;  if  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it;  but  if  not,  he  shall  return  it, 
with  his  objections,  to  that  House  in  which  it  shall  have  originated, 
who  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  their  journal,  and  preceed  to 
reconsVler  it.     If;  after  such  reconsideration;  t^o-ihirds  of  that  House 
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slian  agree  to  pass  the  bill>  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objections, 
to  the  other  House^  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered,  and*  if 
approved  i>y  two-thirds  of  that  Hoase^  it  shall  become  a  law.  BtR,  in 
all  such  ttses,  the  votes  of  both  Houses  shall  be'  determinejd  by  yeas 
i^nd  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and  against  the  bill 
« shall  be  entered  on  the  jouroal  of  each  House,  respectively.  If  any.bill 
shall  not  be  returned  by.  the  President  within  ten  days  (Sundays  ex- 
cepted) after  it  shaD  ha^e  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  sbijl  be  a 
law,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  Congress,  by  their 
adjourgment,  pi^event  its  return,  in  whioh^  case  it  shall  not  be  a^law. 
The  President  may  apptove  any  appropriation  and  disapprove  any  other  . 
appropriation  in  the  same  bill.  In  such  case  he  shall,  in  signing*  the 
bill,  designate  the  appropriations  disapproved,*  and  shall  return  a  copy 
of  such  appropriations,  with  his  objections,  to  the  House  ip  which  the 
bill  shall  have  .originated;  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  then  be  had 
as  in- case  of  other  bills  disapproved  by  the  President. 

8.  Every  order,  resolution  br  vote,  to  which  the  concurrence  of  both 
Ho\ises  may  be  necessary  .(except  *on  a  question  of  adjournment), 
shall  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the  Confederate  States;  and 
before  the  same  shall  take  effect,  shall  be  approved'  by  him  ;  or  being, 
disapproved  hf  }^ilbj  shall  be  repassed  by  two-thirds  of  both  Houses, 
sotordiug  to  the  rules  and  limitations  prescribed  in  case  of  a  bill. 

SECTION    VIII.      : 

The  Congress  shall  hafe  ppwer — 

1.  Talay  attd  collect  taxes,' dutrqs,* imposts  and  excises,  for  covenue 
necessary  to  pay  th*e  debts,  provide  for  *the  common  defence,  and  to 
carry  on  the^  Government  of  xHe  Confederate  States;  but  no  bounties 
shall  be  granted  from  the  treasury;  nor  shall  any  duties  or  taxes  on  im- 
porfations  from  foreign  nations  be  laid  to  promote  or  foster  any  branch 
of  industry;  and  til  duties.

3.  To  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations,  and  among  the  several' 
States,  and  with  the  Indian  tribes;  but  neither  this,  nor  any  otlier 
clause  contained  in  the  Constitution,  shall  ever  bo  construed  to  dele- 
gate the  power  to  Congress  to  appropriate  money  for  any  internal  im- 
provement intended  to  facilitate  commerce,  except. for  the  purpose  of 
furnishing  lights,  beacons  and  buoys,  aild  other  aids  to  navigati^  upon 
the  coasts,  and  the  improvement  of  harbors,  and  the.  removing  of  ob-

strttctions  in  river  nayigtitioQ,  in  all  whiob  caijes,  snoh  dptks  shall  be 
laid  on  the  navigation  faoilitatod  thereby,  as  may  be  necessaiy  to  pay 
the^ooets  and  expanses  thereof : 

4.  'fo  eBti^blish  uniform  laws  of  naturalization,  and  uniform  laws  on 
the  subject  of  bankruptcies,  throughout  the  Confederated  States;  but 
no  htw  of  Congress' shall  discharge  any  debt  contracted  before  the  pas- 
.  sage  of  the  same : 

5.*  To  coin  money,  regulate  the  value  tber^f  and  of  foreign  coin, 
and  fix  the  standard  of  weights  and  measures : 

6.  To  provide  for  the*  punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  secniities

7/  To  establish  post  offices  and  post  roules;  but  the  ezpenseff  of  the 
Post  Office  Department,  after  the  first  day  of  March,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  eighteen  hi:U]dred  and  sixty-tdree,  shall  be  paid  put  of  its  own 
rbvenmes:  •    . 

8.  To  promote  the  progre^  of  science  and  useful  arts,  by  securing, 
for  limited  times,  to  authors  and  inventors  the  exclusive  right  to  their 
respective  writings  and  discoveries: 

9.  To' constitute  tribunals  inferior  to  the  Supreme  Court: 

10.  To  define  and  {Punish  piracies  and  felonies  committed,  on  the 
high  seas,  and  offences  against  the  law  of  motions :  * 

11.  To  declare  war,  ^ant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal^  and  make- 
rules  concerning  captures  on  land  and  water: 

12.  To  raise  and  support  armies }  but  no  appropriation  of  money  to 
ihat  use  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  two  y^ars  : 

13.  To  provide  and  maintain  a  navy :   *  .  . 

14.  To  make  rules  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  Ae  hnd 
and  naval  forces:  • 

15.  To  provide  for  caUiog  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  laws  of 
the  Confederate  States,  suppress  insurrections  and  repel  invasions :  ^ 

16.. To  provide  for  organ iziog,  arming  and  disciplining  the  militia, 
And  for  governing  su^h  part  of  them  as  may  be  employed  in  the  service 
of  the  Confederate  States;  reserving  to  the  States,  respectively,  the 
appointment  of  the  officers,  and  the  authority  of  training  the  militia 
according  to  the  discipline  prescribed^ by.  Congress : 

17.  To  exercise  exclusive  legislation,  in  all  cases  whatsoever,  over

^  18.  To  make  all  laws  which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carry. ' 
ing  into  execution  the  foregoing  powers,  and  all  other  powers  vested  by 
thiS'ConstitatioQ  in  the  Ooremment  of  the  Confederate  States,  or  in   « 
any  department  or  bffic^r  thereof 

•  SECTION  li. '  ' 

1.  The  importalion  of  negroes  of  i^e  African  race,-from  any  foreign 
coiintry,'other  than  tbe  slaTeholding  States  or  Territories  of , the  United* 
States  of  America,  is  hereby  forbidden;  and  Congress  is  required  i6 
pass  such  laws  as  shall  effectually  prevent  the  same. 

2.  Congress  shall  also  have  power  to  prohibit  the  introduction  of

6.  No  tax  or  duty  shall  be  laid  on;  articles  exported  front  any  State, 
except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  Houses. 

7.  No  preference  shall  be  given  by  any  regulation  of  cbmmerce  or 
^venue  to  the  ports  of  one  State  over  tho^e  or  another.  • 

8.  No  pCioney  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury,  but  in  oonsequecce 
of  appropriations  made  by  lawj  and  a  regular  itatem^nt  and  account  of 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public  money  shall  be  published  from

9. .  Congress  shall  appropriate  no  money  from  the  Treasury  except  by

•  12.  Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of  re- 
ligion,  or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof;  or  abridging  the  freedom 
of  speech,  or  of  the* press;  or  the  right  of  the  people  peaceably  to 
assemble  and  petition  the  Government  for  a  redress  of  grievanoes. 

*  IB.  A  well  regulated  militia  being  necessary  to  the  security  of  a  tree 
State,  the  rig]^t  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  arms  shall  not  be  in- 
fringed. 

.14.  No. soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peade,  be  quartered  in  an^y  house 
without  the  consent* of.  the  owner;  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in  a  manner 
to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

-15.  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  hotisefl, 
))apei:s  and  effects,  against^unreasonable  searches  and  seizures,  shall  not 
be  violated ;  and  no  warrants  shall  issue  but  upon  probable  cause,  sup- 
ported by  oath  or  affirmatibn,  and  particularly 'describing  the  place  to

life  (^r  liinb ;  nor  be  fIdmpeHed,  in  any  criminal  case,  to  -be  a  witness 
against  himself ;  nor  be  deprived  of'lif<^,  liberty  or  property,  without 
Muo  process  of  law;  nor  shall  pritate  property  be  taken  for  public  use, 
without  just  compensation.  \     *  ♦     •      •  • 

17.  In  all  criminal  prosecution8,4the  accused  shall  enjoy  the  right  to 
a  speedy  and  public  tria),  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  State  and  Distiict' 
"wherein  %he  crime  shall  have  been  committed,  wlyoh  District  shall  hire 

been  previously  ascertained  by  law,  and  to  be  i^ormed  of  the  natare 
and  cause  of  the  accusation;  to  be, confronted  with  the'  witoesBes 
against  him ;  to  have  compulsory  process  fpr  obtaining  witnesses  in  his 
favor;  and  to  have  the  assistance  of  ooiinsel  for  his  defebce. 
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18«  Id  suits  at  eommon  law,  where  the  value  in  (BontroTersy  shall 
exceed. twenty  dollars,  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  shtill  be  preserYed;

20.  Every  Jaw  or  resolution  having  the  force  of  law,  shall  relate  to 
but  one  subject,  and  tl^at  shall  be  expressed  in  the  title.

SECXION   X. 

1.  No  State  shall  enter  into  any  .treaty,  alliance,  or  confederation; 
grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal;  coin  money;  luakQ  anything  but 
gold  and  ailver  coin  a  tender  in  payment  of  debts ;  paok  any  bill  of  at- 
tainder, or  ex  po$t  facto  law,  or  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  con- 
tracts-; or  grant  any  title  of  nobility.  " 

2.  No  State  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  lay  any 
imposts  or  duties  en  imparts  or  exports,  except  what  may  hte  absolutely 
necesSiRy  for  executyig  its  inspection  law8;^nd  the  net. produce  of  all 
duties  and  imposts,  laid  by  any^  State  on  imports  or  exports,  «hail  be  for 
thevuse  of  the  Treasury  of  the  Cpnfeiierate  States ;  and  all  such  laws 
shall  be  subject  ^o  the  f^visxon  and  control  of  Congr^iss. 

3.  No  State  shall,  without  the  consent  of  Congress,  lay  any  duty  on 
tonnage,  except  on  sea-goinp;  vessls,  for  the. improvement  of  its  rivers 
and  htfrbors  navigated  by  tlie  said  vdbsels ;  but  such  duties  shall  not 
con^ct  with  any  treaties  of  the  Confederate  States  with  foieign 
nations;  and  any  surplus  revenue,  thus  derived^  shall,  after  making 
such  improvement,  be  paid  into  the  eommon  treasury;  nor  shall  any 
k^tate  keep  troops  or  ships- of-war  in  time  of  peace,  enter  into  any 
agreement  .or  compact  with  another  State,  or  with  a  foreign  power,  or 
engage  in  war,  unless  actually  invaded,  orin  such  imminent  danger  as 
will  not  admit  of  delay.  But  when  any  river  divides  onflows  through 
two  or  more  States,  they « may  enter  into  compacts  with  each  other  to 
improve  the  navigation  thereof. 

ARTICLE  IL 

♦        SECTION   I.  .   ^  •      , 

.    I.  The  executive  power  shall  be  vested* in  a  Presidenfrof  the  Con-' 
federate  States  of  America,    fie  and  the  Vie^  President  shall  hold 
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their  offices  for  the  term  of  sit  yean ;  but  the  President  akaJl  Dot  be 
re<Sligible.  Xhe  President  aD4  Vice  Pxesident  shall  be  elected  as 
follows: 

2.  Each  State  shall  appoint,  in  sach  manner  as  the  Legislature  thereof 
may  direct,  a  number  of  electors  equal  to  the  whole  number  of  Senators 
and  Represi9Dtative6  to  which  the  State  may  be  entitled  in  the  Con- 
gress; but  no  Senator  or  Represcntatiye,  or  person  holding  an  office  of 
trust  or  profit  under  the  Confederate  States,  shall  be  appointed  an 
elector. 

,     3.  The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respect! ve^tates  and  vote  by  bal- 
lot for  Presidcntand  Vice  President,  one  of  whom,  at  least,  shall  not 
bean  inhabitant  of  the  same  State  with  tTiemseives;  they  shall  name  in 
their  ballots  thr  person  voted  for  i^  President,  and  in  distinct  ballots 
the  person  voted  fbr  as  Vice  President,  and  they  tfhall  make  distinct 
lists  of  all  persons  voted  for  as  Presideot,  and  of  all  persons  voted  for 
as  Vice  President,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each,  whioh  list 
they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  transmit,  sealed*,  to  the  scat  of  the 
OovernmenS  of  the  Confederate  States,  directed  to  the  Preaident  of  the 
Senate.-'  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  yie  presence  %>f  the 
S^nat^^and  douse  of  .Representatives,  open  all  the  certificates,  and  the    • 
votes  shall  then  be  counted  ;  the  person  having  the  greatest  nu'tuber  of 
votes  for  President  shall  be  the  President,  if  sudh  number  be  a  majority 
of  the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed;  and  if  no  such  person  have 
such  majority,  then,  from  thfi  persons  having  the  highest  numbers,  not 
exceeding  fliree,  on  the  list  of  those  voted  for  as  President,  the  House 
of  Representatives  shall  chose  immediately,  by  ballot,  the  President. 
But  in  choosing  thcx^resident,  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  States,  the 
representation. from  each  State  having  One  vote;  a  quorum  for  this  pur- 
pose shall  consist  «of  a  member  or  members  from  two-thirds  of  the 
States,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  States  shal]  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 
And  if  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  not  choose  a  President, 
whenever  the  ri^ht  of  choice  sh^ll  devolve  upon  them,  before  the  fourth 
day  of  March  next  following,  then  the  Vice  President  shall  aot  as 
President,  as  in  case  of  the  death,  or  other  constitutional  disability 
of  the  President. 

4.-  The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  Vice  Presi- 
dent shall  be  the  Vice  ProBideih,  if  such  number  be*a«najority  of  the 
whole  number  of  electors  appointed ;  and,  if  io  person  have  a  majority, 
then,  from  the  two  highest  numbers  on  the  list,  the  Senate  shall  choose 
the  Vice  President  ;*  a  quorum  •  for  the^  purpose  shall  consist  of.  two- 
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tbirds  of  the  wbole  ^nmber  of  SenatOTB,  and  a  majority  of  the  ^hole 
immber  sball  be  neoefisarj  to  a  oh^loe. 

'5  But  no  person  oonstitutionally  ineligible  to  tbe. office  of  President 
shall  be  eli^^ible  to  t1:\{it  of  Vice  President  of  tbe  Confederate  States. 

6.  The  Congress  may, determine  the  time  of  choosing  the  electors, 
and  th^  day  on  which  they  shall  giye  their  votes ;  whioh  day  shall  be 
the  same  throughout  the  Confederate  States. 

7.  No  person,  excepts  natural  born  citizen  of  the  Confederate  States, 
or  a  citizen  thereof,  at  the  time  of  the  adoptii^n  of  this  Constitution,  or 
a  citizen  thereof  born  in  the  United  States  prior  to  the  ^Oth'  of  Beoem- 
ber,- 1860,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  President;  neither  shalj  any 
person  be  eligible  to  that  office  who  shall  not  have  •  attained  the  age  of 
thirty- five  years,  and  been  fourteen  yeaDai  a  resident*  within  the  limits 
of  the  Confederate  States  as  they  may  exist  at  the.  time  of  ^  electioil. 

8.  In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  President  from  office,  or  of  his 
-death,  resignation,  or  inability  to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of 

the  said  pffiee,  the  ^ame  shall  devolve  on  the  Yice  President;  and  tlh 
Congress  may,  by  law,  provide  for  the  cas^  of  removal,  deaths  resigna- 
tion, or  inability  both  of  the  President  and  Vice  President,  declaring 
what  officer  shall  then  act  as  president,  and  such  officer  shall  act  ac- 
cordingly .  until  the  disability  be  removed;  or  a  President  shall  be 
•  elected. 

9.  The  President  shall)  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  .services  a 
compensation,  which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor.  diminished  during 
the  juried  fpr  which  he  shall  have  been  elected;  and  be. shall  not  re-  . 
ceive  within  that  period  any  oiher  emolument  from  the  Cpnfed§rate 

►  States,  or  of  any  of  them. 

10.  Before  he  enters  on  the  execution  of  his  office,  lie  shall  take  jfche 
following  oath  or  affirmation  : 

*<  I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully  execute  the 
office  of  President  of  the  ConfedeKte  States,  and  will,  to  the  best  of 

my  ability,  preserve^  protect  and  defend  the  Constitution  thereof."

2,  l3.e  shall  haye  power,  bj  ana  with  the  adrice  and  consent  of  tlie' 
Senate,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two>thirds  of  4he  Senators  present 
concur;  and  he  shall  nominate/ and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  ambassadors,  other  pablio  miDistera 
and  consuls,  Judges  of  f;he  Supreme  Court,  and  all  other  officers  of  the 
Confederate  States,  whose  appointments  are  not  herein  otherwise  pro> 
vided  for,  and  which  shall  be  established  by  law ;'  but  the  Congress 
may,  by  law,  vest  the  appointment  of  such  inferior  officers  as  they 
think  proper,  in  the  President  alone,  in  the  eourts  of  law,  or  in  the 
heads  of  Departments. 

8.  ,The  principal  officer  in  each  of  the  Executive  Departments,  and 
ail  person  connected  with  the  diplomatic  service,  may  be 'removed 
from  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  President.  All  other  civil  dfficen 
of  the  Executive  Department  inay  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the' 
President;  or  other  appointing  power,  when  their  services  are  un- 
necessary, or  for  dishonesty,. 'incapacity,  inefficiency,  misconduct,  or 
neglect  of  duty ;  and  when  so  removed,  the  removal  shall  be  reported 
to  the  Senate,  together  with  the  reasons  therefor. . 

4.  The  President  sl^all  have  power  to  fill  all  vaoadcies  that  may 
happen  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  by .  granting  commissions 
which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  their  next  session ;  but  no  person  re- 
jected by  the  Senate  sh^ll  be  re>appointed  to  the  same  office  during 
their  ensuing  recess. 

•        ^  SECTION  lii. 

1.  The  President  shall,  from  time, to  time,  give  to  the  Congress  in- 
formation of  the  State  of  the  Confederacy,  and  recommend  to  their 
consideration  such  measures  as' he  shall  judge  necessary  and  expedient; 
he  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  both  Houses,  or  either  of 
them;  and  in  case  of  disagreement  between  them,  with  respect  to  the 
time  of  adjournment,  he  may  adjoura  them  to  such  a  time  as  he  shall 
think  proper;^  he  shall  receive  ambassadors  and  other  public  ministers; 
he  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed,  and  shall  com- 
mission all  the  officers  of  the  Confederate  States. 

SECTION  IV. 

1.  The  President,  Yice  President,  and  all  civil  officers  of  the  Cod- 
federate  States,  shall  be  removed  frohi  office  on  impeachment  for,  and 
conviction  of,  treason,  bribery  or  other  high  crimes  and  mi^demeaDora,    *

.    SECTION  I.  ,  . 

1.  The  judicial  powv*  of  the  Confederate  States  shall  he  vested  in 
one  Supreme  Court,  and  in  sttoh  Inferior  Courts  as  the  Congress  may  . 
from  time  to  time  *ordain  and  establish.  The  Judges,  both  of  the 
Supreme  and  Inferior  Courts,  shall  hold  their  offices  during  good 
behavior,  and  ahall^  at  stated  times,  receive  for  their  services  a  compen- 
sation^ which  shall  not  be  diminished  during  their  continuance  jn  office. 

•         SECTION    n. 

1.  The  judicial  power*  shall  extend  to  all  oases  arising  under  this 
Constitution,  the  laws  of  the  Confederate  States,  and  treaties'  made*or 
which  shall  be  made  under  their  authority;  to  all  cases  affecting  am- 

>  bassadors,  other  public  ministers  and  consub ;  to  all  cases  of  admiralty 
and  maritime  jurisdiction ;  to  controversies  .to  which  the  Confederate 
Stat^  shall  be  apHrty;  to  controversies  between  two  or  mo^e^  States; . 
fastween  a  State  and  citisens  of  another  State  where  the  Slate  is  plain* 
tiff;  between  citizens  claiming  lands' under  grants  of*  different  States, 
and  between  a  Stale  or  the  citizens  thereof,  and  foreign  States,  citizens 
or  subjects  >  but  no  State  shall  be  sued  by  a  Citizen  or  subject  of  any 
foreign  State. 

2.  In  all  cases  affe6ting  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and 
consuls,  and  those  in  which  a  State  shall  be  a  party,  the  S^reme 
Court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction.  In  all  the^other  cases  before 
mentioned,  the  Supreme  Court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction,  both 
as  to  law  and  fact,  with  such  exceptions;  and  under  such  regulations^ 
as  the  Congress  shall  inake. 

'3.  The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except  in  oases  of  impeachment,  shall  be 
by  jury,  and  such  trial  shall  be  held  in  the  State  where  the  said  crimes 
shall  have  -been  committed;  but  when  not  committed  within  any 
State,  the  trial  shall  be  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  Congress  may  by 
law  have  directed. 

SECTION  in,   , 

1.  Treason  against  the  Confederate  States  shall  consist  only  in  levy-* 
iug  war  against  them,  or  in  adlitring  to  their  enemies,  giving  them  aid 
and  comfort.  No  ^person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason  unless  on  the 
testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  on  confession  in 
open  Court.  •       '  •  .  .  •  • 

2.  The  Congress  shall  have  powQr  to  declare  the  punishment  of  trea- 
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8on>  but  DO  attainder  of  treason  flhall  work  corrvpftion  of  blood,  or  for- 
feiture, exeept  during  the  life  of  the  person  attainted.    . 

.  '  AIITICLE  ;V.     •         • 

SECTION  I. 

1.  Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  'each  State  to  the  public 
ActS;  records  and  Judicial  proceedings  of*  everj  other  State;  rfbd  the 
'Congre*ss  may,  bj  general  laws,  prescribe  the*  manner  in  which  such 
Acts,  records  and  proceedings  shall  be  provei,  and  the  isfiect  theHof. 

SECTION  II.        ,  ,   •   • 

1.  The  citizens  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges 
and  immunities  of  citizens  in  the  several  States,  and  shall  have  the 
right  oT  transit  and  sojourn  in  any  State  qf  this  Confederacy,  with , 
their    slaves  and  other  property;  and  the  right  of  property  in  said 
slaves  shall  not  be  thereby  impaired.  .  ^ 

2.  A  person  charged  in  any  State  with  treason,  felony,  or  other 
crime  against  the-  laws  of  such  ^te,  who  shall  flee  from  justice,. and 

•be  found  in  another  Statt,  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Executive  4iuthor* 
ity  of  the  State  from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be  removed  to 
the  State  having  jurisdiction  pf  \he  crime. 

8.  Wo  slave,  or  other  person  held  to  service  or  labor  in  any  State  or 
Territory  of  the  Confederate  States,  under  the  laws  thereof,  escaping  or 
lawfully  carried  into  another,  shall,  in.  consequence  of  any  law  or  regu- 
lation therein,  be  discharged  from  such  service  or.  labor;  but  shall  be 
delivered  up  on  claim  of.  the  party  to  whom  such  slave  belougSi  or  to 
whom  BU0&  service,  or  labor  may  be  due. 

SECTION  III. 

1.  Other  States  may,  be  admitted  into  this  Gonfederaoy  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  whole  House  of  Representatives,  and  two-thirds  of 
the  Senate,  the  Senate  voting  by  States;  but  no  new.  State  shall  be 
formed  or  erected  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any  other  State;  nor  any 
State  be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  States,  or  parts  of 
States,  without  the  consent  of  the  Legislatures  of  the  States  concerned, 
as  well  as  of  the  Congress.  .  *      . 

2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of  and  make  all  need- 
'ful  rules  and  regulations  concerning  the  property *of  the  Gpnfcdente 
States,  including  the  lands  thereof. 
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3.  The' Confederate  States  may  acquire  Dew  territory;  and  CoDgress 
sball  have  power  to  legislate  and  provide  goT^rnmeDts-  for  the  inhabi- 
tantfl  of  all'tenitorj  belonginor  to  the  Confederate  States,  lying  with- 

^  out  the  limits  of  the  several  States;  and  may  permit  them,  at  such  • 
times  anti  in  such  manner  as  it  may  by  law  provide^  to  forja  States  to 
be  admitted  into  the  Confederacy.  In  all  such  territory,  the  inHtitu- 
tion  of  negro  sfavery,  as  it  now  exists  in  the  Confederate  l^tates,  shall 
^e  recognized  and  protected  by  Congress,  and  by  the  territorial  Gov- 
ernment; and  the  inhabitants  of  the  several  Confederate  States  and 
Territories  shall  have  the  right  to  take  to  such « territory  any  slaves 
lawfully  held  by  them  in  any  of  the*  States  or  Territories  of  the  C0Q4 
federate  States.  •  .      '  , 

4.  The  Confederate  States  shall  guarantee  to  every  State  that  i\o.w 
is,  or  hereafter  may  become,  1^  member  of  *this  Confederacy,  a  republi* 
can  form  of  government,  and  shall  protect  each  of  them  ^igains);  inva- 
sion,  and,  on  application  of  the  Legislature  (or  of  the  Executive^  when 
the  Legislature  is  not  in  session),  against  domestic  violence. 

ilRTICLE  V. 

*  1.  Upon  the  demand  of  Any  three  States,  legally  assembled  in  their 
several  Conventions,  the  Congress  shall  isumiuon  a  Convention  of  all 
the  States,  to  take  into  consideration  such  amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution as  the  said  States  shall  concur  in  suggesting  at  the  time  when 
the  said  demand  is  piade;  and  should  any  of  the  proposed  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  be  agreed  on  by  the  said  Convention — voting, 
by  States — and  the  same  be  ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  two- thirds 
x)f  the  several  States,  or  by  Conventions  in  two-thirds  thereof — ^as  one 
or  the  other  mode  of  ratification  may  be  proposed  by  the  general  Con- 
vention— they  shall  {henceforward  form  a  part  of  this  Constitution. 
But  DO  State  shall,  without  its  consent^  be  deprived  of  its  <equal  repre- 
scntatiob  in  the  Senate. 

,  ARTICLE  Vl.       . 

1.  The  Government  established  by  this  Constitution  is  the  successor 
of  the  jffovisLonal  Government  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America, 
and  all  the  Idws  passed  by  the  latter  shall' continue  in  force  until  the 
same  shall  be  repealed  or  modified ;  and  all  the  officers  appointed  by 
the  same  shall  remain  in  office  until. their  successors  are  appointed  and 
qualified,  or  the  offices  abolished. 
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2.  All  debts  oontra^sted  and  ongagements  eniered  into  before  tbi 
adoptioo  of  this'*ConBlitUtioD  shall  be  as  valid  agaipst  the  Gpnfedenu 
States  under  this  CoDstitutioQ  as  under  the  Provisional  GovernmeDt 

8.  This  Constitution,  and  the  laws  of  the  Confederate  States,  mads 
in  pursnaQce  thereof,  and  atl  treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made, 
under)  the  authority  of  the- Confederate  States,  sfaaH  be  the  supreme 
.  law  of  the  land ;  and  the  Judges  in  every  State  shall  \^  bound  thereby, 
anything  in  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  any  Stote  to  the  contrary  notr 
withstanding. 

4.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  before  mentioned,  and  the 
^embers  of  the  several  State  Legislatures,  and  all  executive,  and  ju- 
dicial officers,  bqth  of  the  Confederate  States  and  of  the  several  States, 
shall  be  bound  by  oath  or  affirmation,  to  support  this  Constitution  ;  bat 
no  religious  test  shall  ever  he  required  as  a  qualification  to  any  office  or 
public  trust  under  the  Confederate.States. 

5.  The  enumeration  in  the  Constitution  of  certain  rights,  shall  not 
be  construed  to  deny  or  disparage  others  retained  by  the  people  of  the 
Bcveral  States.  . 

6.  The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  Confederate  States  by  the  Con-  * 
stitution,  nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  States,  are  reserved  to  the  States, 
respectively,  or  to  the  people  thereof. 

ARTICLE.  VII. 

^  1.  The  ratification  of  the  Conventions  of  fivo  States  shall  be  sufficient 
for  the  establishment  of  this  Constitution  between  the  States  so  ratify- 
ing the  same. 

2.  When  five  States  shall  have  ratified  this  Constitution,  in  the  man- 
ner above  specified,  the  Congress,  under  the  Provisional  Constitution, 

.  shall  prescribe  the  time  for  holding  theelectiou^f  President  and  Vice 
President;  ftud  for  the  meeting  of*  the  Electoral  College;  and  for 
counting  the  votes,  and  inaugurating  the  Presidept.  They  shall  also 
prescribe  the  time  for  holding  the  first  election  of  Membera  of  Om-' 

'  gress  under  the  Const]:tution,  and  at  the  time  fi^r  assembling  the  same. 
Until  the  assembling  of  such  Congress,  the  Congress  under  the  Pro- 
visional Constitution  shall, continue  to  exercise  the  legislature  powers 
granted  them — not  extending,  beyond  the  time  limited  by  the  Cpustitu- 
tlon  of  the  Provisional  Government.  .    .
